About three Years ago Mr. Ga- 
liver growing weary of the Concourſe of curi- 
ous People coming to him at his Houſe in Re- 
ariff, made a ſmall Purchaſe of Land, with a 
convenient Houſe, near Newark, in Notimg- 
hamfhire, his Native Country; where he now 
lives retired, yet in good Eſteem among his 
Neighbours. 

Although Mr. Gulliver was born in Notting- 
hamfhire, where his Father dwelt, yer I have 
heard him fay, his Family came trom Oxford- 
ſbire; to confirm which, I have obſerved ir 
the Church-Yard at Banbury, in that 8 
ſeveral Tombs and Monuments of the Gulli- 
Vers.

- Y Father kad a ſmall Eſtate in Notting- 
3 tame; 1 was the Third of Five Sons. 
He ſent me to Emannel-Colledge in Cam- 
bridge, at Fourteen Years old, where I 
reſided three Years, and applied my ſelf 
cloſe to my Studies : But the Charge of 
maintaining me (although I had a very 
ſcanty Allowance) being too great for a narrow Fortune, 
I was bund Apprentice to Mr. James Bates, an eminent 
Surgeon in London, with whom I continued four Years; 
and my Father now and then fending me ſmall Sums of 
Money, I laid them our in learning Navigation, and other 
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Parts of the Mathematicks, uſeful to thoſe who intend to 
Travel, as I always believed it would be ſome time or 
other my Fortune-ro do, When I left Mr. Bates, I went 
down to my Father; where, by the aſſiſtance of Him 
and my Uncle John, and ſome other Relations, I got 
Forty Pounds, and a Promiſe of Thirty Pounds a Year 
to maintain me at Leyden: There I ſtudied Phy ſick two 
Years and ſeven Months, knowing it would be uſeful in 
long Voyages. 

Soon after my Return from Leyden, I was recommen- 
ded by my good Maſter, Mr. Bates, to be Surgeon to the 
Swallow, Captain Abraham Pannell, Commander; with 
whom 1 continued three Years and a half, making a Voy- 
age or two into the Levant, and ſome other Parts. When 
I came back, I reſolved to ſettle in London, to which Mr. 
Bates, my Maſter encouraged me, and by him I was re- 
commended to ſeveral Patients. I took Part of a ſmall 
Houſe in the Old Jury; and being adviſed to alter my 
Condition, I married Mrs. Mary Burton, ſecond Daughter 
to Mr. Edmend Burton, Hoſier in Newgate-ſireet, with 
whom I received four Hundred Pounds for a Portion. 

But, my good Maſter Bates dying in two Years after, 
and I having few Friends, my Buſineſs began to fail; for 
my Conſcience would not ſuffer me to imitate the bad 
Practice of too many among my Brethren. Having 
therefore conſulted with my Wife, and ſome of my Ac- 
quaintance, I determined ro go again to Sea, I was Sur- 
geon ſucceſlively in two Ships, and made ſeveral Voy- 
ages, for ſix Years, to the Eaſt and Weſt-Indies, by which 
I got ſome Addition to my Fortune, My Hours of Lei- 
ſure I ſpent in reading the beſt Authors ancient and mo- 
dern, being always provided with a good number ot Books 
and when 1 was EE in obſerving the Manners and 
Diſpoſitions of the People, as well as learning their 
Language, wherein I had a great Facility by the ſtrength 
of my Memory. 

The laſt of theſe Voyages not proving very fortunate, 
I grew weary of the Sea, and intended to ſtay ar home 
with my Wife and Family. I removed from the Old Jury 
to Fetter Lane, and from thence to Wapping, hoping to 
get Buſine's among the Sailors; but it would not turn 
to Account. After three Years Expectation that a_ 
wo 
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would mend, I accepted an advantageous Offer from 

Captain William Prichard, Maſter of the Antelope, who 

was making a Voyage to the Sorzh-Sea, We ſet fail 

from Briſtol, May 4th, 1699. and our Voyage at firſt was 

yery proſperous. 

It would not be proper, for ſome Reaſons, to trouble 

tha Reader with the Particulars of our Adventures in thoſe 

Seas: Let it ſuffice to inform him, that in our Paſſage 

from thence to the Eaſt. Indies, we were driven by a vio- 

lent Storm to the North-weſt of Van Diemen's Land. B 

| an Obſervation, we found curſelyes in the Latitude of 
| 30 Degrees 2 Minutes South, Twelve of our Crew were 
: dead by immoderate Labour, and ill Food, the reſt were 
in a very weak Condition. On the filth of Nowember, 


which was the beginning of Summer in thoſe Parts, the 

f Weather being very hazy, the Seamen \ evay a Rock, 
1 within halt a Cable's length of the Ship; but the Wind 
y was ſo ſtrong, that we were driven directly upon it, and 
A immediately ſplit. Six of the Crew, of whom I was one, 
h having let down the Doat into the Sea, made a ſhift to 
| get clear of the Ship, and the Rock. We rowed by my 
r. Computation about three Leagues, till we were able to 
* work no longer, being already ſpent with Labour while 
14 we were in the Ship. We therefore truſted ourſelves to 
Ag the Mercy of the Waves, and in about half an Hour the 
5 Boat was overſet by a ſudden. Flurry from the Norrh, 
ee What became of my Companions in the Boat, as well 
y- as of thoſe who ine on the Rock, or were left in 
3 the Vellel, I cannot tell; but conclude they were all loſt. 
N For my own part, I f,am as Fortune directed me, and 
. was puſh'd forward by Wind and Tide. I often let my 
oks Legs drop, and could feel no bottom: But when I was 
md almoſt gone, and able to ſtruggle no longer, I found 
heir my felt within my depth; and by this time the Storm was 
- oh much abated. The Declivity was ſo ſmall, that I walked 
> near a Mile before I got to the ſhore, which I conjectur'd 
Ate, was about eight a Clock in the Evening. I then advanced 
ky forward near half a Mile, but could not diſcover any ſign 
ur of Houſes or Inhabitants; at leaſt I was in ſo weak a 
g to Condition, that I did not obſerve them. I was extremely 


tired, and with that, and the Heat of the Weather, and 
ines about half a Pint of Brandy that I drank as Llelt the Ship, 
ould B 2 1 found 
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T found my ſelt much inclined to ſleep. I lay down on 
tbe Graſs, which was very ſhort and ſoft, where I ſlept 
ſounder than ever I remember to have done in my lite, 
and as I reckoned, above nine Hours; for when 1 awa- 
ked, it was juſt Day-light. I attempted to riſe, but was 
not able to ſtir: For as I happened to lie on my Back, L 
found my Arms and Legs were ſtrongly faſtened on each 
ſide to the Ground; and my Hair, which was ong and 
thick, tied down in the ſame manner. 1 likewiſe felt ſe- 
veral ſlender Ligatures acroſs my Body, from my Arm- 
wa to my Thighs. I could wy look upwards, the Sun 

egan to grow hot, and the Light offenied mine Eyes. 
I heard a confuſed Noiſe about me, but in the poſture I 
hy, could fee nothing except the Sky. In a little time 
I felt ſomething alive moving on my left Leg, which ad- 
vancing pently forward over my Breaſt, came almoſt up 
to my Chin; when bendiny mine Eyes downwards as 
much as I could, I perceived it to be a human Creature 
not fix Inches high, with a Bow and Arrow in his Hands, 
and a Quiver at his Back. In the mean time, I felt at 
leaſt forty more of the ſame kind (as I conjectured) tol- | 
Jowing the firſt. I was in the utmoſt Aſtoniſument, and 
roared ſo loud, that they all ran back in a flight; and 
ſame of them, as I was afterwards told, were ke with ] 
the Falls they got by leaping from my ſides upon the . 
Ground. However, they ſoon returned, and one of them, a 
who ventured ſo far as to get à full ſight of my Face, 6 
lifting up his Hands and Eyes by way of Admiration, P 
cried out in a ſhrill but diſtin Voice, Hek:nah Degul: t 
The others repeated the ſame Words ſeveral Times, but * 
I then knew not what they meant. I lay all tl.is while, 5 
as the Reader may believe, in great Uneafineſs: At length ſt 
ſtruggling to get looſe, 1 had the fortune to break the * 
Strings, and wrench out the Pegs that taſtened my left 
Arm to the Ground; for, by litting it up to my Face, I FE 
diſcover'd the Methods they had taken to bind me; and, ab 


at the ſame time, with a violent Pull, which gave me ex- th; 
ceſlive Pain, I a little looſened the Strings that tied down th, 
my Hair on the left Side, fo that 1 was juſt able to turn che 
my Head about two Inches. But the Creatures ran off a ry 
ſecond time, betore I could ſeize them; whereupon there 2

was a great Shout in a very ſhrill Accent, and 
ceaſed, 
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ceaſed, T heard one of them cry aloud, . Tolgo- Phonac; 
when in an Inſtant I felt above an hundred Arrows dif. 
charged on my left Hand, which pricked me like ſo many 
Needles; and beſides they ſhot another Flight into the 
Air, as we do Bombs in Europe, whereof many, I ſup- 
— fell on my Body, (though I felt them not) and 
me on my Face, which I immediately covered w:th m 
left Hand, When this Shower of Arrows was over, 1 fell 
a groaning with Grief and Pain, and then ſtriving again 
to get looſe, they diſcharged another Voll, larger than 
the firſt, and ſome of them attempted with Spears to 
ſtick me in the Sides? but, by good luck, I had on me 
a Buff Jerkin, which they could not pierce. 1 thought 
ir the moſt prudent Method to lie ſtill, and my deſian 
was to continue fo till Night, when my left Hand being 
already looſe, I could eaſily free my ſelf: And as for 
the Inhabitants, I bad reaſon to believe 1 might be a 
a Match for the greateſt Armies they could bring againſt 
me, if they were all of the tame ſize with him that | ſaw, 
But Fortune diſpoſed otherwiſe of me. When the People 
obſerved I was quiet, they diſcharged no more Arrows: 
But by the Noiſe I heard, I knew their Numbers encrea- 
ſed; and about four Yards from me, over-againſt my right 
Ear, I heard a knocking for above an Hour, like that of 
People at work; when turning my Head that way, as well 
as the Pegs and Strings would permit me, I ſaw a Stage 
exeted about a Foot and a halt from the Ground, ca- 
pable of holding four of the Inhabitants, with two or 
three Ladders to mount it: From whence one of them, 
who ſeemed to be a Perſon of Quality, made me a lo 
Speech, whereof I. underſtood not one Syllable. But 
ſhould have mentioned, that before the principal Perſon 
began his Oration, he cried out three times, Langro Do» 
hul ſan: (theſe Words and the former were afterwards - 
repeated and explained to me.) Whereupon immediately 
about fifty of the Inhabitants came, and cut the Strings 
that faſtened the left ſide of my Head, which gave me 
the liberty of turning it to the right, and of obſerving 
the Perſon and Geſture of him that was to ſpeak. He 
appeared to be of a middle Age, and taller than any of 
the other three who attended. him, whereof one was a 
Page that held up his Train, and ſeemed to be ſomewhat 
| B 3 longer 
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longer than my middle Finger; the other two ſtood one 
on each ſide to ſupport him. He acted every part of 
an Orator, and I could obſerve many Periods of Threat- 
nings, and others of Promiſes, Pity and Kindneſs, I 
anſwered in a few Words, but in the moſt ſubmiſſive 
manner, litting up my left Hand and both mine Eyes to 
the Sun, as calling him for a Witneſs; and being almoſt 
famiſhed with Hunger, having not eaten a Morſel for ſome 
Hours before J left the Ship, I found the Demands of 
Nature fo ſtrong upon me, that I could not forbear ſhew- 
ing my Impatience (perhaps againſt the ſtrict Rules of 
Decency) by putting my Finger frequently on my Mouth, 
to ſignify that I wanted Food. The Hurgo (for ſo they 
call a great Lord, as 1 afterwards learnt) underſtood me 
very well. He deſcended trom the Stage, and comman- 
ded that ſeveral Ladders ſhould be applied to my Sides, 
on which above an hundred of the Inhabitants mounted, 
and walked towards my Mouth, laden with Baskets full 
of Meat, which had been provided, and ſent thither by 
the King's Orders upon the firſt Intelligence he received 
of me. I obſerved there was the Fleſh of ſeveral Ani- 
mals, but could not diſtinguiſh them by the Taſte. There 
were Shoulders, Legs and Loins ſhaped like thofe of 
Mutton, and very well dreffed, but ſmaller than the Win 
of a Lark. I eat them by two or three at a monthfut, 
and took three Loaves at a time, about the bigneſs of 
Musket Bullets. They ſupplied me as they could, ſhew- 
Ing a thoufand Marks of wonder and aſtoniſhment at my 
Bulk and Appetite. I then made another Sign that I want- 
ed Drink. They found by my eating that a fmall quan- 
tity would not ſuffice me, and being a moft ingenious 
People, they ſhing up with great Dexterity one of their 
Eirgeſt Hogſhedds, then rolled it towards my Hand, and 
beat out the Top; 1 drank it off ar a Draught, which I 
might well do, for it did not hold half a Pint, and taſt- 
ed like a ſmall Wine of Burgundy, but much more deli- 
cious, They brought me a fecond Hogſhead, which I 
drank in the ſame manner, and made Signs for more, but 
they had none to give me, When 1 had perform'd theſe 
Wonders, they ſhouted for Joy, and danced upon my 
Breaſt, repeating ſeveral times as they did at firft, Hek:- 
nah Degul, They made me a Sign that 1 ſhould throw 
down 
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down the two Hogſheads, but firſt warned the People 
below to ſtand out of the way, crying aloud, Borach Mi- 
wola, and when they ſaw the Velfels in the Air, there 
was an univerſal ſhout of Hekinah Degul. 1 confeſs I 
was often tempted, while they were paſling backwards 
and forwards on my Body to ſeize Forty or Fiſty of the 
firſt that came in my reach, and daſh them againſt the 
Ground. But the remembrance of what I had telt, which 
probably might not be the worſt they could do, and the 
Promiſe of Honour I made them, for ſo I interpreted 
my ſubmiſſive Behavicnr, ſoon drove out theſe Imagina- 
tions. Beſides, I now conſider'd my felt as bound b 

the Laws of Hoſpitality to a People who had treated me 
with ſo much Expence and Maynihcence, However, in 
my Thoughts 1 could not ſufficiently wonder at the In- 
trepicity of theſe diminutive Mortals, who durſt venture 
to mount and walk upon my Body, while one of iny 
Hands was at liberty, without trembling at the very ſizht 
ot ſo prodigious a Creature as I muſt appear to them, 
Aiter ſome time, when they obſerv'd that I made no 
more Demands for Meat, there appeared betore me a 
Ferſon of high Rank from his Imperial Majeſty. His Ex- 
cellency having mounted on the (mall of my right Leg. 
advanced forwards up to my Face, with about a Dozen 
of his Retinue. And producing his Credentials under the 
Signet Royal, which he applied cloſe to mine Eyes, ſpoke 
about ten Minutes, without any ſigns of Anger, but with 
a kind of determinate Reſolution ; often pointing forwards, 
which, as I afterwards found, was towards the Capital City, 
about half a Mile diſtant, whither it was agreed by his Ma- 
jeſty in Council that I muſt be conveyed. I anſwered in 
few Words, but to no purpoſe, and made a Sign with my 
Hand that was looſe, putting it to the other (but over 
his Excellency's Head, for fear of hurting him or his 
Train) and then to my own Head and Body to ſignify 
that I deſired my Liberty. It appeared that he under- 
ſtood me well enough, for he ſhook his Head by way of 
Diſapprovation, and held his Hand in a Poſture to ſhew 
that I mult be carried as a Priſoner. However, he made 
other Signs to let me underſtand that I ſhould have Meat 
and Drink enough, and very good Treatment, Where- 
upon I once more thought of attempting to break my 
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Bonds, but again, when 1 felt the ſmart of their Arrows 
upon my Face and Hands, which were all in Bliſters, and 
many of the Darts ſtill ſticking in them, and obſerving 
likewiſe that the Number of my Enemies encreaſed, 1 
gave Tokens to let them know that they might do with 
me what they pleaſed. Upon this the Hurgo and his 
Train withdrew with much Civility and chearful Coun- 
tenances. Soon after J heard a general Shout, with 
frequent Repetitions of the Words, Peplom Sclan, and 
I felt great Numbers of the People on my left fide 
relaxing the Cords to ſuch a degree, that I was able 
to turn upon my Right, and to eaſe my ſelf with 
making Water; which 1 very plentifully did, to the 
great aſtoniſhment of the People, who conjecturing by 
my Motions what I was going to do, immediately opened 
to the right and left on that ſide to avoid the Torrent 
which fell with ſuch noiſe and violence from me. But 
before this, they had dawbed my Face and both my Hands 
with a ſort of Ointment very pleaſant tothe Smell, which 
in a few Minutes removed all the ſmart of their Arrows. 
Theſe Circumſtances, added to the Refreſhment I had 
received by their Victuals and Drink, which were very 
nouriſhing, diſpoſed me to ſleep. 1 flepr about eight 
hours, as I was afterwards aſſured; and it was no won- 
der, for the Phyſicians, by the Emperor's Order, had 
mingled a fleepy Potion in the Hogſheads of Wine. 

It ſeems that upon the fiſt Moment I was diſcovered 
ſleeping on the Ground after my Landing, the Emperor 
had early Notice of it by an Expreſs, and determined im 
Council that I ſhould be tied in the manner I have re- 
lated (which was done in the Night while I flept) that 
Plenty of Meat and Drink ſhould be ſent me, and a Ma- 
chine prepared to carry me to the Capital City, 

This Reſolution perhaps may appear very bold and 
dangerous, and I am confident would not be 1mitated by 
any Prince in Europe on the like Occaſion; however, in 
my Opinion it was extremely Prudent as well as Gene- 
rous. For ſuppoſing theſe People had endeavour'd to 
kill me with their Spears and Arrows while I was afleep, 
I ſhould certainly have awaked with the firſt ſenſe of 
Smart, which might fo far have rouzed my Rage and 
Strength, as to have enabled me to break the Strings 
? | wherewith 
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wherewith I was tied; after which, as they were not able 
to make Reſiſtance, ſo they could expect no Mercy. 

Theſe People are moſt excellent Mathematicians, and 
arrived to a great Perfection in Mechanicks by the coun · 
tenance and encouragement of the Emperor, who is a 
renowned Patron of Learning. This Prince hath ſeveral 
Machines fixed on Wheels for the Carriage of Trees and 
other great Weights, He often builds his largeſt Men 
of War, 3 ſome are nine Foot long, in the Woods 
where the Timber grows, and has them carried on theſe 
Engines three or four hundred Vards to the Sea. Five 
Hundred Carpenters and Engineers were immediately ſet 
at work to prepare the greateſt Engine they had. It was 
a Frame of Wood raiſed three Inches from the Ground, 
about ſeven Foot long and four wide, moving upon 
twenty two Wheels, The Shout I heard was upon the 
a rival of this Engine, which it ſeems ſet out in four 
Hours after my Landing. It was brought parallel to me 
as I Jay, But the principal Diſficulty was to raiſe and 
place me in this Vehicle. -Eighty Poles, each of one 
Foot high, were erected for this Purpoſe, and very ſtrong 
Cords of the bigneſs of Packthread were faſtned by Hooks 
to many Bandages, which the Workmen had girt round 
my Neck, my Hands, my Body, and my Legs. Nine 
Hundred of the ſtrongeſt Men were employed to draw 
up theſe Cords by many Pullies faſtned on the Poles, and 
thus in leſs than three Hours, I was raiſed and flung into 
tne Engine, and there tied faſt, All this I was told, for 
while the whole Operation was performing, I lay in a 

tofound ſleep, by the force of that ſupa iteruuy Medicine - 
in'uſed into my Liquor, Fifteen Hundred of the Empe- 
ror's largeſt Horſes, each about four Inches and an half 
high, were employed to draw me towards the Metropo- 
lis, which, as I ſaid, was half a Mile diſtant. 

About four Hours after we began our Journey, I awa-. 
ked by a very ridiculous Accident; for the Carriage being. 
ſtopt a while to adjuſt ſomething that was out of order, 
two or three of the young Natives had the Con to. 
ſee how I looked when 1 was aſleep; they climbed up 
into the Engine, and advancing very ſoftly to my Face, 
one of them, an Officer in the Guards, put the ſharp end 
of his Hait-pike 4 cod way up into my left Noſtril, . 
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which tickled my Noſe like a Straw, and made me ſneeze 
violently : Whereupon they ſtole off unperceived, and it 
was three Weeks before I knew the cauſe of my awa- 
king ſo fuddenly. We made a long March the remaini "g 
= of that Day, and reſted at Night with five hundre 
rds on each fide of me, half with Torches, and half 
with Bows and Arrows, ready to ſhoot me if I ſhould 
offer to ſtir. The next Morning at Sun-rife we continued 
our March, and arrived within two hundred Yards of the 
City-Gates about Noon. The Emperor, and all his Court 
cante out to meet us, but his great Officers would by 
no means ſuffer his Majeſty to endanger his Perſon by 
mounting on my Body. | | 
At the Place where the Carriage ſtopt, there ſtood an 
ancient Temple, eſteemed to be the largeſt in the whole 
Kingdom, which having been polluted ſome Years before 
by an unnatural Murder, was, according to the Zeal of 
thoſe * looked on as Prophane, and therefore had 
been applied to common Uſe, and all the Ornaments 
and Furniture carried away. In this Edifice it was de- 
termined 1 ſhould lodge. The great Gate fronting to 
the North was about four Foot high, and almoſt two Foot 
wide, through which I could cally creep. On each fide 
of the Gate was a ſmall Window not above fix Inches 
from the Ground: Into that on the left fide, the King's 
Smiths conveyed fourſcore and eleven Chains, like thoſe 
that hang to a Lady's Watch in Europe, and almoſt as 
large, which were locked to my left Leg with fix and 
thirty Padlocks. Over againſt this Temple, on t'other 
fide of the great Highway, at twenty Foot diſtance, there 
Was a Turret at leaſt five Foot high, Here the Emperor 
aſcended with many principal Lords of his Court, to have 
an opportunity of viewing me, as 1 was told, for I could 
not fee them. It was reckoned that above an hundred 
thouſand Inhabitants came out of the Town upon the 
ſame Errand; and in ſpight of my Guards, 1 believe there 
could not be fewer than ten Thouſand, at ſeveral times, 
who mounted upon my Body by the help of Ladders. But 
a Proclamation was ſoon iſſued to forbid it upon pain of 
Death. When the Workmen found it was impoſſible for 
me to break looſe, they cut all the Strings that bound 
me; whereupon I roſe up with as mckackalls a 1 A 
den 
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ſition as ever I had in my Life. But the noiſe and aſto- 
niſhment of the People at ſeeing me riſe and walk are 
not to be expreſſed, The Chains that held my left Leg 
were about two Yards long, and 72 me not only the 
Liberty of walking backwards and forwards in a Semi- 
circle; but being fixed within four Inches of the Gate, al- 
lowed me to creep in, and lie at my full length in the 
Temple.

HEN I found my felf on my Feet, I looked 
about me, and muſt coitefs 1 never beheld a 
more entertaining Proſpect. The Country round appear- 
ed ike a continued Garden, and the incloſed Fields, 
which were generally forty foot ſquare, reſembled ſo ma- 
yy Beds of Flowers. Theſe Fields were intermingled 
with Woods of half a Stang, and the talleſt Trees, as I 
could judge, appeared to be feven foot high. I viewed 
the Town on my left hand, which looked like the pain» 

ted Scene of a City in a Theatre. | 
I had been for ſome Hours extremely preſſed by the 
Neceilities of Nature; which was no wonder, it being 
alinott two Days fince 1 had laſt disburthened myſelf. L 1 
was under great Dithculties berween Urgency and Shame, 
The beſt Expedient I cou'd think on, was to creep into 
my Houſe, which I accordingly did; and ſhutting the 
Gate after me, I went as tar as the ler gth of my Chain 
would ſuffer, and ditcharged my Body of that uneaſy 
Load, But this was the only time I was ever guilty of 
lo uncleanly an Action; tor which 1 cannot but hope 
the candid Reader will give foine Allowance, after he 
hath maturely and impartially conſidered my Caſe, and 
the Diltrels I was in, From this time my conſtant +56 
| ce 
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ctice was, as ſoon as I rofe, to perform that Buſineſs 
in open Air, at the full extent of my Chain, and due Care 
was taken every Morning before Company came, that tl:e 
offenſive Matter ſhould be carried off in Wheel-barrows 
by two Servants appointed for that purpoſe. I would 
not have dwelt ſo long upon a Circumſtance, that per- 
haps at firſt ſight may appear not very momentous, it 
1 had not thought it neceſſary to juſtify my Character 
in point of Cleanlineſs to the World; which I am told 
ſome of my Maligners have been pleaſed, upon this and 
other Occaſions, to call in queſtion. 

When this Adventure was at an end, I came back ont 
of my Houſe, having occaſion for freſh Air. The Em- 
peror was already deſcended from the Tower, and ad- 
vancing on Horſe-back towards me, which had like to 
have coſt him dear; for the Beaſt, tho* very well trained, 
yet wholly unuſed to ſuch a Sight, which appeared as if a 
Mountain moved before him, reared up on his hinder 
Feet: But that Prince, who is an excellent Horſe-Man, 
kept his Seat, till his A:tendants ran in, and held the 
Bridle, while his Majeſty had time to diſmount. When 
he alighted, he ſurveyed me round with great Admirati- 
on, but kept without the length of my Chain. He or- 
dered his Cooks and Butlers, who were already prepa- 
red, to give me Victuals and Drink, which they puſhed 
forward in a ſort of Vehicles, upon Wheels till 1 could 
reach them. I took thoſe Vehicles, and ſoon empried 
them all; twenty of them were filled with Meat, and ten 
with Liquor, each of the former afforded me two or 
three good Mouthfuls, and 1 emptied the Liquors of ten 
Veſſels, which was contained in earthen Vials, into one 


Vehicle, drinking ir off at a Draught, and fo I did with | 


the reſt. The Empreſs, and young Princes of the Blood, 
of both Sexes, attended by many Ladies, fate at ſome 


diſtance in their Chairs; but upon the Accident that hap- | 


pened to the Emperor's Horſe, they allighted, and came 
near his Perſon, which J am now going to deſcribe. He 
1s taller by almoſt the breadth of my Nail, than any of 
his Court, which alone is enough to ſtrike an Awe into 
the Beholders. His Features are ſtrong and maſculine, 
ich an Auſtrian Lip and arched Noſe, his Complexion 
olive, his Coynicuauce erect, his Body and Limbs well 
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proportioned, all his Motions raceful, and his Deport” 
ment majeſtick. He was then paſt his Prime, being twenty- 
eight Years and three Quarters old, of which he had reign- 
7 about ſeven, in great Felicity, and generally victori- 
ous, For the better convenience of beholding him, I lay 
on my ſide, ſo that my Face was parallel to his, and he 
ſtood but three Yards off: However, I have had him 
ſince many times in my Hand, and therefore cannot be 
deceived in the Deſcription, His Dreſs was very plain 
and ſimple, and the Faſhion of it between the Afatick 
and the European; but he had on his Head a light Hel- 
met of Gold, adorned with Jewels, and a Plume on the 
Creſt. He held his Sword drawn in his Hand, to defend 
himſelf, it 1 ſhould happen to break looſe; it was al- 
moſt three Inches long, the Hilt and Scabbard were Gold 
enriched with Diamonds. His Voice was ſhrill, but ve- 
ry clear and articulate, and I could diſlinctly hear it when 
I ſtood up. The Ladies and Courtiers were all moſt 
magnificemily ciad, ſo that the Spot they ſtood upon ſeem- 
ed to reſemble a Petticoat ſpread on the Ground, em- 
broidered with Fizures of Gold and Silver. His Imperial 
Majeſty ſpoke often to me, and | returned Anſwers, but 
neither of us could underſtand a Syllable. There were 
ſeveral of his Prieſts and Lawyers preſent (as I conjectu- 
red by their Habits) who were commanded to addreſs 
themſelves to me, and I ſpoke to them in as many 
Languages as I had the leaſt ſmatteriag of, which were 
High and Low Dutch, Latin, French, Spaniſh, Italian and 
Lingua Franca, but all to no purpoſe, After about two 
Hours the Court retired, and 1 was left with a ſtro 
Guard, to prevent the Impertinence, and probably the 
Malice of the Rabble, who were very impatient to crowd 
about me as near as they durſt, and ſome of them had 
the Impudence to ſhoot their Arrows at me as I fate on 
the Ground by the Door of my Houſe, whereof one 
very narrowly nliſſed my left Eye, But the Colonel or- 
dered fix of the Ring- leaders to be ſeized, and thought 
no Puniſhment ſo proper as to deliver them bound into 
my Hands, which ſome of his Soldiers accordingly did, 
puſhing them forward with the But-Ends of their Pikes 
into my reach; I took them all in my right Hand, put 
oor of yams 99-wy-Com-Pocket, and. 29.20 198 ds 
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1 made a Countenance as if 1 would eat him alive. 
The poor Man ſqualled terribly, and the Colonel and 
his Officers were in much pain, eſpecially when they ſaw 
me take out my Penknifte : But 1 ſoon put them out of 
Fear; for, looking mildly, and immediately cutting the 
Strings he was bound with, I fet him gently on the 
Ground, and away he ran; I treated the reſt in the ſame 
manner, taking them one by one out of my Pocket, 
and I obſerved both the Soldiers and People were highly 
obliged at this Mark of my Clemency, which was repre- 
fented very much to my Advantage at Court. 

Towards Night I got with ſome difficulty into my 
Houſe, where I lay on the Ground, and continued to 
do ſo about a Fortnight; during which time the Empe- 
ror gave Orders to have a Bed prepared for me. Six 
hundred Beds of the common Meaſure were brought in 
Carriages, and worked up in my Houſe, an hundred 
and filty of their Beds ſown together made up the Breadth 
and Length, and theſe were four double, which how- 
ever kept me but very indifferently from the Hardneſs 
of the Floor, that was of ſmooth Stone, By the ſame 
Computation they provided me with Sheets, Blankets, 
and Coverlets, tolerable enough for one who had been 
fo long enured to Hardſhips as I. 

As the News of my Arrival ſpread through the King- 
dom, it brought prodigious Numbers of rich, idle, and 
curious People to fee me; fo that the Villages were al- 
moſt emptied, and great Neglect of Tillage and Houſe- 
hold Affairs muſt have enfued, if his Imperial Majeity 
had not provided by ſeveral Proclamations and Orders 
of State againſt this Inconveniency. He directed that 
thoſe, who had already beheld me, ſhould return home, 
and not preſume to come within fifty Yards of my Houſe 
without Licence from Court; whereby the Secretaries of 
State got conſiderable Fees. 

In the mean time, the Emperor held frequent Coun- 
cils to debate what Courſe ſhould be taken with me; 
and I was afterwards aſſured by a particular Friend, a 
Perſon of great Quality, who was looked upon to be as 
much in the Secret as any, that the Court was under 
many Difhculties concerning me. They apprehended 
my breaking looſe, that my Diet would be very _ 

ve, 
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e. five, and might cauſe a Famine, Sometimes they deter- 
id mined to ſtarve me, or at leaſt to ſhoor me in the Face 
0 and Hands with poiſoned Arrows, which would ſoon 
of diſpatch me: But again they conſidered, that the Stench 
he of ſo large a Carcaſe might produce a Plague in the Me- 
he tropolis, and probably ſpread through the whole King- 
Ne dom. In the midſt of thefe Conſultations, ſeveral Of- 
et, ficers of the Army went to the Door of the great Coun- 
ly cil-Chamber; and two of them being admitted, gave an 
re- account of my Behaviour to the ſix Criminals above- 

mentioned, which made ſo favonrable an Impreſſion in 
ny the Breaſt of his Majeſty and the whole Board in my be- 
to half, that an Imperial Commiſſion was iſſued out, obli- 
be- ging all the Villages nine hundred Yards round the City, 
SIX to deliver in every Morning fix Beeves, forty Sheep, and 
in other Victuals for my Suſtenance; together with a pro- 
ed portionable Quantity of Bread, and Wine, and other 
ich Liquors: For the due Payment of which, his Majeſty 
w- ave Aſſignments upon his Treaſury. For this Prince 
eſs Fives chiefly upon his own Demeſnes, ſeldom except up- 
me on great Occaſions raiſing any Subſidies upon his sub- 
ts, jets, who are bound to attend him in his Wars at 
en their own Expence. An Eftabliſhment was alſo made 

of ſix hundred Perſons to be my Domeſticks, who had 
18 Board-Wages allowed for their Maintenance, and Tents 
nd built for them yery conveniently on each fide of my 
al- Door. It was likewiſe ordered, that three hun- 
e- dred Taylors ſhould make me a Suit of Cloaths aſter 
{ty the Faſhion of the Country; That fix of his Majeſty"s 
ers greateſt Scholars ſhould be employ'd to inſtruct me in 
hat their Langnage: And, laſtly, that the Emperor's Horſes, 
ne, and thoſe of the Nobility, and Troops of Guards ſhould 
uſe be frequently exerciſed in my fight, to accuſtom them- 
of ſelves to me. All theſe Orders were duly put in execu- 

tion, and in about three Weeks I made a great Progreſs 
un- in learning their Language; during which time, the Em- 
ne; peror frequently honoured me with his Viſits, and was 
| pleaſed to aſſiſt my Maſters in teaching me, We began 
> as already to converſe together in ſome fort; and the Rt 
der words 1 learnt were to expreſs my deſire that he would 
ded pleaſe to give me my Liberty, which I every day re- 


— peated on my Knees, His Anſwer, as 1 could 1 
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hend it, was, that this muſt be a Work of Time, not 


to be thought on without the Advice of Council, and 
that firſt I muſt Lumos Kelmin poſſo deſmar lon Empoſo; 
that is, ſwear a Peace with him and his Kingdom. How- 
ever, that I ſhould be uſed with all Kindneſs, and he 
adviſed me to acquire by my Patience, and difcreet Be- 
haviour, the good Opinion of himſelf and his Subjects. 
He deſired I would not take it ill, if he gp Orders to 
certain proper Officers to ſearch me; for probably I 
might carry about me ſeveral Wong, which muſt 
needs be dangerous things, if they anſwered the Bulk of 
ſo prodigious a Perſon. 1 ſaid, his Majeſty ſhould be 
ſatisfied, for I was ready to (trip myſelf, and turn up 
my Pockets before him. This I delivered part in Words, 
and part in Signs. He replied, that by the Laws of the 
Kingdom 1 muſt be ſearched by two of his Officers; 
that he knew this could not be done without my Con- 
ſent and Aſſiſtance; that he had ſo good an Opinion of 
my Generoſity and Juſtice, as to truſt their Perſons in 
my Hands: That whatever they took from me ſhould 
be returned when I leit the Country, or paid for at tae 
Rate which J would ſet upon them. I took up the two 
Othcers in my Hands, put them firit into my Coat- 
Pockets, and then into every other Pocket about me, 
except my two Fobs, and another ſecret Pocket I had no 
mind ſhould be ſearched, wherein I had ſome little Ne- 
ceſſaries that were of no conſequence to any but myſelf, 
In one dt my Fobs there was a Silver Watch, and in the 
other a ſmall Quantity of Gold in a. Purſe. Theſe Gen- 
tlemen, having Pen, Ink and Paper about them, made 
an exact Inventory of every thing they ſaw; and when 
they had done, deſired I would ſet them doven, that the 

might deliver it to the Emperor. This Inventory 1 at- 
terwards tranſlated into Ergly/, and is word for word as 
follows, 

Imprimis, In the right Coat-Pocket of the Great Man 
Mountain (for fo I interpret the words, Quinbas Fleſirin) 
after the ſtricteſt ſearch, we found only one great Piece 
of coarſe Cloth, large enough to be a Foot-Cloth for 
your Majeſty's chief Room of State. In the left Pocket, 
we ſaw a huge Silver Cheſt, with a Cover of the ſame 


Metal, which we the Searchers were not able to lift. We 
| deſired 
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deſired it ſhould be opened, and one of us ſtepping into 
it, found himſelf up to the mid Leg in a fort of Duſt, 
ſome part whereot flying up to our Faces, ſet us both 
a ſneezing for ſeveral times together. In his right W aiſt- 
coat-Pocket, we found a prodigious Bundle of white thin 
Subſtances, folded one over another, about the bigneſs 
of three Men, tied with a ſtrong Cable, and marked with 
black Figures; which we humbly conceive to be Wri- 
tings, every Letter almoſt half as large as the Palm of 
our Hands, In the left, there was a ſort of Engine, 
from the Back of which were extended twenty lo 
Poles, reſembling the Palliſado's before your Majeſty's 
Court; wherewith we conjecture the Man Mountain 
combs his Head, for we did not always trouble him with 
Queſtions, becauſe we found it a great Difficulty to make 
him underſtand us. In the large Pocket on the right ſide 
of his middle Cover, (fo I tranſlate the word Ranfu-ceſ+, 
by which they meant my Breeches) we ſaw a hollow Pil- 
lar of Iron, about the length of a Man, faſtened to a 
ſtrong Piece of Timber, larger than the Pillar; and upon 
one ſide of the Pillar were huge Pieces of Iron ſticking 
out, cut into ſtrange Figures, which we know not what 
to make of, In the left Pocket, another Engine of the 
ſame kind. In the ſmaller Pocket on the right ſide, were 
ſeveral round flat Pieces of white and red Metal, of dif 
ferent Bulk; ſome oß the white, which ſeemed to be 
S.lver, were ſo large and heavy, that my Comrade and 
I could hardly lift them. In the left Pocket were two 
black Pillars irregularly ſhaped :: We could not, without 
difficulty, reach the top of them as we ſtood at the bor- 
m of his Pocket. One of them was covered; and 
eemed all of a piece: But at the upper End of the other, 
there appeared a white round Subſtance, about twice the 
bigneſs of our Heads. Within each of theſe was inclo- 
ſe a prodivious Plate of Steel; which, by our Orders, 
we obliged- him to ſhew-us, becauſe we apprehend they 
might be dangerous Engines. He took thein out of 
their Cafes, and told us, that in his own Country his 
Practice was to ſhave his Beard with one of theſe, and 
to cut his Meat with the other. There were two Pockets 
which we could not enter: Theſe he called his Fobs; 
they were two large Slits cut into the top of his middle 
a\ 80 Cov er, 
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Cover, but ſqueezed cloſe by the preſſure of his Belly, 
Out of the right Fob hung a great Silver Chain, with a 
wonderful kind of Engine at the bottom. We directed 
him to draw out whatever was faſtened to that Chain; 
which appeared to be a Globe, half Silver, and halt of 
ſome tranſparent Metal: For on the tranſparent fide we 
faw certain ſtrange Figures circularly drawn, and thought 
we could touch them, till we found our Fingers ſtupped 
by that lucid Subſtance. He put this Engine to our Ears, 
which made an inceſſant Noife like that of a Water- 
Mill, And we conjecture it is either ſome unknown A- 
nimal, cr the God that he worſhips: But we are more 
inclined to the latter Opinion, becauſe he aſſured us, (it 
we underſtood him right, for he expreſled himfelt very 
imperfectiy) that he ſeldom did any thing without con- 
ſulting it. He called it his Oracle, and faid it pointed 
our he Time for every Action of his Life. From the 
left Fob he took out a Net almoſt large enough for a Fi- 
fherman, but contrived to open and ſhut like a Purſe, 
and ſerved him for the fame uſe: We found therein ſe- 
veral maſſy Pieces of yellow Metal, which if they be real 
Gold, muſt be of immenſe Value. 

Having thus, in Obedience to your Majeſty's Com- 
mands, geaiy ſearched all his Pockets, we obſerved a 
Girdle about his Waiſt made of the Hide of ſome prodi- 
gious Animal ; from which, on the left Side, hung a 
Sword - of the length of five Men; and on the right, a 
Bag or Pouch divided into two Cells, each Cell capable 
of boldiog three of your Majeſty's Subjects. In one of 
theſe Cells were feveral Globes or Balls of a moſt pon- 
derous Metal, about the bigneſs of our Heads, — re- 
quired a ſtrong Hand to lift them: The other Cell con- 
rained a Heap of certain black Grains, but of no great 
Bulk or Weight, for we could hold above fifty of them 
in the Palms of our Hands. 

This is an exact Inventory of what we found about 
the Body of the Man Mountain, who uſed us with you 
Civility, and due Reſpect to your Majeſty's Commiſſion. 
Signed and Sealed on the fourth Day of the eighty ninth 
Moon of your Majeſty's auſpicious Reign.

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When this Inventory was read over to the Emperor, 
he directed me, although in very gentle Terms, to de- 
liver up the ſeveral Particulars. He firſt called for my 
Scymiter, which I took out, Scabbard and all. In the 
mean time he ordered three thouſand of his choiceſt 
Troops (who then attended him) to ſurround me at a 
diſtance, with their Bows and Arrows juſt ready to diſ- 
charge: But I did not obſerve it, for mine Eyes were 
wholly fixed upon his Majeſty. He then deſired me to 
draw my Scymiter, which, although it had got ſome 
Ruſt by the Sea- Water, was in molt parts exceeding 
bright, 1 did fo, and immediately all the Troops gave a 
Shout between Terror and Surprize ; for the Sun ſhone 
clear, and the Reflexion dazled their Eyes as I waved 
the Scymiter to and fro in my Hand, His r who 
is a muſt magnanimous Prince, was lefs daunted than I 
could expect; he ordered me to return it into the Scab- 
bard, and caſt it on the ground as gently as I could, 
about fix Foot from the end of my Chain. The next 
thing he demanded was one of the hollow Iron Pillars, 
by which he meant my Pocket-Piltols, I drew it out, 
and at his deſire, as well as I could, expreſſed to him 
the Uſe of it; and charging it only with Powder, 
which by the cloſeneſs of my Pouch happened to ſcape 
wetting in the Sea, (an Inconvenience againſt which all 
prudent Mariners take ſpecial care to 1 I firſt 
cautroned the Emperor not to be afraid, and then I ler 
it off in the Air. The Afﬀoniſhment here was much 
reater than that at the fight of my Scymiter, Hundreds 

Il down as if they had been ſtruck dead; and even the 
Emperor, although he ftood his ground, could not reco- 
ver himſelf in ſome time. I delivered up both my Pi- 
ſtols in tlie ſame manner, as I had done my Scymiter, 
and then my Pouch of Powder and Bullets; begging him 
thar the 8 might be kept from the Fire, for it would 
kindle with the ſmalleſt Spark, and blow up his Imperial 
Palace into the Air. I likewiſe delivered up my Watch, 
which the Emperor was very curious to ſee, and com- 
manded two of his talleſt Yeomen of the Guards to bear 
it on a Pole upon their Shoulders, as Dray-men in Eng- 
land do a Barrel of Ale. He was amazed at the con- 
tinual Noiſe it made, and the Motion of the Minute- 
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Hand, which he could eaſily diſcern; for-their Sight is 
much more acute than ours: And asked the Opinions of 
his learned Men about him, which were various and re- 
more, as the Reader may well imagine without my re- 
peating; although indeed I could not very perfectly un- 
derſtand them. I then gave up my Silver and Copper 
Money, my Purſe with nine large Pieces of Gold, and 
ſome ſmaller ones; my Knife and Razor, my Comb 
and Silver Snuff- Box, my Handkerchief and Journal- 
Book. My Scymiter, Piſtols, and Pouch, were convey- 
ed in Carriages: to his Majeſty's Stores; but the reſt of 
my Goods were returned me. 

I had, as - I before obſerved, one private Pocket which 

caped their Search, wherein there was a pair of Spec ;. 
cles, (which I ſometimes uſe for the Weakneſs of mine 
Eyes) a Pocket Perſpective, and ſeveral other little Con 
veniencies; which being of no conſequence to the Em- 
peror, I did not think my ſelf bound in Honour to dii- 
cover, and I apprehended they might be loſt or ſpoiled 
it I yeatured them out of my Poſſeſſion. 


CMA x. III. 
The. Author diverts the Emperor and his Nobility of both 


: Sexes in a very uncommon manner. The Diverſions of 
the Court. of Lilliput deſcriked. The Author hath his 
Liberty granted him upon certain Conditions. . 


4 Y Gentleneſs and good Behaviour had gained fo 
far on the Emperor and his Court, and indeed 
upon the Army and People in general, that I began to 
conceive Hopes of getting my Liberty in a ſhort time, 
I took all poſlible Methods to cultivate this favourable 
Diſpoſition. The Natives came by degrees to be lets 
apprehenſive of any Danger from me. LI. would ſome- 
times lie down, and let five or fix of them dance on my 
Hand. And at laſt the Boys and Girls would venture to 
come and play at Hide. and Seek in my Hair. I had 
now made a good Progreſs in underſtanding and ſpeak- 
ing their Language. The Emperor had a mind one day 
to entertain me with ſeveral of the Country Shows, 
wherein 
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wherein they exceed all Nations I have known, both 


for Dexterity and Magnificence, I was diverted with 
none ſo much as the Rope-Dancers, performed upon a 
flender white Thread, extended about two Foot, and 
twelve Inches from the Ground Upon which 1 ſhall 
deſire liberty, with the Reader's Patience, to enlarge a 
little. 

This Diverſion is only practiſed by thoſe Perſons who 
are Candidates for great Employments, and high Favour, 
at Court. They are trained in this Art from their Youth, 
and are not always of noble Birth, or liberal Education. 
When a great Office is vacant either by Death or Diſ- 
grace (which often happens) five or ſix of theſe Candi- 
dates petition the Emperor to entertain his Majeſty and 
the Court with a Dance on the Rope, and whoever 
jumps the higheft without _—_y ſucceeds in the Office, 
Very often the Chief Miniſters themſelves are command- 
ed to ſhew their Skill, and to convince the Emperor that 
they have not loft their Faculty, Flimnap, the Treaſurer, 
is allowed to cut a Caper on the ſtrait Rope, at leaſt an 
Inch higher than any other Lord in the whole Empire, 
I have ſeen him do the Summerſet ſeveral times toge- 
ther upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, which is no 
thicker than a common Packthread in England. My 
Friend, Reldreſal, Principal Secretary for private Affairs, 
is, in my Opinion, it I am not partial, the ſecond after 
the Treaſurer; the reſt of che great Officers are much up- 
on a Par. 

Theſe Diverſions are often attended with fatal Acci- 
dents, whereof great Numbers are on Record. I m 
ſelt have ſeen two or three Candidates break a Limb, 
But the Danger is much greater when the Miniſters them- 
ſelves are commanded to ſhew their Dexterity ; for by 
contending to excel themſelves and their Fellows, the 
ſtrain ſo far, that there is hardly one of them who bach 
not received a Fall, and ſome of them two or three, I 
was aſſured that a Year or two before my Arrival, Flim- 
nap would have infallibly broke his Neck, if one of the 
King's Cuſhions, that accidentally lay on the ground, had 
not weakened the Force of his Fall. 

There is likewiſe another Diverſion which is only ſhewn 
before the Emperor aud Empreſs, and firſt Miniſter, up- 

on 
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on particular Occaſions, The Em 


peror lays on a Table 
three fine ſilken Threads of fix Inches long. One is Pur- 


ple, the other Yellow, and the third White, Theſe 
Threads are propoſed as Prizes for thoſe Perſons whom 
the Emperor hath a mind to diſtinguiſh by a particular 
Mark of his Favour, The Ceremony is performed in his 
Majeſty's great Chamber of State, where the Candidates 
are to undergo a Tryal of Dexterity very different from 
the former, and ſuch as I1 have not obſerved the leaſt 
Reſemblance of in any other Country of the old or new 
World. The Emperor holds a Stick in his Hands, both 
Ends parallel to the Horizon, while the Candidates ad- 
vancing one by one, ſometimes leap over the Stick, ſome- 
times creep under it backwards and torwards ſeveral times, 
according as the Stick is advanced or depreſſed. Some- 
times the Emperor holds one end of the Stick, and his 
firſt Miniſter the other; fometimes the Miniſter has it en- 
ticely to himſelf, Whoever performs this part with moſt 
Agility, and holds out the lungeſt in leaping and cree 
ing, is rewarded with the Purple coloured Silk; the Yel- 
low is given to the next, and the White to the third, 
which they all wear girt twice round about the middle; 
and you fee few great Perſons about this Court, who are 
not adorned with one of theſe Girdles. 

The Horſes of the Army, and thoſe of the Royal Sta- 
bles, having been daily led before me, were no longer 
ſhy, but would come up to my very Feet without ſtarting. 
The Riders would leap them over my Hand as I held it 
on the Ground, and one of the Emperor's Huntſmen, up- 
on à large Courſer, took my Foot, Shoe and all; which 
was indeed a prodigious Leap. I had the good fortune 
to divert jthe Emperor one day after a very extraordinary 
manner. I deſired he would order ſeveral Sticks of two 
foot high, and the thickneſs of an ordinary Cane, to be 
brought me; whereupon his Majeſty commanded the Ma- 
ſter of his Woods to give Directions accordingly, and 
the next Morning fix Wood- men arrived with as many 
Carriages, drawn by eight Horſes to each. I took nine 
ot theſe Sticks, and fixing them firmly in the Ground in 
a quadrangular Figure, two foot and a halt Square, 1 
took four other Sticks, and tied them parallel at each 
Corner, about two. foot from the Ground; then I on 
ne 
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ned my Handkerchief to the nine Sticks that ſtood e- 


rect, and extended it on all ſides till it was tight as the 
top of a Drum; and the four parallel Sticks riſing about 


five Inches higher than the Handkerchief, ferved as Led- 


es on each fide. When I had finiſhed my Work, I 
Iefired the Emperor to let a Troop of his beſt Horſe, 
twenty four in number, come and exerciſe upon this 
Plain. His Majeſty approved of the Propoſal, and I took 
them up one by one in my Hands, ready mounted and 
armed, with the proper Othcers to exerciſe them. As 


ſoon as they got into order, they divided into two Par- 


ties, performed mock Skirmiſhes, diſcharged blunt Ar- 
rows, drew their Swords, fled and purſued, attacked and 
retired, and in ſhort diſcovered the beſt military Diſci- 
pline I ever beheld. The parallel Sticks ſecured them 
and their Horſes from fallin; over the Stage; and the 
Emperor was ſo much delighted, that he ordered this 
Entertainment to be repeated ſeveral days, and once was 
pleaſed ro be lifted up, and give the word of Command; 
and, with great difficulty, perſuaded even the Empreſs 
herſelf to let me hold her in her cloſe Chair within two 
Yards of the Stage, from whence ſhe was able to take a 
full View of the whole Performance. It was my good 
fortune that no ill Accident happened in theſe Entertain- 
ments, only once a fiery Horſe that belonged to one of 
the Captains py with his Hoof ſtruck a Hole in m 

Handkerchief, and his Foot flipping, he overthrew his 
Rider and himſelf; but I immediately relieved them 
both, and covering the Hole with one Hand, I ſet 
down the Troop with the other, in the ſame manner 
as took them up. The Horſe that fell was ſtrained in 
the left Shoulder, but the Rider got no Hut, and I re- 
paired my Handkerchiet as well as I could, however, I 
would not truſt to the Strength of it any more in ſuch 


dangerous Enterprizes. 


About two or three days before 1 was ſet at liberty, 
as I was entertainining the Court with theſe kind of Feats, 
there arrived an Expreſs to inform his Majeſty that ſome 
of his Subjects riding near the Place where I was firſt 
taken up, had ſeen a great black Subſtance lying on the 
Ground, very oddly ſhaped, extending its Edges round as 


wide as his Majeſty's Bed-chamber, and rifivg up in the 
middle 
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fiddle as high as a Man; that it was no living Creature, 
As they at firſt apprehended, for it lay on the Graſs with- 
ur Motion, and ſome of them had walked round it ſe- 
eral times: That by mounting upon each others Shoul- 
ders, they had got to the top, which was flat and even, 
and ſtamping upon it they found it was hollow within; 
that they humbly conceived it might be ſomething be- 
longing to the Man- Moumtain, and if his Majeſty pleaſed, 
they would 'undertake to bring it with only five Horſes, 
I preſently knew what they meant, and was glad at heart 
to receive this Intelligence. It ſeems upon my firſt reach. 
ing the Shore after our Shipwreck, I was in fuch confu. 
fion, that before I came to the Place where I went to 
ſleep, my Hat which I had faſtned with a String to my 
Head while 1 was rowing, and had ſtuck on all he time 
1 was ſwimming, fell oft after I came to Land; the 
String, as 1 con ſecture, breaking by ſome Accident which 
I neyer obſerved, but thought my Hat had been loſt at 
Sea. I entreated his Imperial Majeſty to give Orders it 
might be brought to me as ſoon as poſlible, deſcribing 
to him the Uſe and the Nature of it: And the next day 
the Waggoners arrived with it, but not in a very good 
condition; they had bored two Holes in the Brim, with- 
in an Inch an balf of the Edge, and faltned two Hooks 
in the Holes ; theſe Hooks were tied by a long Cord 
to the Harnefs, and thus my Hat was dragged along for 
above half an Engl;h Mile: But the Ground in that 
Country being extremely ſmooth and level, it received 
leſs damage than J expected. 

Two days after this Adventure, the Emperor having 
ordered that Parr of his Army which quarters in and 
about his Metropolis to be in readineſs, took a fancy of 
diverting himſelf in a very ſingular manner. He defied 
I would ſtand like a Coloſſus, with my Legs as far aſun- 
der as I conveniently could, He then commanded his 
General (who was an old experienc'd Leader, and a great 
Patron of mine) to draw up the Troops in cloſe Order, 
and march them under me, the Foot by Twenty-four in 
a breaſt, and the Horſe by Sixteen, with Drums beat- 
ing, and Colours flying, and Pikes advanced. This Bo- 
dy conſiſted of three thouſand Foot, and a thouſand 
Horſe. His Majeſty gave Orders, upon pain of Death, 
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that every Soldier in his March ſhould obſerve the ſtrict · 
eft Decency, with regard to my Perſon ; which, however, 
could not prevent ſome of the younger Officers from 
1 up their Eyes as they paſſed under me. And, to 
confels the Truth, my Breeches were at that time in fo 
8! a Condition, that they afforded ſome Opportunities 
for Laughter and Admiration. 

1 had ſent ſo many Memorials and Petitions for m 
Liberty, that his Majeſty at length mentioned the Matter 
þr{t in the Cabinet, and then in a tull Council; where it was 
oppoſed by none, except Skyre/h Belgolam, who was plea- 
ſed, without any 232388 to be my mortal Enemy. 
But it was carried againſt him by the whole Board, and 
confirmed by the Emperor, That Miniſter was Galber, 
or Admiral of the Realm, very much in his Maſter's 


* Confidence, and a Perſon well verſed in Affairs, but of 


a moroſe and four Completion. However, he was at 
length perſuaded to comply; but prevailed that the Ar- 
ticles and Conditions upon which I ſhould be fer free, 
and to which I muſt ſwear, ſhould be drawn up b 
himſelt. Theſe Articles were brought to me by Shore. 
Bolgelum in Perſon, attended by two Under-Secretaries, 
and ſeveral Perions of Diſtinction. After they were 
read, I wyas demanded to ſwear to the Performance of 
them; firſt in the manner of my own Country, and af- 
rerwards in the method preſcribed by their Laws; which 
was to hold my right Foot in my left Hand, to place the 
middle Finger of my right Hand on the Crown of my 
Head, and my Thumb on the Tip of my right Ear, But 
becauſe the Reader may perhaps be curious to have ſome 
Idea of the Style and Manner of Expreſſion peculiar to 
that People, as well as to know the Articles upon which 
I rceovered my Liberty, I have made a Tranſlation of 
the whole Inſtrument word for word, as near as I was 
able, which 1 here offer to the publick.

Moon, and return the ſaid Rfetlenger back (i! ſo required) 
fate to our Imperial Preſance. 
sth. He ſhali be our Ally againſt our Enemies in the 
Iſland of Bleu, and do his utmoſt to deitroy their 
Fleet, which. is now preparing to invade Us, 
7th. Tha the ſaid Man-Mountain halt, at his times of 
letfure, be aiding and aſliſting to our Workinen, in help- 
ing to raiſe certain great Stones, towards covering the

sth. That the faid Man-Aleuntain ſhall, in two Moon; 
time, deliver in an exact Survey of the Circumterence

I ivwure and ſubſcribed to theſe Articles ny 
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chearfulneſs and Content, although ſome of them were 


not ſo honourable as 1 could have wiſhed; which pro- 


ceeeded wholly from the Malice of Skyre% Bolgolam the 
High Admira!: Whereupon my Chains were immediate- 
ly unlocked, and I was at full liberty; the Emperor 
himſelf in Perſon did me the Honour to be by at the 
whole Ceremony. I made my Poon — by pro- 
ſtrating my (elf at his Majeſty's Feet: But he commanded 
me to rife; and after many gracicus Expreſſions, which, 
to avoid the Cenſure of Vanity, 1 ſhall not repeat, he 
added, that he hoped I ſhould prove a uſeful Servant, 
and well deſerve all the Favours he had already conferred 
upon me, or miglit do for the future, 

The Reader may pleafe to cbſerve, that in the laſt 

rticle fur the Recovery of my Liberty, the Emperor 
ſtipulates to allow me a Quantity cf Meat and Drink 
ſufficient for the Support of 1724 Lil/prrians, Some 
time after, asking a Friend at Court h w they came to 
fix on that determinate Number; he told me, that his 
Majeſty's Mathematicians, having taken the Height of my 
body by the help of a Quadrant, and finding it to ex- 
cerd theirs in the Proportion of Twelve to One, they 
concluded fron; the Similarity of their Bodies, that mine 
al contain at leaſt 1724 of theirs, and conſequently

H E firit Requeſt I made after 1 hod obtained my 


Liberty, was, that I might have Licence to ee 
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%aendo, the Metropolis; wich the Emperor eaſily gran. 


me, but with a ſpecial Charge to dy no Furt, cither 
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” the Inhabitants, or their Houſes. The People had no- 
e by Proclamation of my deſign to viſit the Town. 
The Wall which encompaſſed it, is two foot and an half 
high, and at leaſt eleven Inches broad, fo that a Coach 
and Horſes may be driven very ſafely round it; and it 
is flanked wich ſtrong Towers at .ten foot diſtance. 1 
ſtept over the great Weſtern Gate, and paſſed very gent. 
ly, and ſideling through the two principal Streets, on! 
in my . ſhort aiſtcoat, for fear of dama ing the Roof, 
and Eves of the Houſes with the Skirts of my Coat. 1 
walked with the utmoſt Circumſpection, to avoid tread- 
ing on any Stragglers, that mighs remain in the Streets, 
pr a the Orders were very ſtrict, that all People ſhould 
keep in their Houſes, at their own Peril. The Garret 
Windows and Tops of Houſes were ſo crowded with 
Spectators, that I thought in all my Travels 1 had not 
ſeen a more populous Place. The City is an exact 
Square, each fide of the Wall being five hundred foot 
long. The two great Streets which run croſs and di- 
vide it into four Quarters, are five foot wide. The 
Lanes and Allies which 1 could not enter, but only view- 
ed them as I paſſed, are from twelve to eighteen Inches. 
The Town is capable of holding five hundred thouſand 
Souls. The Houſes are from three to five Stories. The 
Shops and Markets well provided. 
The Emperor's Palace is in the Center of the City, 
where the two great Streets meet. It is incloſed by a 
Wall of two foot high, and twenty foot diſtant from 
the Buildings. I had his Majeſty's Permiſſion to ſtep over 
this Wall; and the Space being ſo wide between that and 
the Palace, I could eaſily view it on every ſide. The 
outward Court is a Square of forty foot, and includes 
two other Courts: In the inmoſt are the Royal Apart- 
ments, which I was very deſirous to ſee, but found it 
extremely difficult; for the great Gates, from one Square 
into another, were but eighteen Inches high, and ſeven 
Inches wide. Now the Buildings of the outer Court were 
at leaſt five foot high, and it was impoſſible for me to 
ſtride over them, without infinite Damage to the Pile, 
though the Walls were ſtrongly built of hewn Stone, and 
four Inches thick. At the ſame time the Emperor had 1 
great deſire that I ſhould fee the Maynificence of * Pa- 
ce; 
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lace; but this I was not able to do till three Days at“ 
ter, which I ſpent in cutting down with my Knife ſom® 
of the largeſt Trees in the Royal Park, about an hun“ 
dred Yards diſtant from the City. Of theſe Trees I made 
two Stools, each about three foot high, and ſtrong 
enough to bear my Weight. The People having received 
notice a ſecond time, I went again through the City to 
the Palace, with my two Stools in my Hands, When 
I came to the ſide of the outer Court, I ſtood upon 
one Stool, and took the other in my Hand: This I lift- 
eil over the Roof, and gently ſet it down on the Space 
between the £:{t and ſecond Court, which was eight fout 
wide. I then ſtepr over the Buildin2s very convenicnt- 
ly from one Sto.! io the other, and drew up the firſt 
alter me with a booked Stick, By this Contrivance 1 
got into the inmoſt Court; and lying down upon my 
lide, I applied my Face to the Windows of the middle 
Stories, which were leſt open on purpoſe, aud diſcover— 
ed the moſt ſplendid Apartments that can be imagined; 
There I ſaw the pinky and the young P. inces in their 
ſeveral! Lodzings, with their chief Attendants about them. 
Her Imperial Majeſty was pleaſed to ſmile very graci- 
ouſly upon me, and gave me out of the Window her 
Hand to kiſs. 

But I ſhall not anticipate the Reader with farther De- 
ſcriptions of this kind, becauſe I reſerve them for a 
greater Work; which is now almoſt ready for the Preſs, 
containing a general 8 of this Empire, from 
its firſt Erection, through a long Series of Princes, wil 
a particular Account of their Wars and Politicks, Laws, 
Learning, and Religion; their Plants and Animals, their 
peculiar Manners and Cuſtoms, with other Matters very 
curious and uſetul; my chief Deſign at preſent being only 
to relate ſuch Events and Tranſactions as happened to 
the Publick, or to myſelf, during a Reſidence of about 
nine Months in that Empire. 

One Morning, about a Fortnight after 1 had obtain'd 
my Liberty, Keldreſal, Principal Secretary (as they ſtile 
him) of private Affairs, came to my Houſe, attended only 
by one Servant. He ordered his Coach to wait at a Dif- 
tance, and deſired I would ge him an Hour's Audi 
ence; which I readily conſented to, on Account of his 
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Quality, and Perfonal Merits, as well as the many good 
Offices he ha l done me during my Sollicitations at Court. 
I ottered to lie down, that he might the more conveni— 
ently reach my Ear; but he choſe rather to let me hold 
him in my Hand during our Converſation. He began 
with Compliments cn my Liberty, ſaid he might pretend 
to ſome Merit in it; but, however, added, that it it had 
not been for the preſent Situation of things at Court, 
perhaps I might not have obtained it ſv ſoon. For, 
aid he, as flouriſhing a Condition as we may appear to 
be in to Foreigners, we labour under two mighty Evils; 
a violent Faction at, Nome, and the Danger of an Inva- 
lion by a moſt pogent Enemy from abroad. As to the 
il, you are underſtand, that for above ſeventy 
Moons paſt, & bave been two ſtruggling Parties in 
this Empire, Mder the Names of Trameckſan, and $/:- 
»1eckſux, from the high and low Heels on their Shoes, by 
which they diſtinguilh themſelves. It is alledged indeed 
that the high Heels are moſt agreeable to our antient 
Comlitution: But however this be, his Majeſty hath de- 
termined to make uſe of only low Heels in the Admi- 
Biltration of the Government, and all Offices in the Gift 
of the Crown, as you cannot but obſerve; and particu. 
Jarly, that his Majeſty's Imperial Heels are lower at leaſt 
by 2a Drzr- than any of his Court; (Drurr is a Meaſure 
avout the fourteenth Part of an Inch.) The Animoſities 
between thele two Parties run ſo high, that they will 
neith;cr eat nor drink, nor talk with each other, We 
eompute the 7-4/2:c&/an, or high Heels, to exceed us in 
number; but the Power is wholly on our Side. We ay- 
prehend his Imperial Highneſs, the Heir ro the Crown, 
to have ſome Teadency towards the high Heels; at leaſt, 
we can plainly diſcover one of his Heels higher than the 
other, which gives him a Hobble in his Gait. Now, 
in the midſt of theſe inteftine Diſquiets, we are threatned 
with an Invaſion from the Ifland of Bleu, which is 
the other great Empire of the Uriverte, alqoſt as large 
and powerful as this of his Majeſty, For 4+ to what w 
have heard you affirm, that there are other Kingio1rs 
and States in the World, inhabi:ea by human C: cavurs 
as large as your ſelf, our Philoſophers wwe in much doc, 
and would rather conjecture that 10% dropt from ts 
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Moon, or one of the Stars; becauſe it is certain, that an 
hundred Mortals of your Bulk woull, in a ſhort time, 
deltroy all the Fruits and Cattle ot lits Majeſty's Dowmini- 
ons. Pelides, our Hiſtories of fix thouſand Moons make 
no mention of any other Regions, than the Wo great 
Empires of Liliput and Blef eu. Which two mighty 
powers have, as I was going to teil you, been en, Zaued 
in a moſt obſtinare War for fix and thirty Moon* paſt, 
It began « pon tlio following O. aſion.

Hands, that the rr: ive Wo ay of break ing Eggs “ 
fore we eat them, was upon the lar. ver End: Put Lis RAY >_> 
fe :nt Ie ſty' S Gran father, Wl hne Was a Boy Li: lf 20 
eat art Eg, an] breakin" It according to the an'ient 
Practice, hap; "cned to cut one of his Fin Zers Wlere— 
upon the Emperor m5 Father publ! iſhed an E lict, com- 
manding all his Subjects, upon great Penalties, to break 
the mal! ler End of their Eggs. The People fo hi uhiy re- 
ſented tl:is Law, that our Hiſtories tell us there have been 
ſix Rebellions raiſed on that Account; wherein one Em- 
peror leſt his Life, and another his Crown, Theſe cini 
Commotions were e v fomented by the Mona:chs 
of Blefuſeu; and when they were quelled, the Exiles al- 
ways fled for Refuge to that Empire. It is computed, 
that eleven thouſand Perſons have, at ſeveral times, ſut- 
tered Death, rather than ſubmit to break th-ic Eggs ar 
the ſmaller End. Many | undred large Volumes have 
been publiſhed upon this Controverſy : But the Books of 
the Big-Endians have been way forbidden, and the whole 
Party rendred incapable by Law of holding Empioy- 
ments, During the Courſe of theſe Troubles, the Em- 
perors of Blejuſcu did frequently expoſtulare by their 
Einbaſſadors, accuſing us of making a Schiſm in Reli- 
vion, by oftending againſt 4 fundamental Doctrine of our 
great [ Prophet Luſtror, in the ftry-tourth Chapter of the 
Brundecral, (which is their Aloran,) This, ROW: ver, 
is thought to be a meer Strain upon the Text: For the 
Words are title; That ai! true Believers Ha 7 3 their 
Eggs at the conhcuhient Eni: And which is the convenient 
End, ſeems, in my lwble Opinion, to be leit to every 
M.n's Conſcience, cr at leaſt in the Power of the chief 
Magittrate to determine. Now the Bzz-Endian Exiles 
have found ſo much Cicdit in the Empetor of Blefuſcu's

Court, and fo much private Aſſiſtance and Encourage- 


ment from their Party here at home, that a bloody W ar 


hath been carried on between the two Empires for ſix 
and thirty Moons with various Succeſs; during which time 
we haye loſt forty Capital Ships, and a much greater 
number of ſmaller Veſllls, together with thirty thouſand 
of our beſt Seamen and Soldiers; and the Damage re- 
ceived by the Enemy is reckoned to be ſomewhat greater 


than Our's, However, they have now equipped a nu- 


merous Fleet, and are juſt preparing to make a De- 
{cent upon us; and his Imperial Majeſty placing great 
Confidence in your Valour and Strength, hath com- 
manded me to lay this Account of his Affairs before 
You. 

I deſired the Secretary to preſent my humble Duty to 
the Emperor, and to let him know that I thought it 
would not become Me, Who was a Foreigner, to inter- 
fer2 with Parties; but I was ready with the hazard of 
my Life, to defend his Perſon and State againſt all In- 
vaders.

The Author by an extraordmary Stratagem prevents an In- 
waſron.

Accident; the Author inſtrumental in ſaving the reſt of 


#he Palace. 


HE Empire of Bleſuſen is an Iſland ſituated to 

the North North-Eait fide of Lillint, from 
whence it is parted only by a Channel of eight hundred 
Yards wide. I had not yet ſeen it, and upon this No— 
rice of an intended Invaſion, I avoided appearing on 
that ſide of. the Coaſt, for fear of being diſcovered by 
ſome of the Enemies Ships, who had received no In- 
telligence of me, all Intercourſe between the two Empires 
having been ſtrictly forbidden during the War upon pain 
of Death, and an Einbargo laid by our Emperor upon all 
Veſſels whatſoever, I communicated to his Majeſty a 
| Project 
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Project I had formed of ſeizing the Enemies whole 
Fleet; which, as our Scouts aſſured us, lay at Anchor in 
the Harbour ready to fail with the firſt fair Wind. I coa- 
ſulted the moſt experienced Seamen, upon the Depth of 
the Channel, which they had often plammed, who told 
me, that in the middle at high Water it was ſeventy 
Glumgluffs deep, which is abour fix Foot of European 
Meaſure; and- the reſt of it fifty Glumgluffs at moſt, I 
walked towards the North-Eaſt Coaſt over againſt Blefu/- 
cu, and lying down behind a Hillock, took out my ſmall 
Pocket PerſpeRive-Glafs, and viewed the Enemies Fleet 
at Anchor, conſiſting of about fifty Men of War, and 
a great Number of Tranſports: I then came back to my 
Houſe, and gave Order (for which I had a Warrant) for 
a great Quantity of the ſtrongeſt Cable and Bars of Iron, 
The Cable was about as thick as a Packthread, and tlie 
Bars of the length and Size of a Knitting-Needle. I tre- 
bled the Cable to make it ſtronger, and for the ſame 


reaſon, I twiited three of the Iron Bars together, bind- - © 


ing the Extremities into a Hook, Having thus fixed fifty 
Hooks to as many Cables, I went back to the North- 
Eaſt Coaſt, and putting off my Coat, Shoes, and Stock- - 
ings, walked into the Sea in my Leathern Jerkin, about 
half an Hour before high Water. I waded with what 
Haſte I could, and ſwam in the middle about thirty 
Yards, *till I felt Ground; I arrived to the Fleet in leſs 
than half an Hour. The Enemy was fo frighted when 
they ſaw me, that they leaped out of their Ships, and 
{ſwam to Shore, where there could not be fewer than 
thirty thouſand Souls. I then took my Tackling, and 
faſtning a Hook to the Hole at the Prow of each, I tied 
all the Cords together at the End, While I was thus em- 
ployed, the Enemy diſcharged ſeveral thouſand Arrows, 
many of which ſtuck in my Hands and Face; and befides 
the exceſhve Smart, gave me much Diſturbance in my 
Work, My vgreateit Apprebenſion was for mine Eyes, 
which 1 ſhould have infallibly loft, if 1 had not ſuddenly 
thought of an Expedient. I kept among other little 
Neceſſaries a pair of Spectacles in a private Pocket, 
which, as J obſerved before, had icaped the Emperor's 
Searchers, Theſe I took out and faſtned as ſtrongly as 
I could upon my Noſe, 225 thus armed went on bold iy 
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with my Work in ſpight of the Enemies Arrows, many 
of which truck again the Glaſſes of my Spectacles, bur 
without any other Effect, furthex than a little to diſcom- 
poſe them I had now faſtaed all the Hooks, and taking 
the Knot in my Hand, began to pull; but not a Ship 
would ſtir, for they were all too faſt held by their An- 
chors, ſo that the boldeſt part of my Enterprize remain- 
ed, I therefore let go the Cord, and leaving the Hooks 
fixed to the Ships, I reſolutely cut with my Knife the Ca- 
bles that faſtned the Anchors, receiving above two hun- 
dred Shots in my Face and Hands; then I took up the 
knoited End of the Cables to which my Hooks were tied, 
and with great Eaſe drew fifty of the Enemies largeſt Men 
of War after me. 

The Blefuſcud;ans, who had not the leaſt Imagination 
of what I intended, were at firſt confounded with Aſto- 
niſnment. They had ſeen me cut the Cables, and thought 
my Deſign was only to let the Ships run a-dritt, or fall 
foul on each other: But when they perceived the whole 
Fleet moving in order, and ſaw me pulling at the End, 
they ſet up fuch a fcream of Griet and Deſpair, that it is 
almoſt impoſſible to deſcribe or conceive, When 1 had 
got out of danger, I ſtopt a while to pick out the Ar- 
rows that ſtuck in my Hands and Face, and rubbed on 
ſome of the ſame Ointment that was given me at my 
firſt Arrival, as I have formerly mentioned. I then took 
off my Spectacles, and waiting about an Hour till the 
Tice was a little fallen, I waded through the middle with 
my Cargo, and arrived fate at the Royal Port of Zill:- 
Pitt. | 
The Empezc ; and lis whole Court ſtood on the Shore 
expecting the Iſſue of this great Adventure. They ſaw 
the Ships move forward in a large Halt-Moon, but could 
.*- "not diſcern me, who was up tu my Breaſt in Water. 
When I advanced to the middle of the Channel, they 
were yet more in pain becauſe I was under Water to my 
Neck. The Emperor concluded me to be drowned, and 
that the Enemies Fleet was approaching in a hoſtile 
manner: But he was ſoon ealed of his Fears, for the 
Channel growing ſhallower every ſtep I made, I came 
in a ſaort time within kearinz, and holding up the End 
of che Cable by which the Flect was taltged, I cry'd in 
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a loud Voice, Long live the moſt puiſſunt Emperor of Lil- 
liput! This great Prince received me at my landing wich 
all poſſible Encomiums, and created me a Nardac upon 
the ſpot, which is the higheſt Title of Honour among 
them. 

His Majeſty deſired I would take ſome other Oppor- 
tunity of bringing all the reſt of his Enemies Ships into 
his Ports. And fo unmeaſurable is the Ambition of 
Princes, that he feemed to think of nothing leſs than 
reducing the whole Empire of Blefuſen into a Province, 
and governing it by a Vice- Roy; of deſtroying the Big- 
Endian Exiles, and compelling chat People to break the 
ſmaller End of their E235, by which he weuld remain 
the ſole Monarch of the whole World, But 1 endeavou- 
red to divert him from tis Deſian, by many Argu- 
ments drawn from the 'Topicks of Policy as well as Ju- 
ſtice: And 1 plainly proteſted that I would never be an 
Inſtrument of briaging a Free and rave People into 
Slaverv. And when the Matter was debated in Council, 
the wileſt Part ol the Miniſtry were of my Opinion. 

This open bold Declaration of mine was ſo oppoſite 
to the Schemes and Politicks of his Imperial Majzſtv, that 
he could never forgive it; he mentiun'd it in a very art- 
ful manner at Council, where 1 vas told that ſome of 
the wiſeſt appeared, at leait by tucir Silence, to be of 
my Opinion; but others, wo were my fecret Enemies, 
could not forbear ſome Expreilions, Wich by a fidey 
wind reflected on me. And irom ti:is time began an Lit. 
trigue between his Majeſty, and a Juncto of Miniſters 
maiitiuufly bent agaialt me, wich broke out in leſs than 
two Months, and had like to have ended in my utter 
Deſtructior. Of ſo livie Meint are the greateſt Servi- 
ces to Princes, Wien put into the Ballance with a Kelu- 
fal to gratiſy theie Patüons. 

Avuu. three u ceks alter this Exploit, there arrived 2 
ſclemn En.bell, from Dlejuſen, with humble Offers wt 
a Peace; which wes foon ccnzluded upon Conditions 
very advantavcous to Gur Eugcror, Wiherewith 1 thail 
not trouble tie Reader, Tice were fix Embatiagors, 
With a Traian of about tive hundred Perſons, and theie 
Eniry was very maunflcent, luitable to the Grandeur of 
theic Matter, aid we Importance oi mls Lakus, Wacn 
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their Treaty was finiſhed, wherein I did them ſeveral 
good Offices by the the Credit I now had, or at leaſt ap- 

eared to have at Court, their Excellencies, who were 
privately told how much I had been their Friend, made 
mea Viſit in Form. They began with many Compliments 
upon my Valour and Generofitr, invited me to that 
Kingdom in the Emperor their Maſter's Name, and de- 
fired me to ſhew them ſome Proofs of my prodigious 
Strength, of which they had heard ſo many Wonders; 
wherein I readily obliged them, but ſhall not trouble the 
Reader with the Particulars, 

When I had for ſome time entertained their Excellen- 
cies to their infinite Satisfaction and Surprize, I defired 
they would do me the Honour to prefent yr mot 
humble Reſpects to the Emperor their Maſter, the Re- 
nown of whoſe Virtues had fo juſtly filled the whole 
World with Admiration, and whoſe Royal Perſon I re- 
ſulyed to attend before I returned to my own Country : 
Accordingly, the next time I had the Honour to ſee our 
Emperor, 1 deſired his general Licence to wait on the 
Blefiſcudian Monarch, which he was pleaſed to grant me, 
as 1 could plainly perceive, in a very cold manner; but 
could not gueſs the Reaſon, till I had a Whiſper from a 
certain Perſon, that Flimnap and Belgolam had repreſen- 
ted my Intercourſe with thoſe Embaſſadors as a mark of 
Dilaffection, from which 1 am ſure my Heart was whol- 
ly free. And this was the firſt time I began to conceive 
lome imperfe& Idea of Courts and Miniſters, 

It is to be obſerved, that theſe Embaſſadors ſpoke to 
we by an lr:crpreter, the Languages of both Empires 
difterinog as much from each other as any two in Exrope, 
and cach Nation priding itſelf upon the Antiquity, Beau- 
ty, and Energy ct their own Tongues, with an ayowed 
Contempt for that of their Neighoour; yet our Empe- 
rer ſtanding upon the Advantage he had got by the Sei- 
ſure of their Fleet, obliged them to deliver their Creden- 
tile, and make their Speech in the Lilliputian Tongue. 
Ar4 it muſt be confelled, that from the great Intercourſe 
of Trade and Commerce between both Realms, from 
the continual Reception of Exiles, which is mutual among 
them, and from the Cuſtom in each Empire to fend their 
young Nebllity and richer Gentry to the other, in order 
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to poliſh themſelves, by 1 World, and under- 
ſtanding Men and Manners; there are few Perſons of 
Diſtinction, or Merchants, or Seamen, who dwell in the 
Maritime Parts, but what can hold Converſation in both 
Tongues; as I found ſome Weeks after, when I went 
to pay my reſpects to the Emperor of Blefuſen, which 
in the midſt of great Misfortunes, through the Malice of 
my Enemies, proved a very happy Adventure to me, as 
I halt relate in its proper Place. 

The Reader may remember, that when I ſigned thoſe 
Articles upon which I recovered my Liberty, there were 
ſome which 1 difliked upon account of their being too 
ſervile, neither could any thing but an extreme Neceſſity 
have torced me to ſubmit, But being now a Naraac, 
of the higheſt Rank in that Ewpire, ſuch Offices were 
looked upon as below my Dignity, and the Emperor (to 
do him Juſtice) never once menttoned them to me, 
However, it was not long before I had an Opportunity 
of doing his Majeſty, at leaſt, as I then thouglu, a moſt 
ſignal Service, I was alarmed at Midnight with the Cries 
of many hundred People at my Door; by which being 
ſuddenly awaked, I was in ſome kind of Terror. I 
heard the Word Burglum repeated inceflantly : Several 
of the Emperor's Court making their Way through the 
Crowd, intreated me to come immediately to the Pa- 
lace, were her Imperial Majeſty's Apartment was on fire, 


by the Careleſſneſs of a Mais of Honour, who fell aſleep 
| while ſhe was reading a Romance. I got up in an In- 
* ſtant; and Orders being given to clear the way before 


me, and it being likewiſe a Moon-ſhine Night, I made 


a ſhift to get to the Palace without trampling on any of 
the People. I found they had already applied Ladders 
to the Walls of the Apartment, and were well provided 
with Buckers, but the Water was at ſome diſtance, 
| Theſe Buckets were about the Size of a large Thimble, 


and the poor People ſupplied me with them as faſt as 
they conld; but the Flame was fo violent, that they did 
litle good. I might eaſily have ſtifled it with my Coat, 
which I unfortunately left behind me for haſte, and 
came away only in my Leathern Jerkin, The Caſe ſeem- 
ed wholly deſperate and deplorable, and this maguificent 
Palace would haye infalibly been burnt down to the 
* ground 
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grouud, it, by a Preſence of Mind, unuſual to me, I had 
not ſuddenly thought of an Expedient. I had the Even- 
ing before drank plentifully of a moſt delicious Wine, 
called Glimigrim, (the Blefuſcudians call it Flunec, but 
ours is eſteemed the better fort) which is very diuretick. 
By the luckieſt Chance in the World, I had not diſcharg- 
ed my felf of any part of it. The Heat I had contracted 
by coming very near the Flames, and by my labouring 
to quench them, made the Wine begin to operate by 
Urine; which 1 voided in ſuch a Quantity, and applied 
ſo weil to the proper Places, that in three Minutes the 
Fire was wholly extinguiſhed, and the reſt of that noble 
Pile, which had coſt ſo many Ayes in erecting, preſerved 
trom Deſtruction. 55 

It was now Day-lizht, and I returned to my Houſe, 
without waiting to congratulate with the Emperor, be- 
cauſe, although I had done a very eminent piece of Ser- 
vice, yet I could not tell how his Majeity might reſent the 
manner by which 1 had performed it: For, by the fun— 
damental Laws of the Realm, it is Capital in any Perſon 
ot what Quality ſoever, to make Water within the Pre- 
cincts of the Palace. But 1 was a little comforted by a 
Meſſage from his Majeſty, that he would give Orders to 
the Grand Juſticiary for paiing my Pardon in form; 
which, however, I could nut obtain. And J was private- 
ly aſſured, the Empreſs conceiving the greateſt Abhor- 
rence of what I had done, removed to the moit diſtant 
fide of the Court, firndy reſolved that thoſe Buildings 
ſnuuld never be repaircd for her Uſe; and, in the per- 
ſence of her cliief Conldanis, could not torbear YOWLS 
Kevengs.

Lrhouvh I intend to leave the Deſcription of this 

Empire to a particular Treatiſe, yet in the mean 
time I am content to gratity the curious Reader with 
fome general Ideas. As the common Size of the Na- 
tives is lomewhat under tix Inches hi zh, fo there is an 
exact Proportion in all other Animals, as well as Plants 
and Trees: For inſtance, the talleſt Horſes and Oxen 
2 between four and five Inches in height, the Sheep an 

nch and a halt, more or lefs; their Geeſe about the big- 
— of a Sparrow , and fo the ſeveral! Gradations down- 
wards, till you come to the ſmalleſt, which to my fizhr 
were almoſt inviſible; bar Nature hath _ ed the Ey he 
of the Lill;o4tians to all Objects proper for their view: 
They ſee with great exattnefs, but «© no great diſtan ce. 
And to ſhow the ſharpnets of their Sint towards Objects 
that are near, I have been nuich pleaſed obſerviig a 
Cook pulling a Lark, which v as not io large as a com- 
mon Fly; at: d a young Gil threading an inviſible Needle 
with inviſible Silk, Their talleſt Trees are about ſeven 
Foot high; I mean ſome of thoſe in the great Ruyal 
Park, the tops whereot I could but juſt touch with m y 
Filt clenched. The other Vevetables are in the fame 
Proportion; but tis I leave to the Reader's Imagiua- 
non. 

I ſhall ſay but litcle at preſent of their Learning, which 
for many Aves hath flow iſhed in all its branches Ae 
them: But tucir manner of writing is very peculiar, be- 
ing neither from the Leſt to the Right, like the Eurepiaus; 
ner trem the Right to tag Left, like the Arabians ; nur 
wn up to down, like the Chineſe ; not from down 10 

of 
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up, like the Caſcagians; but aſlant from one Corner of 


the Paper to the other, like Ladies in England, -> - 

They bury their Dead with their Heads directly down. 
wards, becauſe they hold an Opinion that in eleven thou- 
ſand Moons they are all to rife again, in which Period 
the Earth (which they conceive to be flat) will turn up- 
ſide down, and by this means they ſhall, at their Reſur- 
rection, be found really ſtanding on their Feet, The 
Learned among them confeſs the Abfurdiiy of this Do- 
Arne, but the Practice ſtill continues, in compliance 
to the Vulgar. 

There are ſome Laws and Cuſtoms in this Empire very 
peculiar, and if they were not ſo directly contrary to 
thoſe of my own dear Country, I ſhould be tempted to 
ſay a little in their juſtification. It is only to be wiſhed, 
that they were as well executed. The firſt I ſhall men- 
tion, relates to Informers. All Crimes againſt the 
State are puniſhed here with the utmolt ſeverity; bur if 
the Perſon accuſed maketh his Innocence plainly to ap- 
pear upon his Tryal, the Accuſer is immediately put ro 
an ignominious Death; and out of his Goods or Lands, 
the innocent Perſon is quadruply recompenſed foi the 
Loſs of his Time, tor the Danger he underwent, tor the 
Hardſhip of his Impriſonment, and for all the Charges 
he hath been at in making his Defence. Or, it that Fund 
be deficient, it is largely ſupplied by the Crown. The 
Emperor does alſo confer on him fone publick Mark of 
his Favour, and Proclamation is made of tus Innocence 
through the whole City. 

They look upon Fraud as a greater Crime than Theft, 
and therefore ſeldom fail ro puniſh it wich Death; for 
they alledge, that Care and Vigilance, with a very com- 
mon Underſtanding, may preſerve a Man's Goods from 
Thieves, but Honeſty has no Fence againſt ſuperior Cun- 
ning: And fince it is neceflary that there ſhould be a 
perpetual Intercourſe of Buying and Sell:ny, and dealing 
upon Credit, where Fraud is permitted or connived at, or 
hath no Law to puniſh it, the honeſt Dealer is always 
undone, and the Knave gets the Adyantage. 1 remem- 
ber when I was once interceeding with the King fur a 
Criminal who had wronged his Maſter of a great Sum of 
Money, which he had received by Order, and ran amv 
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with; and happening to tell his Majeſty, by way of Ex- 
tenuation, that it was only a breach of Truſt; the Em- 
peror thought it monſtrous in me to offer, as a Defence, 
the greateſt Aggravation of the Crime: And truly 1 had 
little to ſay in return, farther than the common Anſwer. 
that different Nations had different Cuſtoms; for, I con- 
feſs, I was heartily aſhamed. : 

Although we uſually call Reward and Puniſhment the 
two Hinges upon which all Government turns, yer I 
could never obſerve this Maxim to be put in practice by 
any Nation except that of Lill/pur, Whoever can there 
bring ſufficient Proof that he hath ſtrictly obſerved the 
Laws of his Country for ſeventy three Moons, had a cla'm 
to certain Privilezes, according to his Quality and Condi- 
tion of Life, wich a proportionable Sum of Money ous 
of a Fund mecerined for that Uſe : Helikewiſe acquires 
the Tit'e of Snipa or Legal, which is added to his Name, 
but does not deſcend to his Poſterity. And theſe People 
thought it a prodigious Defect of Policy among us when 
I told them that our Laws were enforced only by Penak 
ties without any mention of Reward, It is upon this ac- 
count that the Image of Juſtice, in their Courts of Judi- 
carure, is formed with fix Eyes, two before, as many 
behind, and on each ſide one, to lignify Circumſpection; 
with a Bag of Gold open in her right Hand, and a Sword 
ſheathed in her left, to ſhew ſhe is more diſpoſed to Re. 
ward than to Puniſh, 

In chufing Perſons for all Employments, they have 
more regard to good Morals than to great Abilines; for 
ſince Government is neceſſary to Mankind, they believe 
that the common Size of Human lnderſtandings, is fits 
ted to ſome Station or other, and that Providen<2 never 
intended to make the Management of publick Affairs a 
Myſtery, to be compreliended only by a fed Perſons of 
ſublime Genius, of which there ſeldom are three born in 
an Age : But they ſuppoſe Truth, Jultice, Temperance, 
and the like, to be in every Man's power; the Practice 
of which Virtues, aſſiſted by Experience and a good In- 
tention, would qualify any Man for the Service of his 
Country, except where a Courſe of Study is required. But 
they thought the want of Moral Virtues was ſo far from 

being 
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beg ſupplied by ſuperior Endowments of the Mind, that 
Employments could never be put into ſuch dangero; 
Hands as thoſe of Perſons fo quality'd; and at leaſt, that 
the Miſtakes committed by Ignorance in a virtucus Dit. 
poſition, would never be of ſuch fatal Conſequence to 
the Publick Weal, as the Practices of a Man whote Incit- 
nations led him to be corrupt, and had great Ahilities to 
manage, and multiply, and defend his Corruptions. 

in lice manner, the Disbelief of a Divine Providence 
renders a Man uncapable of holding any publick Station; 
for ſince Kings avow' themſelves to be the Deputies of 
Providence, the Zilliputians think nothing can be more 
abſurd than for a Prince to employ ſuch Men as diſown 
the Authority under which he acts. 

In relating theſe and the folluwing Laws, I would only 
be underſtoud to mean the original inſtirucions, and not 
the moſt ſcandalous Corruptions into which theſe People 
are fallen by the degenerate Nature of Man. For as to 
that infamous Practice of acquiring great Employments 
by dancing on the Ropes, or Badges of Fayour and Di- 
ſtinction by leaping over Sticks, and creeping under them, 
the Reader is to obſerve, that they were firlt introduced 
by the Grand-father of the Emperor now reigning, and 
grew to the preſent height, by the gradual increaſe of Par- 
ty and Faction. 

Ingratiude is among them a capital Crime, as we read 
it to have been in ſome other Countries; for they reaſon 
thus, that whoever makes ill Returns to his Benefactor, 
mult needs be a common Enemy to the reſt of Mankind, 
trom whom he hath received no Obligation, and there- 
tore ſuch a Man is not fit to live. 

Their Notions relating to the Duties of Parents and 
Children differ extremely from ours. For ſince the Con- 
junction of Male and Female is founded upon the great: 
Law of Nature, ia order to propagate and continue the 
Species, the Lilliputians will needs have it, that Men and 
Women are joined together like other Animals, by the 
Motives of Concupiſcence; and that their Tenderneſs to- 
ward theicY Hung proceeds from the like natural Principle: 
For which Reaſon they will never allow, that a Child is 
under any Obligation to luis Father for begetting him, or 
his Mother for bringing him into the World; which, con- 
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fidering the Miſeries of human Lite, was neither a Bene- 
fit in itſelf, or intended fo by his Parents, Whoſa Thouvhts 
in their Love-Encounters were otherwiſe employ'd, U p- 
on theſe and the like Reaſonings, their Opinion is, that 
Parents are the laſt of all others to be truſted with the 
Education of their own Children: And therefore they 
have in every Town publick Nurſeries, where all Parents, 
except Cottagers and Labourers, ace obliged to ſend 
their Infants of both Sexes to be reared and educated 
when they come to the Age of twenty Moons, at which 
time, they are ſuppoſed to have ſome Rudiments of Do- 
cility. Theſe Schools are of ſeveral kinds, ſuited ro dit- 
ferent Qualities, aud to both Sexes. They have certain 
Profeſlors well skilled in preparing Children for luch a 
condition of Lite as befits the Rank of their Parents, and 
their own Capacities as well as Inclinations. I ſhall fieſt 
ſay ſomething of tie Male Nurſeries, and then of the Fe- 


. male, 


The Nurſeries for Males of Noble or Eminent Birch, 
are provided with Grave and Learned Profeſſors, and 
theirſeyeral Deputies. The Cloathes and Food of the Chil- 
cren are plain and ſimple. They are bred up in the Prin- 
ciples of Honour, Juſtice, Courage, Modeſty, Clemency, 
Reiizvion, and Love of their Country; they are always 
employed in ſome Buſineſs, except in the times of Eat- 
ing and Sleeping, which are very fhort, and two Hours 
for Diverſions, conſiſtiug of bodily Exercites. They are 
dreſſed by Men till four Years of Ave, and then are vbli- 
ged to dreſs themſelves, although their Quality be ever 
ſo great; and the Women Attendants, uno are aged pro- 
poctionaolv to ours at fiity, perlorm only the moſt 
menial Othces, They are newer {utt:ed to converſe 
Wizh Servants, but go together in {tall or greater num- 
bers to take their Diverſions, by me in the prelauce 
of a Protcilor, or one of lis Deputies ; Thereby they 
avoid thoſe early bad Impreitiuns of Folly and Vice to 
which our Children are ſubject. Their Parents are ſuf— 
tered to fee them only twice a Year; the Vilic is to laſt 
but an Hour, Tucy are allowed to Kis the Child ar 
Meeting and Parting; but a Profetler, who always ſtands 
by on tioſe accations, will not ſuffer them to wiuiſper, 
or uſe any fondling Expreſſions, or bring any Preſents 
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The Penſion from each Family for the Education and 
Entertainment of a Child, upon failure of due payment, 
is levied by the Emperor's Officers. 

The Nurſeries for Children of ordinary Gentlemen, 
Merchants, Traders, and Handicrafts, are managed pro- 
8 after the ſame manner; only thoſe deſigned 

or Trades, are put out Apprentices at eleven Years old, 

whereas thoſe of Perſons of Quality continue in their 
Nurſeries till Fiſteen, which anſwers to One and Twenty 
with us: But the Confinement is gradually leſſened for 
the laſt three Years. 

In the Female Nurſeries, the young Girls of Quality 
are educated much like the Males, only they are dreſſed 
by orderly Servants of their own Sex, * always in the 
preſence of a Profeſſor or Deputy, till they come to drefs 
themſelves, which is at five Years old, And if it be 
found that theſe Nurſes ever preſume to entertain the 
Girls with frightful or fooliſh Stories, or the common 
Follies practiſed by Chamber-Maids among us, they are 
publickly whipped thrice about the City, imprifoned for 
a Year, and baniſhed for Life to the moſt deſolate Part 
of the Country. Thus the young Ladies there are as 
much aſhamed ot being Cowards and Fools, as the Men, 
and deſpife all perſonal Ornaments beyond Decency and 
Cleanlineſs: Neither did I perceive any Difference in 
their Education, made by their Difference of Sex, only 
that the Exercifes of the Females were not altogether ſo 
robuſt, and that ſome Rules were given them relating to 
domeltick Life, and a ſmaller Compaſs of Learning was 
enjoined them: For the Maxim is, that among People of 
Quality, a Wife ſhould be always a reaſonable and 
agreeable Companion, becauſe ſhe cannot always be 
young. When the Girls are twelve Years old, which 
among them is the marriageable Age, their Parents or 
Guardians take them home, with great Expreſſions of 
Gratitude to the Proteftors, and ſeldom without Tears of 
the young Lady and ker Companions. 

In the Nurſeries of Females of the meaner fort, the 
Children are inſtructed in all kinds of Works proper for 
their Sex, and their ſeveral degrees: Thoſe intended foi 
Apprentices are diſmiſſed at nine Years old, the reſt are 
kept to thirteen, 
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The meaner Families who have Children at theſe. Nur- 
ſeries, are obliged, beſides their annual Penfion, which 
is as low as poſlible, to return to the Steward of the 
Nurſery a ſmall monthly Share of their Gettings, to be a 
Portion for the Child; and therefore all Parents are li- 
mitted in their Expences by the Law. For the Lillupiti- 
ans think nothing can be more unjuſt, than for People, 
in ſubſervience to their own Appetites, to bring Children 
into the World, and leave the Burthen of ſupporting 
them on the Publick. As to Perſons of Quality, they. 
give Security to —_— a certain Sum for each Child, 
uitable to their Condition; and theſe Funds are always 
5 oh with good Husbandry, and the moiſt exact 
Juſtice. a | 

The Cottagers and Labourers keep their Children at 
home, their Buſineſs being only to till and cultivate the 
Earth, and therefore their Education is of little conſe- 
uence to the Publick; but the Old and Diſeaſed among 
— are ſupported by Hoſpitals : For Begging is a Trade 
unknown in this Kingdom. 

And here it may perhaps divert the curious Reader, to 
give ſome account of my Domeſtick, and my manner of 
living in this Country, during a Reſidence of nine Months 
and thirteen Days. Having a Head mechanically turned, 
and being likewiſe forced by neceſſity, I had made for 
my ſelf a Table and Chair convenient enough, out of 
the largeſt Trees in the Royal Park. Two hundred Semp- 
ſtreſſes were employed to make me Shirts, and Linnen 
for my Bed and Table, all of the ſtrongeſt and coarſeſt 
kind they could get; which, however, they were forced 
to quilt together in ſeveral Folds, for the thickeſt was 
ſome degrees finer than Lawn. Their Linnen is uſu- 
ally three Inches wide, and three Foot make a Piece. 
The Sempſtreſſes took my Meaſure as I lay on the ground, 
one — at my Mid-Leg, with a ſtrong Cord exten- 
ded, that each held by the end, while the third meaſured 
the length of the Cord with a Rule of an Inch long. Then 
they meaſured my right Thumb, and deſired no more; 
for by a mathematical Computation, that twice round 
the Thumb is once round the Wriſt, and ſo on to the 
Neck and the Waiſt, and by the help of my old Shirt, 
which 1 diſplayed on the Ground before them for a 
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Patterr, they ſitted me exactly. Three hundred Taylors 
were employed in the ſame manner to make me Cloathes, 
but they had another Contrivance for taking my Meaſure, 
I kneeled down, and they raiſed a Ladder from the Ground 
to my Necl: ; upon this Ladder one of them mounted, and 
let fall a Plum-Line from my Collar to the Floor, which 
juſt anſwered rhe length of my Coat; but my Waiſt and 
Arms I meafured my ſelf. When my Cloths were finiſh- 
ed, which was done in my Houſe, (for the largeſt of 
theirs would not be able to hold them) they looked like 
che Patch-Work made by the Ladies in Englund, only 
that mine were all of a Colour, 

I had three hundred Cocks to àreſs my Victuals, in 
little convenient Huts built about my Houle, where they 
and their Families lived, and prepared me two Diſnes 
a-piece. I took up twenty Waiters in my Iland, and 

laced them on the Table, an hundred more attended 
7a on the Ground, ſome wich Diches of eat, and 
ſome with Barrels of Wine, and other Liquors, flung 
on their Shoulders; all which the Waiters above drew up 
as I wanted, in a very ingenious manner, by certain 
Cords, as we draw the Bucket up a Well in Euere. A 
Diſh of their Meat was a good Mouthful, and a Barrel 
of their Liquor a reaſon:ble Drauglt, Their Mutton 
yields to ours, bur their Beet is excellent. I.have had a 
Sirloin ſo large, that I have been forced to make three 
Bits of it; but this is r re, My Servants were aſtoniſh- 
ed to fee me eat it Bones and all, as in our Country we 
do the Leg of a Lark. Their Geeſe and Turkies I uſually 
eat at a Moutliful, and I muſt confeſs they far exceed 
curs, Of their ſwaller Fowl I could te up twenty or 
thirty at the end of my Knife. 

One day his Imperial Majeſty being informed of my 
way of living, deſired that himfelf, and his Royal Con- 
fort, with the young Princes of the Blood of both Sexc:, 
migtt avs the Happineſs (as he was pleaſed to call it) 
of dining with me, They came accordingly, and I pla- 
ced them upon Chairs of State on my Table, juſt over- 
againſt we, with their Guards about them. Flimnep the 
Lord High Treaſurer attended there likewiſe, with his 

white Staff; and I oblerved he often looked on me wie! 
a ſour Countenance, which 1 would not ſeem to regard, 
bun 
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but eat more than uſual, in honour to my dear Country. 
as well as to fill the Court with Admiration, I have ſome 

rivate Reaſons to believe, that this Viſit from his M1. 
jelty gave Flimnap an opportunity of doing me ill Offi- 
ces to his Maſter, That Miniſter had always been my 
ſecret Enemy, though he outwardly careſſed me more 
than was viu-l to the Moroſeneſs of his Nature. He re- 
preſented to the Emperor the low Condition of his Trea- 
fury ; that he was lorced to take up Money at great Diſ- 
count; that Excl.ecquer Bills would not circulate under 
nine per Cent. below Par; that in ſhort I had coſt his 
Majeſty above a Million and a half of Spruzs, (their great- 
eſt Gold Coin, about the bignefs of a Spangle;) and up- 
on the whole, that it would be adviſeable in the Empe- 
ror to take the firit fair Occaſion of diſin'iiing me. 

I am here obliged to vindicate the Reputation of an 
excellent Lady, who was an innocent Sufferer upon my 
account. The Treaſurer took a fancy to be jealous of h; 
Wife, from the Malice of ſome Evil Tor»urs, who in- 
formed lim that her Grace had taken a violent Affection 
for my Perſon, and the Court-Scandal ran for ſome time, 
that ſhe once came privately to my Lodging. This 1 {o- 
lemnly declare to be a molt infamous Falſhood, with. 


out any Grounds, farther tian that her Grace was pleaſed 


to treat me with all innocent Marks of Freedom and 
Friendſhip. I own ſne came oben to my Houſe, but 
aways publickly, nor ener without three more in the 
Coach, who were uſually her Siſter and young Dauzhter, 
and iome particular Acquaintance ; but this was common 
to many oti.er Ladies of the Court. And I itill appeal 
to my Seryants round, whether they at anv time faw a 
Coach at my Door without knowing what Perſons were 
in it. On thoſe Occaſions, when a Servant had given 
me notice. my Cuſtom was to go immediately to the 
Door; and aſter paying my Reſſ cets, to take up the Coach 
and two Horſes very carefully in my Hands, (for it there 
were fix Horſes, the Poſtillon always unharneſled four) 
and place them on a Table, where I had fined a move- 
able Rim quite round, of five Inches high, to prevent 
Accidents, And 1 have often had four Coaches and Hor- 
ſes at once on my Table full of Company, while I fate 
in my Chair leaning my Face towards them; and when 

I was 
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1 was engaged with one Set, the Coachmen would gent. 
ly drive the others round my Table. I have paſſed many 
an Afternoon very agreeabte in theſe Converſations, Buy 
I defy the Treaſurer, or his two Informers, (I will name 
them, and let them make their beſt of it) Cl:ftril and 
Drunlo, to one that any Perſon ever came to me inceg 
to, except the Secretary Reldreſal, who was fent by expreſs 
Command of his Imperial Majeſty, as I have before rela. 
ted. I ſhould not have dwelt fo long upon this Parti. 
cular, if it had not been a Point wherein the Reputation 
of a great Lady is ſo nearly concerned, to ſay nothing 
of my own; though I had then the Honour to be a 
Nardac, which the Treaſurer himſelf is not, for all the 
World knows he is only a Clumglum, a Title inferiour by 


one degree, as that of a Marquiſs is to a Duke in Ex. 


gland, although I allow he preceded me in right of his 


Poſt. Theſe falſe Informations, which I afterwards came 


to the knowledge of, by an Accident not proper to men- 
tion, made Flimnap the Treaſurer ſhew his Lady for ſome 
time an ill Countenance, and me a worſe; and although 
he were at laſt undeceived and reconciled to her, yet l 


loſt all Credit with him, and found my Intereſt decline 


very faſt with the Emperor himſelf, who was indeed too 
much goyerned by that Fayourite,

ſince the greateſt Princes do no more. 

This Propoſal was received with the utmoſt Diſappro- 
bation by the whole Board. Bolgolam, the Admiral, could 
not preſerve his Temper; but riſing up in Fury, ſaid, 
he wondered how the Secretary durſt preſume to vive his 
Opinion for preſerving the Lite of a Traitor: That the 
Services you had performed, were, by all true Reaſons

would the Stench of your Carcaſs be then fo dangerous, 
when it ſhould become more than halt diminiſhed; and 
immediately upon your Death, five or fix Thouſand of 
his Majeſty's Subjects might, in two or three Days, cut 
your Fleſh from your Bones, take it away by Cart-loads, 
and bury it in diſtant parts to prevent Infection, leaving 
the Skeleton as a Monument of Admiration to Poſterity, 
Thus by the great Friendſhip of the Secretary, the 
whole Affair was compromiſed. It was ſtrictly enjoin'd, 
that the Project of ſtarving you by degrees ſhould be kept 
a Secret, but the Sentence of putting out your Eyes was 
entred on the Books; none diſſenting except Bolgolum 
the Admiral, who being a Creature of the Empreſs, was 
the molt violent inſtigated by her Majeſty to inſiſt upon 
your Death, ſhe haying born perpetual Malice againſt 
vou on account of that infamous and illegal Method you 

100k to extinguiſh the Fixe in her Apartment. 
lu three days your Friend the Secretary will be direQ- 
ad to come to your Houſe, and read before you the Ar- 


ucles of Impeachment; and then to ſignify the great Le- 


nity and Favour of his Majeſty and Council, whereby 
vou are only condemned to the loſs cf your Eyes, which 
Lis Majeſty doth not queſtion you will gratefully a... 
bumbly ſubmit to; and twenty of his Majeſty's Surgeons 
will attend, in order, to ſee the Operation well pertorm- 
ed, by diſcharging very ſharp-pointed Arrows into the 
Palls of your Eyes, as you lie on the Ground. 

I leave ro your Prudence what Meaſures you will take; 
and to avoid Suſpicion, I mult immediately return in as 
private a manner as I came, 

His Lordſhip did ſo, and I remained alone, under 
many Doubts and Perplexities of Mind. 


It was a Cuſtom introduced by this Prince and his Mi- 
niſtry, (very different, as 1 have been aſſured, from e 
Practices of former Times) that aſter the Court had de- 


creed any cruel Execution, either to gratify the Monarc\'s 
Reſentment, or the Malice of a Favourice, the Emperor 
wade a Speech to his whole Council, expretling his great 
Lenity 
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on Reliſtance, tor while I had Liberty, the whole Streu tit 


 alacrity and readineſs have ſubmitted to fo eaſy a 
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Lenity and Tenderneſs, as Qualities known and confeſ- 
ſed by all the World. This Speech was immediately pub- 
liſhed _— the Kingdom; nor did any thing terrify 
the People ſo much as thoſe Encomiums on his Maje- 
ſty's Mercy; becauſe it was obſerved, that the more theſe 
Praiſes were enlarged and inſiſted on, the more inhuman 
was the Puniſhment, and tke Sufferer more innocent, 
And as to my ſelt, I muſt confeſs, having never been 
deſigned for a Courtier, either by my Birth or Education, 
was ſo ill a Judge of Things, that I could not diſcover 
the Lenity and Favour of this Sentence, but conceived 
it (perhaps erroneouſiy) rather to be rigorous than gen- 
le. I fome:imes thought of ftanding my Tryal, for al- 
though 1 could not deny the Facts alledged in the ſe- 
veral Articles, yet I hoped they would admit of ſome 
Extenuations, But having in my Lite peruſed many 
Sate-Tryals, waich I ever obſerved to terininate as thr 
jud zes thought fit to direct, I durſt not rely on fy dan 
gerdus a Deciſion, in ſo critical a Juncture, and again 
juch powerful Enemies. Once I Was ſtrongly bent uh 
of that Empire could hardly ſubdue me, and 1 might ea- 
ſily with Stones pelt the Metropolis to pieces; but I foon 
rejected that Project with Horror, by remembring the 
Oath I had made to the Emperor, the Favours I recei- 
ved from him, and the high Title of Nrrdac he con- 
ferred upon me. Neither had I fo ſoon learned the 
Gratitude of Courtiers, to perſuade my ſelf that his Ma- 
jeſty's preſent Severities acquitted me of all paſt Obliga- 
tions, 

At laſt I fixed upon a Reſolution, for which it is pro- 
bable I may incur na Cenſure, and not unjuſtly; for I 
confeſs I owe the preſerving mine Eyes, and conſequent- 
lv my Liberty, to my own great Raſhneſs and want of 
Experience: Becauſe if I had then known the Nature of 
Princes and Miniſters, which I have ſince obferyed in 
many other Courts, and their Methods of treating Cri- 
minals, leſs obnoxious than myſelf, I ſhould with great

ment. But hurry'd on by the Precipitancy of Youth, 
and having his Imperial Majeſty's Licence to pay my At- 
tendance upon the Emperor of Blefuſcu, I took this Op-

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ortunity, before the three Days were elapſed, to ſend a 
| prong to my Friend the Secretary, ſignifying my Reſo- 
lution of ſetting out that Morning for Blefuſcu, purſuant 
to the leave 1 had got; and without waiting for an An- 
ſwer, I went to that fide of the Iſland where our Fleet 
lay. I ſeized a large Man of War, ty'd a Cable to the 
Prow, and lifting up the Anchors, I ſtript my ſelf, put 
my Cloaths (together with my Coverlet, which I brought 
under my Arm) into the Veſſel, and drawing it after me 
between wading and ſwimming, arrived at the Royal 
Port of Bleſuſcu, where the People had long expected me; 
they lent me two Guides to direct me to the Capital Ci- 
ty, which is of the ſame Name, I held them in my 
Hands till I came within two hundred Yards of the Gate, 
and deſired them to ſignify my Arrival to one of the Se- 
cretaries, and let him know, I there waited his Majeſty's 
Commands. 1 had an Anſwer in about an Hour, that 
his Majeſty, attended by the Royal Family, and great 
Officers of the Court, was coming out to receive me. 
E advanced an hundred Yards, The Emperor, and his 
Train, alighted from their Horſes, the Empreſs and La- 
dies from their Coaches, and I did not perceive they 
were in any Fright or Concern. I lay on the Ground 
wo kils his Majeſty's and the Empreſs's Hand. I told 
his Majeſty that I was come according to my Promiſe, 
and with the Licence of the Emperor my Maſter, to have 
the Honour of ſeeing to mighty a Monarch, and to of- 
fer him any Service in my Power, conſiſtent with my 
Duty to my own Prince; not mentioning a Word of my 
Diſgrace, becauſe I had hitherto no regular Infurmation of 
it, and might ſuppoſe my ſelf wholly ignorant of any ſuch 
Deſign; neither could I reaſonably conceive that the Em- 
peror would diſcover our Secret while I was out of fis 
power: Wherein, however, it ſoon appeared I was d&c- 
ceiyed,

HREE Days after my Arrival, walking out of 
Curioſity to the North-Eaſt Coaſt of the Ifland,. 

I obſerved, about half a Leayue off, in the Sea, ſome- 
what that looked like a Boat overturned. I pulled off 
m. Shoes and Stockings, and wading two or three hun- 
ded Yards, I found the Object to approach nearer by 
force of the Tide, and then plainly ſaw it to be a real 
Boat, which I ſuppoſed might, by fome Tempeſt, have 
been driven from a Slip; whereupon I returned imme- 
diately towards the City, and detired his Imperial Ma- 
jeſtr to lend me twenty of tlie talleſt Veſſels he had 
let after the Lo's of is Fleet, and three thouſand Sea- 
men un:ler the Command of tte Vice-Admiral. This 
Fleet faile i round, wine 1 went back the ſhortelt way 
to the Coaſt where 1 ft diſcovered the Boat; I found 
The Seamen were all 

provided wich Cordage, which 1 had beforehand twiſted 
to a ſufficient Sirength, When the Sinps came up, I

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and now the moſt laborious part being over, I took 4 
my other Cables, which were ſtowed in one of the Stube, 
and faſtning them firſt to the Boat, and then to nine ct 
the Veſſels which attended. me; the Wind being favor. 
rable, the Seamen towed, and I ſhoved, till we arrived 
within forty Yards of the Shore, and waiting till the Tide 
was out, I got dry to the Boat, and by the Aſliſtance 
of two hound Men, with Ropes and Engines, I made 
a ſhift to turn it ou its Bottom, and found it was but Ic. 
ile damaged. 

I ſhall not trouble the Reader with the Difficulties ! 
was under by the help of certain Paddles, which coft me 
zen days making, to get my Boat to the Royal Port of 
Blefuſcu, where a mighty concourſe of People 71 
mpon my Arrival, fall of Wonder at the ſight of ſo pro- 
di ious a Veſſel, I told the Emperor that my good For. 
tune had thrown this Boat in my way, to carry me :0 
fome Place from whence I might return into my native 
Country, and begged his Majeſty's Orders for getting 
Materials to fit it up, together with his Licence to de. 
part; which, after ſome kind Expoſtulations, he was plca- 
ſed to grant, 

I did very much wonder, in all this time, not to have 
Heard of any Expreſs relating to me from our Emperor 
to the Court of Blefuſcu, But I was afterwards given 
privately to underſtand, that his Imperial Majeſty, never 
zmagining I had the leaſt notice of his Deſigns, believed 
I was only gone to Blefuſcu in performance of my Pro- 
miſe, according to the Licence he had given me, which 
was well known at our Court, and would return in a 
Tew days when that Ceremony was ended, But he was 
at laſt in pain at my long Abſence; and, after conſult. 
ing with the Treaſurer, and the reſt of that Cabal, a Per- 
fon of Quality was diſpatched wich the Copy of the Ar- 
ticles againſt me. This Envoy had Inſtructions to re- 
2 to the Monarch of Bleſuſcu, the great Lenity of 

is Maſter, who was content to puniſh me no further 
than with the loſs of mine Eyes; that I had fled from 
Juſtice, and if I did not return in two Hours, I ſhould 
be deprived of my Title of Nardac, and declared a Trai- 
tor, The Envoy further added, that in order to main- 
main the Peace and Amity between both Empires, his Ma- 
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ſter expected, that his Brother of Blefuſcu would give 
Orders to have me ſent back to Lilliput, bound Hand 
and Foot, to be puniſhed as a Traitor. 

The Emperor of Blefuſcu having taken three Days to 
conſult, returned an Anſwer conſiſting of many Civilities 
and Excuſes, He ſaid, that as for ſending me bound, 
his Brother knew it was impoſlible ; that although 1 
had deprived him of his Fleet, yet he owed great Obli- 
gations to me for many good Olkces I had done him in 
making the Peace. That however, both their Majeſties 
would ſoon be made eaſy; for I had found a prodigious 
Veſſel on the Shore, able to carry me on the Sea, which 
he had given order to fit up with my own Aſſiſtance and 
Direction, and he hoped in a few Weeks both Empires 
would be freed from ſo inſupportable an Incumbrance, 
With this Anſwer the Envoy returned to Lilliput, and 
the Monarch of Blefuſcu related to me all that had paſt, 
offering me at the ſame time (but under the ſtricteſt 
Confidence} his gracious Protection, if I would continue 
in his Service; wherein although 1 believed him ſincere, 
yet 1 refolved never more to put any confidence in Prin- 
ces or Miniſters, where I could poſſibly avoid it; and 
therefore, with all due Acknowledgments for his favou- 
rable Intentions, I humbly begged to be excuſed. I 
told him, that ſince Fortune, whether good or evil, had 
throwen a Veſſel in my way, I was reſolyed to venture 
my ſelf in the Ocean, rather than be an occaſion of Dit- 
ference between two ſuch mighty Monarchs, Neither 
did I find the Emperor at all diſpleaſed; and I diſcover- 


fed by a certain Accident, that he was very glad of my

Reſolution, and ſo were molt of his Miniſters, 

Theſe Conſiderat ions moved me to haſten my Depar- 
ture ſomewhat ſooner than 1 intended; to which the 
Court, impatientto have me gone, very reauvily contribu»

ted. Five hundred Workmen were emplo7ed to make two 


Suls to my Boat, according to my Directions, by quilting 


thirteen fold of their {trongeſt Linnen together. 1 was at 
the pains of making Ropes and Cables, by tWaliog 19, 
20 or 30 of the thickeſt and itrongeſt of tas, A gest 
Stone that I happened to find, ater a long Search by tha 
Sea-ſhore, ſerved me tor an Anchor, I bal the Tallow 
e ze Cows for greafing my Boat. and ether ties,

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I was at incredible pains in cutting down ſome of the largeſt 
Timber Trees for Oars and Maſts, wherein L was, however, 
much aſſiſted by his Majeſty's Ship-Carpenters, who helped 
me in ſmoothing them, after I had done the rough Work. 

In about a Month, when all was prepared, I ſent to 
receive his Majeſty's Commands, and to take my leave. 
The Emperor and Royal Family came out ot the Palace; 
I lay down on my Face to kiſs his Hand, which he very 
graciouſly gave me; fo did the Empreſs, and young Prin- 
ces of the Blood. His Majeſty preſented me wich fifty 
Purſes of two hundred Sprugs a-piece, together with his 
Picture at full length, which I put immediately into one 
of my Gloves, to keep it from being hurt. The Cere- 


monies at my Departure were too many to trouble the 


Reader with at this time. 

I ſtored the Boat with the Carcaſſes of an hundred Oxen, 
and three hundred Sheep, with Bread and Drink propor- 
tionable, and as much Meat ready dreſſed as four hundred 
Cooks could provide. I took with me fix Covrs and two 
Bulls alive, with as many Yews and Rams, intending to 
carry them into my own Country, and propagate the 
Breed. And to feed them on board, I had a good Bun- 
dle of Hay, and a Bag of Corn. I would gladly have 
taken a Dozen of the Natives, but this was a thing the 
Emperor would by no means permit; and befides a dili- 
cent Search into my Pockets, his Majeſty engaged my Ho- 
nour not to carry away any of his Subjects, although 
with their own Conſent and Deſire. 

Having thus prepared all things as well as I was able, 
I ſet fail on the twenty-fourth Day of Seprember 1701, at 
ſix in the Morning; and when I had gone about four 
Leagues to the Northward, the Wind being at South- 
Eaſt, at fix in the Evening, I deſcried a ſmall Iſland a- 
bout half a League to the North-Weſt. I advanced for- 
ward, and caſt Anchor on the Lee-ſide of the Ifland, 
which ſeemed to be uninhabited, I then took ſome Re- 
freſhment, and went to my Reſt. 1 ſlept well, and 1con- 
jecture at leaſt ſix Hours, for 1 found the Day broke in 
two Hours after I awaked. It was a clear Night, I eat 
my Breakfaſt before the Sun was up; and heavingAnchor, 
the Wind being favourable, I ſteered the fame Courte 
that 1 had done the Day before, wherein 1 was directed 


by 
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by my Pocket-Compaſs, My Intention was to reach, if 
üble, one of thoſe Iflands, which I had reaton to be- 
Ivy lay to to the North-Eaſt ot Jn D.emen's Land. I 
diſcovered nothing at all that Day; bur upon tie next, 
about three in the Afternoon, when 1 had by my Com- 


putation made twenty-four Leagues from Blefuſca, I de- 


{cryed a Sail ſteering to the South-Eaſt; my Courſe was. 


due Eaſt. I hailed her, but could get no Anſwer; yer I 
found I gained upon her, for the Wind flackned, I made 
all the fail 1 could, and in half an hour ſhe ſpied me, 
then hung out her Antient, and diſcharged a Gun, It 
is not ealy to expreſs the Joy I was in upon the unex- 
pected hope of once more ſeeing my beloved Country, 
and the dear Pledges I left in it. The Ship flackned her 
Sails, and 1 came up with her between five and ſix in the 
Evening, September 26; but my Heart leapt within me to 
ſee her Engliſh Colours, I put ry Cows and Sheep in- 
to my Coat-Pockets, and got on board with all my lit- 
tle Cargo of Proviſions. The Veſſel was an Englih Mer- 
chant-Man, returning from Jepan by the North and Sourh 
Seas; the Captain, Mr. Jo gel of Deptford, a very 


* 


civil Man, and an excellent Sailor. We were now in the 


Latitude of 20 Degrees South, there were about fifty 
Men in the Ship; and here 1 met an old Comrade of 
mine, one Peter Milliu me, Who gave me a good Charac- 
ter to the Captain. This Gentleman treated me with 
Kindneſs, and defired I would let him know what place 
I came from laſt, and whither I was bound; which 1 did 
in few Words, but he thought | was raving, and that the 
Pangers I underwent had diſturbed my Head; whereup- 
on | rook my black Cattle and Sheep out of my Pocket, 
which, after great Aſtoniſnment, clearly convinced him 
of my Veracity. I then ſhewed im the Gold given me 
by the Emperor of Lillipnt, together with his Maje'ty's 
Picture at full length, and ſome other Rarities of that 
Country, 1 gave him two Purſes of wo hun red = 


| each, and promited, when Me arrived in urn, +9 


make him a Preſent of a Cow, and a Sheep big witn 
Young. 

1 ſhall not trouble the Reader with a particular Ac. 
count of this Voyage, which was very profpcruus for the 
mult part. We arrived in the Dew on tle 13th, of 
art 
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April 1702. I had only one Misfortune, that the Rats 
on board carried away one of my Sheep; I found her 
Bones in a Hole, picked clear from the Fleſh. The reſt 
of my Cattle I got ſafe on ſhore, and ſet them a grazin 

in a Bowling-green at Greenwich, where the Fineneſs of 
the Graſs made them feed very heartily, though I had 
always feared the contrary : Neither could I poſlibl have 
preſerved them in ſo long a Voyage, if the Captain had 
not allowed me ſome ot his beſt Bisket, which rubbed 
to Powder, and mingled with Water, was their conſtant 
Food. The ſhort time I continued in England, I made 
a conſiderable Profit by ſhewing my Cattle to many Per- 
ſons of Quality, and others: And before I began my ſe- 
cond Voyage, I fold them for fix hundred Pounds. Since 


my laſt Return, I find the Breed is conſiderably increa- 


ſed, eſpecially the Sheep ; which I hope will prove much 
to the Advantage of the Woollen Manufacture, by the 
Fineneſs of the Fleeces. 

I ſtayed but two Months with my Wife and Family; 
for my inſatiable Deſire of feeing foreign Countries would 
ſuffer me to continue no longer. I lett fifteen hundred 
Pounds with my Wife, and fixed her in a good Houſe 
at Rearif. * remaining Stock I carried with me, pas: 
in Money, and part in Goods, in hopes to improve mr 
Fortunes. My eldeſt Uncle John had left me an Eſtate 
in Land, near Epping, of about thirty Pounds a Lear; 
and I had a long Leaſe of the Black-Bull in Fetter-Lauc, 
which yielded me as much more: So that I was not in 
any danger of leaving my Family upon the Pariſh. My 
Son Jobuny, named ſo after his Uncle, was at the Gram- 
mar School, and a towardly Child, My Daugliter Zer- 
(who is now well married, and has Children) was then 
at her Needle-Work. I took leave of my Wife, and 
Buy and Girl, with Tears on boch ſides, and went cn 
board the Aub en ue, a Merchant-Slüip of three hundred 
Tons, bound for Surat, Captain John Nicholas of Le. 
werpeol Commander, But my Account of this Voyage 
mult be referred to the ſecond Part of my Travels,

A great Storm deſcribed, the long Bont ſent to fetch Pu- 
te,, the Author goes with it to diſcover the Country. 
He is left on Shoar, is ſeized by one of :e Natives, and 
carry'd to a Farmer's Houſe, His Reception there, with 
Jeveral Accidents that happen'd there, A Deſcription of 
th? Inhabitants, 


AVING been condemned by Na- 
ture and Fortune to an active and 
reſtleſs Life, in ten Months after my 
Return, I again left: my native Coun- 
try, and took Shipping in the Dotwns 
on the Twentieth Day of Jun? 1702, 
in the Adventure, Capt. John Nicholas, 
a Corniſh Man, Commander, bound for 

rat. We had a very proſperous Gale till we arrived 
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at the Cape of Good Hope, where we landed for freſh Wa- 
ter, but diſcovering a Leak, we unſnipped our Goods, and 
winter'd there; for the Captain falling ſick of an Ague, 
we could not leave the Cape till the end of March. We 
then ſet fail, and had a good Voyage till we paſs'd the 
Streights of Madagaſcar; but having got Northward of 
that Iſland, and to about five Degrees South Latitude, 
the Winds, which in thoſe Seas are obſerved to blow a 
conſtant equal Gale between the North and Weſt from 
the beginning of December to the beginning of May, on 
the 19:h of April began to blow with much greater Vi. 
olence, and more Weſterly than uſual, continuing ſo for 
twenty Days together, during which time we were driven 
a little to the Eaſt of the AMolucca Iflands, and about 
three Degrees Northward of the Line, as our Captain 
found by an Obſervation he took the 24 of May, at 
which time the Wind ceaſed, and it was a perfect Calm, 
whereat I was not a little rejoyced. Bur he being a Man 
well experienced in the Navigation of thoſe Seas bid us 
all prepare againſt a Storm, which accordingly happened 
the Day following: For a Southern Wind, called the 
Southern Mon/cen, began to ſet in, 

Finding it was like to overb'ow, we took in our Sprit- 


| ſail, and ſtood by to hand the Fore- ail; but making tou! 


Weather, we loouk'd the Guns were all taſt, and: handed 
the Miſſen, The Ship lay very broad oF, fo we thou 
it better ſpooning before the Sea, than trying or hulling. 
We ree't the Fore-ſail and ſet him, we hawl'd aft the 
Fore-fheet : the Helm was hard a Weather. The Ship 
wore bravely, We belay'q ie Fore-down-hall; bur tl: 
Sail was ſplit, and we haw!'d down the Yard, and got 
the Sail into the ſhip, and unbound all the things clear 
of it. It was a very fherce Storm; the Sea bruke ſtrange 
and dangerous. We hawid of upon the Lanniard of 
the Whipttaf, and helped the Man at Helm, We weu!l 
not get down our Top-maſt, but let all Rand, because 
ſhe ſcudded before the Sca very well, and we knew that 
the Top-maſt being aloft, the Ship was the Wholeſomer, 
and made better way through the dca, ſceing we had Sta- 
room. When the Storm was over, we ſet Fore:ſail and 
Main- ſail, and brought the Slip ro, Then we ſet the 
Millen, Main-top-ſail aud the Foic-top-ſail, Our Cour!“

to hold a Ship of above one hundred Tuns. 
Anchor within a League of this Creek, and our Captain 
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was Eaſt North-Eaſt, the Wind was at South-Weſt, We 
got the Star- board Tacks aboard, we caſt off our Wea- 
ther-braces and Lifts; we fe: in the Lee-braces, and 
hawl'd forward by the Weather-bowlings, and hawl'd 
them tight, and belay'd them, and hawl'd over the Mil- 
ſen Tack to Windward, and kept her full and by as near 
as ſhe would lye. 

During this Storm, which was followed by a ſtrong 
Wind Welt South-welt, we were carried by my Compu- 
tation about five hundred Leagues to the Eaſt, ſo that 
the oldeſt Sailor on Board coul not tell in what part of 
the World we were. Our Proviſions helꝗ out well, our 
Ship was ſtaunch, and our Crew all in good Health; but 
we lay in the utmoſt Diſtreſs for Water, We thought ir 
beſt to hold on the ſaine Coufe rather than turn more 
Northerly, which might hae brought us to the North- 
Welt parts of great Tartar;, and into twe frozen Sea. 

On the 167 Day of «.e 1703, a Boy on the Top- 
malt diſcovered Land. On the 174 we came in full 
View of a great Iſland or Continent, (for we knew not 


whether) on the South-ſide whereof was a ſmall Neck 


of Land jutting out in the Sea, and a Creek too ſhallow 
We caſt 


ſent a dozen of his Men well armed in the long Boar, 
with Veſſels for Water, if anv could be found. I dcfi- 
red his leave to vo with them, tlat I might ſee the 
Country, and make what Diicuveries I could. When 


ne cane to Land we faw no River or Spring, nor any 


ſian of Inhabirants, Our Men therefore wander'd on 
the Shore to find out ſome freſh Mater near the Sea, 
and I walked alone about a Mile on the other Side, where 
| obicryed the Country all barren and rocky, 1 nuw be- 
Lan to be weary, and feeing nothing to entertain my Cu- 
rolity, 1 returned genily down towards the Creck; and 
the Sea being full in my View, i {aw our Men already 


got into the Boar, and rowing for Lite to the Ship, L 


Was going to hollow after then, although it had been to 
little purpoſe, when I obſerved a luc Sreature walking 
alter them in tie Seca, as taſt as he ccud; He waded 
not much deeper than his Kinecs, aid twuk pOUtLIOUS 
dtuides: But our Meu had i.e Hart of him halt a LAs, 
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and the Sea thereabouts being full of ſharp pointed Rocks, 
the Monſter was not able to overtake the Boat, This 
I was afterwards told, for I durſt not ſtay to ſee the If. 
fue of that Adventure; but ran as faſt as I could the way 
I firſt went; and then climbed up a ſteep Hill which gave 
me ſome Proſpect of the Country. I found it fully cul. 
tivated; but that which firſt ſurprized me was the Length 
ot the Graſs, which in thoſe Grounds that ſeemed to be 
kept for Hay, was above twenty foot high. 

I fell into a high Road, for ſo I took it to be, tho' 
it ſerved to the Inhabitants only as foot Path through a 
Field of Barley, Here I walked on for ſome time, bn: 
could ſee little on either Side, it being now near Rarv. it, 
and the Corn ing at leaſt forty Foot. I was an Hour 
waking to the end of this Field, which was teaced in 
with a Hedge of at leaſt one hundred and twenty foot 
high, and the Trees ſo lofty that 1 could make no Com 
putation of their Altitude. There was a Stile to paſs fro 
this Field into the next. It had four Steps, and a Stone 
to croſs over when zou came to the uppe moſt. It wWas 
impoſſible for me to climb this Stile, becauſe every Step 
was ix foot high, and the upper Stone above twenty, 
I was endeavouriny to find fome Gap in the Hedge, when 
1 diſcovered one of the Inhabitants in the next Field ad. 
vancing towards the Stile, of the ſame fize with him whom 


I ſaw in the Sea purſuing our Boat. He appeared as tall 


as an ordinary Spire-ſteeple, and took about ten Yard: 
at every Stride, as near as I could gueſs, I was ſtruck 
with the utmoſt Fear and Aſtoniſhment, and ran to hide 
myſelf in the Corn, from whence I faw him at the top 
of the Stile, looking back into the next Field on the right 
hand, and heard him call in a Voice many degrees louder 
than a ſpeaking Trumpet; but the Noiſe was fo high in 
the Air, that at firſt I certainly thought it was Thunder, 
W hereupon ſeven Monſters like himſelf came towards him 
with Reaping-hooks in their Hands, each Hook about the 
largeneſs of fix Scythes. Theſe People were not ſo wel 
clad as the firſt, whoſe Servants or Labourers they feem- 
ed to be. For, upon ſome Words he ſpoke, they went 


to reap the Corn in the Field where I lay. I kept from 


them at as great a diſtance as I could, but was forced to 
move with extreme Difficulty, for the Stalks of the Corn 
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were ſometimes not above a Foot diſtant, ſo that I could 
hardly ſqueeze my Body betwixt them. I made a ſhift 
to go forward till I came to a part of the Field where the 
Corn had been laid by the Rain and Wind. Here it 
was impoſlible for me to adyance a ſtep; for the Stalks 
were ſo interwoven that I could not creep thorough, and 
the Beards of the fallen Ears ſo ſtrong and pointed that 
they pierced through my Cloaths into my Fleſh. At the 
ſame time I heard the Reapers not above an hundred 
Yards behind me. Being quite diſpirited with Toil, and 
wholly overcome by Griet and Deſpair, I lay down be- 
tween two Ridges, and heartily wiſhed I might there end 
my Days. I bemoaned my deſolate Widow, and father- 
leſs Children. I lamented my own Folly and Wiltulne's 
in attempting a ſecond Voyage againſt the Advice of all 
my Friends and Relations. In this terrible Agitation of 
Mind I could not forbear thinking of Lilliput, whoſe In- 
habitants looked upon me as the greatelt Prodigy that 
ever appeared in the World: Where I was able to draw 
an Imperial Fleet in my Hand, and perform thoſe other 
Actions which will be recorded for ever in the Chronui— 
cles of that Empire, while Poſterity ſnall hardly believe 
them, although atteſted by Millions, I reflected what a 
Mortification it muſt prove to me to appear as inconſi- 
derable in this Nation as one ſingle Lilliputiar would be 
among us, But, this I conceived was to be tlie leaſt ot 
my Misfortunes: For, as human Creatures are obſerved 
to be more ſavage and cruel in proportion to their Bulk, 
what could I expect but to be a Morſel in the Mouth of 
the firſt among theſe enormous Barbarians that ſhould 
happen to ſeize me? Undoubtedly Philoſophers are in the 
right when they tell us, that nothing is great or little 
otherwiſe than by Compariton. It might have pleaſed 
Fortune to let the Lilliputiaus find ſome Nation, where 


the People were as diminutive with reſpect to them, as 


they were to me. And who knows but that even this. 
prodigious Race of Mortals might be equally overmatch- 
ed in ſome diſtant part of the World, whereof we have 
jet no Diſcovery ? 

Scared and coniounded as I was, I could not forbear 
going on with theſe Reflections, when one of the Reap- 
ers approaching within ten Yards of the Ridge ww 1 
as 
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lay, made made me apprehend that with the next Step 1 
ſhould be ſquaſhed to Death under his Foot, or cut in 
two with his Reaping-hook. And therefore when he was 
again about to move, I ſcreamed as loud as Fear could 
make me. Whereupon the huge Creature trod ſhorr, 
and looking round about under him for ſome time, at 
aft eſpied me as I lay on the Ground. He confide- 
red} a while with the Caution of one who endeavours to 
lay hold on a ſmall dangerous Animal in ſuch a manner 
that it ſhall not be able either to ſcratch or to bite him, 
as I ny ſelf have ſometimes done with a Weaſel in Eng- 
land, Ar length he ventured to take me up behind by 
the middle between his Fore-fizger and Thumb, and 
brought me within three Yards of bis Eyes, that he might 
be!.old my Shape more pert: 1 onetſec; bis Meaning. 
and my good Fortune vave me fo much Preſence of 
Mind, that I reſolved not ro ſtruagle in the leaſt, as he 
held ine in the Air, above fixty Four from the Ground, 
although he grievouſly pinched my Sides, for fear 1 ſhonld 
ſlip through his Fingers. All I ventured was to raiſe mine 
Eyes towards the Sun, and place my Hands together in a 
ſupplicating Poſture, and to ſpeak ſome Words in an 
humble melancholy Tone, ſuitable to the Condition 1 
then was in. For I apprehended eyery Moment that he 
would daſh me againſt the Ground, as we uſually do any 
little hateful Animal which we have a mind to deſtroy, 
But my good Star would have it, that he appeared plea- 
ſed with my Voice and Geſtures, and began to look up- 
on me as a Curioſity, much wondering to hear me pro- 
nounce articulate Words, although he could not under- 
ſtand them. In the mean time I was not able to for- 
bear groaning and ſhedding Tears, and turning my Head 
towards my Sides; letting him know, as well as I could, 
how cruel'y I was kurt by the Preſſure of his Thumb 
and Finyer. He ſeemed to apprehend my Meaning; 
for, lifting up the Lappet of his Coat, he put me gently 
into it, and immediately ran along with me to his Ma- 
fter, who was a ſubſtantial Farmer, and the fame Per- 

ſon I had firſt ſeen in the Field. 
The Farmer having (as I ſuppoſed by their Talk) re- 
ceived ſuch an Account ot me as his Servant could give 
him, took a piece of a ſmall Straw, about the ſize of a 
walking 
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walking, Staff, and therewith lifted up the Lappets of my 
Coat; which it ſeems he thought to be ſome kind of 
Covering that Nature had given me. He blew my Hairs 
aſide to take a better view of my Face. He called his 
Hinds about him, and asked them (as I afterwards learn- 
ed) whether they had ever ſeen in the Fields any little 
Creature that 2 me. He then placed me ſoftly 
on the Ground upon all four, but I got immediately up, 
and walkgd ſlowly backwards and forwards, to let thoſe 
People ſee I had no Intent to run away. They all ſate 
down in a Circle about me, the better to obſerve my 
Motions, - I pulled off my Hat, and made a low Bow 
towards the Farmer, I fell on my Knees, and lifted up 
my Hands and Eyes, and ſ poke ſeveral Words as loud as 
I could : I took a Purſe of Gold out of my Pocket, and 
humbly preſented it to him. He received it on the Palm 
ot his Hand, then applied it cloſe to his Eye, to ſee what it 
was. and atterwards turned it i-veral times with the Point of 
a Pin, (which he wok out of his Sleeve,) but could make 
nothing of it. Whereupon I made a Sign that he ſhould 
place his Hand on tte Ground, I took the Purſe, and 
opening it, poured all the Gold into his Palm. There 
were ſix Span,h Pieces of ivur Piſtoles each, beides 
twenty or thirty ſinaller Coins, I ſaw him wet the Tip 
of his little Finger upon his Tongue, and take up one 
of my largeſt Pieces, and then another, but he ſeemed 
to be wholly i1znorant what they were. He male me a 
Sign to put them again into my Purſe, and the burſe 
again ifto my Pocket, which after offering to him ſeve- 

ral times, I thought it belt to do, . 
The Farmer by this time was convinced I muſt be a 
rational Creature. He ſpike often to me, but the Sound 
ot his Voice pierced my Ears like that of a Water-mill, 
* his Words were articulate enough. I aniwered as 
oud as I could in ſeveral] Languages, and he often laid 
tis Ear within two Yards of me, but all in vain, for we 
were wholly unintelligible to each other. He then ſent 
lis Servants to their Work, and taking his Handkercliet 
out of his Pocket, he doubled and ſpread it on his leſt 
Hand, which he placed flat on the Ground with the 
Palin upwards, making me a Sign to ſtep into it, as J 
could eaſily do, for it was not above à Foot in thick- 
nels, 
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neſs, I thought it my part to obey, and for fear of fall. 
ing, laid my elf at length upon the Handkerchiet, with 
the Remainder of which he lapped me up to the Head 
for further Security, and in this manner carried me hon.e 
to his Houſe. There he called his Wife, and ſhewed me 
to her; but ſhe ſcreamed and ran back as Women in 
England do at the Sight of a Toad or a Spider. How- 
ever, when ſhe had a while ſeen my Behaviour, and how 
well I obſerved the ſigns her Husband made, ſhe was 
ſoon reconciled, and by degrees grew extreamly tender 
of me. 

It was about twelve at Noon, and a Servant brought in 
Dinner. It was only one ſubſtantial Diſh of Meat (fit for the 
plain Condition of an Huzband-Man) in a Diſh of about 
four and twenty Foot Diameter. The Company were the 
Farmer and his Wife, three Children, and an old Grand. 
mother: When they were fat down, the Farmer pla-e| 
me at ſome diſtance from im on the Table, which was 
thirty Foot high from the Fluor, I was in a terrible Friaht, 
and kept as far as I could from the Ege for fear of fal- 
ling. The Wife minced a bit of Meat, then crumbled ſome 
Bread on a Trencher, and placed it before me. I made 
her a low Bow, took out my Knite and Fork, and fe!! 
to eat, which gave them exceeding Delight. The Miſ. 
treſs ſent her Maid for a ſmall Dram-cup, which held about 
three Gallons, and filled it with Drink; I took up the 
Veſſel with much difficulty in both Hands, and in a mot 
reſpetful manner drank to her Lady-ſhip's Health, ex- 
preſſing the Words as loud as I could in Eugliſb, which 
made the Company laugh fo heartily, that I was almoſt 
deafned with the Noiſe. This Liquor taſted like a ſmall 
Cyder, and was not. unpleaſant. Then the Maſter made 
me a ſign to come to his Trencher ſide; but as I waiked 
on the Table, being in great ſur; rize all the time, as the 
indulgent Reader will eaſily conceive and excuſe, I hap- 
pened to ſtumble agaiaſt a Crult, and fell flat on my Face, 

ut received no hurt. I got up immediately, and obſer- 
ving the good People to be in much concern, I thok my 
Hat (which I held under my Arm out of good Manners) 
and waving it over my Head, made three Huzza's to ſhew 
I had got no Mitchjet by my Fall. But advancing for- 
wards toward my Maſter (as I ſhall hence forth call * 
| 8 12 
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his youngeſt Son who fate next him, an arch Boy of about 
ten Years old, took me up by the Legs, and held me ſo 
high in the Air, that I trembled every Limb; but his Fa- 
ther ſnatched me from him, and at the ſame time gave 
him ſuch a Box on the left Ear, as would have felled an 
European Troop of Horſe to the Earth, ordering him to 
be taken from the Table. But, being afraid the Boy might 
owe me a ſpight, and well remembring how miſchievous 
all Children among us naturally are to Sparrows, Rabits, 
young Kittens, and Puppy Dogs, I fell on my Knees, and 

inting to the Boy, made my Maſter to underſtand, as 
well as I could, that I deſited his Son might be pardoned. 
The Father complied, and the Lad tock his Seat again; 
whereupon 1 went to him and kiſſed his Hand, which 
my Maſter took, and made him ſtroak me gently with 
it. 

In the midſt of Dinner my Niſtreſs's favourite Cat 
leapt into her Lap. I heard a noiſe behind me like that 
of a Dozen Stocking-Weavers at word; and turning my 
Head I found it proceeded from the purring of this Ant- 
mal, who ſeemed to be three times larger than an Ox, 
as I computed by the View cf her Head, and one of her 
Paws, while her Miſtreſs was feeling and ſtroaking her. 
The Fiercenefs of this Creature's Countenance aitogether 
diſcompoſed me; though I ſtood at the further End of 
the Table, above fifty Foot off, and although my Miſ- 
treſs held her faſt for fear ſhe might give a ſpring, and 
ſeize me in her Talons. But it happened there was no 
Danger; for the Cat took- not the leaſt Notice of me 
when my Maſter placed me within three Yards of ber. 
And as I have been always told, and found true by Ex- 
perience in my Travels, that flying, or diſcovering Fear 
before a fierce Animal, is a certain way to make it pur- 
ſue or attack you, ſo J reſolved in this dangerous Juncture 
to ſaew no manner of Concern. I walked with Intrepi- 
dity five or ſix times before the very Head of the Cat, 
and came within half a Yard of her; whereupon ſhe drew 
her ſelÞback, as if ſhe were more afraid of me: I had 
leſs Apprehenſion concerning the Dovs, whereof three or 
four came into the Room, as it is uſual in Farmers Hou- 
ſes; one of which was a Maſtiff equal in bulk to four Ele- 
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phants, and a Grey-hound ſomewhat taller than the Maſ- 
tiff, but not ſo large. 

When Dinner was almoſt done, the Nurſe came in 
with a Child of a Year old in her Arms, who immediately 
ſpyed me, and began a Squall that you might haye heard 
— London- bridge to Chelſea, after the uſual Oratory of 
Infants, to get me for a Play-thing. The Mother out of 
pure Indulgence took me up, and put me towards the 
Child, who preſently ſeized me by the Middle, and got 
my Head in his Mouth, where I roared ſo loud that the 
Urchin was frighted, and let me drop, and I ſhould in- 
fallibly have broke my Neck it the Mother had not held 
her Apron under me. The Nurſe to quiet her Babe made 
uſe of a Rattle, which was a kind of hollow Veſſel filled 
With great Stones, and faſtned by a Cable to the Child's 
Waiſt : But all in vain, ſo that ſhe was forced to apply 
the laſt Remedy by giving it ſuck, I muſt confeſs no O0. 
ject ever diſguſted me fo much as the ſight of her won— 
ſtrous Breaſt, which I cannot tel] what to compare wit, 
ſo as to give the curious Reader an Idea of its Bulk, Shape 
and Colour. It ſtood prominent fix Foot, and could not 
be leſs than ſixteen in Circumference. The Nipple was 
about half the Bigneſs of my Head, and che Hew both 
ot that and the Dug ſo varified with Spots, Pimples and 
Freckles, that nothing could appear more nauſeous: For [ 
had 3 near fight of her, ſhe fitting down the more conve- 
niently to give Suck, and I ſtanding on the Table, This 
made me reflect upon the fair Skins of our Exgl Ladies, 
who appear ſo beautiful to us, only becauſe they are of 
our own ſize, and their Detects not to be ſeen but throuzh 
a y_—_—_— Glaſs, where we find by Experiment that 
the ſmootheſt and whitett Skins look rough and coarle, 
and ill coloured. 

I Remember when 1 was at Lilliput, the Complex'ons 
of thoſe diminutive Prople appeared to me the faireit in 
the World, and talking upon this ſubje& with a Perſon 
of Learning there, who was an intimate Friend of mine, 
he ſaid that my Face appeared much fairer and ſmoother 
when he locked on me trom the Ground, than ig Sid up- 
en a nearer View wü en I took him up in my Hand, and 
brought him cloſe, which he conteſſed was at Galt very 
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ſhocking ſight. He ſaid he could diſcover great Holes in 
my Skin, that the Stumps of my Beard were ten times 
ſtronger than the Briſtles of a Boar, and my Complexi- 
on made up of ſeveral Colours altogether diſagreeable: 
Although 1 muſt beg leave to ſay for my ſelf, that I am 
as fair as moſt of my Sex and Country, and * little 
Sun-burnt by all my Travels. On the other ſide, diſcour- 
ſing ot the Ladies in that Emperor's Court, he uſed to tell 
me, one had Freckles, another too wide a Mouth, a third 
too large a Noſe, nothing of which I was able to diſtin- 
guiſh, I confeſs this Reflection was obvious enough; 
which however I could not forbear, leſt the Reader might 
think thoſe vaſt Creatures were actually detormed : For 
I muſt do them Juſtice to ſay they are a comely Race 
of People; and particularly the Features of my Maſter's 
Countenance, altzounh he were but a Farmer, when I 
beheld him from the Hei-ht of ſixty Foot, appeared very 
well proportioned, 

When Dinner was done, my Maſter went out to his 
Labourers, and as I could diſcover by his Voice and Gef- 
tare, gave his Wite a ſtrict Charge to take care of me. I 
was very much tired and diſpoſed to fleep, which my 
Miltreſs perceiving, ſhe put me on her own Bed, and co- 
vered ine with a clean white Handkerchief, but larger and 
coarſer than the Main Sail of a Man ot War. 

I tlept about two Hours, and creamed 1 was at home 
with my Wite and Children, which aggravated my Sor- 
rows when I awaked and found my ſelf alone in a vaſt 
Room, between two and three hundred Foot wide, and 
above two hundred high, lying in a Bed twenty Yards 
wide. My Miſtreſs was gone about her houſhould At- 
fairs, and had locked me in. The Bed was eight 
Yards from the Floor. Some natural Neccſlities requi- 
red me to get down, I durſt not preſume to call, and 
it i had, it would have been in vain with ſuch a Voice 
as mine, at fo great a diſtance from the Room where 
J lay, to the Kitchen where the Family kept. While 
I was under theſe Circumſtances two Rats crept up the 
Curtains, and ran ſmelling backwards and forwards on 
the Bed. One of them came up almoſt ta my Face, 
Wacreupon I rofe in a Fright, an} drew ant my Hanger 
to defend my (lf, Theſe horrible Animals nad the Bcld-

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meſs to attack me on both ſides, and one of them held 
his Fore-feet at my Collar; but I had the good Fortune to 
rip up his Belly before he could do me any Miſchief. He 
Fell down at my Feet, and the other ſeeing the Fate of 
His Comrade, made his Eſcape, but not without one good 
Wound on the Back, which I gave him as he fled, and 
made the Blood run trickling from him. After this Ex. 
Ploit I walked gently to and fro on the Bed, to recoyer 
my Breath and Loſs of Spirits. Theſe Creatures were of 
the ſize of a large Maſtiff, but infinitely more nimble 
and fierce, ſo that if I had taken off my Belt before 1 
went to ſleep, I muſt have infallibly been torn to pieces 
and devoured, I meaſured the Tail of the dead Rat, and 
found it to be two Yards long wanting an Inch; but i: 
went againſt my Stomach to drag the Carcaſs off the 
Bed, where it lay till bleeding; 1 obſerved it had ye: 
ſome Life, but with a ſtrong Slaſh croſs the Neck I tio. 
roughly diſpatched it. 

Soon after my Miſtreſs came into the Room, who (e-. 
ing me all bloody, ran and took me up in her Hand. 
pointed to the dead Rat, ſmiling and making other Signs 
to ſhew 1 was not hurt, whereat ſhe was extremely re. 
Joiced, calling the Maid to take up the dead Rat with 1 
pair of Tongs, and throw it out of the Window. Ten 
the ſet me on a Table where I ſhewed her mv Hanger 
all bloody, and wiping it on the Lappet of my Coat, e. 
turned it to the Scabbard, I was preſſed to do more than 
one Thing, which another could not do for me, and there. 
fore endeavoured to make my Miſtreſs underitand that! 
deſired to be ſet down on the Floor: which after ſus 
had done, my Baſhfulneſs would not ſuffer me ro expre'; 
my felt farther than by pointing to the Door, and bos, 
ing ſeveral times. The good Woman with much Dich.

ane up again in ber Hand, walked into the Garden where 
ſhe ſet me down. 1 went on one fide about two hun 
dred Yards, and beckoning to her not to look or to to.

To her I chiefly owe 
my Preſervation in that Country: We never . while 
I was there; I called her my Glumdalc/itch, or little Nurſe ; 
And I ſhould be guilty of great Ingratitude it I omitted 
this honourable Mention of her Care and Affection to. 
wards me, which I heartily wiſh it lay in my Power to 
requite as ſhe deſerves, inſtead of being the innocent but 
unhappy Inſtrument of her Diſprace, as I have too much 
reaſon to fear, | 

It now began to be known and talked of in the Neih. 
bourhood, that my Maſter had found a ſtrange Animal in 
the Field about the bigneſs of a Splackure, but exactly 
ſhaped in every part like a human Creature, which it like. 
wiſe imitated in all its Actions; feemed to ſpeak in a 
little Language of its own, had already learned ſeveral 
Words of theirs, went erect upon two Legs, was tame 
and gentle, would come when it was called, do what 
ever it was bid, had the fineſt Limbs in the World, and 
a Complexion fairer than a Nobleman's Daughter of three 
Years old. Another Farmer who lived hard by, and was 
a particular Friend of my Maiter, came on a Viſit on 

urpoſe to enquire into the Truth of this Story, I was 
immediately produced, and placed upon a Table, where 
I walked as I was commanded, drew my Hanger, put it 
up again, made my Reverence to my Maſter's Gucſt. 
asked him in his own Language how he did, ahd told bim 
he was welcome, juſt as my little Nurſe had inſtructes 
me. This Man, who was old and dim ſighted, put on 
his SpeRacles to behold me better, at which 1 could nc: 
forbeor laughing very leartily, for Eis Eyes appeared lite 
the Full- Moon ſhining into a Chamber at tryo Windows, 
Our People, who diſcovered the cauſe of ny Mirth, bote 
me company in Laughing, at which the old Fellow was 
Fool enough to be Angry and out of Countenance. He 
had tie Character of a great Mifer, and to my Misfor- 
tune he well deſerved it, by the curſed Advice he gave my 
Maſter, to ſhew me as a Sight upon a Maiket-Day in tis 
E nen 
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next Town, which was half an hour's riding, about two 
and twenty Miles from our Houſe. I gueſſed there was 
ſome Miſchiet contriving, when I obſerved my Maſter 
and his Friend whiſpering long together, ſometimes 
pointing at me; and my Fears made me fancy that [ 
overheard and underſtood ſome of their Words, But, 
the next Morning, Glumdalclitch, my little Nurſe, told 
me the whole Matter, which ſhe had cunningly picked out 
from her Mother, The poor Girl laid me on her Bo- 
ſon, and fell a weepinz with Shame and Grief, She ap- 
cchended fome Miſciief would happen to me from rude 
vulgar Folks, who mig t ſqueeze me to Death, or break 
one of my Limbs by taking me in their Hands. She 
hal alſo wvlerved how moudeit I was in my Nature, how 
nicely I rezar..ed my Honour, and what an Indignity L 
ſhould concetve it to be expoted fur Money as a publick 
Spectacle to the meaneſt of the People. She ſaid, her 
Papa and Mamma had promiſed that Gildrig ſhould be 
hei*'s, but now ſhe found they meant to ſerve her as the 
did laſt Year, when they pretended to give her a Lamb, 
and yet, as ſoon as it was fat, fold it to a Butcher. For 
my own part, I may truly affirm that I was leſs concern- 
ed than my Nurſe, I had a ſtrong Hope which never 
left me, that I ſhould one day recover my Liberty; and 
as to the Ignominy of being carried about for a Monſter, 
I conſidered my ſelf to be a perfect Stranger in the Coun- 
try, and that ſuch a Misfortune could never be charged 
upon me as a Reproach if ever I ſhould return to Eu- 
gland; ſince the King of Great-Bricain himſelt, in m 
Condition, muſt have undergone the ſame Diſtreſs, 

My Maſter, purſuant to the Advice of his Friend, car- 
ried me in a Box the next Market-day to the neighbour- 
mg Town, and took along with him his little Daughter, 
my Nurſe, upon a Pillion behind him. The Box was 
cloſe on every fide, with a little Door for me to go in

into it, for me to lye down on. However, I was ter- 
ridly ſhaken and 1 in this Journey, though it 
were but of half an Hour. For the Horſe went about 
torty Foot at every Step, and trotted fo high, that the 
Agitation was equal to the riſing and falling of a Ship in

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a great Storm, but much more frequent : Our Journey 
was ſomewhat further than from London to St. Albans, 
My Maſter alighted at an Inn which be uſed to fre. 
quent; and after conſulting a while with the Inn-keeper, 
and making ſome neceſſary Preparations, he hired the 
Grultrud, or Cryer, to give notice through the Town of 
a ſtrange Creature to be ſeen at the Sign of the Green 
Eagle not fo 1 a Splacunck (an Animal in that Coun- 
try very finely ſhaped. about ſix Foot long) and in eve. 
ry part of the Body reſembling an human Creature, could 
ſpeak ſcyeral Words, and pertorm an hundred diverting 
Tricks, 

I was placed upon a Table in the largeſt Room of the 
Inn, which might be near three hundred Foot ſquare, 
My little Nurſe ſtood on a low Stool cloſe to the Table, 
to take care of me, and direct what I ſhould do. 9 
| Maſter, to avoid a Crowd, would ſuffer only thirty Peo- 
ple at a time to ſee me. I walked about on the Table 
as the Girl commanded; ſhe asked me Queſtions as far 
as ſhe knew my Underſtanding of the Language reached, 
and I anſwered them as loud as I could, I turned about 
ſeveral times to the Company, paid my humble Re- 
ſpects, ſaid they were welcome, and uſed ſome other 
Speeches I had been taught. I took up a Thimble filled 
with Liquor, which Glumaalclitch had given me for a 
Cup, and drank their Health, 1 drew out my Hanger, 
and flouriſhed with it after the manner of Fencers in En- 
land. My Nurſe gave me part of a Straw, which I cx- 
erciſed as a Pike, having learned the Art in my Youth, 
1 was that day ſhewn to twelve Sets of Company, and 
as often forced to go over again with the ſame Fopperies, 
till I was half dead with Wearineſs and Vexation, For, 
thoſe who had feen me made ſuch wonderſul Reports, 
that the People were ready to break down the Doors to 
come in. My Maſter for his own Intereſt wou'd not (ut: 
fer any one to touch me except my Nurſe; and, to pre. 
vent Danger, Benches were ſet round the Table at ſuch 
a diſtance as to put me out of every Body's reach, How. 
ever, an unlucky School-Boy aimed a hazel Nut direct'y 
at my head, which very narrowly miſſed me; otherwiſe, 
it came with ſo much violence that it would have intal 


ably knocked out my Brains, fo; it was almoſt as-larze i 
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as 4 ſmall Pumpion : But I had the Satisfaction to ſee 
the young Rogue well beaten, and turned out of the 
Room. | 

My Maſter gave publick notice, that he would ſhew 
me again the next Market-day, and in the mean time he 
prepared a more convenient Vehicle for me, which he 
had reaſon enough to do; for I was ſo tired with my 
firſt Journey, and with entertaining Company for eight 
Hours together, that I could hardly ſtand upon my Legs, 
or ſpeak a Word. It was at leaſt three days before 1 
recovered my Strength; and that I might have no Reſt 
at home, all the neighbouring Gentlemen from an hun- 
dred Miles round, hearing of my Fame, came to fee me 
at mv Maſter's own Houſe. There could not be fewer 
than thirty Perſons with their Wives and Children (for 
the Country was very populous) and my Maſter de- 
manded the rate of a full Room whenever he ſnewed 
me at home, although ir were only to a fingle Family. 
So that for ſome time I had but little eaſe every day of 
the Werk (except !{/eane/day, which is their Sabbath) 
although I were not carried to the Town, 

My Maſter finding how profitable I was like to be, re- 
fulved to carry me to the moſt conſiderable Cities of 
the Kingdom. Having therefore provided himſelf with 
all things neceſſary for a long Journey, and ſettled his 
Aﬀairs at home, he took leave of his Wife, and upon 
the 17th of Auguſt, 1703. about two Months after my 
Arrival, we ſet out for the Metropolis, ſituated near the 


middle of that Empire, and about three thouſand Miles 


diſtance from our Houſe: My Maiter made his Daughe 
ter Glumaalclitch ride behind him. She carried me on 
her Lap in a Box tied about her Waſte. The Girl had 
lined it on all fides with the ſofteſt Cloth ſhe could get, 
well quilted underneath, furniſhed it with her Baby's Bed, 
provided me with Linnen and other Neceſſaries, and 
made every thing as convenient as ſhe could, We had 


no other Company but a Boy of the Houſe, who rode 
atter us with the Luggage. 


My Maiter's Deſign was to ſhew me in all the Towns 


by che Way, and to ſtep out of the Road for fifty or an 
_ hundred Miles, to any Village or Perſon of Quality's 


g Houſe where he might expect Cuſtom, We made eaſy 
a 
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Journies of not above ſeven or eight-ſcore Miles a day: 
For Glumdalclitch, on purpoſe to 7 are me, complained 
ſhe was tired with the trotting of the Horſe. She often 
took me out of my Box at my own Deſire, to give me 
Air, and ſhew me the Country, but always held me faſt 
by a Leading-ſtring. We 1 over five or ſix Rivers 
many degrees broader and de-per than the Nile or the 
Ganges; and there was hardly a Rivulet fo ſmall as the 
Thames at London-Bridge. We were ten Weeks in our 
Journey, and I was ſhewn in eighteen large Towns be. 
ſides many Villages and private Families, 

On the 26th day of OFober, we arrived at the Metro. 
polis, called in their Language, Lorbrulgrud, or Pride of 
be Univerſe. My Maſter took a Lodging in the princi. 
pal Street of the he not far from the Royal Palace, 
and put out Bills in the uſual Form, containing an exact 
Deſcription of my Perſon and Parts. He hired a large 
Room between three and four hundred Foot wide. He 
provided a Table ſixty Foot in diameter, = he" which [ 
was to act my Part, and paliſadoed it round three Foot 
from the edge, and as many high, to prevent my falling 
over. I was ſhewn ten timcs a day, to the Wonder and 
Satisfaction of all People. 1 could now ſpeak the Lan- 
80 tolerably well, and perfectly underſtood every 

ord that was ſpoken to me. Beſides, I had learned 
their Alphabet, and could make a ſhift to explain a Sen- 
tence here and there; for Glumaalclitch had been my 
Inſtructor while we were at home, and at leiſure Hours 
during our N She carried a little Book in her 
Pocket, not much larger than a Sanſon's Atlaſs; it was 
a common Treatiſe for the uſe of young Girls, giving a 
ſhort Account of their Relizion; out of this ſhe tau. 
me my Letters, and interpreted the Words.

HE frequent Labours I underwent every Day 
made in a few Weeks a very conſiderable change 
in my Hea'tn: The more my Maſter vor by me, the 
more unſatiable he grew. I had quite lot my Stomach, 
an was almeſt ark. 44g to a Skeleton, The Farmer ob- 
ſerved it, an! concluding I ſoon muſt die, refulved to 
make a as good 2 Hand of me as he could. While he 
was thus reaſoning and reſulving with bimſelf, a Han- 
aral, or Ger tleman Uſker came trom Court, command- 
ing my Maſter to carry me immediately thicher for the 
Divertion of the Queen and her Ladies. Some of the 
latter had already been to fre me, and reported ftranze 
Things of my Beauty, Beh Wien, and go Senſe. Her 
Majeſty and thoſe who attended ** were be yond Mea— 
ſure delivhred with my Pemea nor. I felt on my Knees, 
and beyved the Honour @: billing her Imperial Foo; 
but this cracieus Princeſs held our her little Finger to- 
wards me (alter i was fect on a Tow which Jem 
braced in both ny Arnis, and put the Tp. Of it, wirit 
te utmoſt P-eſpect, to my Lip. She inade me 8 
general Queſtions avout wy Country and my Travels, 
which I antwer'd as di EE and in as few Words 
as I cout}; She asked wWucther 1 would be cuntent to 
lire at Court. 1 bowed down to the Board © the Ta. 
ble, and umbly anſwered tht I was my Mi iter's Aaye, 
bu it 1 Were. at my own Diitpoſalt, 1 feud be proud 20 
| B 1 deyote. 
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devote my Life to her Majeſty's Service. She then aske4 
my Maſter whether he were willing to fell me at a good 
Price. He, who apprehended I could not live a Month, 
was ready enough to part with me, and demanded a 
thouſand Pieces of Gold, which were ordered him on 
the Spor, each Piece —_ about the bigneſs of eight 
hundred Moidores; but, allowing for the Proportion of 
all Things between that Councry and Europe, and the 
high Price of Gold among them, was hardly ſo great a 
Sum as a thouſand Guineas would be in England. I 
then ſaid to the Queen, ſince I was now her Majeſty's 
moſt humble Creature and Vaſſal, I muſt beg the Favour 
that Glumdalclitch, who had always tended me with ſo 
much Care and Kindneſs, aad underſtood to do it ſo 
well, might be admitted into her Service, and continue 
to be my Nurſe and Inſtructor. Her Majeſty agreed to 
my Petition, and eaſily got the Farmer's Conſent, who 
was glad enough to have his Daughter preferred at Court: 
And the poor Girl was not able to hide her Joy: My 
late Maſter withdrew, bidding me farewel, and ſaying he 
had left me in a good Service; to which I replyed not a 
Word, only making him a ſlight Bow. 
The Queen obſerved my Coldneſs, and when the 
Farmer was gone out of the Apartment, asked me the 
reaſon, I made bold to tell her Majeſty, that I ow. 
ed noother Obligation to my Jate Maſter, than his not 
daſhing out the Brains of a poor harmleſs Creature 
found by chance in his Field; which Obligation was 
amply recompenſed by the gain he had made, in ſhew- 
ing me through halt the Kingdom, and the Price he 
had now ſold me for. That the Life 1 had ſince led, 
was laborious enough to killgan Animal of ten times 
my Strength. That my Health was much impair'd by 
a continual Drudgery of entertaining the Rabble eve— 
ry Hour of the Day, and that if my Maſter had not 
thought my Life in danger, her Majeſty would nct 
have got ſo cheap a Bargain, Bur as I was out of all 
fear of being ill treated under the Protection of fo 
great and good an Empreſs, the Ornament of Nature, 
the Darling of the World, the Deliaht of her Subjects, 
the Phoenix of the Creation; ſo, I hoped my late Mal 
ter's Apprehenſions would appear to be graundleſs, 
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for I already found my Spirits to revive by the Influence 
of her moſt auguſt Preſence. 


This was the ſum of my Speech, delivered with great 


Improprieties and Heſitation; the latter Part was alto- 
gether framed in the Style 3 to that People, where- 
of I learned ſome Phraſes from Glumdalclicch, while ſhe 
was carrying me to Courr. 

The Queen giving great Allowance for my Defectiveneſs 
in ſpeaking, was however ſurpriſed at ſo much Wit and 
3 Senſe in ſo diminutive an Animal.

by a foreign Accent and an impertet Knowledge in the 


The King, although he be as learned a Perſon as any 
in his Dominions, had been educated in the Study of 
Philoſophy, and particularly Mathematicks; yet when he 


cHerved my Shape exactly, and ſaw me wal: erect be- 


fore I began to ſpeak, conceived I might be a Piece of 


Ciock-work, (whicl is in that Country arrived to a very 


great Perfection) contrived by ſame ingenious Artiſt, But, 
when he heard my Voice, and found what 1 delivered 
to be regular and rational, he could not conceal his Aſ- 
taniſnment. He was by no means ſatisfied with the Re- 
lation J gave him of the Manner J came into his King- 


dom, but thought it a Story concerted between Clumdai- 


cliech and her Father who had taught me a Set of Words 
to make me ſell at a higlier Drice. 


Upon this Imagina- 
tion he put feveral other Queſtions to me, and ſtill re- 
Anſwers, no otherwiſe defective than 


Language, 
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Language, with ſome ruſtick Phraſes which I learned at 
the Farmer's Houſe, and did not ſuit the polite Style of 
a Court. 

His Majeſty ſent for three great Scholars, who were 
then in their weekly waiting (according to the Cuſtom in 
that Country.) Theſe Gentlemen, after they had a while 
examined my Shape with much Nicety, were of diſte. 
rent Opinions concerning me. They all agreed that 1 
could not be produced according to the regufar Laws of 
Nature, becauſe I was not framed with a Capacity of 
preſerving my Life, either by Swiftneſs or climbing of 
Trees, or digging Holes in the Earth. They obſerved by 
my Teeth, which they viewed with great Exactneſs, that 
I was a carnivorous Animal; yet moſt Quadrupeds be- 
ing an Overmatch for me, and Field-Mice, with ſome 
others, too nimble, they could not imagine how I ſhould 
be able to ſupport myſelf, unleſs 1 fed upon Snails and 
other Inſects, which they offered by many learned Ar- 
guments to evince that 1 could not poſlibly do. One of 
theſe Virtuoſi ſeemed to think that I might be an Em— 
brio, or abortive Birth. But this Opinion was rejected 
by the other two, who obſerved my Limbs to be perfect 
and finiſhed, and that I had lived ſeveral Years, as it 
was manifeſted from my Beard, the Stumps whereof they 
plainly diſcovered through a Magnitying - Glaſs. They 
would not allow me to be a Dwarf, becauſe my Little- 
neſs was beyond all Degrees of Compariſon ; for, the 
Queen's favourite Dwarf, tlie ſmalleſt ever known in 
that Kingdom, was near thirty Foot high. After much 
Debate, they concluded unanimouſly, that 1 was only 
Relplum Scelcath, which is interpreted literally, Luſus 
Nature; a Determination exactly agreeable ro the My- 
dern Philoſophy of Europe, whoſe Profeflors, diſdaining 
the old Evaſion of occult Cauſes, whereby the Followers 
of Ariſtotle endeavonr in vain to diſguiſe their Ignorance, 
have invented this wonderful Solution of all Difficulties 
to the unſpeakable Advancement of human Knowledge. 

After tlus deciſive Concluſion, I entreated to be heard 
a Word or two. I applied my ſelf to the King, and al- 
ſured His Majeſty, that I came from a Country, Which 
abounded with ſeveral Millions of both Sexes, an of my

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were all in Proportion, and where by conſequence I 
might be as able to defend my felt, and to find Sufte- 
nance, as any of His Majeſty's Subjects could do here;

He delired the Queen to order 
that a particular Care ſhould be taken of mie, and was of 
opinion, that Glumaal:lirch ſhould ſtill continue in her 
Office of tending me, becauſe he obſeryed we had a 
great Affection for each other. A convenient Apartment 
was provided for her at Court; ſhe had a fort of Gover- 
neſs appointed to take care of her Education, a Maid to 
dreſs her, and two other Servants for menial Offices; 
but the care of me was wholly appropriated to her ſelt. 
The Queen commanded her on Cabinet-maker to con— 
trive a Box that might ſerve me for a Bed-chamber, after 
the Model that Glamdalclizch and I ſhould agree upon, 
This Man was a moſt ingenious Artiſt, and according to 
my Directions, in three Weeks finiſhed for me a wood- 
en Chamber of fixteen Foot ſquare, and twelye high, 


with Saſh Windows, a Door, and two Cloſets, like a 


London Bed- chamber. The Board that made the Cieling 
was to be lifted up and down by two Hinges, to put in 
a Led ready furnithed by her Majeſty's Upholſterer, which 
Glumdalclitch took out every Day to fir, made it with 
lier own Hands, and lettirg it down at Night, locked 
up the Roof over me. A nice Workman, who was fa- 
mous for little Curioſities, undertook to make me two 
Chairs, with Backs and Frames, of a Subſtance not un- 
like Ivory, and two Tables, with a Cabinet to put my 
The Room was quilted on all ſides, as well 
as the Floor and the Cieling, to prevent any Accident 
f.om the Careleſneſs of thoſe Wo carried me, and to 
break the Force of a Jo!t when I went in a Coach, 1 
deſued a Lock for my Door to prevent Rats and Mice 
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from coming in : The Smith after ſeveral Attempts made 
the ſmalleſt ever was ſeen among them, for 1 have 
known a larger at the Gate of a Gentleman's Houle in 
England, I made a ſhift to keep the Key in a Pocket 
of my own, fearing Glumdalclitch might loſe it. The 
Queen likewiſe ordered the thinneſt Silks that could be 

otten, to make me Cloaths, not much thicker than an 
Engliſh Blanket, very cumberſome till I was accuſtomed 
to them. They were after the Faſhion of the Kingdom, 
partly reſembling the Per/an, and partly the Chineſe, and 
are a very grave, decent Habit. 

The Queen became ſo fond of my Company, that ſhe 
could not dine without me. I had a table placed upon 
the ſame at which her Majeſty eat, juſt at her left Elbow, 
and a Chair to fit or. Glymadalclitch ſtood upon a Stool 
on the Floor, near my Table, to aſſiſt and take care of 
me. I had an entire Set of Silver Diſhes and Plates, 
and other Neceſlaries, which in Proportion to thoſe of 
the Queen, were not much biger than what 1 have ſeen 
of the ſame kind in a London Toy-ſhop, for the Furni. 
ture of a Baby-houſe: Theſe my little Nurſe kept in her 
Pocket, in a Silver Box, and gave me at Meals as 1 
wanted them, always cleaning them her ſelf, No Per- 
ſon dined with the Queen but the two Princeſſes Royal, 
the elder ſixteen Years old, and the younger at that 
time thirteen and a Month. Her Majeſty uſed to put a 
Bir of Meat upon one of my Diſhes, out of which 1 car- 
ved for my ſelf; and her Diverſion was to ſee me eat 
in Miniature. For the Queen (who had indeed but a 
weak Stomach) took up at one Mouthful, as much as 
a Dozen Enzliſh Farmers could eat at a Meal, witch 
to me was for ſome time a very nauſeous Sight. S$l:e 
would craunch the Wing of a Lark, Bones and all, be. 
tween her Teeth, although it were nine times as lar:c 
as that of a full grown Turkey; and put a Bit of Brea 
into her Mouth, as big as two twelve-penny Loaves, 
she drank out of a golden Cup, above a Ko:ſhead at a 
Draught. Her Knives were twice as long as a Scythe 
ſ-r ſtrait upon the Handle. The Spoons, Forks, and 
other Inſtruments were all in the ſame Proportion, I 
remember when G!umdalcliich carried me our of Cmio- 


lity to fee fume of the Tables at Court, Where ten og: 
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2Dozen of theſe enormous Knives and Forks were lifted 
up together, IL thought I had never till then beheld fo 
terrible a Sight. 

It is the Cuſtom that every Wedneſday, (which as I 
have before obſerved, was their Sabbath) the King and 
Queen, with the Royal Iſſue ot both Sexes, dine toge- 
mer in the Apartment of his Majeſty, to whom 1 was 
now become a great Fayourite; and at theſe Times m 
little Chair and Table were placed at his left Hand be- 
fore one of the Salt-ſellers. This Prince took a Pleaſure 
in converſing with me, enquiring into the Manners, Re- 
ligion. Laws, Government, and Learning of Europe, 
wherein I gave him che beſt Account I was able. His 
Apprehenſion was fo clear, and his Judgment ſo exact, 
that be made very wiſe Reflections and Obſervations up- 
on all I ſaid. But, I confeſs, that after I had been a little 
:00 copious in talking of my own beloved Country, of 
our Trade, and Wars by Sea and Land, of our Schiſms 
in Religion, and Parties in the State; the Prejudices 
of his Education prevailed , ſo far, that he could not 
forbear taking me up in his right Hand, and ſtroaking 
me gently with the other, after an hearty Fit of laughing, 
asked me whether I were a ig or a Tory, Then 
turning to his firſt Miniſter, who waited behind him 
with a white Staff, near as tall as the Main-maſt of the 
Royal Sovereign; he obſerved how contemptible a Thing 
was human Grandeur, which could be mimicked by ſuch 
diminutive Inſects as I: And yet, ſaid he, I dare engage 
theſe Creatures have their Titles and Diſtinctions of Ho- 
nour, they contrive little Neſts and Burrows, that they 
call Houſes and Cities; they make a Figure in Dreſs and 
Equipage; they love, _ fight, they diſpute, they cheat, 
they betray. And thus he continued on, while my Co- 
lour came and went ſeveral times, with Indignation to 
hear our noble Country, the Mittreſs of Arts and Arms, 
the Scourge of France, the Arbitrels of Europe, the Seat 
of Virtue, Piety, Honour and Truth, the Pride and En- 
vy of the World, fo contemptuoufly treated. 

But, as I was not in a condition to reſent Injuries, fo, 
upon mature Thoughts, I began to doubt whether I were 
injured or no. For, after Laving been accuſtomed feve- 
ml Months to the Sight and Converſe of this People, and 
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obſerved every Object upon which I caſt mine Eyes to 
be of proportionable Magnitude, the Horror I had firſt 
conceived from their Bulk and Aſpect was ſo far worn 
off, that it I had then beheld a Company of Engliſh Lords 
and Ladics in their Finery and and Birth-day Cloaths, 
acting their ſeveral Parts in their moſt courtly manner of 
Strutting, and Bowing, and Prating; to ſay the Truth, 
1 ſhould have been ſtrongly tempted to laugh as much at 
them as this King and his Grandees did at me. Neither 
indeed could I forbear ſmiling at my ſelf, when the Queen 
uſed to place me upon her Hand towards a Leeking- 
Glaſs, by which both our Perſons appeared before me in 
tull View together; and there could nothing be more ri- 
diculous than the Compariſon : So that 1 really began 
to imagine my felt dwindled many Degrees below-my 
uſual Size. 

Nothing angred and mortiſied me ſo much as the Queen's 
Dwarf, who being of the lowelt Stature that was ever 
in that Country (for I verily think he was not full thirty 
Foot high) became infolent at feeing a Creature ſo much 
beneath him, that ke would always alfect ro {waover and 
look big as he paſſed py me in the Queen's Antichanber, 
while I was ſtanding on ſome Table talking with the 
Lords or Ladies of the Court, and he ſeldom failed of 
a ſmall Word or tv/o upon my Littleneſs; againſt which 
I could only revenge my leit by calling him Brother, 
challenging him to wreſtle, and ſuch Rappartees as ate 
uſual in the Mouths of Court Pager, One Day at Din. 
ner this malitious little Cub was fo nettled with ſome: 7 
I had ſaid to him, that raiſing himſelf upon the Frame of 
her Majeſty's Chair, he took me up by the Middle, as 1 
was ſitting down, not thinking any harm, and let me 
drop into a large Silver Bow! It Cream, and then r: 
away as fait as "he cou'd, 1 fell over Head and 5 
and if 1 had not been a good Swimmer, it might base 
gone very hard vita me; tor Elumdaleliich in that In. 
rant happened to be at the other End of the Room, wy 
tlie Qucen was in fuch a Fright, that ſne wanted k 
{:r.ce of Mind to afiiit me. But my little Nurſe ran to 
my Relief, and took me war. alter I had ſwallowed 2- 
bove a Quart of Cream. 1 was put to Bed; however 
I received no other Damage than the Lots of a Suit of 
Cloatiis, 
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Cloaths, which was utterly ſpoiled. The Dwarf was 
ſoundly whipped, and as a further Puniſhment, forced 
to drink up the Bowl of Cream, into which he had 
thrown me; neither was he ever reſtored to Favour : 
For, ſoon after the Queen beſtowed him to a Lady of 
high Quality; ſo that | ſaw him no more, to my very 
great Satisfaction; for I could not tell to what Extremity 
ſuch a malicious Urchin might have carried his Reſent- 
ment. 

He had before ſerved me a ſcurvy Trick, which ſet 
the Queen a Laughing, although at the fame time ſhe 
were heartily vexed, and would have caſhiered him, it L 
had not been fo generous as to intercede. Her Majeſty 
hal taken a Marrow-bone upon her Plate, and after 
knocking out the Marrow, placed the Bone again in the 
Diſh ere& as it ſtoo before; the Dwarf watching his 
Opportunity, while G/umd.rl:!i:ch was gone to the Side- 
board, mounted upon the Stool ſhe ſtood on to take care 
of me at Meals, took me up in both Hands, and ſqueez- 
ing my Legs together, wedged them into the Marrow 
bone above my Waiſt, where I ſtuck for ſome time, and 
made a very ridiculous Figure, I believe it was near a 
Minute, before any one knew what was become of me, 
for I thought it below me to cry out, But, as Princes 
ſeldom get their Meat hot, my Legs were not ſcaled, 
only my Stockings and Breeches in a fad condition. 
The Dwarf at my Entreaty had no other Puniſhment than 
a ſound whipping. 

I was frequently raillyed by the Queen upon Account 
of my Fearfulneſs, and ſhe uſed to ask me whether the 
People of my Countr were as great Coward; as my ſelf, 
The Occaſion was this. The Kingdom is much peſter— 
ed with Flies in Summer, and theſe odious Inicts, each 
of them as big as a P2474 e Lark, hardly gave me any 
reſt while I far at Dinner, wit their continual num ming 
and buzzing about mine Ears, They would ſometimes 
alight upon my Victuals, ani leave their loathſome Ex- 
crement or Spawn behind, which to me was very vilible, 
though not to the Natives of that Country, whoſe large 
Opticks were not ſo acute as mine in viewing ſmaller 


Objects. Sometimes they would fix upon 1ay Noſe or 


focehead, where they ſtunz me to the Quick, ſmelling 
very 
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very offenſively, and I could eaſily trace that viſcous 
Matter, which our Naturaliſts tell us enables thoſe Crea. 
tures to walk with their Feet upwards upon a Cieling, 1 
bad much ado to defend my ſelf — theſe deteſtable 
Animals, and could not Fax op ſtarting when they came 
on my Face. It was the common Practice of the Dwarf 
to catch a number of theſe Inſects in his Hand as School. 
boys do among us, and let them out ſuddenly under my 
Noſe on purpoſe to trighten me, and divert the Queen. 


My Remedy was to cut them in pieces with my Knite az 


they flew in the Air, wherein my Dexterity was much 


admired. 

I remember one Morning when Glumdalclitch had ſe: 
me in my Box upon a Window, as the uſually did ix 
fair Days to give ine Air (for | durſt not venture to let 
tie Box be hung on a Nail out of the Window, as ve 
do with Cages in land) aiter 1 had lifted up one of 
my Saſnes, and fat down at my Table to eat a piece of 
Sweet Cake for my Breaktaſt, above twenty Waſps, al. 
lured by the ſmell, came flying into the Room, humming 
louder than the Drones of as many Bag-pipes. Some ot 
them ſeized my Cake, and carried it piece-meal away, 
others flew about my Head and Face, confounding me 
with the Noiſe, and put me in the utmoſt terror of their 
Stings. However, I had the Courage to riſe and draw 
my Hanger, and attack them in the Air. I diſpatched 
tour of them, but the reſt got away, and I prefently 
ſhut my Window. Theſe Creatures were as large as Par- 
triges, I took out their Stings, found them an Inch and a 
half long, and as ſharp as Needles, I carefully preferyel 
them all, and having fince ſhewn them with ſome other 
Curioſities in ſeveral Parts of Europe; upon my Return to 
England, I gave three of them to Greſham-College, and 
Kept tae fourth for my ſelt. 
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The Country deſcribed, A Propoſal for correcting modern 
Maps. The King's Palace, and ſome Account of the 
Metropolis, The Author's way of travelling. The chief 
Temple deſcribed. 


Now intend to give the Reader a ſhort Deſcription 
of this Country, as far as I travetle] in it, which 
was not above two thouſand Miles round Lerbrulgrud 
the Metropolis, For, the Queen, whom I always atten- 
ded, never went further wien ſhe accompanied the King 
in his Progreſſes, and there ſtaid till his Majeſty returned 
from viewing his Frontiers, The whole Extent of this 
Prince's Dominions reacheth about fix thouſand Miles in 
Length, and from three to five in Breadth. From 
whence I cannot but conclude that our Geographers of 
Europe are in a greꝶ Error, by ſuppoſing nothing but 
Sea between Japan and California, for it was ever my 
Opinion, that there muſt be a Balance of Earth to coun- 
terpoiſe the great Continent of Tartary; and therefore 
they ought to corge their Maps and Charts, by joining 
this vaſt Tract of Land to the North-Weſt Parts of Ame- 
rica, wherein 1 ſhall be ready to lend them my Aſſi- 
ſtance. | 
The Kingdom is a Peninſula, terminated to the Nortl1- 
Eat by a Ridge of Mountains thirty Miles high, which 
are altogether impaſſable by realon of the Volcanoes up- 
on the Tops, Neither do the mult Learned know what 
ſort of Mortals inhabit beyond thoſe Mountains, or whe— 
ther they be inhabited at all. On the three other Sides it 
is bounded by the Ocean. There is not one Sea-Port in 
the whole Kingdom, and thule Parts of the Coaſts into 
which the Rivers ifſue are ſo tu}! ot pointed Rocks, and 
the Sea generally ſo rough, that there is no venturing Wit! 
the ſmalleſt of their Boats, ſo chat theſe People are whol— 
ly excluded trom any Commerce with the relt of he 
World. 
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World. But the large Rivers are full of Veſſels, and 
abound with excellent Fiſh, for they ſeldom get any from 
the Sea, becauſe the Sea- Fiſh are of the ſame Size with 
thoſe in Europe, and conſequently not worth catching, 
whereby it is manifeſt, that Nature in the Production of 
Plants and Animals of ſo extraordinary a Bulk is who!!y 
confined to this Continent, of which I leave the Reaſons 
to be determined by Philoſophers. However, now and 
then they take a Whale that happens to be daſhed againſt 
the Rocks, which the common Pe »ple feed on heartii; 
Thee W. ales I bave known fo Jarge that a Man coul 
har ily carry one upon his Shoulders; and ſometimes for 
C uriofity they are brought in Hampe 's to Loròùru lars: 
I faw one of them in a Diſh at the King's Table, win ch 
one tor a Ririty, but I di! not obſerve he was fond of 

; for I think ind: ed the Binefs diſguſted him, although 
1 have ſeen one ſomewha: Ja rger in n 

The Country is well inhabit ied, for it contains fifty one 
Cities, near an hundred v -alled Towns, and a vreat 
number of Villages. To ſatisfy my curious Reader, it 
may be ſufficient to deſcribe Lorbrulgrud, This City 
ſtands upon almoſt two equal Parts on each ſide the R- 
ver that paſſes through. It contains above eigthy thou- 
ſand Houſes, aud about fix hundred thouſand Inhabitants. 
It is in Length three Glonglungs (which make about fifty 
four Engliſh "Miles) and two and a half in Breadth, as 1 
meaſured it my ſelf in the Royal Map made by the King's 
Order, which was laid on the Ground on purpoſe for me, 
and extended an hundred Feet; I placed 1 Diameter 
and Ci:-cumtererce ſeveral times bareſoot, and computing 
by the Scale, meaſured it pretty exactly. 

The King's Palace is no re. ular Edifice, but an heap 
of Iniildinvs about ſeven +*iles round: The chiet Rooms 
are generally two hundred and forty Foot high, and 
broad an! lung in Proportion, A Coach was allowed 
to Gi mdal: li:c5 and me, wherein her Governeſs tre- 
quen(! y touk her out to {ee the Town, or go among the 
Slops; and I was always of the Party carried in my 
Rox; although the Girl at my own Delire would often 
take me out, and hold me in her Hand, that I micht 
more conveniently view the Houſes and the People as 
we paſled along the Streets. I reckoned our Coach be 
about 
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about a Square of Weſiminſter-Hall, but not altogether ſo 
high; however, I cannot be very exact. One Day the 
Governeſs ordered our Coachman to ſtop at ſeveral 
Shops, where the Beggars watching their Opportunity, 
crouded to the ſides of the Coach, and gave me the moſt 
horrible Spectacles that ever an Exgliſh Eye beheld. There 
was a Woman with a Cancer in her Breaſt, ſwelled to a 
monſtrous ſize, full of Holes, in two or three of which 
I could have eaſily crept, and covered my whole Body. 
There was a Fellow with a Wen in his Neck, larger 
than five W ool-packs, and another with a couple of 
wooden Legs, each about twenty Foot hizh. But, the 
molt hateful Sight of all was the Lice crawling on their 
Cloaths. I could fee diſtinctly the Limbs of theſe Ver- 
min with my naked Eve, much better than thoſe of an 
European Loule throuzn a Microſcope, and their 5nouts 
with which they routed like Swine. They were the 
firſt 1 had ever beheld, and 1 ſhould have been curious 
enough to diſt ect one ot them, it 1 had proper Inſtſu— 
ments { which I unlucku leit behind me in the Ship) 
athough indeed the Sight was fo nautcous, that it per- 
tetly turn-d my Stomach, | 

Beſide the large Box in wi ich I was uſually carried, the 
Queen ordered a ſmaller one to be made for me, of 
about twelve Foot ſquare, and ten high, for the Conve- 
nience of Travelling, becauſe tiie other was ſomewhat 
too large for G!:mar!clich's Lap, and cumberſome in the 
Coach; it was made by the ſame Arii.t, whom I direct- 
ed in the whole Con:rivance. Is travelling Cloſet wa 
an exact Square with a Win o in the middle of three 
ot the Squares, and each Window was latticed with Iron 
on the outſide, to prevent Acct.ients in Jong Journtes, 
On the fourth fide, which had no Window, wo ſtrong 
Staples were fixed, thruuh wiici the Perſon that carried 
me, when I had a mind to be on Horſzback, put in a 
Leathern Belt, and, auckled it about his Waift. This 
was always the Othce of fom.e grave truſty Servant in 
wiom I could confide, whether 1 attended the King and 
Queen in their Progreſſes, or were diſpoſed to ſee the 
Gardens, or pay a v:tit to {ume great Lady or Mini ter 


ot State in the Court, When Glezzdil itch happened to 


be out of Order: For 1 ſoon beyan to be known and 
eſteem 4 
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eſteemed among the greateſt Officers, I ſuppoſe more 
upon Account of their Majeſties Favour than any Merit 
of my own. In Journies, when I was weary of the 
Coach, a Servant on Horſeback would buckle my Box, 
and place it on a Cuſhion before him; and there 1 had 
a full Proſpect of the Country on three Sides from my 
three Windows. I had in this Cloſet a Field-Bed and 1 
Hammock hung from the Cieling, two Chairs and a 
Table, neatly ſcrewed to the Floor, to prevent being 
toſſed about by the Agitation of the Horſe or the Coach, 
And having been long uſed to Sea-Voyages, thoſe Mo. 
tions, although ſometimes very violent, did not much 
diſcompoſe me. 

Whenever I had a mind to fee the Town, it was al. 
ways in my Travelling-Cloſet, which Gl-md rlilitch fell 
in 3 Lap in a kind of open Sedan, after the Faſhion of 
the Country, born by four Men, and attended by two 
others in the Queen's Livery. The People who had 9. 
ten heard of me, were very curious to croud about tl: 
Sedan, and the Girl was complaiſant enough to make 
the Bearers ſtop, and to take me in her Hand that ! 
might be more conveniently ſeen, ( 

I was very deſirous to ſee the chief Temple, and par. 
ticularly the Tower belonging to it, which is reckoned | 
the higheſt in the Kingdom. Accordin2ly une Day my f 
Nurſe carried me thither, but I may truly ſay I came Þ" 
back diſappointed ; for, the Height is not above three c 
thouſand Foot, and reckoning from the Ground to the c 
higheſt Pinacle Top; which allowing tor the difference 
between the ſize of thoſe People, and us in Europe, is 
no great matter for Admiration, nor at all equal 'n 

Zroportion, (if I rightly remember) to Salisbrry Steeple, 
ut, not to detract from a Nation to which during wy 
Life 1 ſhall acknowledge my ſelf extremely obliged, it 
muſt be allowed that wi atever this famous Tower wants * 
in Height is amply ade up in Beauty and Strength, For 
the Walls are neor an hundred Wot thick, built of hewn 
Stone, whereof each is about forty Foot ſquare, and a- 
dorned on fives with Statues of Gods and Emperors 1 
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cut in Marble larger than the Life, placed in their ſeve— 
ral Niches, I meaſucd a little Finger which had fallen 
down from one of theſe Statues, and lay unperceived

re], came tumbling about my Ears; one of them bit ine 
on the Back as I chanced to ſtoop, and knocked we 
down flat on my Face, but I received nv other hurt, and 
the Dwarf was pardoned at my Deſire, becauſe 1 lad Li. 
ven the Provocation. 2 
Another day Glumdalcl:tch left me on a ſmooth Graf. 
lot to divert my felt while ſhe walked at ſome diſtance 
with her Governeſs, In the mean time there adden 
fell ſuch a violent ſhower of Hail, that I was imme 
ately by the Force of it ſtruck to the Ground: And when 
I was down, the Hail-itones gave me ſuch crucl Bangs all 
over the Body as if I had been pelted with Tennis-bal!s; 
however, I made a ſhift to creep on all tour, and ſhelter 
my felt by lying flat on my Face on the Lee-fide of 1 
Border of Lemmon Thyme, but fo bruifed from Head 
to Foot that I could not go abroad in ten Days, Ne.

longing to one of the chief Gardiners, having got by ac- 
cident into the Garden, happened to range near the Place 
where I lay. The Dog following the Scent, came direct- 
ly up, and taking me in his Mouth ran ſtrait to his 
Maſter, wazging his Tail, and fet me gently on the 
Ground. By good Fortune he had been ſo well taught, 
that I was carried between his Teeth without the leaſt 
hurt, or even tearing — Cloaths.

I 
had been long atraid of this Reſolution, and therefore 
concealed from her ſome little unlucky Adventures that 
happened in thoſe Times when I was left by my elf, 
Once a Kite hovering over the Garden made a ſtoop at 
me, and if I tad nor refolute'y drawn my Hanger, and 
run under a thick Efpaler, he would have certain:y care 
ned me away in his Talons.

cannot tell whether I were more ] leaſed or mortifi- 
ed to obſerve in thoſe ſolitary Waks, that the fatler

oti er Food with as mec. indifference and S out as ft 
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no Creature at all were near them. I remember, a 
Thruſh had the Confidence to ſnatch out of my Hand 
with his Bill a piece of Cake that Glumaalclitch had juſt 
given me for my Breakfaſt. When I attempted to catch 
any of rheſe Birds, they. would boldly turn 1 me, 
endeayouring to pick my Fingers, which I durſt not ven- 
ture within Heir Reach; and then they would turn back 
unconcerned to hunt for Worms or Snails, as they did 
before, But, one Day I took a thick Cudgel, and threw 
it with all my Strength ſo luckily at a Linnet, that I knock. 
ed him down, and ſeizing him by the Neck with both 
my Hands, ran with him in Triumph to my Nurſe, 
However, the Bird who had only been ſtunned, recover. 
ing himſelf gave me ſo many Boxes with his Wings on 
both ſides of my Head and Body, though J held him at 
Arms length, and was out of the reach of his Claws, 
that I was twenty times thinking to let him go. But [ 
was ſoon relieved by one of our Seryants, who wrung 
off the Bird's Neck, and I had him next Day for Din- 
ner by the ons Command. This Linnet, as near as 
I can remember, ſeemed to be ſomewhat larger than an

The Maids of Honour often invited Glumdalclitch to 
their Apartments, and deſired ſhe would bring me along 
with her, on purpoſe to have the pleaſure ot ſeeing and 
touching me. They would often ſtrip me naked irom 
Top to Toe, and lay me at full Length in their Boſoms; 
wherewith I was diſguſted; becauſe ro ſay the Truth, a 
very offenſive Smell came from their Skins, which 1 do 
not mention or intend to the Diſavantage of thoſe exce!- 
lent Ladies, for whom I have all manner of Reſpect; 
but, 1 conceive that my Senſe was more acute in pri» 
portion to my Littleneſs, and that thoſe illuſtrious Per- 
ſons were no more diſagresable to their Lovers, or to 
each other, than People of the ſame Quality are wita vs 
in England. And, atter all, I found their natural Smell 
was much more ſupportable than when they uſed Pcr- 
fumes, under wluch I immediately ſwooned away. 
cannot forget that an intimate Friend of mine in L 
pur took the freedom in a warm Day, when 1 bal 
uſed a gocd deal of Exerciſe, to complain of a ſtrong 
Smell about me, although I am as little faulty that way 
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as moſt of my Sex : But I ſuppoſe his faculty of Smel- 
ling was as nice with regard to me, as mine was to that 
of this People. Upon this Point, I cannot forbear doing 
Tuſtice to ci Queen my Miſtreſs, and Glumdaleliteh my 
Nurſe, whoſe Perſons were as ſweet as thoſe of any La» 
dy in England. c 

That which gave me moſt uneaſineſs among theſe 
Maids of Honour, when my Nurſe carried me to viſit 
them, was to fee them uſe me without any manner of 
Ceremony, like a Creature who had no ſort of Conſe- 
quence. For, they would ſtrip themſelves to the Skin, 
and put on their Smocks in my Preſence, while I was 
placed on their Toy let directly before their naked Bodies, 
which, I am ſure, to me was very far from being a 
tempting Sight, or from giving me any other emotions 
than thoſe of Horror and Diſguſt. Their Skins appeared 
ſo coarſe and uneven, ſo variouſly coloured when I ſaw 
them near, with a Mole here and there as broad as a 
Trencher, and Hairs hanging from it thicker than Pack- 
threads; to ſay nothing further concerning the reſt of 
their Perſons. Neither did they at all fcruple while L 
was by to diſcharge what they had drunk to the quantity 
of at leaſt two Hogſheals, in a veilel that held above 
three Tuns. The handſomeſt among theſe Mai.is of Hoe 
nour, a pleaſant frolickſome Girl of ſixteen, would ſome- 
times ſet me aſtride upon one of her Nipples, with ma— 
ny other Tricks, wherein che Reader will excuſe me for 
not being over particular. But, I yas ſo much diſpleat- 
ed, that I entreated Glumidalcltch to contrive ſome ex- 
cule for not ſeeing that young Lady any n. ore. 

One Day, a young Gentleman who was Nephew to 
my Nurſc's Governeſs, came and preſſed them both to 
lee an Execution. It was of a Min wuo had murdered 
one of that Gentleman's intimate Acquaintance. Glam- 
eal:licch was prevailed on to be ct the C mMpany, Very 
much againſt her Inclination, for lie was naturally tender 
bearted: And, as tor myſilt, althou;h 1 aohorred ſuch 
kin, Of Species, yet my Cirioll.y teznpted mie to ſee 
lomething that I thought mult be extraordinary. The 
Mulefactor was fixed in a Chaie uon a Scaffold erected 
57 the purple, and his Head cut ff at a Blow with 4 
«word of about forty Fobt long. Ihe Veias and Arte- 
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ries ſpouted up ſuch a prodigious quanti:y of Blood, and 
ſo high in the Air, that the great Jett dean at Perſaille; 
was not equal for the time it laſted; and the Head when 
it fell on the Scaffold Floor, gave ſuch a bounce, as made 
me ſtart, although I were at leaſt half an Exgliſi Mile 
diſtant.

When it was finiſhed, the Queen was ſo delighted, that 
ſhe ran with it ia her Lap to the King, who ordered it 10 
be put in a Ciſtern full ot Water, with me in it, by war :t 
Trial, where I could not manage my two Sculls or |:

Oars for want of room. But, the Queen had be{s:e 
contrived another Project. She ordered the Joiner to 
make a Wecden Trough of three hundred Foot lors, fl. 
ty broad, and eight deep; which being well pitc.'c./ to 
M "Wo.

Pre Lend ann Vas cd on the Floor along bi: Enn 
in an Outer Room Or Ine Pa ace, It ha a Cock nea: 
the bcttora to let cut the Water when it bega to gro 
ſtale, and two Servants could eaſily fill it in batt an Tour 
Here I c{:-1 uſed to row for my own Diverſion, as wel 
as that cf te Queen and her Ladies, vhν,thougut theme 
ſelves well entertained with my Skill and Agility. Some. 
times I eu pur up my Sail, and chen my Buſineſs was 
Cu) to ſteer, while the Ladies gave me a Gale with the" 
Fans; and wehen they were weary, ſome of the Page, 
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would blow my Sail forward with their Breath, while J 
ſhewed my Art by ſteering Starboard or Larboard as IL 
'eaſed, When I had done, Glumdalclitch always carried 
back my Boat into her Cloſer, and hung it on a Nail to 
dry. 

In this Exerciſe I once met an Accident which had like 
to have colt me my Life. For, one of the Pages having 
put my Boat into the Trough, the Governels who atten- 
de | Glam laleliteh, very officiouſly lifted me up to place 
me in the Boar, but I happened to flip through her Fin- 
gers, and ſhould have infallibly fallen down forty Foot 
upon the Floor, if by the luckieſt Chance in the World, 
| bad not been ſtop'd by a Corking-pin that tuck in the 

001 Gentiewoman's Stomacher; the Head of the Pin 
pallei between my Shirt and the Wailt-banu of my Bree- 
ches, and thus I was held by the middle in the Air, till 
Glumdalclitc/) ran to my Relief. 

Another time one of the Servants, whoſe Office it was 


to fill my Trough, every third Day with freſh Water, 


was ſo careleſs to let a huge Frog (not perceiving it) ſlip 
our of his Pail. The Frog lay e till I was put 
into my Boat, but then ſeeing a reſting Place, climbed 
up, and made it lean ſo much on one Side, that I was 
forced to balance it with all my weight on the other, to 
prevent overturning. When the Frog was got in, it hop- 
ped at once half the length of the Boat, and then over 
my Head, backwards and forwards, dawbing my Face 
and Cloaths with it's odious Slime. The largenels of is 
Fearuces made it appear the moft deformed Animal that 
can be conceived, However, I defired Glumaal:!i;ch to 
let me deal with it alone, I banged it a good while with 
one of my Sculls, and at lait forced it to leap out of 
the Boat. 


But, the greateſt Danger I ever underwent in that 


Kingdom, was from a Monkey, who belonged ro one of 


the Clerks of the Kitchen, Glumaalclitch had locked me 
up in her Cloſet, while ſhe went ſomewhere upon Buſi- 
neſs or a Viſit. The Weather being very warm, the Clo- 
ſet Window was left open, as well as the Windows and 
the Door of my bigger Box, in which I uſually lived, 
becauſe of its Largeneſs and Conveniency, As I fat 
quietly meditating at my Table, I heard ſomething bounce 
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in at the Cloſet Window, and skip about from one ſide 
to the other; whereat although 1 were much alarmed, 0 
I ventured to look out, but not ſtirring from my Seat, 
and then I ſaw this frolickſome Animal, frisking and 
Jeaping up and down till at laſt he came to my Box, 
which he ſeemed to view with great Pleaſure and Cy. 
rioſity, peeping in at the Door and every Window, | 
retreated to the farther Corner of my Room, or Por, 
but the Monkey looking in at every fide, put me into 
ſuch a Fright, that 1 wanted preſence of Mind to con— 
ceal my ſelf under the Bed, as 1 might eaſily have done, 
After ſome time ſpent in peeping, grinning, and chatter. 
ing, he at laſt eſpied me, and reaching one of his Pays 
in at the Door, as a Cat does when ſhe plays with a 
Mouſe, although I often ſhifted place to avoid him, he 
at length caught hold of the Lappet of my Coat ( which 
being made of that Country Cloth, was very thick and 
ſtrong ) and dragged me out. He took me up ia his 
right Fore-foot, and held me as a Nurſe does a Child ſhe 
is going to ſuckle, juſt as I have feen the ſame fort of 
Creature do with a Kitten in Europe: And when J offer. 
ed to ſtruggle, he ſqueezed me ſo hard, that I thought 
it more prudent to ſubmit, I have good reaſon to be. 
keve that he took me for a young one of his own Spe- 
cies, by his often ſtroaking my Face very gently wich 
his other Paw. In theſe Diverſions he was interruptel 
dy a Noiſe at the Cloſet Door, as if ſume Body were 
opening it; whereupon he ſuddenly leaped up to the

Window at which he had come in, and thence upon the 


Leads and Gutters, walking upon three Legs, and kolcing 
me in the fourth, till he clamber't up to a Roof that » 25 
next to ours. I heard Glumaalc!itch give a fnhrick at tre 
moment he was carrying me our. The poor Gir} was 
almoſt diſtrate]; That quarter of the Palace was all in 
an uproar; the Servants ran for Ladders; the Monbey 
was ſeen by hundreds in the Court fitting upon the Ridge 
of a Building, holding me like a hiby in one of his Fore- 
paws, and feeding me with the other, by cramming into 
my Mouth ſome Victuals he had fqueezed out of the Baz 
en one fide of his Chaps, and patting me when I wov!! 
not eat; whereat many of the Rabble below could not 
$orbear laughing, neither do 1 think they juſtly ought « 
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be blamed, for without queſtion the Sight was ridiculou® 
enough to every Body but my ſelf, Some of the Peo- 
ple threw up Stones, hoping to drive the Monkey down; 
but this was {tritly forbidden, or elſe very probably my 
Brains had been daſhed out. | 

The Ladders were now applied, and mounted by ſe- 
veral Men, which the Monkey obſerving, and finding him- 
ſelt almoſt encompaſſed; not being able to make ſpeed 
enough wit! his three Legs, let me drop on a ridge Tile, 
and male his Eſcape. Here 1 fat for ſome time three 
hundred Lards from the Ground, expecting every mo- 
ment to be blown down by che Wind, or to fall by my 
own Giddinels, and come tumbi;ng over and over from 
the Ridge to the Ecves, But an honeſt La, one of my 
Nurſe's Footmen, climbed up, and putting me into his 
Bieeches Pocket, brought me down fate, 

I was almoſt choaked with the filthy ſtuff the Monke 
had crammed down my Throat; but, my dear little Nurſe 
picked it out of my Mouth with a ſmall Needle, and then 
I fell a vomiting, which gave me great Relief. Yet I 
was ſo weak and bruiſed in the Sides with the Squeezes 
ow me by this odious Animal, that I was forced to 

eep my Bed a Fortnight. The King, Queen and all the 
Court ſent every Day to enquire after my Health, and 
her Majeſty made me ſeveral Viſits during my Sickneſs. 
The Monkey was killed, and an Order made that no ſuch 
Animal ſhould be kept about the Palace. 

When I attended the King after my Recovery, to re- 
turn him Thanks for his Favours, he was pleaſed toral- 
ly me a good deal upon this Adventure, He asked me 
what my Thoughts and Speculations were while I lay in 
the Monkey's Paw, how I lik'd the Victuals he gave u. 
his manner of Feeding, and whether the freſn Air on the 
Roof had ſharpned my Stomach? He deſired to know: 
what I would have done upon ſuch an Occaſion in my 
own Country ? I told his Majeſty, that in Europe we had 
no Monkies, except ſuch as were brought for Curioſities 
trom other Places, and ſo ſmall, that 1 could deal with 
a dozen of them together, if they preſumed to attack 
me. And as for that monſtrous Animal with whom L 
was ſo lately engaged, (it was indeed as large as an E- 
lephant) if my Fears had ſuffered me to think fo far as 
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to make uſe of my Hanger (looking fiercely and cp. 

in; my Hand upon, the Hilt as I ſpoke) when he po. 

ed his Paw into my Chamber, perhaps 1 ſhould hay: 
given him ſuch a Wound, as would have made him glad 
to withdraw it with more haſte than he put it in. Thi, 

I deli.ered in a firm Tone, like a Perſon who was ca- 
lous leſt his Honour ſhould be called in queſtion. How. 
ever, my Speech produced nothing elle beſides a loud 
Laughter, which all the Reſpect due to his Majeſty from 
thoſe about him could not make them contain. This 
made me reflect how vain an Attempt it is for a Man 

to endeayour doing himfeif Honour among thoſe who 

are out «| all Degree of Equality or Compariſon with 
him. And yet I have ſeen the Moral of wy own Dela. 
viour very frequent in England ſince my Return, where 

a little contemptible Varlet, without the leaſt Title to 
Birth, Perſon, Wit, or common Senſe, ſhall preſume 

to look with Importance, and put himſelf upon a foot 
with the greateſt Perſons of the Kingdom. 

I was every Day furniſhing the Court with ſome ri. 

d:culous Story; and Glumdalcltch, although ſhe loved 
me to exceſs, yet was arch enough to inform the Queen 
whenever I committed any Folly that ſhe thought would 

be diverting to her Majeſty, The Girl who had been 
out of order, was carried b, her Governeſs to take the 
Air about an Hour's diſtance, or thirty Miles from Town. 
They alighted out of the Coach near a ſmall Foor-path } 
in a Field and Glumdalclitch ſetting down my travelling | 
Box, I went out of it to walk, There was a Cow. dung 
in the Path, and I muſt needs try my Activity by attempt 
ing to leap over it. I took a Run, but untortunarely 
jumped ſhort, and found myſelf juſt in the middle up to 
my Knees. I waded throu,h with ſome dificuley, an; | 
one of the Footmen wipeJ me as clean as he could wil | 
his Handkerchief; to: I was filtiiy bemired, and ] | 
Nurſe confined me to my Box till we returned home, 
where the Queen was ſoon informed of what had pale, . 
and the Footmen {pread it about the Court, ſo that al 
the Mirth, for {ome Days, was at my expeace. 
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Several Contrivances of the Author to pleaſe the King and

i Ufed to attend the King's Levee once or twice a 

Week, and had often {een him under the Barber's 
Hand, which indeed was at firſt very terrible to bel:old. 
For, the Razor was almoſt teice as long as an orci- 
nary Scythe, His Majeſty according to tie Cuſtom of 
the Country Was only ſhaved twice a Week. I once 
prev ailed on the Barber to vive me ſome of tne Suds or 
Lather, out of which 3 picked to: iy or fiſty of the ſtron-

Hair, wercof in time I gor a gon quantity, and con- 
ſultung wit ay Friend tie Cabingi-:naker, who had re- 
cried general obbs for me; I di- 
recte him to make two Cir times, no larger tlan 
h ſe I hal in iny Das 84 then to bore little Holes 
win a fine Awl c my tho'e parts where 1 deſigned the 
Backs and $ cats; N. rough tele Hoics 1 Move dle ſtron⸗ 
rell Hairs I could } p.ck Out, juit alter che manner of Caue- 
chairs in Eugland.. When they were finiſhed, I made a 
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Preſent of them to her Majeſty, who kept them in her 
Cabinet, and uſed to ſkew them for Curiolities, as indeed 
they were the Wonder of every one that beheld ther, 
The Queen would have had me fit upon one of theſe 
Chairs, but I abſolutely refuſed to obey her, proteſting 
I would rather die a thouſand Deaths than place a dif. 
honourable part of my Body on thoſe pretious Hairs 
that once adorned her Majeſty's Head. Of thefe Haics 
{as 1 had always a Mechanical Genius) I likewife made 
a neat little Purſe about five Foot long, with her Maje- 
ſty's Name decyphered in Gold Letters, which I gave tg 
Glamdalcliteh, b the Queen's Conſent. To ſay tle 
Truth, it was more for Shew than Uſe, being nut of 
ſtrength to bear the weight of the larger Coins, and there. 
fore ſhe kept nothing in it but ſome little Toys that 
Girls are fond of. 

The King, who delighted in Muſick, had frequent Con- 
ſorts at Court, to which I was ſometimes carried, and 
ſet in my Box on a Table to bear them: But, the Noite 
was ſo great, that I could hardly diſtinguiſh the Tunes, 
1 am confident that all the Drums and Trumpets of a 
Royal Army, beating and ſounding together juſt at your 
Ears, could not equal it. My Practice was to have u 
Box removed from the Places where the Periormers (ar, 
as far as I could, then to ſhut the Doors and Windows 
of it, and draw the Window-Curtains ; after which ! 
found their Muſick not diſagreeable. 

I had learned in my Youth to play a little upon tlie 
Spinet. Glumaalclirch kept one in her Chamber, and a 
Matter attended twice a Week to teach her: I call ic a 
Spinet, becauſe it ſomewhat reſembled that Inſtrument, 
and was play'd upon in the ſame manner. A Faucy 
came into my Head that I would entertain the King aad 
Queen with an Exgliſb Tune upon this Inſtrument. But 
this appeared extreamly difficult: For, the Spinet was 
near ſixty Foot long, each Key being almol a Foot 
wide, ſo that, with my Arms extended, 1 could not 
reach to above five Keys, and to preſs them down re- 


quired a good ſmart ſtroak with my Fiſt, which would 


be too great a Labour, and to no purpoſe, The Me- 
thod I contrived was this. 1 . two round Sticks 
about the bigneſs of common Cudgels, they were thicker 
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at one end than the other, and I covered the thicker 
ends with a piece of a Mouſe's Skin, that by rapping on 
them, I might neither damage the tops of the Keys, nor 
interrupt the Sound, Before the Spinet a Bench was pla- 
ced, about four Foot below the Keys, and I was put up- 
on the Bench. I ran ſideling upon it that way and this, 
as faſt as I could, banging the proper Keys with my two 
Sticks, and made a ſhift to play a Jigg to the great Sa- 
tistaction of both their Majeſties: But, it was the moſt 
violent Exerciſe I eyer underwent, and yet I could not 
ſtrike above ſixteen Keys, nor, conſequently, = the 
Baſs and Treble together, as other Artiſts do; which was 
a great Diſadvantage to my Performance. 

The King, who as [ before obſerved, was a Prince of 
excellent Underſtanding, would frequently order that L 
ſhould be brought in my Box, and ſet upon the Table in 
his Cloſet. He wou'd then command me to bring one of 
my Chairs out of the Box, and fit down within three 
Yards diſtance upon the top of the Cabinet, which brought 
me almoſt to a level with his Face. In this manner 1 
had ſeveral Converſations with him. I one Day touk 
the freedom to tell his Majeſty, that the Contempt he 
diſcovered towards Europe, and the reſt of the World, 
did not ſeem anſ« crable to thoſe excellent Qualities of 
the Mind he was Maſter of, That Reaſon did not ex- 
tend it felt with the bulk of the Body: On the contrary, 
we obſerved in our Country, that the talleſt Perſons 
were uſually leaſt provide with it. That among other 
Animals, Bees and Ants had the Reputation of more In- 
euitry, Art, and Sazacity than many of the larger kinds. 
And that, as inconſiderable as he took me to be, I ho- 
ped 1 wight live to do lus Majulty ſome ſiznal Service. 
Tie King heard me with Attention, and began to con— 
ceive a much better Opinion of me than he had ever be- 
furs, Ile Aetire! I would vive in ds exact an Account 
at the Gor ernment of Ew land a8 1 pol}:bi'y could; be- 
ciuſe, as tond as Princes commonly are of their own 
Cuſtoms ( for ſo he corj ctwed of other Monarchs by 
me tocmer Diſcourſes} he ſoul be wad io hear of any 
tiny that might deferve Imitatien. 

Imagine with thy (elf, courteous Radler, how often I 
tien vibed for the Tongue of Dew?/tc4cs or C.cero, that

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might have enabled me to celebrate the Praiſe of my own 
dear native Country in a Style equal to its Merits and Fe. 
city. 
r began my Diſcourſe by informing his Majeſty that 
our Dominions conſiſted of two Iflands, which compo. 
' ſed three mighty Kingdoms under one Sovereign, beli.!e; 
our Plantations in America. I dwelt long upon the Fer. 
tility of our Soil, and the Temperature of our Climate. 
I then ſpoke at _ upon the Conſtitution of Exg. 
3 Parliament, partly made up of an illuſtrious Body 
called the Houſe of Peers, Perſons of the nobleft Blog, 
and of the moſt ancient and ample Patrimonies. I de. 
feribed that extraordinary Care always taken of their E- 
ducation in Arts and Arms, to qualify them for being 
Counſellors born to the King * Kingdom, to have a 
Share in the Legiſlature, to be Members of the high elt 
Court of Judicature from whence there could be no Ap. 
peal; and to be Champions always ready for the Defence 
of their Prince and Country by their Valour, Conduct and 
Fidelity. That theſe were the Ornament and Bulwark of 
the Kingdom, worthy Followers of their moſt renowned 
Anceſtors, whoſe Honour had been the Reward of their 
Virtue, from which their Poſterity were never once known 
to degenerate, To theſe were joined ſeveral holy Per 
ſons, as part of that Aſſembly, under the Title of hi. 
ſhops, whoſe peculiar Buſineſs it is to take care of Re. 
Igion, and of thoſe who inſtruct the People therein. 
Theſe were ſearched and ſought out through the whole 
Nation, by the Prince and his wiſeſt Counſellors, among 
ſuch of the Prieſthood, as were moſt deſervedly diſtin- 
uiſhed by the Sanctity of their Lives, and the Depth of 
their Erudition ; Who were indeed the ſpiritual Fathers ot 
the Clergy and the People, 

That the other part of the Parliament conſiſted of an 
Aſſembly called the Houſe of Commons, who were a! 
principal Gentlemen, freely picked and culled out by tic 
People themſelves, for their great Abilities, and Love « 
their Country, to repreſent the Wiſdom of the who!: 
Nation. And, theſe two Bodies make up the moſt au- 
guſt Aſſembly in Europe, to whom, in conjunction will 
the Prince, the whole Legiſlature is committed, 
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then deſcended to the Courts of Juſtice, over which 
the Judges, thoſe venerable Sages and Interpreters of the 
Law, preſided, for determining the difputed Rights and 
Properties of Men, as well as for the Puniſhment of 
Vice, and Protection of lunocence. I mentioned the 
prudent Management of our Treaſury, the Valour and 
Atchievements of our Forces by Sea and Land. I com- 
puted the Number of our People, by reckoning how ma- 
ny Millions there might be of each religious Sect, or po- 
litical Party among us. I did not omit even our Sports 
and Paſtimes, or any other Particular which 1 thought 
might redound to the Honour of my Country. And, 1 
kniſhed all with a briet hiſtorical Account of Affairs and 
Events in Eglaud for about an hundred Years paſt. 

Tnis Converſation was not ended under five Audiences, 
each of ſeveral Hours, and the King heard the whole with 
great Attention, frequently taking Notes of what I ſpoke, 
as well as Memorandums of all Queſtions he intended to 
ask me. 

When I had put an end to theſe long Diſcourſes, his 
Majeſty in a fixth Audience conſulting his Notes, propo- 
fed many Doubts, Queries, and Objections, upon every 
Articte. He asked, what Methods were uſed to cultivate 
the Minds and Bodies of our young Nobiliiy, and in 
what kind of Buſineſs they commonly ſpent the firſt and 
teachable pait of theic Lives. What Courſe was taken 
to ſupply that Aſſembly when any noble Family became 
extinct. What Qualifications were neceſſary in thoſe 
who are to be created new Lords: Whether tie Hu- 
mour of the Prince, a Sum of Mone to a Court-Lady, 
or a Prime Miniſter, or a Deſign of ſtrengthening a Par- 
ty oppoſite to the publick Intereſt, ever happened to be 
Motives in thoſe Advancements. What Share of Know- 
ledge theſe Lords had in the Laws of their Country, and 
how they came by it, ſo as to enable them to decide the 
Properties of their Fellow-Subje&s in the laſt Reſort. Wle- 
ther they were always ſo free from Avarice, Partiality, 
or Want, that a Bribe, or ſome other ſiniſter View, 
could have no place among them. Whether thofe holy 
Lords I ſpoke of were always promoted to that Rank up- 
on account of their Knowledze in religious Matters, and 
the Sanctity of their Liycs, had never been * 
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with the Times while they were common Prieſts, or fla. 
viſh proſtitute Chaplains to ſome Nobleman, whoſe Opi 
nions they continued ſervilely to follow after they were 
admitted into that Aſſembly. 

He then deſired to know what Arts were practiſed in 
eleting thoſe whom 1 called Commoners. Whether a 
Stranger, With a ſtrong Purſe, might not influence the 
vulgar Voters to chuſe him before their own Landlord, 
or the moſt conſiderable Gentleman in the Neighbour- 
hood, How it came to paſs, that People were ſo vio- 
lently bent upon getting into this Aſſembly, which J al- 
lowed to be a great Trouble and Expence, often to the 
Ruin of their Families, without any Salary or Penſion : 
Becauſe this appeared uch an 3 ſtrain of Virtue 
and publick Spirit, that his Majeſty ſeemed to doubt it 
might poſlibly not be always ſincete: And he defired to 
know whether ſuch zealous Gentlemen could have any 
Views of retunding themſelves for the Charges and Trou- 
ble they were at, by ſacrificing the Publick Good to the 
Deſigns of a wcak and vicious Prince, in conjunction wit:1 
a corrupted Miniſtry, He multiplied his Queſtions, and 
lifred me thoroughly upon every part of this Head, pro- 
poſing numberle's Enquiries and Objections, Which ! 
think it not prudent or convenient to repeat. 

Upon what 1 ſaid in relation to our Courts of Juſtice, 
his Majeſty defired to be fatished in ſeveral Points: An, 
this I was the better able to do, having been formery 
almoſt ruined by a long Suit in Chancery, which was de— 
creed for me with Colts. He asked, what Time was 
uſually ſpent in determining between Rigint and Wran, 
and what degree of Expence, Whether Advocates and 
Orators had Liberty to plead in Cauſes maniteltly known 
to be unjuſt, vexatious, or oppreiliive, Whether Party 
in Religion or Politicks were obſerved to be of any 
eight in the Scale of | uſtice. * nether thoſe pieaitur 
Orators were Perſons ecucated in the genera! Kknow:e-ye 
of Equity, or only in proviacial, national, and other o- 
cal Cuſtoms. Whether they or their Judges had any Par! 
in penning thoſe Laws which they allumed the Liberty 
of interpreting and gloſſing upon at their Pleafure. Ne. 
ther they had ever at different Times pleaded tor and 


againſt the ſame Cauſe, and cited Precedents to prey 
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contrary Opinions. Whether they were a rich or a poor 
Corporation, Whether they received any pecuniary Re. 
ward for pleading or delivering their Opinions, And 

articularly whether they were ever admitted as Members. 
in the lower Senate, 

He fell next upon the Management of our Treaſury , 
and faid, he thought my Memory had fail'd me, becauſe 
I computed our Taxes at about five or fix Millions a 
Year, and when I came to mention the Iſſues, he found 
they ſometimes amounted to more than double; for, the 
Notes he had taken were very particular in this Point, 
becauſe he hoped, as he told nie, that the Knowledge of 
our Conduct nyht be uſeful to him, and he could not 
be deceived in his Calculations, But, if what I told him 
was true, he was ſtül at a loſs how a Kingdom could 
run out of its Eſtate like a private Perſon. He asked 
me, who were our Creditors* And, where we ſhould 
find Money to pay them? He wondred to hear me talk 
of ſuch chargeable and extenſive Wars; that, certainly 
we muſt be a quarrelſome People, or live among very bad 
Neighbours, and that our Generals muſt needs be richer 
than our Kings. He asked what Buſineſs we had out of 
our own Iſlands, unleſs upon the Score of Trade or Trea- 
ty, or to defend the Coalts with our Fleet. Above all, 
he was amazed to hear me tall. of a mercenary ſtanding 
Army in the midſt of Peace, and among a free People. 
He ſaid if we were governed by our own Conſent in 
the Perſons of our Repreſentatives, he could not ima- 
gine of whom we were atraid, or againſt whom we were 
to fight, and would hear my Opinion, whether a private 
Man's Houſe might not better be detended by hinfelf, 
his Children, and Family, than by half a dozen Raſcals 
picked up at a venture in the Streets, for ſmall Wages, 
who might get an hundred ti:nes more by cutting their 
Throats. 

He laughed at my odd kind of Arithmetick (as he 
was pleaſed to call it) in reckoning the Numbers of our 
People by a Computation drawn rom the ſeveral Sects 
among us in Religion and Politicks. He faid, he knew 
no Reaſon, why thoſe who entertain Opinions prejudi- 
cial to the Publick, ſhould be obliged to change, or ſhould 
not be obliged to conceal them, And as it was Tyraany 

in 
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in any Government to require the firſt, ſo it was Weak. 
neſs not to enforce the ſecond: For, a Man may be al. 
lowed to keep Poifons in his Cloſer, but not to vend 
them about for Cordials. 

He obſerved, that among the Diverſions of our No. 
bility and Gentry, I had mentioned Gaming, He defi. 
red to know at what Age this Entertainment was uſually 
taken up, and when it was laid down. How much of 
their Time it employed, whether it ever went fo high as 
to affect their Fortunes. Whether mean vicious People 
by their Dexterity in that Art might not arrive at great 
Riches, and ſometimes keep our very Nobles in Depen— 
dance, as well as hahituate them to vile Companinong, 
wi.o!ly take them from the Improvement of their Min4s, 
and force them by the Lofles they have received, tg 
lea en and practiſe that infamous D:xterity upon others. 

He was perieQly aſtoniſhed with the hiſtorical Ac. 
count | gave lim of our Affairs during the laſt Century, 
8 it was only an Heap of Conſpiracies, Rebel.

ions, Mucders, Mafſacrcs, Revolutions, Baniſhinents, the 

very worſt Effects that Avarice, Faction, Hypocriſy, Per. 

fidiouſneſs, Cruelty, Rage, Madneſs, Hatred, Envy, Lutt, 
Malice or Ambition could produce. 

His Mzjeſty in another Audience was at the pains tc 
recapitulate the Sum cf all I had ſpoken, compared 
Queſtions te made with the Anſwers I had given; then 
taking me into his Hande, and ſtroakiny me gent'y, 
delivered himfelf in thefe Worls, which 1 ſhall ne. 
ver forget, nor the manner he ſroke them in. My Ie 
Friend Grildri, you have made a moſt admiravle Þ.- 
negyrick upon your Country. You have clearly proves 
that Ignorance, Lilenefs and Vice are the proper Ine. 
'dients for qualifying a Legiſlator. That Laws are Cet 
explained, interpreted, and aſplied by thoſe white 
tereſt and Abilities lye in perverting, canfounding, and 
eluding them. 1 obtcrve among you fome Lines of a. 
Inſtitution, which in its Original might have been role: 
rable, but tileſe half eraſe), and the reſt wholly blu ve. 
and blotted by Corruptions. It doth not appkar nn 
all you have fai!, how any one Virtue is required t9- 
wards the Procurement of any one Station among vor 
much jefs that Men were ennobled on account ot tit 
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Virtue, that Prieſts were advanced for their Piety or Lear. 
ning, Soldiers for their Conduct or Valcur, Judges for 
their Integrity, Senators for the Love of their Country, 
or Counſellors for their Wiſdom, As for your ſelf (con- 
tinued the King) who have ſpent the greateſt part of your 
Life in travelling, I am well diſpoſed to hope you may 
hitherto have eſcaped many Vices of your Country. But, 
by what I have gathered trom your own Relation, and 
the Anſwers I have with much Pains wringed and extort- 
ed from you, I cannot but conclude the Bulk of your 
Natives, to be the moſt pernicious Race of litt'e odious 
Vermin that Nature ever tuftered to craw] upon the Sur- 
face of the Earth.

The Author's Love of his Country, He makes a Propoſal 
of much Advantage to the King, which is rejeffed. The 
King's great Ignorance in Politicks. The Learning of 
that Country very imperſett and confined. Their Laws, 
and military Aﬀairs, and Parties in the State. 


Othing but an extreme Love of Truth could have 
hindred me from concealing this part of my Sto- 


ry. It was in vain to diſcover my Reſentments, which 


were always turned into Ridicule; and I was forced to 
reſt with Patience while my noble and moſt beloved 
Country was fo injurioufly treated. I am heartily forry 
as amy ot my Readers can pofhibly be, that ſuch an Oc- 
eaſion was given: But this Prince happened to be fo cu- 
rious and inquiſitive upon every Particular, that it could 
not conſiſt either with Gratitule or god Manners to re- 
fiſe giving him what Satisfaction L was avie, Yet thus 
much I may be allowed to {ay in my ohn Vindicati- 
on, that I artfully eluded many of his Queſtions, and 
gave to every Point a more favouravie Turn by many 
degrees than the ſtriftneſs of Truth would allow, For, 
I have always born that lautable Parttality to my own 
Country , which Diomy fs Halicarngſends with fu much 
Juſtice recommends to an Hiitorian, ! would hide the 
Frailties and Detormities of my political Mother, and 
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place her Virtues and Beauties in the moſt advantagious 
Light, This was my fincere Endeavour in thoſe many 
Diſcourſes 1 had with that Monarch, although it untor. 
tunately failed of Succeſs, 

Bur, great Allowances ſhould be given to a King who 
lives wholly ſecluded from the reſt of the World, and 
muſt therefore be altogether unacquainted with the Man. 
ners and Cuſtoms that moſt prevail in other Nations: 
The want of which Knowledge will ever produce many 
Prejudices, and a certain Narrowneſs of Thinking, from 
which we and the politer Countries of Europe are whol!y 
exempted. And it would be hard indeed, it fo remote a 
Prince's Nations of Virtue and Vice were to be offered 
as a Standard for all Mankind, 

To confirm wat | have now faid, and further to 
ſnew the miſerable Effects of a confined Education, | ſhail 
here inſert a Paſſage which will hardly obtain Belief. In 
hopes to ingratiate my ſelf farther into his Majeſty's Fa. 
vour, I cold him of an Invention diſcoyered between 
three and four hundred Years ago, to make a certain 
Powder, into an heap of which the ſmalleſt ſpark of Fire 
falling, would kindle the whole in a Moment, although 
it were as big as a Mountain, and make it all fly up in 
the Air together, with a Noiſe and Agitation greater than 
Thunder. That, a proper quantity of this Powder ram- 
med into an hollow Tube of Braſs or Iron, according 
to irs Bigneſs, would drive a Ball of Iron or Lead witn 
ſuch Violence and Speed as nothing was able to ſuſtain 
its Force, That the largeſt Balls thus diſcharged, would 
not only deitroy whole Ranks of an Army at once, but 
batte the ſtrongeſt Wails to the Ground, fink down 
Ships with a thouſand Men in each, to the bottom of the 
Sea; and when linked together by a Chain, would cut 
through Malts and Rigging, divide hundreds of Bodies in 
the mi dle, and lay all waſte before them. That we of- 
ten put this Powder into large hollow Balls of Iron, and 


diſcharged them by an Engine into {ome City we were 


beſiezing, which would rip up the Pavements, tear tie 
Houſes to pieces, burit and throw Splinters on every 
ſide, daſhing out the Brains of all who come near. 
That I knew the Ingredients very well, which wer: 
cheap, and common; I uaderftood the manner of com- 
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pounding them, and could direct his Workmen how to 
make thoſe Tubes of a Size proportionable to all other 
Things in his Majeſty's 2 and the largeſt need 
not be above an hundred Foot long; twenty or thirty 
of which Tubes charged with the proper quantity of 


| Powder and Balls, would batter down the Walls of the 


ſtrongeſt Town in his Dominions in a few Hours, or de- 
ſtroy the whole Metropolis, if ever it ſhould pretend to 
diſpute his abſolute Commands, This 1 humbly offered 
to bis Majeſty as a ſmall Tribute of Acknowledgment in 
return of ſo many Marks that I had received of his Royal 
Fav. ur and Protection. 

The King was ſtruck with Horror at the Deſcription I 
had given of thoſe terrible Engines, and the Propoſal 1 
had made. He was amazed how fo impotent and gro- 
yeling an Inſect as I (theſe were his Expreſſions) could 
entertain ſuch inhuman Ideas, and in fo familiar a man- 
ner as to appear wholly unmoved at all the Scenes of 
Blood and Deſolation, which I had painted as the com- 
mon Effects of thoſe deſtructive Machines, whereof he 
faid, ſome evil Genius, Enemy to Mankind, muſt have 
been the firſt Contriver. As for himſelf, he proteſted, 
that although few Things delighted him fo much as new 
Diſcoveries in Art or in Nature, vet he would rather loſe 
half his Kingdom than be privy to ſuch a Secret, which 
he commanded me, as I yalued my Life, never to men- 
tion any more. 

A ſtrange Eff. & of narrow Principles and ſhort Neuss! 
that a Prince poſſeſſed of every Quality which procures 
Veneration, Love and Eſteem; of ſtrong Parts, great 
Wiſlom and profound Learning, endurvd with admirable 
Talents for Government, and almoſt adored by his Sub- 
jets, ſhould from a rice unneceſſary Scruple, whereot in 
Europe we can have no Conception, let flip an Opportu- 
nity put into his Hands, that would have made him ab- 
ſolute Maſter of the Lives, the Liberties, and the For- 
tunes of his People. Neither do I fay this with the leait 
Intention to detract from the many Virtues of that excel- 
lent King, whoſe Character I am ſentible will on this 
account be very much leſſened in the Opinion gf an En- 
liſh Reader: But, I take this Detect among them to have 
riſen from their Ignorance, they not having hitherto re- 
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duced Politicks into a Science, as the more acute Wits of 
Europe have done. For, I remember very well, in a 
Diſcourſe one day with the King, when I happened to 
| fay, there were ſeveral thouſand Books among us written 
upon the At of Government, it gave him (directly con. 
trary to my Intention) a very mean Opinion of our Un. 
. tings. He profeſſed both to abominate and de. 
ſpiſe all Myſtery, Refinement, and Iudigue, either in 2 
Prince or a Miniſter, He could not tell what 1 meant 
b, Secrets of State, where an Enemy or ſome Ri. al Na 
tion were not in the Cafe. Ile confined the Knowledge 
of governing within very narrow Bounds ; to conm on 
Senſe and Reaſon, to ſuſtice and Lenity, to the ſpew, r 
Determination of civil ard criminal Cauſes; with ſowe 
other obvious Topicks which are not worth confideriny, 
And, he gave it for bis Opinion, that whoever could 
make two Ears of Corn, or two Blades of Graſs to grow 
upon a ſpot of Ground where only one grew betore, 
would deſerve better of Mankind, and do more efſential 
Service to his Country than the whole Race of Polit. 
ciaus put together. 

The Learning of this People is very defective, conſil. 
ing only in Morality, Hiſtory, Poetry and Mathematicks, 
wherein they muſt be allowed to excel. But, the ]ait of 
theſe is wholly applied to what may be uſeful in Lite, 0 
the Improvement of Agriculture and all mechanical 
Arts; fo that among us it would be little eſteemed, Au 
a> to Ideas, Entities, Abſtractions and Tranſcendental, 
1 cou'd never drive the leaſt Conception into tiwir 
Heads. 

No Law of that Country muſt exceed in Words tie 
number of Letters in their Alphabet, which conſiſts only 
in two and twenty. But indeed, tew of them extend 
even to that Length. They are expreſſed in the mol: 
plain and ſimple Terms, wherein thoſe People are not 
mercurial enough ꝛ0 diſcover above one Interpretation. 
And to write a Comment upon any Law is a capital 
Crime. As to the Deciſion of civil Cauſes, or Proceed. 
ings a:ainſt Criminals, their Precederity are ſo few, that 
they have little Reaſon to boalt co: any extraordinary 
Skill in either, | 
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They have had the Art of Printing, as well as the Chi- 
neſe, time out of mind, But their Libraries are not ver 
large; for. that of the King's, which is reckoned the 
biggeſt, doth not amount to above a thouſand Vo- 
lumes, placed in a Gallery ol twelve hundred Foot 
long, from whence I had liverty to borrow what Books 
I pleaſed. The Queen's Joiner had contrived in one of 
Glumdalclitch's Rooms a kind of wooden Machine five 
and twenty Foot high, formed like a ſtanding Ladder, 
the. Steps. were each titty Foot 'ong, It was indeed a 
moveable pair of Stairs, the loweit end placed at ten 
Foot. diſtance from the Wall of the Chamber.

the Quarrels we raiſe with Nature, And, I believe up- 55 
a ſtrict Enquiry, thoſe Qparrels might be ſhewn as ill 
grounded among us, as they are among that People. 

As to their military Aﬀairs, they boait that the King's 
Army conſiſts of an hundred and feventy fix thouſand 
Foot, and thirty two thoufand Horſe: If that may be 
called an Army which is made up of Tradeſmen in the 
ſeveral! Cities, and Farmers in the Country, whote Com- 
manders are only the Nobility and Gentry, without Pay 
or Reward, They are indeed pertect enough in their 
Exerciſes, and under very good Ditcipline, wherein 1 faw 
no great Merit; for, how {ould it be otherwiſe, where 
every Farmer is un-ler the Command of his own Lan 
lord, and every Citizen under that of the principal Men 
in his own City, choten after the manner of Fenice by 
Ballot? 

I have often ſcen the Militia of Lorbrulrrud drawn ont 
to Exerciſe in a great Field near the City, of rwenty Miles 
ſquare. They were in all not above twenty five thouſand 
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Foot, and fix thouſend Horſe; but it was impoſſible for 
me to compute their Number, conſidering the ſpace of 
Ground they took up. A Cavalier mounted on a large 
Steed might be about an hundred Foot high, I have ſeen 
this whole Body ot Horſe upon a Word of Command 
draw their Swords at once, and brandiſh them in the 
Air. Imagination can figure nothing fo grand, ſo ſurpri- 
ſing and ſo aſtoniſhing. It looked as it ten thouſand Fla- 
ſhes of Lightning were darting at the ſame time from 
every Quarter of the Sky. 

I was curious to know how this Priace, to whoſe Do- 
minions there is no Acceſs from any other Country, came 
to think of Armies, or to teach his People the Practice of 
military Diſcipline. But I was ſoon informed, both by 
Converſation, and Reading their Hiſtories. For, in the 
courſe of many Ages they have been troubled with the 
ſame Diſeaſe to which ſo many other Governments are 
ſubject; the Nobility often contending for Power, the 
People for Liberty, and the King for abſolute Domini- 
on, All which, however happily tempered by the Laws 
ot the Kingdom, have been ſometimes violated by each 
ot the three Parties, and have once or more occaſioned 
Civil Wars, the laſt whereof was happily put an end to 
by this Prince's Grandfather by a general Compoſition ; 
and the Militia then ſettled with common Conſent hath 
been ever ſince kept in the ſtricteſt Duty,

The Author attends them. The manner in which he 
leaves the Country very particularly related. He return. 
to England. 


HAD always a ſtrong Impulſe that I ſhould ſometime 

recover my Liberty, though it was impoſſible to con. 
jecture by what Means, or to form any Project witi: the 
leaſt hope of ſucceeding. The Sp in which 1 failed was 
the firit ever known to be driven within Sight of that 
Coaſt, and the King had given ſtrict Orders, that it ar 
any time another appeared, it ſhould be taken aſhore, and 
with all its Crew and Paſſengers brought in a Tum; 
to Lorbrulgrud, He was ſtrongly bent to get me a Wo. 
man of my own ſize, by whom 1 might propagate the 
Breed: But I think 1 ſhould rather have died than un er- 
gone the Diſgrace of leaving a Poſterity to be kept in 
Cages like tame Canary Birds, and perhaps in time fold 
about the Kinydom to Perſons of Quality for Curiolities, 
I was indeed treated with much Kindneſs; I was the Fa- 
vourite of a great King and Queen, and the delizht of 
the whole Court, but it was upon ſuch a Foot as ill be. 
came the Dignity of Human Kind. I could never f met 
thoſe domeſtick Pled iges I had left behind me, I wan- 
ed to be amony People wir whom 1 could converſe 
upon even Terms, and walk about the Streets and Fielas 
wit! _ fear of being tr: - to Death like a Frog or a 
younz Puppy. But, my Deliverance came ſooncr than 
expected, and in a manner not very common: The wie 
Sto: y and Circumſtances of which 1 ſhall faithfully re- 
late, 

[ had now been two Years in this Country; and, 4- 
bout the beginning Gi the third, Clumdaleliteh and L ar 
tended the King ang Queen in a Progreſs to the Sor; 
Coait of the Kine ton, I was carried as uſual in 1: 
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Travelling-Box, which, as I have already deſcribed, was 


a very convenient Cloſet of twelve Foot wide. And, I 


had ordered a Hammock tr 417 Ropes 
from the four Corners at the bay to the Jolts, 
when a Servant carried me before him on Horſeback, as 
I ſometimes deſired, and would often ſleep in my Ham- 


mock while we were upon the Road. On the Roof of 


my Cloſet, not directly over the middle of the Ham- 
mock, I ordered the Joiner to cut out a Hole of a Foot 
ſquare to give me Air in hot Weather as I ſlept, which 
Hole I ſhut at pleaſure with a Board that drew backwards 
and forwards through a Groove. 

When we came to our Journey's end, the ma 
thought proper to paſs a few days at a Palace he hat 
near Flanflaſnic, a City within eighteen Engliſh Miles of 
the Sea-ſide. Glumdaleliteh and I were much fatigued; 
I had gotten a ſmall Cold, but the poor Girl was ſo ill 
20 to be confined to her Chamber. I longed to ſee the 
Ocean, which mnſt be the only Scene of my Eſcape, if 
ever it ſhould happen. 1 pretended to be worſe — 1 
really was, and deſi red leave to take the freſh Air of the Sea, 
with a Page whom I was very fond of, and who had ſome- 
times been truſted with me. I ſhall never forget with 
what Unwillingneſs Glumdalclitch conſented, nor the 
ſtrict Charge ſhe gave the Page to be careful of me, bur- 
ſting at the ſame time into a Flood of Tears, as if ſhe 

ſome foreboding of what was to happen. Boy 
took me out in my Box about half an hour's Walk from 
the Palace towards the Rocks on the Sea-ſhore, I or- 
dered him to ſet me down, and lifting up one of m 
Saſhes, caſt many a wiſttul melancholly Look towards 
the Sea. I found my felt not very well, and told the 
Page that I had a mind to take a Nap in my Hammock, 
which I hoped would do me good, I got in, and the 
Boy ſhut the Window cloſe down to keep out the Cold. 
1 ſoon fell afleep, and all I can conjecture is, that 
while 1 ſlept, the Page thinking no Danger could hap- 
pen, went among the Rocks to look tor Birds Eggs, 
wing before obſerved him from my Window ſearching 
about, and picking up one or two in the Clefrs. Be that 
as it will, 1 found my ſelf ſuddenly awaked with a vio- 
lent pull upon the Ring whith was faſtencd at the Top of my

Box for the Conveniency of Carriage, I felt: my Bax 
raiſed very high in the Air, and then born forward with 
prodigious Speed, The firſt Jolt. had like to have ſhaken 
me out of my Hammock, but afterwards the Motion was 
eaſy enough. I called out ſeveral times as loud as I could 
raile my Voice, but all to no purpoſe. I looked tawards 
my Windows, and could ſee nothing but the Clouds and 
Sky, I heard a Noiſe juſt over my Head like the clap- 
ping of Wings, and then began to perceive the wotul 
Condition I was in; that ſome Eagle had got the Ring of 
my Box in his Beak, with an intent to let it fall on a 
Rock like a Tortoiſe in a Shell, and then pick, out my 
Body and devour it. For the Sagacity and Smell of this 
Bird enable him to diſcover his Quarry at a great diſtance, 
though better concealed than I could be within a two 
Inch Board. 

In a little time I obſerved the noiſe and flutter of 
Wings to encreaſe very faſt, and my Box was toſſed up 
and down like a Sign-poſt in a windy Day. I heard ſe- 
veral Bangs or Buffets, as I thought, given to the Eagle 
(for ſuch I am certain it muſt have been that held the 
King of my Box in his Beak) and then all on a ſudden 
felt my ſelf falling n down for above a Mi- 
nute, but wich ſuch incredible Swiftneſs that I almoſt loſt 
my Breath. My Fall was ſtopped by a terrible Squaſh, 
that ſounded louder to mine Ears than the Cataract of 
Niagara, after which I was quite in the dark for another 
Minute, and then my Box began to riſe ſo high that 1 
could fee Light from the tops of my Windows. I now 
perceived that I was fallen into the Sea. My Box, by 
the Weight of my Body, the Goods that were in, and the 
broad Plates of Iron fixed for Strength at the four Cor- 
ners of the top and bottom, floated about five Foot deep 
in Water. I did then, and do now ſuppole that the 
Eagle which flew away with my Box was purſued by two 
or three,others, and forced to let me drop while he was 
defending himſelf againſt the reſt, who hoped to ſhare in 
the Prey. The Plates of Iron ſaſtned at the bottom of 
the Box, (for thoſe were the ſtronyeſt) preſerved the 
Balance while it fell, and hindred ic trom being broken on 
the ſurface of the Water, Every joint of it was well 
progyed, and the Door did not nove on Hinges, but 
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- found my felt almoſt ſtifled.

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up and down like a Saſh which kept my Cloſet ſo tight 
that very little Water came in. I got with much Ditfi- 
culty out of my Hammock, having firſt yentured to 
draw back the Slip-board on the Roof already mentioned, 
contrived on purpoſe to let in Air, for want of which L 


How often did I then wiſh my ſelf with my dear G lum- 


ded me! And I may ſay with truth, that in the midſt of 
my own Misfortunes I could not forbear lamenting my 
poor Nurſe, the Grief ſhe would ſuffer for my Loſs, the 


Perhaps many Trayellers have not been under greater Dit- 
ficulties and Diſtreſs than I was at this Juncture, expect- 
ing every Moment to ſee my Box daſhed in Pieces, or 
at leaſt over-ſet by the firlt violent Blaſt, or a riſin 
Wave. A Breach in one ſingle Pane of Glaſs would have 
been immediate Death: Nor could any thing have pre- 
ſerved the Windows but the ſtrong Lettice Wires placed 
on the outſide againſt Accidents in Travelling, 1 ſaw 
the Water 00ze in at ſeveral Crannies, although the Leaks 
were not conſiderable,” and I endeayoured to ſtop them 
as well as I could. I was not able to lift up the Rook 
of my Cloſet, which otherwiſe I certainly ſhould have 
done, and fate on the top of ir, where 1 might at leaſt 
preſerve my felt ſome Hours longer than by being ſhut up, 
as I may call it, in the Hold. Or, if I eſcaped theſe 
Dangers for a Day or two, what could I expect but a 
miſerable Death of Cold and Hunger? I was four Hours 
under theſe Circumſtances, expecting and indeed wiſhing 
every Moment to be my laſt. 

I have already told the Reader, that there were two 
ſtrong Staples fixed upon that ſide of my Box which had 
no Window, and into which the Servant who uſed to carry 
me on Horſeback would put a leathern Belt, and buckle 
it about his Waiſt, Being in this diſconſolate ſtate, L 
heard or at leaſt thought I heard ſome kind of grating 
Noiſe on that fide of my Box where the Staples were fix- 
ed, and ſoon after I began to fancy that the Box was 
puiled, or towed along in the Sea; for I now and then 
teit a ſort of tugging which made the Waves riſe near the 
tops of my Windows, leaving me almoſt in the dark. 
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This gave me ſome faint hopes of Relief, although I was 
not able to imagine how it could be brought about. 1 
ventured to unſcrew one of my Chairs, which were always 
faſtened to the Floor; and having made a hard ſhift to 
ſcrew it down again directly under the Slipping-board that 
I had lately opened, I mounted on the Chair, and put. 
ting my Mouth as near as 1 could to the Hole, I called 
for help in a loud Voice, and in all the hang I un- 
derſtood. I then faſtened my Handker chief to a Stick 
I uſually carried, and thruſting it up the Hole, waved 
it ſeyeral times in the Air, that if any Boat or Ship were 
near, the Seamen might conjefture ſome unhappy Mor- 
tal to be ſhut up in this Box. 

I found no effect from all I could do, but plainly per. 
ceived my Cloſet to be moved along; and in the ſpace 
of an Hour, or better, that ſide of the Box where the 
Staples were, and had no Window, ſtruck 4 * ſome. 
thing that was hard. I apprehenJed it to a Rock, 
and found my ſelt toſſed more than ever. I plainly heard 
a Noiſe upon the Cover of my Cloſet, like that of a 
Cable, and the grating of it as it paſſed through the Ring, 
I then found my ſelf hoiſted up by degrees at leaſt three 
Foot higher than I was before. Whereupon, I again 
iaruſt up my Stick and Handkerchief, calling for Help till 
i was almoſt hoarſe. In return to which, I heard a great 

nout repeated three times, giving me ſuch Tranſports 
of Joy as are not to be conceived but by thoſe who feel 
tei. I aow heard a trampling over my Head, and ſome 
body calling through the Hole with a loud Voice in tie 
Eugliſh Tongue; It there be any Body below let them 
ſpeak. I anſwered I was an Engliſhman, drawn by i. 
Fortune into the greateſt Calamity that ever any Creaue 
underwent, and begged, by all that was moving, to be 
delivered out of the Dungeon I was in. The Voice re- 
plied, I was ſafe. for my Box was faſtened to their Ship; 
and the Carpenter ſhould immediately come, and ſaw an 
Hole in the Cover, large enough to pull me out. I an- 
ſwered, that was needleſs, and would take up too much 
time, for there was no more to be done, but let one 0i 
the Crew put his Finger into the Ring, and take the Bo 
out of the Sea into the Ship, and ſo into the Captain 
Cabbin, Some of them upon hearing me talk fo wild) 
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thought I was mad; others laughed; for indeed it never 
came into my head that I was now got among People of 
my owt Stature and Strength. The Carpenter came, and 
in a few Minutes ſawed a Paſſage about four Foot ſquare, 
then let down a ſmall Ladder, upon which I mounted, 
and from thence was taken into the Ship in a very weak 
Condition. 

The Sailors were all in Amazement, and asked me à 
thouſand e which I hal no Iuclination to anſwer, 
I was equally confounded at the _ of ſo many Pigmies, 
ſde ſuch I took them to be, after having ſo long accuſto- 
med mine Eyes to the monſtrous Objeds I had left. Bur 
the Captain, Mr. Thomas Wilcocks, an honeſt worthy 
Shropſhire Man, obſerving I was ready to faint, took me 
into his Cabbin, 2ave me a Cordial to comfort me, and 
made me ſurn in upon his own Bed, adviſing me to take 
alittle Reſt, of which I had great need. Before I wen: 
to ſleep I gave him to underſtand that I had ſome yalu- 
able Furniture in my Box too good to be Joſt; a fine 
Hammock, an handſome Field-ized, two Chairs, a Table 
and a Cabinet: That my Cloſet was hung on all ſides. 
or rather quilted with Silk and Cotton : That if he would 
let one of the Crew bring my Cloſet into his Cabbin, L 
would open it there before him, and ſhew him my Goods, 
The Captain hearing ine utter theſe Abſurdiues, conclu— 
ded I' was raving: However, (I ſuppoſe ro pacify me) 
he promiſed to give Order as 1 deſired, and going upon 
Deck ſent ſome of his Men down into my Cloſet, from 
whence (as I afterwards found) they drew up all my 
goods, and ſtripped off the Q..itting; but the Chairs, Ca- 
binet and Bed-ſted being fcrev:d to the Floor, were much 
camag-d by the Ignorance of t.ie S2amen, who tore thein 
up by Force, Then they knocked off ſome of the Boards 
lor the ule of the Ship, and when they had got all they 
2 a mind for, ler the Hulk drop into the Sea, which by 
123t9.1 of mIny Beaches made intl e bottotu and ſides, 
lank to rights, And indeed I vas vat not to have been 
a Spetato: of the Havock they made; becauſe I am con- 
Wen it wonli have ſenitbly rouctei me, by bringing. 
Driner Padlages into my Mind, wick 1 had rather for- 
ek. 
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I ſlept ſome Hours, but perpetually diſturbed with 
Dreams of the Place I had left, and the Dangers I had 
eſcaped. However, upon waking I found my felt much 
recovered. It was now about eight a Clock at Night, 
and the Captain ordered Supper immediately, thinking 1 
had already faſted too long. He entertained me with 

reat Kindneſs, obſerving me not to look wildly, or talk 
inconſiſtently; and when we were leſt alone, deſired 1 
would give him a Relation of my Travels, and by what 
Accident I came to be ſet adrift in that monſtrous wooden 
Cheſt. He ſaid, that about twelve a Clock at Noon, as 
he was looking through his Glaſs. he ſpied it at a diſtance, 
and thought it was a Sail, which he had a mind to make, 
being not much out of his Courſe, in hopes of buying 
fome Biſcuit, his own beginning to fall ſhort. That up- 
on coming nearer, and finding his Error, he ſent out his 
Long-boat to diſcover what 1 was; that his Men came 
back in a Fright, ſwearing they had ſeen a ſwimming 
Houſe, That he laughed at their Folly, and went him- 
ſelf in the Boat, ordering his Men to take a ſtrong Cable 
along with them, That the Weather being calm, he 
rowed round me ſeveral times, obſerved my Windows, 
and the wire Lettices that defended them. That he diſ- 
covered two Staples upon one Side, which was all of Boards, 
without any Paſſage for Light. He then commanded his 
Men to row up to that Side, and faſtening a Cable to 
one of the mn ordered them to tow my Cheſt (as 
he called it) towards the Ship. When it was there, he 
gave Directions to faſten another Cable to the Ring fixed 
in the Cover, and to raiſe up my Cheſt with Pullies, 
which all the Sailors were not able to do above two or 
three Foot. He ſaid, they faw my Stick and Handker- 
chief thruſt out of the Hole, and concluded, that ſome 
unhappy Men muſt be ſhut up in the Cavity, I asked 
whether he or the Crew had ſeen any procigious Birds 
in the Air about the time he firſt diſcovered me. To 
which he anſwered, that diſcourſing this matter with the 


Sailors while 1 was aflcep, one of them ſaid he had 0ber- 


ved three Eagles flying towards the North, but remarked 


nothing of their being larger than the uſual Size, which 
I ſuppoſe muſt be imputed to the great Height they were 
at: And he could not gueſs the reaſon of my Queſtion, 
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I then asked the Captain how far he reckoned we might 
be from Land; he ſaid, by the beſt Computation he 
could make, we were at leaſt an hundred Leagues. 1 
aſſured him, that he muſt be miſtaken by almoſt half, 
for 1 had not left the Country from whence I came above 
two Hours before I dropt into the Sea, Whereupon he 
began again to think that my Brain was diſturbed, of 
which he gave me a Hint, and adviſed me to go to Bed 
in a Cabbin he had provided. I aſſured him I was well 
refreſhed with his good Entertainment and Company, 
and as much in my Senſes as ever I was in my Life. 
He then grew ſerious, and delired to ask me free y whe- 
ther I were not troubled in Mind by the Conſciouſneſs of 
ſome enormous Crime, for which I was puniſhed at the 
Command of ſome Prince, by expoſing me in that Cheſt, 
as great Criminals in other Countries have been forced 
to Sea in a leaky Veſſel without Proviſions: For, al- 
though he ſhould be ſorry to have taken ſo ill a Man into 
his Ship, yet he would engage his Word to ſer me fate 


on Shore in the firſt Port where we arrived. He added, 


that his Suſpicions were much increaſed by ſome very ab- 
ſurd Speeches I had delivered at firſt to the Sailors, and 
afterwards to himſelf, in relation to my Cloſet or Cheſt, 
as well as by my odd Looks and Behayiour while 1 was- 


| at Supper. 


I Begged his Patience to hear me tell my Story, which 
I faithfully did from the laſt time I left England to the 
Moment he firſt diſcovered me. And, as Truth always 
forceth its way into rational Minds; fo, this honeſt wor- 
thy Gentleman, who had ſome Tincture of Learning, and 
very good Senſe, was immediately convinced of my Can- 
dor and Veracity. But further to confirm all I had ſaid, 
I entreated him to give Order that my Cabinet ſhould be 
brought, of which I had the Key in my Pocket, (for he 
lad already informed me how the Seamen diſpoſed of 


my Cloſet) I opened it in his own Preſence, and ſhewed 


him the ſmall Collection of Rarities I made in the Coun- 
try from whence I had been ſo ſtrangely delivered. There 
was the Comb I had contrived our of the Stumps of the 
King's Beard, and another of the ſame Materials, but 
fed into a paring of her Majeſty's Thumb-nail, which 
leryed for the Back, There wasa Collection of Needles 


and 
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and Pins from a Foot to half a Yard long. Four Wah 
Stings. like Joiners Tacks : Some Combings of the Queen; 
Hair: A gold Ring which one Day ſhe made me a pre. 
ſent of in a molt obliging manner, taking it from her 
little Finger, and throwing it over my Head like a Collar, 
L deſired the Captain would pleaſe to accept this Ring in 
return of his Civilities, which he abſolutely refufed, 1 
ſhewed him a Corn that I had cut off with my owl 


Hand from a Maid of Honour's Toe, it was about the 


Bigneſs of a Kentiſh Pippin, and grown fo hard, that 


when I returned to England, I got it hoflowed into a Cup 
and ſet in Silver. Laſtly, I defired him to fee the Breeches 
1. had then on, which were made of a Mouſe's Skin. 

I could force nothing on him but a Footman's Tooth, 
which I obſerved him to examine with great Curioſity, 
and found he had a Fancy for it. He received it with 
abundance of Thanks, more than ſuch a "Trifle could de. 
ſerve. It was drawn by an unskilful Surgeon in a Mif. 
take from one of Glemdalcliteb's Men, who was afflicted 
with the Tooth-aci, but it was as ſound as any in his Head, 
] got it cleaned, and on it into my Cabinet, It was 
about a Foot long, and four Inches in Diameter. 

The Captain was very well ſatisfied with this plain Re- 
lation I had given him; and ſaid, he hoped when we re. 
turned to Ergi:nd, I would oblige the World by putting 
it in Paper, and making it publick. My Anſwer was, 
that I thought we were already over-ſtocked with Books 
of Travels: That nothing could now pafs which was not 
extraordinary, wherein I doubted ſome Authors leſs conſul. 
red Truth than their own Vanity or Intereſt, or the Di- 
verſion oi ignorant Readers. That my Story could co! - 
tain little beſides common Events, without thoſe orna— 
mental Deicriptions of ſtrange Plants, Trees, Birds, a" 
other Animal:, or of the barbarous Cuitoms and I do'a- 
try of lavage People, with which moſt Weiters about. 
However, { tmanbed him for his god Opinion, and pes-— 
mites to tale the matter into my Thoughts, 

He ſald lie wondered at one thing very much, Which 
was to hear me ſpeak ſo loud, asking me whether te 
King or Queen be | that Country were thick of Hearing. 


1 told lim it was what J had been uſed to for above two 

Years palt, and that 1 admired as much at the: Voices or 
* * 
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him and his Men, who ſeemed to me only to whiſper, 
and yet I could hear them well enough, But, when 1 
ſpoke in that Country, it was like a Man talking in the 
Street to another looking out from the Top of a Steeple, 
unleſs when I was placed on a Table, or held in any 
Perſon's Hand. I told him I had likewiſe obſerved ano- 
ther thing, that when I firſt got into the Ship, and the 
Sailors ſtood all about me, I thought they were the moſt 
little contemptible Creatures I had ever beheld, For, in- 
deed, while I was in that Prince's Country, I could ne- 
ver endure to look in a Glaſs after mine Eyes had been 
accuſtomed to ſuch 12 Objects, becauſe the Com- 
pariſon gave me ſo deſpicable a Conceit of my ſelf. The 
Captain ſaid that while we were at Supper, he obſerved 
me to look at every thing with a tort of Wonder, and 
that I often ſeemed hardly able to contain my Laughter, 
which he knew not well how to take, but imputed it to 
ſome Diſorder in my Brain. I anſwered it was very true, 
and I wondered how I could forbear, when I ſaw his 
Diſhes of the ſize of a ſilver Three-pence, a Leg of Pork 
hardly a Mouthful, a Cup not ſo pig as a Nutſhell: And 
ſo L went on, deſcribing the reſt of his Houſhould-ſtuft 
and Proviſions aſter the fame manner. For although the 
Queen had ordered a little Equipage of all things neceſſary 
while I was in her Service, yet my Ideas were wholly 
taken up with what I ſaw on every fide of me, and [ 
winked at my own Littleneſs as People do at their own 
Faults, The Captain underſtood my Raillery very well, 
and merrily replied with the old E274 Provero, that he 
doubted mine Eyes were bigger than my Belly, for he 
did not obſerve my Stomach to good, although J had 
faſted all Day; and continuing in his Mirth, proteſted he 
would have gladly given an hundred Pounds to have ſeen 
my Cloſer in the Eagle's Bill, and afterwards in its fall 
from ſo great an height into the Sta; which would cer- 
tainly have been a moſt attouiſkting Object, worthy to 
have the Deſcription of it trantmi.ted ro future Ages: 
and the Compariſon of Phacten was to obvious, that he 
could not forbear applying it, although I did not much 

admire the Conceit. 
The Captain having been at Tonquin was in his return 
to England driven North-Eaſtward to the Latitude of 44 
Degrees, 
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Degrees, and of Longitude 143. But meeting a Trade 
Wind two Days after I came on board him, we ſailed 
Southward a long time, and coaſting New-Holland kept 
our Courſe Weſt South-Weſt, and then South South-Weſt, 
till we doubled the Cafe of Good-/52pe, Our Voyage was 
very proſperous, but I ſhall not trouble the Reader wit 
a Journal of it. The Captain called in at one or rg 
Ports and ſent in his Long-boat for Proviſions and fre 
Water, but I neyer went out of the Ship till we came 
into the Downe, which was on the third Day of J ne, 
1706, about nine Months after my Eſcape. I offerel tg 
leave my Goods in Security for Payment of my Freiglu 
but the Captain proteſted he would not receive one Far. 
thing, We took kind leave of each other, and I rma's 
him promiſe be would come to ſee me at my Houſe in 
| Reariff. Ihired a Horſe and Guide for fiye Shillings, wiuch 
I borrowed of the Captain. 
As I was on the Road, obſerving the Littleneſs of the 
Houſes, the Trees, the Cattle and the People, I began 
to think my ſelf in Lilliput.

I. bent down to go in (like a a Gooſe under a Gate) for 
fear of ſtriking my Head, My Wife ran out to embrace 
me, but I ſtooped lower than her Knees, thinking ſhe 
could otherwiſe never be able to reach my Mouth, My 
Daughter kneeled to ask me Blefling, but I could not ee 
her till ſhe aroſe, having been ſo long uſed to ſtand wit: 
my Head and Eyes erect to above ſixty Foot; and tlie! 
1 went to take her up with one Hand, by the Waſte. | 
looke! down upon the Servants and one or two Friend: 
who were in the Houle, as it they had been Pigmies, an! 
I a Giant, I told my Wife ſhe had been too thrifty, tc: 
I found ſhe had ſtarved herſelf and her Daughter to no- 
thing In ſhort, I behaved my ſelf ſo unacconntav.!, 
that they were all of the Captain's Opinion when he fit: 
ſaw me, and concluded I had loſt my Wits. This I men- 
tion as an Inſtance ot the great Power of Habit and Pre- 
judice. 
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In a little time I and my Family and Friends came to 
a right Underſtanding : But my Wife proteſted 1 ſhould 
never go to Sea any more; although my evil Deſtiny ſo 
ordered that ſhe had not Power to hinder me, as the 
Reader may know hereafter. In the mean time I here 
conclude the Second Part of my unfortunate Voyages,

Had not been at home above ten Days, 
when Captain {liam Robinſon, a Cor- 
uiſh Man, Commander ct tae Hepewell, 
a ſtout Ship of Three Hundied Tuns, 
came to my Houſe, I bad formerly 
been Surgeon of another Ship where he 
was Matter, and a fourth part Owner, in 
a Voyage to the Levant; he had always treated me more 
e a Brother than an inferior Officer, and hearing of 
nv Arrival made me a Viſit, as 1 apprehended only our 
11 8 ot 
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ot Friendſhip, for nothing paſſed more than what is uſual 
after long Abſences. Burt repeating his Vilits often, ex. 
prelling his Joy to find me in Health, asking whe. 
ther I were now ſettled for Life adding that he inrende{ 
a Voyage to the Exſt-Indies, in two Months; At laſt he 
plainly invited me, though with ſome Apologies, to be 
2 of the Ship; that I ſhould have another Surgeon 
under me beſides our two Mates; that my Sallary ſhou!; 
be double to the uſual Pay; and that having experience! 
my Knowledge in Sea-Affairs to be at leaſt equal to his, 
he would enter into any Engagement to follow my Ad. 
vice, as much as if I had ſhare in the Command. 

He ſaid ſo many other obliging things, and I kney 
him to be ſo honeſt a Man, that 1 could not reject h 
Propoſal; the Thirſt I had of feeing the World, nos. 
withſtanding my paſt Misfortunes, continuing as viole:: 
as ever. The only Difficulty that remained, was to pe- 
ſuade my Wife, whoſe conſent however | at laſt obtain. 
ed by the proſpe& of Advantage ſhe propoſed to bs 
Children. | 

We ſet out the 5th day of August, 1706. and arrived a 
Fort St. George, the 11th of April 1707, ſtayed there the 
Weeks to refreſh our Crew, many of whom were Sic, 
From thence we went to Tonquin, where the Captain 
ſolved to continue ſome time, becauſe many of ti: 
Goods he intended to buy were not ready, nor could |: 
expect to be diſpatched in ſome Months. Therefore i 
hopes to defray ſome of the Charges he muſt be at, |: 
bought a Sloop, loaded it with ſeveral forts of Goors 
wherewith the Tongzine/e uſually trade to tRe Neighbor: 
ing Iflands, and putting fourteen Men on Board, where 
three were of the Country, he appoimed me Mailter « 
the Sloop, and gave me power to Traffick for ts 
Months, while he tranſacted his Affairs at Tongquin. 

We had not failed above three Days, when a gr: 
Storm ariſing, we were driven five Days to the Not: 
North-Eaſt, and then to the Eaſt, after which we had fa 
g Gale from t 
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We were boarded abour the ſame time by both the 
Pyrates, who enter'd furiouſly at the Head of their Men, 
but finding us all proſtate upon our Faces, (for ſo 1 gave 
Order,) they pinioned us with ſtrong Ropes, and ſetting 
a Guard upon us, went to ſearch the Sloop. 

1 obſerved among them a Dutchman, who ſeemed to 
be of ſome Authority, though he was not Commander 
of either Ship. He knew us by our Countenances to be 
Engliſh Men, and jabbering to us in his own Language, 
ſwore we ſhould be tied Back to Back, and thrown into 
the Sea. I ſpoke Dutch tolerably well; I told him who 
we were, and begg'd him in conſideration of our being 
Chriſtians and Proteſtants, of neighbouring Countries, 
in ſtrict Alliance, that he would move the Captains to 
take ſome pity on us. This inflamed his Rage, he re- 
peated his Threatnings, and turning to his Companions, 
ſpoke with great Vehemence, in the Jupaueſe Language, 
as I ſuppoſe, often uſing the word Chriſtiane. 

The largeſt of the two Pyrate Ships was Commanded 
by a Japaneſe Captain, who ſpoke a little Durch, but 
rery impertectly. He came up to me, and after ſeveral 
Queitions, which I anſwered in great Humility, he ſaid 
I made the Captain a very low 
Bow, and then turning to the Dautch-1man, ſaid, I was 
ſorry to find more Mercy in an Heatl;en than in a Bro- 
ther Chriſtian. - But 1 had, ſoon reaſon to repent thoſe 
fooliſh Words, for that malitivus Reprobate, having of- 
ten endeavoured in vain to perſwade both the Captains 
that I migh be carown into the Sea, (which they would 
not vie'd to after the Promiſe made me, that 1 ſhouid not 
die) however, he prevailed ſo far as to have a Puniſh. 
ment inflicted on me, worſe in all human Appearance 
than Death itſell. My Men were fent by an equal Divi- 
lion into both the Pyrate Ships, and my Slot p new man- 
ned. As to my ſelf, it was determined tha: I ſhould be 
ſet a Dritt, in a ſmall Canoe, with Paddles and a Sail, and 
tonr Days Proviſions, which !alt the Jaraneſe Captain 
was ſo kind to double out of his own Stores, and wou'd 
permit no Man to fearch me. I got Cown into the Ca- 
noe, while the Duteh-man ſtanding upon the Deck, 
loaded me with all the Curſes and injurious Terms his 
Language could afford. 
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About an Hour before we ſaw the Pyrates, I had take: 
an Obſervation, and found we were in the Latitude ot 
46. N. and of Longitude 183. When I was at ſome di- 
ſtance from the Pyrates, I diſcovered by my Pocket Glas 
ſereral Iſlands to the South-Eaſt. I ſer up my Sail, the 
Wind being fair, with a deſign to reach the neareſt of 
thoſe Iſlands, which I made a ſhift to do in about three 
Hours, It was all Rocky, however I got many Birds 
Eggs. and ſtriking Fire I kindled ſome Heath and dry 
Sea-weed, by which I roaſted my Eggs. I eat no other 
Supper, being reſolved to ſpare my Proviſions as much 
as 1 could. I paſſed the Night under the Shelter of a 
Rock, ſtrowing ſome Heath under me, and flept pretty 
well. 

The next Day I failed to another Iſland, and thence 
to a third and fourth, ſometimes uſing my Sail, and 
ſometimes my Paddles. But not to trouble the Reader 
with a particular Account of my Diſtreſſes, let it ſuffice, 
that on the 5th Day I arrived at the laſt Iſland in my 
fight, which lay South South-Eaſt to the former. 

This Iſland was at a greater diſtance than I expected, 
and I did not reach it in leſs than five Hours. I encom- 
paſſed it almoſt round before I could find a convenient 
Place to land in, which was a ſmall Creek, about three 
$:::12s the wideneſs of my Canoe, I found the Iſland to be 
al! Rocky, only a little intermingled with Tufts of Grafs, 
and ſweet ſmelling Herbs. I took out my ſmall Provi- 
fions, and after having refreſhed my ſelf, I ſecured the 
remainder in a Cave, whereof there were great Numbers, 
I gathered plenty of Eggs upon the Rocks, and got a 
Quantity of dry Sea-weed, and parched Graſs, which! 
deſigned to kindle the next Day, and roaſt my Egas as 
well as I could, (For I had about me my Flint, Stec!, 
March, and Burning-glaſs.) I lay all Night in the Cave 
vehere 1 had lodged my Proviſions. My Bed was the 
ſire dry Grats and Sea-weed which I intended for Fewel, 
1 ſlept very little, for the Piſqufets of my Mind prevai'e. 
over my Wearineſs and kept me awake. I confidere! 
how in:poilible it was to preſerve my Liſe, in fo de“ 
late a Place, and how miſerable my End muſt be, le: 
I found my felt fo liſtlels and deſponding, that 1 had net 
the Heart to riſe, and belore 1 could get Spirits encny! 
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to creep out of my Cave, the Day was far advanced. I 
walked a while among the Rocks, the Sky was perfectly 
clear, and the Sun ſo hot, that I was forced to turn my 
Face from it: When all on a ſudden it became obſcured, 
as I thought in a manner very different from what hap- 
pens by the Interpoſition of a Cloud. I turned back, 
and perceived a vaſt Opake Body between me and the 
Sun, moving forwards towards the Ifland: It ſeemed to 
be about two Miles high, and bid the Sun fix or (even 
Minutes, but 1 did not obſerve the Air to be much col- 
der, or the Sky more darkned, than it I had ſtood under 
the Shade of a Mountain. As it approached nearer over 
the Place where I was, it appeared to be a firm Sub- 
ſtance, the Bottom flat, ſmooth, and ſhining very bright 
from the Reflexion of the Sea below. I ſtood upon a 
Height about two Hundred Yards from the Shoar, and 
aw this vaſt Body deſcending almoſt to a Parallel with 
me, at leſs tian an Eg! Mile diſtance. I took out my 
Pocket-Perſpettive, and could plainly diſcover Numbers 
of People moving up and down the Sides of it, which 
appeared to Le floping, but wiat thoſe People were do- 
ing, + was not able to diſtinguiſh. 

The natural Love of Life gave me ſome inward Mo- 
tions of Joy, and I was ready to entertain a Hope, that 
this Adventure might ſome way or other help to deliver 
me from the deſolate Place and Condition I was in. But 
at the ſame time the Reader can hardly conceive my A- 
ſtoniſnment, to behold an Iflaud in the Air, inhabited by 
Men, who were able (as it ſhould ſecm) to raiſe, or 
link, or put it into a Progreſſive Motion, as they pleaſe 
ed, But not being at that time in a diſpoſition to phi. 
loſophiſe upon this Phoenomenon, I rather choſe to ob. 
ſerve what Courſe the Iſland would take, becauſe it ſeem- 
ed for a while to ſtand ſtill, Yet ſoon after it advanced 
nearer, and I could ſee the Sides of it, encompaſted 
with ſeveral Gradations of Galleries and Stairs, at certain 
Intervals to deſcend from one to the other. In the low- 
eſt Gallery, I beheld ſome People Fiſhing with long Ang. 
ling Rods, and others looking on. I waved my Cap, (for 
my Hat was long ſince worn out,) and my Handkerchief 
towards the Iſland; and upon its nearer approach, 1 ca- 
led and ſhouted with the utmoſt ſtrength of my Voice; 
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and then looking 383 I beheld a Crond gather. 
ed to that fide which was moſt in my View. I found by 
their pointing towards me aud to each other, that they 
plainly diſcovered me, a'though, they made no return to 
my — But J could fee four or five Men running 
in great haſt up the Stairs to the N of the Iſland, who 
then diſappeared. I happened rightly to conjecture, that 
theſe were ſent for Orders to ſome Perſon in Authority 
upon this Occaſion, | 

The number of People encreaſed, and in leſs than 
half an Hour, the Ifland was moved and raiſed in ſuch 
a manner, that the loweſt Gallery appeared in a Parallel 
of leſs than an hundred Yards diſtance from the Heil; 
where I ſtood, I then put my ſelf into the moſt ſuppli. 
cating Poſtures, and ſpoke in the humbleſt Accent, but 
received no Anſwer. Thoſe who ſtood neareſt over. 
againſt me, ſeemed to be Perſons of Diſtinction, as I 
ſuppoſed by their Habit. They conferred earneſtly with 
each other, looking often upon me. At length one of 
them called out in a clear, polite, ſmooth Dialect, not 
unlike in ſound to the 1:alian; and therefore I returned 
an Anſwer in that Language, hoping at leaſt that tle 
Cadence might be more agreeable to his Ears. Although 
neither of us underſtood the other, yet my meaning was 
eaſily known, for the People ſaw the Diſtreſs J was in. 

They made Signs for me to come down from the 
Rock, and go towards the Shoar, which I accordinaly 
did; and the flying Ifland being raiſed to a convenient 
Height, the Verge directly over me, a Chain was let 
down from the loweſt Gallery, with a Seat faſtned to the 
Bottom, to which I fixed my ſelf, and was drawn up by 
Pullies.

T my alighting I was ſurrounded by a Crowd of 
People, but thoſe who food neareſt ſeemed to 

be ot better Quality. They beheld me with all the Marks 
and Ci:cnmſtances of Wonder, neither indeed was I much 
in their Debt; having never ti!l then ſeen a Race of Mor- 
tals ſo ſingular in their Shapes, Habi:s, and Countenan- 
ces. Their Heads were all reclined either to the Night, 
or the Left; one of their Eyes turned inward, and the 
other directly up to the Zenith. Their outward Garmeats 
were adorned with the Figures of Snn*, „toons, and Stars, 
interwoven with thoſe of Fiddles, F.utcs, Harps, Trum- 
pets, Guittars, Harpſtcords, and many more Inſtruments 
of Muſick, unknown to us in Errope. I obſeried here 
and there many in the Habit of Servants, with a bluwn 
Bladder faſtned like a Flap! to the end of a ſhort Stick, 
which they carried in their Hands, In each Þ):dder was 
a ſmall quantity of dried Peaſe or litle Pebbles, (as I 
was aſterwards informed.) With theſe Bladders they 
now and then flapped the >toutks and Ears of thoſe wl:o 
ſtood near them, of which Practice 1 could not then con- 
ceive the meaning; it ſeems, the Minds of theſe People 
are fo taken up with intenſe Speculations, that they nei- 
ther can ſpeak, nor attend to the Diſcourſes of others, 
without being rouzed by ſome external Taction upon the 
Organs of Speech and Hearing; for which reaſon, thoſe 
Perſons who are able to afford it always keep a Fl:pper, 
(the Original is C/menole) in their Family, as one of their 
Domeſticks, nor ever walk abroad or make Viſits with- 
out him. And the Buſineſs of this Officer is, when tro 
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or three more Perſons are in Company, gently to ſtrike 
with his Bladder the Mouth of him who is to ſpeak, and 
the right Ear of him or them to whom the Speaker ad. 
drefſerh bimſelf, This Flapper is likewiſe — dili- 
gently to attend his Maſter in his Walks, and upon occa- 
ſion to give him a ſoft Flap on his Eyes, becauſe he is 
always ſo wrapped up in Cogitation, that he is in mani. 
teſt danger of falling down every Precipice, and boun. 
cing his Head againſt every Poſt, and in the Streets of 
juſtling others or being ju led himfelf into the Kennel. 

It was neceſſary to give the Reader this Information, 
without which he would be at the ſame Loſs with me, 
to underſtand the Proceedings of theſe People, as they 
conducted me up the Stairs, to the Top of the Iſland, 
and from thence to the Royal Palace. While we were 
aſcending, they forgot ſeyera! times what they were about, 
and left me to my felf, til! their Memories were again 
rouzed by their Fiappert; for they appeared altoge: her 
unmoved by the figlt of my foreign Habit and Counte- 
nance, and by the Siouts of the Vulgar, whoſe Thoughts 
and Minds were more diſengaged, 

At laſt we entered the Palace, and proceeded into the 
Chamber of Preſence, where I ſaw the King ſeated on 
bis Throne, attended on each fide by Perſons of prime 
Quality. Before the Throne, was a large Table filled 
with Globes and Spheres, and mathematical Inſtrumentz 
of all kinds. His Majeſty took not the leaſt notice of 
us, although our Entrance was not without ſufficicn: 
Noiſe, by the Concourſe of all Perſons belonging to the 
Court. But, he was then in a deep Problem, and we 
attended at leaſt an Hour, before he could ſolve it. There 
ſtood by him on each fide, a young Page, with Flaps in 
their Hands, and when they ſaw he was at Leiſure, one 
of them gently ſtruck his Mouth, and the other his rig: 
Ear, at which he ſtarted like one awaked on the ſudden, 
and looking towards me, and the Company I was in, 
recollected the Occaſion of our coming, whereof he had 
been informed before. He (poke ſome Words, where- 
upon immediately a young Man with a Flap came up to 
my fide, and flapt me gently on the right Ear, but i 
made Signs as well as J could, that I had no occaſion 
for ſuch an Inſtrument; which, as I afterwards found, 
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e his Majeſty and the whole Court a very mean Opi- 


rike nion of my Underſtanding. The King, as far as I could

gures of Planes and Solids, He gave me the Names and 
Deſcriptions of all the muſical Inſtruments, and the ge- 
neral Terms of Art in playing on each of them, After 
he had left me, I placed all my Words with their Inter. 
1 in alphabetical Order. And thus in a few 

ays, by the help of a very faichful Memory, I got ſome 
inſight into their Language. 

The Word which I interpret the Flying or Floating 
Nand, is in the Original, Laputa, whereof I could ne. 
ver learn the true Etymology. Lap in the old obſolete 
Language ſignifieth High, and Untub a Governor, from 
which they ſay by Corruption was derived Laputa from 
Lapuntuh, But I do not approve of this Derivation, 
which ſeems to be a little ſtrained, I ventured to offer 
ro the Learned among them a Conjeure of my own, 
that Laputa was qura/i Lap outed; Lap fignifying proper- 
ly the dancing of ko Sun Beams in the Sea, aud 01:04 
a Wing, which however I ſhall not obtrude, but ſub uit 
to the judicious Reader, 

Thoſe ro whom the King had entruſted me, obſor. 
ving how ill 1 was clad, ordered a Taylor to come next 
Moraing, and take my Meaſure for a Suit of Clothes, 
This Operator did his Office after a different manner 
from thoſe of his Trade in Europe. He firſt took my Al. 
titude by a Quadrant, and then with Rule and Compa'- 
ſes, deſcribed the Dimenſions and Out-lines of my whole 
Body, all which he entred upon Paper, and in fix Pays 
brought my Clothes very ill made, and quite out of 
tape, by happening to miſtake a Figure in the Calculati- 
on. But my Comfort was, that J obſerved ſuch Acci- 
dents very frequent and little regarded. 

During my Confinement for want of Clothes, ani 
by an Indiſpoſition that held me ſome Days longer, ! 
much enlarged my Diftionary ; and when 1 went next 
to Court, was able to underſtand many things the King 
ſpoke, and to return lim ſome kind of Anſwers, His 
Majeſty had given Orders that the Iſland ſhould movye 
North-Eaſt and by Eaſt, to the Vertical Point over La— 
gado, the Metropolis of the whole Kingdom be'ow upon 
me firm Earth. It was about ninety Leagues diſtant, and 
our Voyage laſted four Dars and an half. I was * 
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the leaſt ſenſible of the progreſſive Motion made in the 
Air by the Ifland. On the Tecond Morning about ele- 
yen a Clock, the King himſelf in Perſon, attended by his 
Nobility, Courtiers , "and Officers, having prepared all 
their muſical Inſtruments, played on th em for three Hours 
without Intermiſſion, ſo that I was quite ſtunned with 
the Noiſe; neither could I poſſibly gueſs the meaning till 
my Tutor informed me. He ſaid that the People of their 
Hand had their Ears adapted tro hear the Muſick of the 
Spheres, Which always played at certain Periods, andthe 
Court was now prepared to bear their Part in what eyer 
Inſtrument they molt exce:l<4, 

In our Journey towards Lagads the capital City, his 
Majeſty ordered that the Iſland ſhould lep over cer- 
tain Towns, and Villages, from whence he miglit receive 
the Petitions of lus Subjects. And to this purpoſe ſeve— 
ral Packtlweads were let down with ſmall Weizhts at the 
bottom. On theſe Packthreads the People ſtrung their 
Petitions, Which mounted np directly like the ſcraps of 

Paper faſtned by School- boys at the end of the String 
that holds their Kite. Sometimes we received Wine and 
Victua's from below, veuich were drawn vp by Pullies. 

The Knowledve 1 bad in Mathematicks gave me great 
Aſüſtance in acquiring their Phraſeology, v which dep: nd. 
ed much upon that Science and Mulick ; and in the latter 
] was not unskilled, Their Ideas are perpetua'ly conver- 
ſant in Lines and Figures, If they would, for Example, 
praiſe the Beauty ot a Womaa or an other Animal, a. 
deſcribe it by Nvombs, Circles, Parallelograms, Elli ipſes, 
and other geometrical Terins, or by W ords of Art drawn : 
from Muſick, needleſs here to repeat. I obſerved in the 
King's Kitchen all forts of mathematical and muſical In- 
ſtroments, after the Figures of which ey cut up te 
joints that were ſerved to his Majeſty's Table,

ſakes, And although they are dextrous cnough upon 4

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cil and the Divider, yet in the common Actions and Be. 
baviour of Lite, 1 have not ſeen a more clumſy, awk- 
ward, and unhandy People, nor ſo flow and perplexed 
in their Conceptions upon all otl:er Subjects, except thoſe 
of Mathematicks and Muſick, They are very bad Rea- 
ſoners, and vehemently given to Oppoſition, unleſs when 
they happen to be of the right Opinion, which is ſeldom 
their caſe. Imagination, Fancy, and Invention, they are 
wholly ſtrangers to, nor have any Words in their Lan- 
guage by which thoſe Ideas can be expreſſed; the whole 
compaſs of their Thoughts and Mind being ſhut up within 
the two forementioned Sciences. 

Moſt of them, and efpecially thoſe who deal in the 
aſtronomical Part, have great Faith in judicial Aſtrology, 
although they are aſhamed to own it publickly. But, What 
1 chiefly admired, and thought altogether unaccountable, 
was the ſtrong Diſpoſition I abſervedin them towards News 
and Politicks, perpetually enqufring into Publick Affairs, 
giving their Judgments in Matters of State; and paſſio- 
nately diſputing every Inch of a Party Opinion. I have 
indeed obſerved the ſame Diſpofirion among molt of the 
Mathematicians I have known in Earope, altho* I could 
never diſcover the leaſt Analogy between the two Scien- 
ces; unleſs thoſe People ſuppoſe, that becauſe the ſinai. 
Jeſt Circle hath as many Degrees as the largeſt, there- 
fore the Regulation and Management of the World re- 
quire no more Abilities than the handling and turning of 
2 Globe. But I rather take this Quality to ſpring from 
a very common Infirmity of human Nature, inclining u- 
to be more curious and conceited in Matters where we 
have leaſt Concern, and for which we are leaſt adapted 
either by Study or Nature, 

Theſe People are under continual Diſquietudes, neyer 
enjoying a Minute's Peace of Mind; and their Diſturban— 
tees proceed from Cauſes which very little affect the reſt 
of Mortals. Their Apprehentions arife from ſeveral Chan- 
ges they dread in the celeſtial Bod es. For Inſtance; that tlie 
Earth, by the continual Approaches of the Sun towards it, 
;nuft in courie of Time be abſorvedor ſwallowed up. That 
the Face of tne Sun will by degrees be encruſted with its 
own EHluvia, and give no more Light tothe World, That, 
the Earth very nariow!ly eſcaped a Rruſh from the Tail 
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of the laſt Comet, which would have infallibly reduced 
it to Aſhes; and that the next, which they have calcu- 
lated for one and thirty Years hence, will probably de- 
troy us. For, if in its Perihelion it ſhould approach 
within a certain Degree of the Sun, (as by their Calcu- 
lations they have reaſon to dread) it will conceive a de- 
gree of Heat ten thouſand times more intenſe than that 
of red-hot glowing Iron; and in its Abſence from the 
Sun, carry a blazing Tail ten hundred thouſand and four. 
teen Miles long; through which if the Earth ſnould paſs 
at the diſtance of one hundred thouſand Miles from the 
Nucleus or main Body of the Comet, it muſt in its Paſ- 
ſage be fet on fire, and reduced to Aſhes. That the Sun 
daily ſpending its Rays without any Nutriment to ſuppl 
them, will at laſt be wholly * On and annihilated; 
which muſt be attended with the Deſtruction of this 
Earth, and of all the Planets that reccive their Light 
trom it. 

They are ſo perpetually alarmed wich the Appreheg- 
fions of theſe and the like impending Dangers, that they 
can neither fleep quietly in their Beds, nor have a 
reliſh for the common Pleaſures or Amuſements of Life, 
When they meet an Acquaintance in the Morning, the 
firſt Queſtion is about the Sun's Health, how he looked 
at his Setting and Riſing, and what hopes they have to 
avoid the ſtroak of the approaching Comet. This Con- 
verſation they are apt to run into with the fame Temper 
that Boys diſcover, in delighting to hear terrible Stories 
of Spirits and Hobgoblins, which they greedily liſten to, 
and dare not go to Bed for fear, 

The Women of the Iſland have abundance of Viva- 
city; they contemn their Husbands, and are exceedingly 
fond of Strangers, whereof there is always a conſidera- 
ble Number from the Continent below, attending at 
Court, either upon Affairs of the ſeveral Towns and Cor- 
porations, or theig own particular Occaſions, but are 
much deſpiſed, becauſe they wart the ſame Endowments, 
Among tick the Ladies chuſe their Gallaits : But the 
Vexation is, that they act with too much Eaſe and Secu- 
rity, for the Husband is always {o wrapt in Speculation, 
that the M'{treſs and Lover may proceed to the greateſt 
Familiarizies before his Face, it he be but provided with 
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_ and Implements, and without his Flapper at his 
de. | 

The Wives and Daughters lament their Confinement 
to the Iſland, although I think it the moſt delicious ſpot 
of Ground in the World; and although they live here in 
the greateſt Plenty and Magnificence, and are allowed to 
do whatever they pleaſe, they long to ſee the World, 
and take the Diverſions of the Metropolis, which they 
are not allowed to do without a particular Licence fron 
the King; and this is not eaſy to be obtained, becauſe: 
the People of Quality have found by frequent Experi. 
ence, how hard it is to perſuade their Women to return 
from below. I was old that a great Court Lady, who 
had ſeveral Children, is married to the prime Mliniſter, 
the richeſt Subject in the Kingdom, a very gracetul Per. 
fon, extremely fond of her, and lives in the fineſt Palace 
of the Iſland, went down to Lagado, on the pretence of 
Health, there hid her ſelf for ſeveral Months, till the 
King ſent a Warrant to ſearch for her, and ſhe was found 
in an obſcure Eating-houſe all in Rays, having pawned 
her Clothes to maintain an old deformed Foot-man , 
who beat her every day, and in whoſe Company ſne was 
taken, much againſt her Will. And a'thouzh her Huf- 
band received her with all poſſible Kindneſs, and without 
the leaſt Reproach, ſhe ſoon after contrived to ſteal down 
again with all her Jewels, to the ſame Gallant, and hath. 
not been heard of ſince, 

This may perhaps paſs with the Reader rather for an 
European or Erg!ijh Story, than for one of a Country ſo 
remote. But he may pleaſe to conſider, that the Ca- 
prices of Women-kind are not limited by any Climate or 
Nation, and that they are much more unitorm than can 
be eaſily imagined. 

In about a Month's time I had made a tolerable pro- 
ficiency in their Language, and was able to anſwer molt 
of the King's Queſtions, when I had the Honour to attend 
him. His Majeſty diſcovered not the leaſt Curioſity 10 
enquire into the Laws, Government, Hiſtory, Religion, 
cr Manners oi the Countries where I Fad been, but con- 
fined his Queſtions to the (tate of Mathematicks, and re- 
eeived the Account I gave him, with great Contempt 
and Indiflerence, though often rouzed by bis Flapper on 
each ſi de. | CHAP?

Deſired leave of this Prince to ſee the Curioſities of 

the Iſland. which he was graciouſly pleaſed to grant, 
and ordered my Tutor to attend me. | chiefly wanted to 
know to what Cauſe in Art or in Nature, it owed its ſe- 
yeral Motions, whereof I will now gixe a Philoſophical 
Account to the Reader. 

The Flying or Floating Iſland is exactly circular, its 
Diameter 7837 Yards, or about four: Miles and a halt, 
and conſequently contains ten Thouſand Acres, It is 
three Hundred Yards tl:ick. The bottom or under Sur- 
face, which appears to thoſe who view it from below, 
is one even regular Plate of Adamant, ſhooting up to the 
Height of about two Hundred Yards, Above it lye the 
ſeveral Minerals in their uſual order, and over all is a 
Coat of rich Mould ten or twelve Foot deep. This De- 
clivity of the upper Surface, from the Circumference to 
the Center, is the natural Cauſe why all the Dews and 
Rains which fall upon the Iſland, are conveyed in ſmall 
Rivulets towards the middle, where they are emptied in- 
to four large Baſons, each of about halt a Mile in Circuit 
and two Hundred Yards diſtant from the Center. From 
theſe Baſons the Water is continually exhaied by the Sun 
in the Day time, which efleQually prevents their over- 
flowing. Beſides, as it is in te Power of the Lonarch 
to raiſe the Ifland above the Region of Clouds and Va- 
pours, he can prevent the falling of Dews and Ra ins when 
ever he pleaſes, For the higheſt Clouds cannot riſe above 
two Mi'es, as Naturaliſts agree, at leatt they were never 
known to do in that Country, | 

At the Center ob the Iſland there is a Chaſm about if. 
ty Yards in Diameter, from whence the Altronomers w_ 
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cend into a large Dome, which is therefore called Flay. 


dona Gazngle, or the Aſtronomers Cave, ſcituated at the 
Depth 22 Hundred Yards' beneath the —. Surface of 


the Adamant. In this Cave are twenty Lamps continu- 


ally burnin”, which from the Reflection of the Adamant 
call a ſtrong Light into every Part. The place is ſtored 
with great variety of Sextants, Quadrants, Teleſcopes, 
Aſtrolabes, and other Aſtronomical Inſtruments. But the 
greateſt Curioſity, upon which the Fate of the Iſland de- 
pends, is a Load-{tone of a prodigious fize, in ſhape re- 
ſembling a Weaver's Shuttle. It is in length fix Yards, 
and in the thickeſt part at leaſt three Yards over. This 
Magnet is ſuſtained by a very ſtrong Axle of Adamant 
pa ing through its middle, upon which it plays, and is 
poized fo exactly that the weakeſt Hand can turn it, It 
is hooped round with an hollow Cylinder of Adamant, 
four Foot deep, as many thick, and twelve Yards in Dia- 
meter, placed Horizon:ally, and ſupported by eight Ada- 
mantine Feet, each {ix Yards high. In the middle of the 
Concave fide there is a Grooye twelve Inches deep, in 
which the Extremities of the Axle are lodzed, and turned 
round as there is occaſion. 

The Stone cannot be moved from its Place by any 
Force, becauſe the Hoop and its Feet are one continued 
Piece with that Body of Adamant which conſtitutes the 
bottom of the Iſland. 

By means of this Load-ſtone, the Iſtand is made to 
riſe and fall, and move from one place to another. For, 
with reſpect to that part of the Earth over which the Mo- 
narch preſides, the Stone is endued at one of its ſides 
with an attractive Power, and at the other with a repul- 
live, Upon placing the Magnet erect with its attracting 
End towards the Earth, tie Ifland deſcends ; but when 
the repelling Extremity points downwards, the Iſland 
mounts directly upwards. When the Poſition of the 
Stone is oblique, the Motion of the Iſland is ſo too. For 
in this Magnet the Forces always act in Lines parallel 
to its Direction. 

By this oblique Motion the Ifland is conveyed to differ- 
ent Parts of the Monarch's Dominions, To explain the 
manner of its Progreſs, let 4 Brepreſent a Line drawn 


croſs the Dominions of Balxitarbi, let the Line e d re- 
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preſent the Load: ſtone. of which let 4 be the repelling 
end, and c the attracting end, the Iſland being over C; 
ſet the Stone be placed in the Poſition c d with its repel- 
ling end downwards; then the Ifland wilt be driven up- 
wards obliquely towards D, When it is arrived at D, 
ſer the Stone be turned upon its Axle till its attractin 
end points towards E, and then the Iſland will be — 
obliquely towards E; where if the Stone be again turned 
upon its Axle till it ſtands in the Poſition E F, with its 
repelling Point downwards, the Iſland will riſe obliquely 
towards F, where by directing the attracting end towards G, 
the Iſland may be carried to &, and from & to H, by turn- 
ing the Stone, fo as to make its repelling Extremity point 
directly downwards, And thus by changing the Scituati- 
on of the Stone as often as there is occaſion, the Ifland 
is made to riſe and fall by turns in an oblique Direction, 
and by thoſe alternate Riſings and Fallings (the Obliqui. 
being not conſiderable) is conveyed from one part of 
Dominions to the other. 

But it muſt be obferved, that this Iſland cannot move 
beyond. the extent of the Dominions below, nor can it 
oe above the height of four Miles. For which the Afro. 
nomers (who have written large Syſtems concerning the 
Stone) aſſign the following Reaſon : That the Magnetick 
Virtue does not extend beyond the diſtance of four Miles 
and that the Mineral which acts upon the Stone in the 
Bowels of the Earth, and in the Sea about fix Leagues 
diſtant from the Shoar, is not diffuſed through the whole 
Globe, but terminated with the Limits of the King's Do- 
minions; and it was eaſy from the great Advantage of 
ſuch a ſuperior Scituation, for a Prince to bring under 
his Obedience whateyer Country lay within the acti- 
on of that Magnet. 

When the Stone is put parallel to the Plane of the 
Horizon the Iſland ſtaudetli ſtill; for in that Caſe, tie 
Extremities of it being at equal diſtance from the Earth, 
act with equal Force; the one in drawing downwards, the 
other in puſhing upwards, and coulequently no Motion 
can enſue, | 

This Load-ſtone is under the Care of certain Aſtro- 
nomers, who from time to time give it ſuch Poſitions 
4s the Monarch directs. They ſpend the greateſt _ of 
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their Lives in obſerving the celeſtial Bodies, which they 
do by the Aſſiſtance of Glaſſes far excelling ours in Good. 
Heſs. For this Advantage hath enabled them to extend 
the Diſcoveries much farther than our Aſtronomers in 
Europe; for they have made a Catalogue of ten thouſand 
fixed Stars, whereas the largeſt of ours do not contain 
above one third Part of that Number. They have like. 
wiſe diſcovered two leſſer Stars, or Satellites which re. 
volve about Mars, whereof the innermoſt is diſtant from 
the Center of the primary Planet exactly three of his Dia- 
meters, and the outermoſt five; the former revolves in 
the ſpace of ten Hours, and the latter in twenty one and 
an half; ſo that the Squares of their Periodical Times 
are very near in the ſame Proportion with the Cubes of 
their diſtance from the Center of Mars, which evidently 
ſhews them to be governed by the ſame Law of Gravi- 
tation, that influences the other Heavenly Bodies. 

They have obferved Ninety-three different Comets, and 
ſettled their Periods with great Exactneſs. If this be true, 
Lage they affirm it with great Confidence) it is much to 

wiſhed that their Obſervations were made publick, 
whereby the Theory of Comets, which at preſent is very 
lame and defective, might be brought to the ſame Per- 
fection with other parts of Aſtronomy. 

The King would be the moſt abſolute Prince in the 
Univerſe, if he could but prevail on a Miniſtry to join 
with him; but theſe having their Eftates below on the 
Continent, and conſidering that the Office of a Favou- 
rite hath a very uncertain Tenure, would never conſent 
ro the enflaving their Country. 

If any Town ſhould engage in Rebellion or Mutiny, 
fall into violent Factions, or refuſe to pay the uſual Tri- 
bute, the King hath two MethoJs of reducing them to 
Obedience. The firſt and the mildeſt Courſe is by keep- 
ing the Iſland hovering over ſuch a Town, and the Lands 
about it, whereby he can deprive them of the Benefit of 
the Sun and the Rain, and conſequently afflict the Inha- 
bitants with Death and Diſeaſes. And if the Crime deſerve 
it, they are at the ſame time pelted from above with 
great Stones, againſt which they have no Defence but by 
creeping into Cellars or Caves, while the Roots of tier 
Houſes are beaten to pieces. But it they ftili ag 
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obſtinate, or offer to raiſe Inſurrections, he proceeds to 
the laſt Remedy, by letting the Iſland drop directly upon 
their Heads which makes a univerſal Deſtruction both of 
Houſes and Men, However, this is an Extremity to which 
the Prince is ſeldom driven neither indeed is he willing 
to put it in Execution, nor dare his Miniſters adviſe him 
to an Action, which as it would render them odious to 
the People, ſo it would be a great Damage to their own 
Eſtates, which lie all below, for the Ifland is the King's 
Demeſn. | 

But there is ſtill indeed a more weighty Reaſon, why 
the Kings of this Country haye been * averſe from 
executing ſo terrible an Action, unleſs upon the utmoſt 
Neceſſity. For if the Town intended to be deſtroyed ſhould 
have in it any tall Rocks, as it generally falls out in the 
larger Cities, a Scituation probably choſen at firſt with a 
View to prevent ſuch a Cataftrophe; or if it abound in 
high Spires or Pillars of Stone, a ſudden Fall might en- 
danger the Bottom or under Surface of the Iſland, which 
altho* it conſiſt as I have ſaid, of one entire Adamant two 
Hundred Yards thick, might happen to crack by too great 
aChoque, or burſt by approaching too near the Fires from 
the Houſes below, as the Backs both of Iron and Stone 
will often do tn our Chimneys. Of all this the People are 
well apprized, and underſtand how far to carry their Ob- 
ſtinacy, where their Liberty or Property is concerned. 
And the King, when he is higheſt provoked, and moſt 
determined to preſs a City to Rubbiſh, orders the Iſland to 
deſcend with great gentleneſs, out of a Pretence of Ten- 
derneſs to his People; but indeed for fear of bicaking the 
Adamantine Bottom; in which Caſe it is the Opinion of 
all their Philoſophers, that the Load-ſtone could no longer 
hold it up, and the whole Maſs would fall to the Ground. 

By a fundamental Law of this Realm, neither the 
King nor either of his two elder Sons are permitted to. 
leave the Ifland, nor the Queen till ſhe is paſt Childbear-

ceived by a great Lord, His Converſation with that 
Lord. 


LTHOUGH 1 cannot ſay that I was ill treated 

in this Ifland, yet I muſt confeſs I thought my 

too much neglected, not without ſome degree of Con- 

tempt. For neither Prince nor People appeared to be 

eurious in any part of Knowledge except Mathematicks 

and Muſick, wherein I was far their inferior, and upon 
that account very little regarded. 

On the other ſide, after having ſeen all the Curioſities 
ofthe Iſland, I was very defirous to leave it, being hear- 
tily weary of thoſe le. They were indeed excellent 
in two Sciences for which I have great Eſteem, and where- 
in I am not unverſed, but at the fame time ſo abſtracted 
and involved in Speculation that I never met with ſuch 
difagreeable Companions. I convers'd only with Wo- 
men, Tradeſmen, Flappers, and Court Pages during two 
Months of my Abode here, by which at laſt I render'd 
my ſelf extremely contempiible, yet theſe were the on- 
1 — from whom I could ever receive a reaſonable 

nſwer. 

I had obtained by hard Study a good degree of Know- 
ledge in their Language; I was weary of being confined 
to an Iſland where I received ſo little Countenance, and 
reſolved to leave it with the firſt Opportunity. 

There was a great Lord at Court, nearly related to 
the King, and for that reaſon alone uſed with Reſpect. 
He was univerſally reckoned the moſt ignorant and ſtu- 
pid Perſon among them. He had performed many emi- 
nent Services for the Crown; had great natural aad ac- 
quired Parts, adorned with Integrity and Honour, * 
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ſo ill an Ear for Muſick, that his Detractots reported he 
had been often known to beat Time in the Place; 
neither could his Tutors without extreme difficulty teach 
him to demonſtrate the moſt eaſy Propoſition in the Ma- 
thematicks. He was pleaſed to ſhew me many Marks of 
Fayour, often did me the Honour of a Viſit, deſired to 
be informed in the Affairs of Europe, the Laws an Cu- 
toms, the Manners and Learning ot the ſeveral Coun- 
ties where I had travelled. He liſtned to me with great 
Attention, and made very wiſe Obſervations on all I 
ſpoke. He had two Flappers attending him for State, 
but never made uſe of them except at Court, and in Vi- 
fits of Ceremony, and would always command them to 
withdraw when we were alone togerher. | 

[ entreated this illuſtrious Perſon to intercede in my 
behalf with his Majeſty for leave to depart, which he 
accordingly did, as he was pleaſed to tell me, with re- 
gret: For, indeed he had made me ſeveral Offers very 
advantageous, which however I refuſed with Expreſſions 
of the higheſt Acknowledgment. 

On the 16th Day of February, I took leave ef his Maje- 
ity and the Court. The King made me a Preſent to the 
value of about two hundred Pounds Engliſh, and my Pro- 
tector his Kinſman as much more, together with a Let- 
ter of Recommendation to a Friend of his in Lagado, the 
Metropolis; the Iſland being then hovering over a Moun- 
tain about two Miles from it, I was let down from the 
loweſt Gallery, in the ſame manner as I had been taken 


The Continent, as far as it is ſubject to the Monarch 


of the Flying and, paſſes under the general Name of 


Balnibarbi, and the Metropolis, as I ſaid before, is cal- 
led Lagado. I felt ſome little Satisfaction in finding my 
ſelf on firm Ground, I walked to the City without any 
coneern, being clad like one of the Natives, and ſuffici- 
ently inſtructed to converſe with them. 1 ſoon found out 
the Perſon's Houſe to whom I was recommended, pre- 
ſented my Letter from his Friend the Grandee in the Iſ- 
land, and was received with much Kindneſs. This great 
Lord, whoſe Name was Munodi, ordered me an Apart- 
ment in his own Houſe, where I continued during my 
ſtay, aud was entertained in a molt hoſpitable 3 

The 
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The next Morning after my Arrival he took me in his 
Chatiot to fee the Town, which is about half the big. 
neſs of London, but the Houſes very ſtrangely built, and 
moſt of them out of Repair. The People in the Streets 
walked faſt, looked wild, their Eyes fixed, and were ge- 
nerally in Rags. We paſſed through one of the Town. 
Gates, and went about three Miles into the Country, 
where I ſaw many Labourers working with ſeveral ſorts 
of Tools in the Ground, but was not able to conject. 
ure what they were about, neither did I obſerve any ex. 
pectation either of Corn or Graſs, — the Soil ap. 
peared to be excellent. I could not forbear admiring 
at theſe odd Appearances both in Town and Country, 
and I made bold to delice my Conductor, that he would 
be pleaſed to explain to me what could be meant by ſo 
many buſy Heads, Hands and Faces, both in the Streets 
and the Fields, becauſe I did not diſcover any good Effects 
they produced; but on the contrary, I never knew a Soil 
ſo unhappily cultivated, Houſes ſo ill contrived and ſo 
ruinous, or a People whoſe Countenauces and Habit ex- 
preſſed ſo much Miſery and Want. 

This Lord Mumodi was a Perſon of the firſt Rank, and 
had been ſome Years Governor of Lagads, but by a Ca. 
bal of Miniſters was diſcharged for Inſufficiency. How- 
ever the King treated him with Tenderneſs, as a well. 
meaning Man, but of a low contewptible Underſtand. 


ing. 

"When 1 gave that free Cenſure of the Country and 
its Innabitants, he made no further Anſwer than by te. 
ling me, that I had not been long enough among them 
to form a Judgment; and that the different Nations ot 
the World had different Cuſtoms, with other common 
Topicks to the ſame purpoſe. But when we returned 
to fis Palace, he asked me how liked the Building, 
what Abſurdities I obſerved, and what Quarrel 1 had 
with the Dreſs and Looks of his Domeſticks. This he 
might ſafely do, becauſe every thing about him was 
magnificent, regular and polite, I anſwered, that his 
Excellency's Prudence, Quality, and Fortune, had exemp— 
ted him from thoſe delects which Folly and Beggary ba 

roduced in others. He ſaid if I would go with him to 
E. Country Houſe about twenty Miles diltant, w mm his 

| Eſtate 
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Eſtate lay, there would be more leiſure for this kind of 
Converſation, I told his Excellency that I was entirely 


at his Diſpoſal, and accordingly we ſet out next Morn- 


During our Journey he made me obſerye the ſeveral 
Methods uſed by Farmers in managing their Lands, which 
to me were wholly unaccountable, for except in ſome 
very few Places, I could not diſcover one Ear of Corn 
or Blade of Graſs. But, in three Hours travelling, the 
Scene was wholly altered; we came into a molt beauti- 
ful Country ; Farmers Houſes at ſmall diſtances, neat- 
ly built, the Fields encloſed, containing Vineyards, Corn- 
grounds and Meadows. Neither do I remember to have 
ſeen a more delightful Proſpect. His Excellency obſer- 
ved my Countenance to clear up; he told me with a 
Sigh, that there his Eſtate began, and would continue the 
ſame till we ſhould come to his Houſe, That his Coun- 

men ridiculed and deſpis'd him for managing his Af- 
fairs no better, and for letting ſo ill an Example to the 
Kingdom, which however was followed by very few, 
ſuch as were old and wilful, and weak like himſelf. 

We came at length to the Houſe, which was indeed a 
noble Structure, built according to the beſt Rules of an- 
cient Architecture. The Fountains, Gardens, Walks, A- 
venues, and Groves were all diſpoſed with exact Judg- 
ment and Taſte, I gave due Praiſes to every thing I 
ſaw, whereof his Excellency took not the leaſt Notice 
till after Supper, when, there being no third Compani- 
on, he told me with a very melancholy Air, that he 
doubted he muſt throw down his Houſes in Town and 
Country, to rebuild them after the preſent Mode, de- 
ftroy all his Plantations, and caſt others in ſuch a Form 
as modern Uſage required, and give the ſame Directions 
to all his Tenants, unleſs he would ſubmir ro incur the 
Cenſure of Pride, Singularity, Affectation, Ignorance, 
Caprice, and perhaps encreaſe his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure. 

That the Admiration I appeared to be under, would 
ceaſe or dininiſh when he had informed me of ſome 
Particulars, which probably I never heard of at Court, 
the People there being roo much taken up in their own 
Speculatious, to have regard to What pailed here below. 
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The Sum of his Diſcourſe was to this Effect. That: 
about Forty Years ago, certain Perſons went up to La. 
puta either upon Buſineſs or Diverſion, and after five 
Months continuance came back with a very little ſmatter. 
ing in Mathematicks, but full of Volatile Spirits acquired 
in that Airy Region. That theſe Perſons upon their Re. 
turn began to diſlike the Management of every thing be. 
low, and fell into Schemes of putting all Arts, Sciences, 
Languages, and Mechanicks upon a new Foot. To this 
End they procured a Royal Patent for erecting an Acad:. 
my of PROJECTORS in Lagado; And the Humour pre. 
vailed ſo ſtrongly among the People, that there is not a 
"Town of any Conſequence in the Kingdom without ſuch 
an Academy, In theſe Colleges, the Profeſſors contrive 
new Rules and Methods ef Agriculture and Building, and 
new Inſtruments and Tools for all Trades and Manu. 
factures, whereby, as they undertake, one Man ſhall do 
the Work of ten; a Palace may be built in a Week, ct 
Materials fo durable as to laſt for ever without repairing. 
All the Fruits of the Earth ſhall come to Maturity at what. 
ever Seaſon we think fit to chuſe, and increaſe an Hun. 
dred Fold more than they do at preſent, with innumer- 
able other happy Propoſals. The only Inconvenience 
is, that none of theſe Projects are yet brought to Perfect. 
on, and in the mean time the whole Country lies miſ-1- 
ably waſt, the Houſes in Ruins, and the People without 
Food or Clothes. By all which, inſtead of being diſcoura- 
zed, they are fifty times more violently bent upon pro- 
——— their Schemes, driven equally on by Hope and 
Deſpair; That as for himſelf, being not of an Enter- 
prizing Spirit, he was content to go on in the old Forms, 
to live in the Houſes his Anceſtors had built, and A& 
as they did in every part of Life without Innovation. 
That * few other Perſons of Quality and Gentry had 
done the ſame, but were looked on with an Eye of Con- 
tempt and III Will, as Enemies to Art, ignorant, and i! 
Commonwealth's-men, preferring their own Eaſe and 
Sloth before the general Improvement of their Coun- 


His Lordſhip added, that he would not by ary furt! cr 
Particulars prevent the Pleaſure I ſhould certainly take 
in viewing the grand Academy, whither he was reio!ved 
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1 ſhould go. He only deſired me to obſerve a ruined 
Building upon the fide of a Mountain about three Miles 
diſtant, of which he gave me this Account, That he 
had a very convenient Mill witlin half a Mile of his 
Houſe, turned by a Current from a large River, and ſuf- 
ficient for his own Family as well as a great number of 
kis Tenants. That, about ſeven Years avo, a Club of 
thoſe Projectors came to him with Propoſals to deſtroy 
this Mill, and buiid another on the fide of that Moun- 
tain, on the long Ridge whereof a long Canal mult be 
cut far a Repoſitory of Water, to be conveyed up by 
Pipes and Engines to ſupply the Mill: Becauſe che Wind 
and Air — a Height agitated the Water, and thereb 
made it fitter for Motion: And becauſe the Water de- 
ſcending down a Declivity would turn the Mill with half 
the Current of a River whoſe Courſe is more upon a 
Level. He faid, that being then not very well with the 
Court, and preſſed by many of his Friends, he complied 
with the Propoſal; and after employing an hundred Men 
for two Years, the Work miſcarried, the Projectors went 
off, laying the blame entircly upon him, railing at him 
ever ſince, and putting others upon the ſame Experiment, 
rith equal Allurance ot Succets, as well as equal Diſap- 
pointment, 

In a few Days we came back to Town, and his Ex- 
ceilency, conſidering the bad Character he had in the Aca- 
demy, would not go with me himſelf, but recommend- 
ed me to a Friend of bis to bear me Company thither. 
My Lord was pleafei to repreſent m2 as a great Adu, irer 
of Projects, and a Perſon of much Curioſity and cue 
Beliet, which indeed was not without Truth, tor I bad 
my felt been a fort of a Projector in my younger Days. 
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Lhe Author permitted to ſee the grand Academy of Lagado. 
The Academy largely deſcribed. The Arts wherein the 
Profeſſors eriploy themſelves. 


HIS Academy is not an entire ſingle Building, 

but a Continuation of ſeveral Houſes on both 

ſides of a Street, which growing waſte was purchaſed and 
applied to that Uſe, 

I was received very kindly by the Warden, and went 
for many Days to the Academy. Every Room hath in 
it one or more Projectors, and I believe I could not be 
in fewer than five hundred Rooms. 

The firſt Man I ſaw was of a meagre Aſpect, with ſoo- 
ty Hands and Face, his Hair and Beard long, ragged and 
Unged in feveral places, His Clothes, Shirt, and Skin 
were all of the ſame Colour, He had been eight Years 
upon a Project for extracting Sun-beams out of Cucum- 
bers, which were to be put into Vials hermetically ſeal- 
ed, and let out to warm the Air in raw inclement Sum- 
mers. He told me, he did not doubt in eight Years 
more, he ſhould be able to ſupply the Governor's Gar- 
dens with Sun-ſhine at a reaſonable Rate; but he com- 
rung that his Stock was low, and entreated me to give 

im ſomething as an Encouragement ro Ingenuity, eſpe- 
cially ſince this had been a very dear Seaſon for Cucum- 
bers. I made him a ſmall Preſent, for my Lord had fur- 
niſhed me with Money on purpoſe, becauſe he knew their 
Practice of begging from all who go to ſee them. 

1 went into another Chamber, but was ready to ha- 
Men back, being almoſt overcome wih a horrible Sunk. 
My Conductor preſſed me forward, conjuring me in a 
W hiiper to give no oftence, Which would be highly re- 
{ented, and therefore J durſt not ſo much as top my Noe. 
The Projector of this Cell was the moſt antient Student 
ot tie Academy, His Face and Beard were of a pale 
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Yellow; his Hands and Clothes dawbed over with Filth. 
When 1 was preſented to him, he gave me a very cloſe 
Embrace (a Compliment I could well have excuſed.) 
His Employment from his firſt coming into the Academ 
was an Operation to reduce human Excrement to its ori- 
inal Food, by ſeparating the ſeveral Parts, removing 
* Tincture which it receives from the Gall, making the 
Odour exhale, and {cumming off the Saliva. He had 2 
weekly Allowance from the Society of a Veſſel filled with 
human Ordure, about the bigneſs of a Briſtol Barrel, 

I ſaw another at work to calcine Ice into Gun-Pow- 
der, who likewiſe ſhewed me a Treatiſe he had written 
concerning the Malleability of Fire, which he intended 
to publiſh, 

There was a moſt ingenious Architect who bad con- 
trived a new Method for building Houſes, by beginning 
ar the Roof and working downwards to the Foundation, 
which he juſtified to me by the like Practice of thoſe two- 
prudent Inſects, the Bee and the Spider. 

There was a Man born blind, who had ſeveral Ap- 
prentices in his own Condition: Their Employment was 
to mix Colours for Painters, which their Maſter taught 
them to diſtingniſh by feeling and ſinelling. It was in- 
deed my Misfortune to find them at that time not very 
perfect in their Leſſons, and the Proteflor himſelf haps 
pened to be 17 miſtaken: This Artiſt is much en- 
couraged and eſteemed by the whole Fraternity. 

In another Apartment I was highly pleaſed with a 
Projector, who had found a Device of Plowing the 
Ground with Hogs, to ſave the Charges or Plows, Cat- 
tle, and Labour. The Method is this; In an Acre of 
Ground you bury at fix Inches diftance, and eight deep, 
a quantity of Acorns, Dates, Cheſnuts, and other >Laſbe 
or Vegetables, whereot theſe Animals are fondeſt; then 
vou drive fix hundred or more of them into the Field. 
where in a few dars they will root up the whole Ground 
in ſearch of their Food, and make it fit for Sowing, at 
the ſame time manuring it with their Dung; it is rus, 
pon Experiment, they found the Charge and Trouble 
very great, and they had little or no Crop. However, 
' is not doubred that this Invention may be capable ot 
great Improvement. 
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I went into another Room, where the Walls and Call. 
ing were all hung round with Cobwebs, except a nar. 
row Paſlage for the Artiſt to go in and out. At my En. 
trance he called aloud to me not to diſturb his Webs, 
He lamented the fatal Miſtake the World had been ſo 
long in of uſing Silk-Worms, while we had ſuch plenty 
of Domeſltick Inſects, who infinitely excelled the former, 
becauſe they .underſtood how to weave as well as pin, 
And he propoſed farther, that by employing Spiders, the 
Charge of dying Silks ſhould be wholly ſaved, whereof 
1 was fully convinced when he ſhewed me a vaſt num- 
ber of Flies moſt beautifully coloured, wherewith he ted 
his Spiders, afſuring us, that the Webs would take a 
Tincture from them; and as he had them of all Hues, le 
hoped to fit every Body's Fancy, as ſoon as he coul! 
find proper Food for the Flies of certain Gums, One, 
and other glutinous Matter to give a Strength and Con!:. 
{tence to the Threads. „ 

There was an Aſtronomer who had undertaken to 
place a Sun-Dial upon the great Weather-Cock on te 
Tow n-Houſe, by adjuſting the annual and diurnal Rlo— 
tions of the Earth and Sun, fo as to anſwer and co0i:- 
cide with all accidental Turnings by the Wind. 

I was complaining of a wald of the Cholick, upon 
which my Conductor led me into a Room, where a 


great Phyſician reſided, who was famous for curing that 


Diſeaſe by contrary Operations trom the ſame Inftru- 
ment. He had a large pair of Bellows with a long len- 
der Muzzle of Ivory. This be conveyed eizlt laches 
up tle Anus, and drawing in the Wind, he attirmed le 
could make the Guts as lank as a dried Bladder, et 
when the Diſeaſe was more ſtubborn and violent, he ic: 
in the Muzzle while the Bellows were full of Wir; 
which he diſcharged into the Bogy of the Patient, cn 
withdrew the Inſtrument to repleniſu ir, clapping 1 
Thumb ſtrongly againſt the Orit ee of the Fund amen; 
and this being repeated three or tor times, the ade 
titious Wind would ruſh our, bringing the noxious along 
with ir (like Water put into a Pump) and the Patient re— 
cover, 1 ſaw hin try both Experiments upon a Dos, 


but could not diſcern any Eflect trom the former. 


ter the latter, the Animal was ready to burſt, and made 


a 
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ſo violent a Diſcharge, as was very offenſive to me and 
my Companions. "The Dog died on the Spot, and we 
lelt the Doctor endeayouring to recover him by the fame 
Operation. 

I vifited many other Apartments, but ſhall not trouble 
my Reader with all the Curiotizies 1 obſerved, being 
ſtudious of Brevit v.

the fiſt to ſow Land with Ch alf, wherein he affirmed 
the tfue ſeminal Virtue to be contained, as he demon- 
ſtrated by ſeveral Experiments which I was not skilful 
enough to comprehend, The other was, by a certain 
Compoſition of Gums, Minerals, and Vegetables out- 
wardly applied, to prevent the growth of Wool upon 
two young Lambs; and he ho; ed in a rea/onavle time 
to propagate the Breed of nake: Sheep all over the King- 
om.

The firſt Profeſſor I ſaw was in a very large Room, 
with forty Pupils about him.

edge by practical and mechanical Operations, Dur the 
World would ſoon be ſenſible of les Uchalnef „ and j1- 
flattered himſell' that a more noble exalted Thony'n never

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ſprung in any other Man's Head. Every one knew how 
laborious the uſual Method is of attaining to Arts and 
Sciences; whereas by his Contrivance, the moſt igno- 
rant Perſon at reaſonable Charge, and with a little bodil 

Labour, may write both in Philoſophy, Poetry, Poll. 
ticks, Law, Mathematicks and Theology, without the 
leaſt Aſſiſtance from Genius or Study. He then led me 
to the Frame, about the ſides whereof all his Pupils 
ttood in Ranks. It was twenty Foot ſquare, placed in 
the middle of the Room. The Superficies was compoſed 
of ſeveral bits of Wood, about the bigneſs of a Dye, 
but ſome larger than others. They were all linked toge- 
mer by flender Wires, Theſe bits of Wood were cover- 
ed on every Square with Paper paſted on them, and on 
meie Papers were written ail the Words of the r Lan- 
zunge in their ſeveral Moods and Tenſes, and Declen- 
nons, but without any Order. The Profeſſor then de- 
tired me to obſerve, tor he was going to ſet his Engine 
ar Work. The Pup at nis Command took each of 
tem hold of an lron Handle, whereof there were forty 
Hred remid ze Edves of the Frame, and giving them a 
aden Turn, the whole Dilpciirion of the Words was 
Ecxire'y changed. He chen commanded ie ana rug? 
of the Lads :o read the ſeveral Lines ſoftly as they ap. 
peared upon the Frame; and where they found three or 
four Words together that might make part of a Sentence, 
they dictated to the tour remaining Boys who were 
Scribes, Tüis Work was repeated three or four times, 
and at every turn the Engine was fo contrived, that the 
Words ſhitted into new places, or the ſquare bits of 
Wood moved upſide down. 

Six hours a day the young Students were employ'd in 
this Labour, and the Profeſſor ſhewed me ſeveral Vo- 
lumes in large Folio already collected, of broken Sen- 
tences, which he intended to piece together, and out of 
thofe rich Materials to give the World a compleat Body 
ef all Arts and Sciences; which however might be ſtill 
improved, and much expedited, if the Publick would 
raiſe a Fund for making and employing five hundred 
uch Frames in Lagado, and oblidge the Managers to con- 
Mime in common their ſeveral Collections, 
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He aſſured me, that this Invention had employ'd all 
his Thoughts from his Youth, that he had employ'd the 
whole Vocabulary into his Frame, and made the irideſt. 
Computation of he general Proportion there is in the 
Book between the Numbers of Particles, Nouns, and 
Verbs, and other Parts of Speech, 

I made my humbleft Acknowledgement to this illuſtri- 
ous Perſon tor his great Communicativeneſs, and pro- 
miſed if ever I had the good Fortune to return to my 
Native Country, that L would do him Juſtice, as the ſole 
Inventor of this wonderful Machine; the Form and Con- 
trivance of which I deſired leave to delineate upon Pa- 
pet as in the Figure here annexed, I told him, although 
it were the Cuſtom of our Learned in Exrope to ſteal In. 
ventions from each other, who had thereby ar leaſt this 
adyantage, that it became a Controverſy. which was the 
right Owner; yet I would take ſuch Caution, that he 
ſhould have the Honour entire without a Rival, 

We next went to the School of Language, where 
three Profeflors fate in Conſultation upon improving 
that of their own Country. 

The firſt Proje& was to ſhorten Diſcourſe by cutting 
Polyſyllables into one, and leaving out Verbs and Parti- 
ciples, becauſe in reality all things imaginable are but 
Nouns. 

The other was a Scheme for entirely aboliſhing all 
Words whatſoever; and this was urged as a great Ad- 
vantage in point of Health as well as Brevity. For, it 
is plain, that every Word we ſpeak is in ſome Degree a 
Diminution of our Lungs by Corroſion, and conſe- 
quently contributes to the ſhortening of our Lives. An 
Expedient was therefore offered, that ſince Words are 
an Names for Things, it would be more convenient

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People. However, many of the moſt Learned and 
Wiſe adhere to the New Scheme of expreſſing themſely es 
by Things, which hath only this Inconyenience attending 
ir, that it a Man's Buſineſs be very great, and of various 
kinds, he mult be oblidged in Proportion to carry a grea. 
ter Bundle of Things upon his Back, unleſs he can afford 
one or two (trong Servants to attend him, I have often 
| beheld two of thoſe Sages almoſt inking under the 
Weight of their Packs, like Pedlers among us; who 
when they met in the Streets, would lay down their 
Loads, open their Saddles and hold Converſation for an 
Hour toyether ; then put up their Implements, help each 
veher to reſume their Burthens, and take their Leave. 

But for ſhort Converſations a Man may carry Imple- 
ments in his Pockets and under his Arms, enough to ſup- 

ly hin, and in his Houſe he cannot be at a ols; There- 
os the Room where Company meet who practice this 
Art, is full of all Ling, ready at Hand, requiſite to ſu:- 
niſh Matter for this kind of Artificial Converſe. 

Another great Advantage propoſed by this Invention, 
was that it would ſerve as au Univerſal Language to be 
underſlood in all civilized Nations, whoſe Goods and 
Utenſils are generally of the ſame kind, or nearly reſem. 
: bling, ſo that their Uſes might eaſily be comprehended. 
And the Embaſſadors would be qualified to treat with fo.

N the School of Political Projectors I was but ill en- 

tertained, the Profeſſors appearing in my judgment 
wholly out of their Senſes, which is a Scene that never 
fails to make me melancholy. Theſe unhappy People 
were propoſing Schemes for perſwading® Monarchs to 
chuſe Favourites upon the Score of their Wiſdom, Capa- 
city and Virtue, of teaching Miniſters to conſult the Pub- 
lick Good; of rewarding Xerit, great Abilities and emi- 
nent Services; of inſtructing Princes to know cheir true 
Intereſt by placing it on the ſame Foundation with that 


of their People: Of chuſing for Employments Perſons 


qualified to exerciſe them; with many other wild impoſ- 

ble Chimæras, that never entered before into the Heart 
of Man to conceive, and confirmed in me the old Ob- 
fervation, that there is nothing ſo extravagant. and irra- 
tional wiuch ſome Philoſophers had not maintained for 
Truth. 

But, kowever I fhall ſo far do Juſtice to this Part of 
the Academy, as to acknowledge that all of them were 
not ſo viſionary. There was a moſt ingenious Doctor 
who ſecined to be perfectly verſed in the whole Nature 
and Syſtem of Government, This illuſtrious Perſon had 
very uſeſuſly employed his Studies in finding out effectu- 
al-KemeZies for all Diſeaſes and Corruptions; to which 
the ſeveral kinds of publick Adminiſtration are ſubject by 
the Vices or Infirmities of thoſe who govern, as well as 
by the Liceutiouſneſs of thoſe who are to obey.

When Parties in a State are violent, he offered a wan- 
derful Contrivance to reconcile them.

For he argued thus; that 
the two half Brains being left to debate the Matter be- 
tween themſelves within the Space of one Scull, would 
ſoon come to a good Underſtanding, and produce that 
Moderation as well as Regularity of thinking, ſo much to 
be wiſhed for in the Heads of thoſe, who imagine they 
come into the Werld only to watch and goyern its Mo- 
tion: And as to the Difference of Brains in Quantity or 
Quality, among thoſe wio are Directors in Faction; the 
Doctor aſſured us from his own Knowledge, that it was 
a perfect Trifle. :

dubdrib, about five Leagues off to the South-Weſt, He 
offered himſelf and a Friend ro accompany me, and 
that I ſhould be provided with a ſmall convenient Barque

Glubdubariv, as nearly as I can interpret the Word, 
ſignifies the Iſland of Sorcerers or Magicians, Ii is about 
one third as large as the Iſle of gr, and extremely 
Fruitful: It is governed by the Head of a certain Tribe, 
who are all Magicians, This Tribe marries only among 
each other, — the eldeſt in Succeſſion is Prince or Go- 
yernor, He hath a noble Palace, and a Park of about 
three thoufand Acres, ſurrounded by a Wall of hewn 
Stone, twenty Foot high. In this Park are ſeveral ſmal- 
ler Incloſures, for Cattle, Corn, and Gardening, 

The Governor and his Family are ſerved and attended 
by Domeſticks of a kind ſomewhat unuſual. By his Skill 
in Necromancy, he hath a power of calling whom he 
pleaſeth from the Dead, and commanding their Service 


for twenty four. Hours, but no longer; nor can he 2 
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the ſame Perſons up again in leſs than three Months, ex- 
cept upon very extraordinary Occaſions, 
When we arriyed at the Iſland, which was about 
Eleven in the Morning, one of the Gentlemen who ac- 
companied me, went to the Governor and deſired ad. 
mittance for a Stranger, who came on purpoſe to have 
the Honour of attending on his. Highneſs, This was 
immediately granted, and we all three entred the Gate of 
the Palace between two Rows of Guards, armed and 
dreſſed after a very antick manner, and ſomething in 
their Countenances that made Fleſh creep with a 
Horror I cannot expreſs, We paſſed through ſeveral 
Apartments between Seryants of the ſame ſort, ranked 
on each ſide as before, till we came to the Chamber of 
Preſence, where after three Obeyſances, and a few ge- 
neral Queſtions, we were permitted to fit on three Stools 
near the loweſt Step of his Highneſs's Throne, He un- 
derſtood the Language of Balnibarbi, although it were 
different from that of his Iſland. He deſired me to give 
bim ſome account of my Travels; and to let me ſee thit 
1 ſhould be treated without Ceremony, he diſmiſſed all 
his Attendants, with a tura of his Finger, at wl.ich to 
my great Aſtoniſnment they yanquiſhed in an Inſtanr, 
like Viſions in a Dream, when we awake on a ſudden, I 
could not recover my felt in ſome time, till the Gover- 
nor aſſured me that I ſhould receive no hurt; and obſer- 
ving my two Companions to be under no Concern, who 
had been often entertained in the ſame manner, I began 
to take Courage, and related to his Righnefs a ſhort Mi- 
{tory of my ſeveral Adventures, yet not without ſome 
Heſitation, and frequently looking behind me to the 
Place where I had ſeen thoſe Domeſtick Speres, [ 
had the Honour to dine with the Goyernor, where a 
new Set. of Ghoſts ſerved up the Meat, and waited ac 
Table. I now obſerved my ſelf to be lefs terrified than 
I had been in the Morning, I ftay2d*till. Sun-ſer, bur 
humbly deſired lis Highneſs to excuſe me for not accep:- 
ing his Invitation of lodging in the Palace. My two 
Friends and I lay at a private Houſe in the Town :2- 
joining, Whicl is the Capital of this little INand; and te 
next Morniug we returned to pay our Duty to the Gv- 
vernor, as lie was pleaſed to command us. f 
After 
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After this manner we continued in the Iſland for ten 
Days, moſt part of every Day with the Governor, and 
at Ni bt in our Lodging. I ſoon grew fg familiarized to 
the fight of Spirits, that after the third or fourth time 
= pave me no Emotion at all; or if 1 had any Ap- 
rehenfions left, my Curioſity prevailed over them. For 
is Highnefs the Governor ordered me to call up what- 
ever Perſons I would chuſe to name, and in whatever 
Numbers among all the Dead from the beginning of the 
World to the preſent time, and command them to an- 
ſwer any Queſtions I ſhould think fit to ask; with this 
condition, my Queſtions muſt be confined within 
the compaſs of the times they lived in. And one thing 
Fn depend upon, that they would certainly tell me 

„for Lying was a Talent of no uſe in the lower 
World, args. 

I made my humble Acknowledgments to his Highneſs 
for ſo great a Favour, We were in a Chamber, from 
whence there was a fair Proſpect into the Park. And be- 
cauſe my firſt Inclinations was to be entertained with 
Scenes of Pomp and Magnificence, I defired to ſee Alex- 
ander the Great, at the Head of his Army, juſt after the 
Battle of Arbela, which upon a Motion of the Gover- 
nor's Finger immediately appeared in a large Field under 
the Window, where we ſtood. Alexander was called tp 
in the Room: It was with great difficulty that I under- 
ſtood his Greek, and had but little of my own. He aſ- 
ſured me upon bis Honour that he was not Poiſoned,

Country, and general Benevolence for Mankind in every 
Lineament of his Countenance. 1 obſerved with muci: 
pleaſure, that theſe two Perſuns were in good Intell; 
gence with each other, and Cæſar freely confeſſed to me, 
that the greateſt Actions of his own Life, were not 
equal by many Degrees to the Glory of taking it away, 
1 had the Honour to have much Converſation with 3». 
tus, and was told that his Anceſtors Junius, Socrate:, 
Epaminondas, Cato the Younger, Sir Thomas More and 
himſelf, were perpetually together: A Sextumvirate to 
which all the Ages of the World cannot add a Seventh. 
It would be tedious to trouble the Reader with rela: 
ing what vaſt numbers of Illuſtrious Perſons were calle 
ap, to gratify that inſatiable Deftre I had to fee the 
World in every Period of Antiquiry placed before me. 
I chiefly ted mine Eyes with beholding the Deſtroyers of 
Tyrants and Uſurpers, and the Reſtorers of Liberty to 
oppreſſed and injured Nations.

tors; but theſe were ſo numerous that ſome hundreds 
were forced to attend in the Court and outward Room: 
of the Palace. I knew and could diſtinguiſh thoſe two 
Heroes at firſt ſight, not only from the Croud, but from 
each other, Homer was the taller and comelier Perſon 
of the two, walked very ere& for one of his Age, and 
his Eyes were the moſt quick and piercing I ever behe!d. 
Ariſiots 
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Ariftotle ſtooped much, and made uſe of a Staff. His 
Viſage was meagre, his Hair lank and thin, and his 
Voice hollow. 1 foon diſcovered that both of them were 
petfect Strangers to the reſt of the Company, and had 
never ſeen or heard of them before. And I had a Whiſ- 
per from a Ghoſt, who ſhall be nameleſs, that 'theſe 
Commentators always kept in the moſt diſtant Qnartefs 
from their Principals in the lower World, through a 
Conſciouſneſs of Shame and Guilt, becauſe they had ſo 
horribly miſrepreſented the meaning of thoſe Authors to 
Poſternty. 1 introduced Didymus and Euſtathius to Ho- 
mer, and prevailed on him to treat them better than per- 
haps they deſerved, for be ſoon found they wanted a 
Genius to enter into the Spirit of a Poet. But Arioſtele 
was out of all Patience with the account I gave him of 
Scotus and Ramm, as I preſented them to — and he 
asked them whether the reſt of the Tribe were as great 
Dunces as themſelves. 5 

I then deſired the Governor to call up Deſcartes and 
Gaſſendi, with whom I prevailed to explain their Syſtems 
to Aiſtotle. This great Philoſopher freely acknowledg- 
ad his own Miſtakes in Natura! Philzfopty, becauſe he 
proceeded in many things upon Conjecture, as all Men 
mult do; and he found, that Gaſendi, who had made 
the Doctrine of Epicurus as palatable as he could, and 
the Portices of Deſcartes were equally exploded. He pre- 
dicted the ſame Fate to Attraction, whereof the preſent 
Learned are ſuch zealous Aſſertors. He ſaid, that new 
Syſtems of Natare were but new Faſhions, which would 
yary in m Age; and even thofe who pretend to de- 
monſtrate them from Mathematical Principles, would 
flouriſh but a ſhort Period of time, and be out of Vogue 
when that was determined. 

[ ſpent five Days in converſing with many others of 
the antient Learned. I faw moſt of che ſirſt Roman Em- 
erors, I prevailed on the Governor to call up Elioga- 
ulas's Cooks to dreſs us a Dinner, but they could nor 
ſhew as much of their Skill, for want of Materials. A 
Helot of Agefilaus made us a Diſh of Spartan Broth, but 
L was not able to get down a ſecond Spovantul,

The two Gentlemen who conducted me to the 111, 
were preſſed by their private Affairs to return in three 
Days, which I employed in ſeeing ſome of the modern 
Dead, who had made the greateſt Figure for two or three 
hundred Years paſt in our own and other Countries ct 
Eurofe; and having been always a great Admirer of ol 
illuſtrious Families, I defired the Governor would ca!

Inger on ſo nice a Subje&, Bur as to Counts, Marque. 
ſes, Dukes, Earls, and the like I was not fo ſerupulous 
And I confeſs it was not without ſome Pleaſure that! 
tound my ſelf able to trace the particular Featm es, b. 
which certain Families are diftinguiſhed up to their O. 
Zinals. I could plainly diſcover from whence one Fami. 
y derives a long Chin, why a ſec:nd hath abounded wir! 
Knaves for two Generations, and Fools for two more; 
why a third happened to be crack-brained, and a fourth 
to be Sharpers. Whence it came that Polydore Virgil 
ſays of certain creat Houſe, Nec Fir fortis, nee Fm 
Caſta, - How Cruelty, Falſhood, and Cowardice grew to 
be Characteriſticks by which certain Families are diſtis. 
euiſhed as much as by their Coat of Arms. Who fie 
brought the Pox into a noble Houſe, Winch hath lineal 
deſcended in ſerophulous Tumours to their Poiterirr, 
Neither could I wonder at all this, when I ſaw ſuch an 
Interruption of Lineages by Pages, Lacqueys, Valets, 
Coachmen, Gamz?iters, Captains, and Piek-pockets. 

I was chiefly diſguſted with modern Hiſtory, For bav- 
ing ſtrictly examined all the Perſons of greateſt Name 
in the Courts of Princes for an hundred Years pait, | 
found how the Wo:1d had been miſled by proſtitute W. ti. 
ters, to preſcribe te greateſt Exploits in War to Cow. 
arde, the wiſeſt Counſel to Fools, Sincerity to Flatterers, 
Rome Virtue to Betrayers of their Country, Piety to 
Atheiſts, Chaſtity to Sodomites, Truth to 'Informe:: 
How many innocent and excellent Pertons had been con. 
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demned to Death or Baniſhment, by tlie practiſing of 
great Miniſters upon the Corruption of Judges, and the 
Malice ot Factioas? How many Villains had been exal- 
ted to the higheit Places of Truſt, Power, Dignity, and 
Profit? How great a ſhare in the Motions and Events of 
Courts, Councils, aud Senates might be challenged by 
Bawds, Whores, Pimps, Paralites, and Buffoons? How 
low an Opinion I had of human Wiſdom and Integrity, 
when 1 was truly informed of the Springs and Motives of 
great Enterprizes and Revolutions in the World, and of 
the contemptible Accidents to which they owed their Suc- 
cels. | | | 

Here I diſcoyered the Roguery and Ignorance of thoſe 
who pretend to write Accndotes, or ſecret Hiſtory who 
ſend ſo many Kings to their Graves with a Cup of Poi— 
ſon ; will repeat the Diſcourſe between a Prince and 
Chick Miniſter, where no Witneſs was by, unlock the 
Thoughts and Cabinets of Embaſſadors and Secretaries of 
State, and have the perpetual Misfortune to be miſtaken, 
Uere I diſcovered the ſecret Cauſes of many great Events 
that have ſurprized the World, how a Whore can govern 
the Back-ſtairs, the Back-ſtairs a Council, and the Coun- 
eil a Senate. A General confeſſed in my Preſence, that 
he got a Victory purely by the force of Cowardice and

and I contined my Enquiry to a very modern Period: 
However, without grating upon preſent times, becauſe 1 
would be ſure to give no Offence evento Foreigne:s (for 
I tope tne Reader need not be told that 1 do not in the 
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leaſt intend my own 2 in what 1 ſay upon this 
occaſion) a great number of Perſons concerned were 
called up, 1 upon a very flight Examination, difcover- 
ed ſuch a Scene of Infamy, that I cannot reflect upon it 
without ſome Seriouſneſs. Perjury, Oppreſſion, Subor. 
nat ion, Fraud, Pandariſm, and the like Infrmities were 
amongſt the moſt excuſable Arts they had to mention, 


and for theſe 1 gave, as it was reaſonable, great Allow. 


ance. But when ſome confeſſed they owed their Great. 
neſs and Wea'th to Sodomy or Inceſt, others to the pro. 
ſtituting of their own Wives and Daughters; others to 
the betraying of their Country or their Prince; ſome to 
Poiſoning, more to the perverting of Juſtice in order to 
deſtroy the Innocent: I hope 1 may be pardoned if theſe 
Diſcoveries inclined me a little to abate of that profound 
Veneration which I am naturally apt to pay to Perſons 
of high Rank, who ought to be treated with the utmoſt 
Reſpe& due to their ſublime Dignity, by us their Infe- 
riors. 

I had often read of ſome great Services done to Prin- 
ces and States, and defired to fee the Perſons by whom 
thoſe Services were performed. [pon enquiry I was told 
that their Names were to be found on no Record, ex- 
cept a few of them whom Hiſtory hath repreſented as the 
vileſt Rogues and Traitors, As to the reſt, I had never 
once heard of them. They all appeared with dejected 
Looks, and in the meaneſt Habit, moſt of them telling 
me they died in Poverty and Diſgrace, and the reſt on a 
Scaffold or a Gibbet. 

Among the reſt there was one Perſon whoſe Caſe ap- 
peared a little fingular. He had a Youth abour eighteen 
Years old ſtanding by his fide. He told me he had tor 
many Years been Commander of a Ship, and in the Sca- 
Fight at Actium, had the good Fortune to break thro' tie 
Enemy's great Line of Battle, fink three of their Capital 
Ships, and take a fourth, which was the ſole Cauſe of 
Anthony's Flight, and of the Victory that enſued; that 
the Youth ſtanding by him, his only Son, was killed in 
the Action. He added, that upon the Confidence of 
iome Merit, the War being at an end, he went to Rewe, 
and ſolicited at the Court of Auguſtus to be preferred to 
a greater Ship, whole Commander had been killed; but 
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without any regard to his Pretenſions, it was given to a 
Youth who had never ſeen the Sea, the Son of a Liberti- 
, who waited on one of the Emperor's Miſtreſſes. Re- 
turning back to his own Veſſel, he was charged with ne- 
gect of Duty, and the Ship given to a fayourite Page of 
Publicola the Vice Admiral; whereupon he retired to a 
vor Farm, at a great diſtance from Rome, and there en- 
ded his Life. I was ſo curious to know the Truth of 


tis Story, that L deſired Agrippa might be called, who 


was Admiral in that Fight. He appeared and confirmed 
me whole Account, but with — more Advantage to 
the Captain, whoſe Modeſty had extenuated or conceal- 
ed a great part of his Merit, 

I was ſurprized to find Corruption grown ſo high and 
ſo quick in that Empire, by the force of Luxury fo late- 
ly introduced, which made me leſs wonder at many pa- 
rallel Caſes in other Countries, where Vices of all kinds 
have reigned ſu much longer, and where the whole 
Praiſe as well as Pillage hath been engroſſed by the chief 
Commander, who, perhaps, had the leaſt Title to ei- 
ther, 

As every Perſon called np made exactly the ſame ap- 
pearance he had done in the World, it gave me melan- 
choly Reflexions to obſerve how much the Race of hu- 
man kind was degenerate among us, within theſe hun- 
ied Years paſt. How the Pox under all its Conſequen- 
ces and Denominations had altered every Lineament of 
an Englih Countenance, ſhortned the ſize of Bodies, un- 
braced the Nerves, relaxed the Sinews and Muſcles, in- 
troduced a fallow Complexion, and rendered the Fleſk 
ooſe and Raucid. 

I deſcended ſo low as to defire that fome Exglih Yeo- 
men of the old ſtamp, might be ſummoned to appear, 
ence ſo famous for the Simplicity of their Manners, Diet 
and Dreſs, for Juſtice in their Dealings, fot their true 
Spirit of Liberty, for their Valour and Love of their 
Country, Neither could I be wholly unmov'd after 
comparing the Living with the Dead, when I conſidered 
how all theſe pure native Virtues were proſtituted for 
a piece of Money by their Grand-caildren, who in ſelling 
their Votes, and managing at Elections have acquired 
every Vice and Corruption that can poſi bly be learned 
u a Court.

* HE Day for Departure being come, I took leave 
of his Hizhneſs the Governor of Gl/:5barb1r:155, 
and returned with my two Companions to Maldonadu, 
where after a Fortnight's waiting, a Ship was ready to 
ſail for L»ugznagg. The two Gentlemen and ſome others 
were ſo generous and kind as to furniſh me with Proviſ. 
ons, and fee me on board, I was a Month in this Vor- 
age. We had one violent Storm, and were under a ne— 
ceſſitv of ſteering Weft-ward to get into the Trade-wind 
which holds for above fixty Leagues. On the 21ſt of 
April, 1711, we failed in the River Clumeguig, which 
is a Sea-port Town, at the South-Eaſt Point of Lugg— 
zzagg, We caſt Anchor within a League of the Toy:n, 
and made a Signal for a Pilot. Two of them came on 
board in leſs than half an Hour, by whom we were gu 
ded betwecn certain Shoals and Rocks which are ver: 
dangerous in a Paſſage to a large Baſin, where a Flos 
may ride in ſafety within a Cable's Length of the Toy: 
Wall. 

Some of our Sailors, whether out of Treachery or In- 
ad vertence, had informed the Pilots that I was a Strange 
and a great Traveller, whereof theſe gave notice o 
Cuſtom-Houſe Officer, by whom I was examined ver 
ſtrictly upon my landing.

meaut that I deſired leave to bring my Interpreter; where- 
upon the young Man already mentioned was according- 
ly introduced, by whoſe Intervention I anfwer'd as many 
Queſtions as his Majeſty could put in above an Hour.

In the 
purſuit of which by Thrift and Management, I might rea- 
{onably expect in about two Hundred Years, to be the 
Wealthicit Man in the Kingdom. In the ſecond place, [ 
would from my earlieſt Youth apply my ſelf to the ſtudy 
ef Arts and Sciences, by which 1 ſhould arrive in time 
to excel all others in Learning. Laſtly I would carefully 
record every Action and Event of Conſequence that hap- 
pened in the Publick, impartially draw the Characters of 
the ſeveral Succefiuns of Princes, and great Minifters of 
State, with my own Obſervations on every Point, I 
would exactly ſet down the ſeveral changes in Cuſtoms, 
Languages, Faſhions, Dreſs, Dyet and Diverſions, By 
all which Acquiceme:nts, 1 ſhould be a living Treaſury 
of Knowledge and Wiſdom, and certainly become the 
Oracle of the Nation, 

I would never marry after threeſcore, but live in an 
hoſpitable manner, yet ſtill on the ſaving ſide. I would 
entertain my ſelf in forming and directing the Minds of 
hopeful young Men, by convincing them from my own 
Remembrance, Experience and Obſervation, fortified by 
numerous Examples, of the uſefulneſs of Virtue in pub— 
lick and private Lite. But, my choice and conſtant 
Companions ſhould be a fet of my own immortal Bro- 
thec-rood, among whom I would elet a dozen from

lte molt Antient Cown to my own Contemporaries, 
Where any of theſe wanted Fortunes, I would provide 
mem with convenient Lodges round my own Eitate, ani 
have ſome of them always at iy Table, on'y mingling 
a fey; of the moſt vatuasle among you Mortals, waotu 
lengtli of Time would harden me to loſe with little or 
20 Reluctance, and treat your Poſterity after the tam: 
manner, juſt as a Man dwerts lüniſelt wich the Annual 
Succeſſion of Pinks and Tulips in his Garden, without re- 
gretting the lots of tho:e W.äich witnered the preceding 
Lear. f | 
Theſe Sgrulilragge and 1 would mutually communi- 
cate our Obſervations and hem orials through the Court: 
of Time, remars tue fereral Gradations by which Cor- 
mipLUn ſteals 1400 rut & or, and oppole it in every hep, 
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by giving erpetual Warning and Inſtruction to Man- 
kin 


=, 

; which, added to the ſtrong Influence of our own 
Example, would probably prevent that continual Degene- 
racy of human Nature fo juſtly complained of in ail A- 

es. 

Add to all this, the pleaſure of ſeeing the various Re- 
volutions of States and Empires, the Changes in the low- 
er and upper World, antient Cities in Ruins, and ob- 
ſcure Villages become the Seats of Kings. Famous Ri- 
vers leſſening into ſha low Brooks, the Ocean leaving one 
Coaſt dry, and overwhelming another: The Difcoyery 
of many Ccuntrics yet unknown. Barbarity over - cun- 
ning the politeſt Nations, and the molt barbarous be- 
come civilized, I ſhouid then fee the Diſcovery ot the 
Longitude, the perpetual Motion, the univerſal \ed:icine, 
and many other great Inyentions brought io the utmoſt 
Perfection. 

What wonderful Diſcoveries ſhould we make in Aſtro- 
nomy, by outliving and confirming our own Predictions, 
by obſerving the Progreſs and Returns of Comets, with 
the Changes of Motion in the Sun, Moon and Stars, 

[ enlarged upon many other Topicks which the natu- 
ral deſire of endleſs Lite and ſublunary Happineſs could 
eaſily furniſh me with. When I had ended, and the Sum 
of my Diſcourie had been interpreted as betore, to the 
reſt of the Company, there was a good deal of Talk 
among them in the Language of the Country, not with- 
out ſome Laughter at my expence. At laſt the fame Gen- 
tleman who had been my Interpreter fail, he was deſi- 
red by the reſt to ſet me right in a few Miſlakes, which 
I had fallen into through the common Imbecillity of tu- 
man Nature, and upon that allowance was leſs anſwera- 
ble for them. That, this Breed of Srrulubruggs was pe- 
culiar to their Country, for there were no ſuch People 
either in Ban baròbi or Japan, where he had the Honour 
to be Embaſſador from his Majeſty, and found the Na- 
tives in both theſe Kingdoms very hard to believe that 
the Fact was poſlible, and it appeared trom my Aſtoniſh- 
ment when he firſt mentioned the matter to me, that 1 
received it as a thing wholly new, and ſcarcely to be 
credited That in the two Kingdoms above mentioned, 
where during his Reſidence he bad conyerſed yery much, 
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he obſerved long L'fe to be the univerſal Deſire ant 
Wiſh of Mankind, That whoever had one Foot in the 
Grave, was ſure to hold back the other as ſtrongly as | + 
could. That the eldeft had ſtill hopes of living one Day 
longer, and looked on Death as the greateſt Evil, from 
which Nature always prompted him to retr eat; only i in 
this Iſland of Luggu gg, the Appetite tor living was nut 
ſo eager, from the continual Example of the Srraldbr::; 
before their Eyes, 

Thar the Syſtem of Living, contrived by me was vn- 
reaſonable and unjuſt, becauſe it ſuppoſed a Perpetuity 
of Youth, Health, and Vizour, which no Man cou'd be 
{o {oviiin to hope, however extravagant he may be in 
bis Wiſhes, Thar the Queſtion therefore was not whe. 
ther a Man would chuſe to be always in the Prime of 
Touth, attended with Proſperity and Health, but how he 
would pals a perpetual Life under all the uſual Difadvar. 
zages which old Age brings along with it, For al:h ough

on ſuch hard Conditions, yet in the two Kingdoms be- 


fore-mentioned of PITET TAY and Japan, ke obſerve] 
that every Man deſired to put off Death for ſome— 
time longer, let it approach ever ſo late, and he rare!

keard of 7 Man who died willingly, except he were 
incited by the Extremity of Grief or Torture, And be 


appealed to me whether in thoſe Countries I had travel 
led as well as my own, I had not obſcryed the fame gc- 
neral Difp 10fition, 


After tlus Preface he gave me 4 particular Account of 


the Strulabruggs among them. He ſaid they common! 
acted like Mortals, till about thirty Years old, aſte wl:iicy 
by degrees they grew melancholy and dej2.t2d, enc;-. 
ing in both till they came to ſour-ſcore. Tius he len. 
ned trom then uwn Conteſſion; for otherwiſe, there rt 
peinz above two or three of that Species born in 1 
Ave, were too jew to form a general Obſervation . 
When they came to four-ſcore Years, which is mene 124 
the Extremity of living, in this Country, they had not 
only all the Follies and infi:mi ties of other old Men, but 
many more which aroſe trom the dreadful Proſpects ot 
never dying. They were not only o opinionative, per- 


viſn, covetous, avroſe, yain, talkative, but un carable 


of 
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of Friendſhip, and dead to all natural Aﬀection, which 
never deſcended below their Grand- children. Envy and 
impotent Deſires are their prevailing Paſſions. But thoſe 
Objects againſt which their Envy ſeems principally di- 
reed, are the Vices of the younger ſort, and the Deaths 
of the old. By reflecting on the former, they find them- 
ſelyes cut off from all poilibility of Plealure; and when- 
ever they ſee a Funeral, they lament and repine that 
others are gone to an Harbour of Reſt, to which they 
themſelves never can hope to arrive. They have no 
Remembrance of any thing but what they learned and 
obſerved in their Youth and middle Age, and even thar 
is very imperfeck. And for the Truth or Particulars of 
any Fact, it is ſafer to depend on common Traditions 
than upon their belt Recollections. The lealt miſerable 
among them appear to be thoſe who turn to Dotage, 
and entirely loſe their Memories; theſe meet with more 
Pity and Altftance, becauſe they want many bad Qua- 
lities which abound in others. 

If a Srrilubñg happen to marry one of his own 


kind, the Rarriage is difolved of courſe by the Cour- 


tely cf the Kingdom, as ſoon as the younger of the two 
come to be four-ſcore. For the Law thinks it a reaſona- 
ble Indulgence, that thoſe who are condemned without 
any Fault of their own to a perpetual Continuance in 
the World, ſhould not have their Milery doubled by the 
Load of a Wife. 

As ſoon as they have compleated the term of eight 
Years, they are lock'd on as dead in Law; their Heirs 
immediately ſucceed to their Eſtates, only a ſmall Pirtance 
is reſeryed for their Support, and the poor Ones are main- 
tained at the publick Charge. After that Period they are 
held incapable of any Emplorment ot Truſt or Profit, 
they cannot purchaſe Lands or take Leaſes, neither are 
they allowed to be Witnellez in any Cauſe, either civil 
or criminal, not even for the Deciizon of Meers and 
Bounds. | 

At ninety they loſe their Teeth and Hair, they have at 
that Age no diſtinction of Taite, but eat and drink what- 
ever they can get, without Reliſn or Appetice, The Di- 
teaſes they were lubjc& to ſtill continuing without encrea- 
Ang or diminiſhing, In talking they forgot rhe common 
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Appellation of things, and the Names of Perſons, even 
ot thoſe who are their neareſt Friends and Relations, For 
the ſame reaſon they never can amuſe themſelves with 
reading, becauſe their Memory will not ſerve to carry 
them from the beginning of a Sentence to the end; and 
by this Defe& they are deprived- of the only Entertain- 
ment whereof they might otherwiſe be capable. 

The Language of this Country being always upon a 
Hur, ths Struldoriggs of one Age do not underſtand thoſe 
of another, neither are they able after two hundred Years 
to hold any Convention ( farther than by a few general 
Words) with their Neighbours the Mortals, and thus they 
ye under the Diſadvantage of living like Foreigners in 
their own Country, 

This was the Account given me of the Serulabruges, 
as near as I can remember. I afterwards ſaw five or 
ax of different Ages, the youngeſt not above two hun- 
dred Years old, who were brought me at ſeveral times 
by ſome of my Friends; but altho* they were told tliat i 
was a great Traveller, and had ſeen all the World, they 
kad not the leaſt Curioſity to ask me a Queſtion; only 
defired I would give them Siums:udask, or a Token of 
Kememerance, which is a modeſt way of begging, to 
avoid the Law that ſtrictly forbids it, becauſe they are 
provided for by the Publick, altho' indeed with a very 
icanty Allowance. 

They are deſpiſed and hated by all forts of People; 
wnen one of them is born, it is reckoned ominous, and 
their Birth is recorded very particularly; fo that you 
may know their Age by conſulting the Regiſtry, which 
however hath not been kept above a thouſand Years paſt, 
or at leaſt hath been deſtroyed by Time or publick Di- 
ſturbances. But the uſual way of computing how old 
they are is by asking them what Kings or great Perſons 
they can remember, and then conſulting Hiſtory , for 
infallibly the laſt Prince in their Mind did not begin his 
Reign after they were four-ſcore Years old. 

They were the moſt mortifying Sight I ever beheld, 
and the Women more horrible than the Men. Beſide; 
tue uſual Deformities in extreme old Age, they acquired 
an additional Ghaſtlineſs in proportion to their number 
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à dozen I ſoon diſtinguiſhed which was the eldeſt, al- 
though there was not aboye a Century or two between 
them. . 

The Reader will eaſily believe, that from what I had 
heard and ſeen, my keen Appetite for perpetuity of Life 
was much abated, [I grew heartily aſhamed of the plea- 
ſing Viſions I had formed, and thought no Tyrant 
could invent a Death into which I would not run with 
Pleaſure from ſuch a Lite. The King heard of all that 
had paſſed between me and my Friends upon this Occa- 
fion, and raillyed me very pleafantly, wiſhing I would 
ſend a Couple of Strulubruggs to my own Country, to 
arm our People againſt the Fear of Death, but this it ſeems 
is forbidden by the fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, 
or elſe I ſhould have been well content with the trou 
ble and expence of tranſporting them. 

could not but agree that the Laws of this Kingdom, 
relating to the Stralau brugge, were founded upon the ſtron- 
geſt Reaſons, and ſuch as any other Country would be 
under the neceility of enacting in the like Circumſtan- 
ces. Otherwiſe, as Avarice is the neceſſary Conſequent 
of old Age, thofe Immortals would in time become Pro- 
prietors of the whole Nation, and engrofs the civil Pow- 
er, which, for want of Abilities to manage, muſt end in 
the Ruin of the Publick,

ves that hath come to my Hands: And it I am «ec: 
ved, my Excuſe mult be, that it is neceſſary for Travel. 
ters, who deſcribe the ſame Country, very often to ag 
in dwelling on the ſome Particulars, without deſervin: te 
Cenſure of having burrowed or tranſcribed front tic! 
who wrote before them. 

There is indeed a perpetual Commerce between til; 
Kingdom and the great Empire of Jaan, and it is ve. y 
probabie that the Japaneſe Authors may have given {v2 
Account of the Stralabruegs; but my Stay in Japan vas 
40 ſhort, and I was fo intirely a Stranger to that Lan- 
guage, that 1 was not qualined to make any Enquiries, 
But 1 hope the Dutch upon tuis notice will be curiou: 
and able enough to ſupply my Detects, 

His Majeſty having often preſſed me to accept ſome 
Employment in his Court, and finding me ablolucely ge— 
termined to return to my native Country, was pleaſed ta 
give me his Licence to depart, and honoured me with 
Letter of Recommendation under his own Hand to te 
Emperor of Fapen, He likewiſe preſented me with fou: 
hundred fo:;zy-four large Pieces of Gold (this Nation ce— 
lighting in even Numbers) and a red Diamond whic: ! 
{o.d in England tor eleven hundred Pounds. 

On tie ſixth Day of May 1709, I took a ſolemn 
Leave G: his Majeſty, and all my Friends, This Prince 
was ſo gracicus as to order a Guard to conduct me to 
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Glangrenſald, which is a royal Port to the South-Weſt 


Part of the Iſland. In fix Days I found a Veſſel ready 
to carry me to Japan, and ſpent fifteen Days in the Voy- 
age. We landed at a ſmall Port-rown called Xamoſehz, 
— on the South-Eaſt Part of Japan; the Town 
lies on the Weſtern Point, where there is a narrow 
Streight, leading Northward into a long Arm of the Sea, 
upon the North-Weſt Pai: of wiich, N10 the Metropo- 
lis ſtands, Ar landing 1 ſhewed the Cuſtom-houſe Offi- 
cers my Letter from the King of Luggnagg to his Impe- 
rial Majeſty, They knew the Seal perlectly well, it was 
as broad as the Palm of my Hand. The Impreſſiou 
was, A King liftizs up a lame Beggir from the Earth, 
The >Maygiftrates of the Town hearing of my Letter, re- 
ceived me as a Puviick Minilter, they provided me with 
Carriages and Servants, and bore my Charges to Yao, 
where I was admitted to an Audience, and delivered my 
Letter, which was opened with great Ceremony, and ex- 
plained to the Emperor by an Interpreter, who then 
gave me notice by his Majeity's Order, that 1 ſhould ſig- 
nify my Requelt, and whatever it Were, it ſhould be gran- 
ted for the ſake of his royal Brother of Lyggnage, This 
Interpreter was a Perſon employed to tranſact Aﬀais 
with ine Hoilanders, he ſoon conjectured by my Counte- 
nance that I was an Eurotean, and therefore repeated his 
Majeſty 's Commands In Low-Dutch, Wiich he Poke per- 
fectly well. I anſwered, (as 1 had before determined) 
that I was a Durch Merchant, ſhipwrecked in a very re- 
mote Country, from whence I travelled by Sea and Land 
to Lug gnagg, and then took ſhipping for Japan, where 
I knew my Countrymen often traded, and with fome of 
theſe I hoped to get an Opportunity of returning into 
Erope: I thereiore moſt humbly entreated his royal Fa- 
vour to give order, that I ſhould be conducted in fatery 
to Nargaſuc: To this I added another Petition, that tor 
the lake of my Patron tile King of Lugguseg, lis Maje- 
{ty would condeſcend to excufe my performing the Ce- 
remony impoſed on my Countrymen of 7rampling upon 
the Crucifx, becauſe 1 had been thrown into his King- 
dom by my Misfortunes, without any intention of trading, 
When this latter Petition was interpreted to the Empe- 


ror, he ſeemed a little ſurprized, and laid, he believed L 
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was the firſt of my Countrymen who ever made any 


ſcruple in this Point, and that he began to doubt whe. 


ther I was a real Hollander or no; but rather ſuſpected [ 
muſt be a CRRISTIAN. However, for the Reaſons 
I had offered, but chiefly to gratify the King of Lngg. 
agg, by an uncommon Mark of his Faveur, he woul4 
comply with the /7u/175'y of my Humour, but the Af. 
fair muſt be managed with Dexterity, and his Officers 
ſhould be commanded to let me paſs as it were by For- 
geifulneſs. For he aſſured me, that if the Secret ſhould 
be diſcovered by my Countrymen, the Dutch, they would 
cut my Throat in the Voyage. I returned my Thanks 
by the Interpreter for ſo unuſual a Favour, and ſome 
Troops being at that time on their March to Nangaſic, 
the commanding Officer had Orders to convey me ate 
thither, with particular Inſtructions about the Buſineſs of 
the Cruci ſix. 

On tlie 9th Day of June, 1709. I arrived at Nan- 
gaſac, after a very long and troubleſome Journey. ! 
ſoon fell into Company of ſome Dutch Sailors belonging 
to the Amboyna of Amſterdam, a ſtout Ship of 450 Tons, 
had lived long in Holland, purſuing my Studies at Ley- 
den, and I ſpoke Drtch well, The Seamen ſoon knew 
from whence I came laſt; they were curious to enquire 
into my Voyages and Courſe of Life, I made up a Story 
as ſhort and probable as I coul!, but concealed the great- 
eſt part. I know many Perſons in Holland, I was able 
to invent Names for my Parents, whom I pretended to 
be obſcure People in the Province of Gelderland. I would 
have given the Captain (one Theodwus Fungrult) what 
he pleaſed to ask for my Voyage to Holland; but under- 
ſtanding I was a Surgeon, he was contented to take half 
the uſual Rate, on Condition that I would ferye him in 
the way of my Calling. Before we took Shipping, | 
was often asked by ſome of the Crew, Whether I had 
performed the Ceremony above- mentioned? I eyaded the 
Queſtion by general Anſwers, that I had fatisfied the Em- 
peror and Court in all Particulars, However, a malici- 
ous Rogue of a Skipper went to an Officer, and point- 
ing to me, told him, I had not yet trampled on the Cri- 
cifix: But the other, who had received Inſtructions to let 
me pals, gave the Raſcal twenty Strokes on the _ 
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ders with a Bamboo, after which I was no more troubled 
with ſuch Queſtions. 

Nothing happened worth mentioning in this Voyage. 
We- failed with a fair Wind to the Cape of Good Hope, 
where we ſtaid only to take in freſh Water. On the 16th 
of April we arrived ſafe to Amſterlam, having loft onl 
three Men by Sickneſs in the Voyage, and a fourth who 
fell from the Fore-maſt into the Sea, not far from the 
Coaſt of Gin. From Amſt:rdum l ſoon alter ſet Sail 
for Engl:n4 in a ſmall Veſlel belonging to that City. 
On the 1oth of April, 1710, we put in at the Downs, 
I landed the next Morning, and faw once more my Na- 
tive Country after an Abſence of Five Years and Six 
Months compleat. I went ſtrait to Redrif, where I arri- 
ved the ſame Day at two in the Afternoon, and found 
wy Wite and Family in good Health,

fion, I took a skilful young Man of that Calling, one 
Robert Purefoy, into my Ship. We ſet fail from Pere 
mouth upon the Second Day of Auguſt, 1710; on the 
Fourteenth, we met with Captain Pocock of Briſtol, at Te. 
nariff, who was going to the Bay of Campechy, to cut Log. 
wood. On the Sixteenth, he was parted from us by a 
Storm; I heard ſince my Return, that his Ship founder. 
ed, and none eſcaped, but one Cabbin-Boy. He was an 
honeſt Man, and a good Sailor, but a little too pofi- 
tive in his own Opinions, which was the Cauſe of his 
Deſtruction, as it hath been of ſeveral others, For if he 
had followed my Advice, he might have been fafe at 
home with his Family at this Time, as well as my ſelf, 
1 had ſeveral Men died in my Ship of Calentures, ſo 
that I was forced to get Recruits out of Barbadoes; and 
the Leeward J/ands, where I touched by the Direction 
of the Merchants who 2 me, which I had ſoon 
too much cauſe to repent; for I found afterwards that 
moſt of them had been Buckaneers, I had Fifty Hand; 
on board, and my Orders were, that I ſhould trade with 
the Indians. in the South-Sea, and make what Diſcoveries 
I could, Theſe Rogues whom 1 had picked up debauch- 
ed my other Men, and they all formed a Conſpiracy to 
ſeize the Ship and ſecure me; which they did one Morn- 
ing, ruſhing into my Cabbin, and binding me Hand and 
Foot, threatning to throw me over-board, it I offered to 
ſtir. I told them, I was their Priſoner, and would ſubs 
mit. This they made me ſwear to do, and then they 
unbound me, only faſtening one of my Legs with a Chain 
near my Bed, and placed a Centry at my Door with his 
Piece charged, who was commanded to ſnoot me dead, 
if I attempted my Liberty. They ſent me down Victu- 
als and Drink, and took the Government of the Ship to 
themſelves. Their Deſign was to turn Pyrates, and plun- 
der the Spaniards, which they could not do, till they got 
more Men. But firſt they reſolved to ſell the Goods in 
the Ship, and then go to Madagaſcar for Recruits, feve- 
ral among them having died fince my Confinement. 
They failed many Weeks, and traded with the Indians, 
but I knew not what Courſe they took, being * a 
clole 
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cloſe Priſoner in my Cabbin, and expecting nothing leſs 
than to be murdered, as they often threatned me. 

Upon the Niath Day of May, 1711, one James Welch 
came down to my Cabbin; and ſaid he had Orders from 
the Captain, to ſet me a-ſhore. I expoſtulated with him, 
but in vain ; neither would he ſo much as tell me who 
their new Captain was. They forced me into the Long- 
boat, letting me put on my beſt Suit of Cloaths, which 
were as good as New, and a ſmall Bundle of Linnen, 
but no Arms except my Hanger; and they were fo civil 
as not to ſearch my Pockets, into which I conveyed 
what Money I had, with ſome other little Neceſſaries. 
They rowed about a League; and then ſet me down on 
a Strand, I deſired them to tell me, what Country it 
was. They all ſwore, they knew no more than my ſelf, 
but faid, that the Captain (as they called him) was reſol- 
ved, after they had ſold the Lading, to get rid of me in 
the firſt Place, where they could diſcover Land. They 
puſhed off immediately, adviſing me to make haſte, for 
tear of being overtaken by the Tide, and ſo bad me 
Farewel. 

In this deſolate Condition I advanced forward, and 
ſoon got upon firm Ground, where I fate down on a 
Bank to reſt my ſelt, and coulider wat I had belt to 
do. When I was a little refreſhed, I went up into the 
Country, reſolving to deliver my ſelf to the firſt Savages 
I ſhould meet, and purchaſe my Lite from them by ſome 
Bracelets, Glaſs- rings, and other Toys, which Sailors uſu- 
ally provide themſelves with in thoſe Voyages, and where- 
of [ bad ſome about me: The Lan! was divided by long 
Rov,> 0: Trees not reg L 
ing; there was great plenty of Graſs, and ſeveral Fields 
ol Oats, 1 walked very circumſpectiy for fear of being 
kirprized, or ſuddenly ſhot with an Ar-ow from behind 
or on either ſide. I fell into a beaten Koad, where [ 
lay many Tracks of human Feet, aud ſome of Cows, 
bur moſt of Horſes. At laſt I belicld ſeveral Animals in 
a Field, and one or two of the fame kind hitting in Trees, 
Their Shape was very ſingular, and deiormed, which a 
le diſcompoſed me, fo that Ilay- down belind a Thick- 
et to obſerve them better. Some of them coming tor- 
ward near the place where L lay, gave me an Opportuni— 
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ty of diſtintly marking their Form. Their Heads and 
Breaſts were covered with a thick Hair, ſome frizled and 
others lank, they had Beards like Goats, and a long ridge 
of Hair down their Backs, and the fore-parts of their Le. 
and Feet, but the reſt of their Bodies were bare, fo thy 
I might fee their Skins, which were of a brown bus 
Colour. They had no Tails, nor any Hair at all on tc 
Buttocke, except avout the Aus; which, I preſume, ?7.. 
ture had placed there to defend them as they fate on te 
Ground; for this Poſture they uſed, as well as lying down, 
and often ſtood on their hind Feet. They climbed sg 
Trees, as nimbly as a Squirrel, for they had ſtrong ex. 
tended Claws before and behind, terminating in ſary 
points, hooked, Tlley would often ſpring, and bound, 
and leap with prodigious Agility, The Females were get 
ſo large as the Males, they had long lank Hair on tic; 
Faces, nor any thing more than a ſort of Down on u 
reſt of their Bodies, except about the Anus, and Prtend:, 
Their Dugs hung between their Fore-feet, and olten reac! 
ed almoſt to the Ground as they walked, The Hair of 
both Sexes was of ſeveral Colours, brown, red, black 
and yellow. Upon the whole, I neyer beheld in all my 
Travels ſo diſagreeable an Animal, nor one againſt which 
I naturally conceived fo ſtrong an Antipathy. So tha: 
thinking I had ſeen enough, full of Contempt and Aver 
ſion, 1 got up and purſued the beaten Road, hoping it 
might direct me to the Cabbin of ſame Indian, I hai 
not got far when 1 met one of theſe Creatures full in 
my way, and coming up directly to me. The u2!y 
Monſter, when he ſaw me, diltorted ſeveral ways ever! 
Feature of his Vitage, and ſtared as an Object he bas 
never ſeen before; then approaching nearer, lifted up hi 
Fore-paw, whether out of Carioſity or Miſchief, I could 
not tell. But I drew my Hanger, and gave him a good 
Blow with the flat Side of ir, for 1 durſt not ſtrike hin 
with the Edge, fearing the Inhabitants might be provoi:c4 
againſt me, if they ſhould come to know, that I la. 
killed or maimed any of their Cattle, When the Beat: 


felt the Smart, he drew back, and roared ſo loud, that a 
Herd of at leaſt forty came flocking about me from te 
next Field, houling and making odious Faces; but I ran 
to the Body ot a Tree, and leaning my Back againſt i, 
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kept them off, by waving my Hanger. Several of this 
curſed Brood getting hold of the Branches behind leapt 
up in the Tree, from whence they began to diſcharge 
their Excrements on my Head: However, I efcaped pret- 
yu well, by ſticking cloſe to the Stem of the Tree, but 
was almoſt ſtifled with the Filth, which fell about me on 
every ſide. 

In the midſt of this Diftreſs, I obſerved them all to 
run away on a ſudden as faſt as they could, at which 1 
ventured to leave the Tree, and purſue the Road, won- 
dring what it was that could put them into this Fright, 
But looking on my leſt Hand, I ſaw a Horſe walking 
folly in the Field: Which my Perſecutors having ſooner 
diſcovered, was the Cauſe of their Fight. The Horle 
ſtarted a little when he came near me, but ſoon recover- 
ing himfelf, looked full in my Face with manifeſt To- 
kens of Wonder: He viewed my Hands and Feet, walk- 
ing round me ſeveral times, I would have purſued my 
Journey, but he placed himſelf directly in the Way, yet 
looking with a very mild Aſpect, never offering the leaſt 
Violence. We ſtood gazing at each other for ſume time; 
at laſt I took the Boldneis to reach my Hand towards 
his Neck, wich a deſign to ſtroak it, uſing the commo 
Style and Whittle of Jockies when they are going to 
handle a ſtrange Horſe. Put tl1s Animal ſeeming to re- 
ceive my Civilities with Diſdain ſhook his Head, and bent 
his Brows, ſoltly railing up his right Fore-foot to remove 
my Hand. Then he neighed three or four times, but in 
ſo different a Cadence, that I almoſt began to think he 
was ſpeaking to himſelf in ſome Language ot his oven. 

While he and I were thus employed, another Horſe 
came up; who applying himſelf to the firſt in a very for- 
mal inner, they gently ſtruck each other's right Hoof 
before, neighing ſeveral times by Turns, and varying 
the Sound, whica ſeemed to be almoſt articul te. They 
went ſome Paces off, as if it were to confer together, 
walking ie by tide, backward and forward, like Per- 
ſons deliberating upon ſome Affair of weight, but often 
turning their Eyes towards me, as it were to watch that J 
might not elcape. I was amazed to {:e ſuch Actions and 
Behaviour in Brute-beaſts, and concluded with my ſelt, that 

it the Inhabitants of this Country were endued with a 
propor- 
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roportionable Degree of Reaſon, they muſt needs be 
the wiſeſt People upon Earth. This Thought gave me 
ſo much Comfort, that I reſolved to go forward until | 
could diſcover ſome Houſe or Village, or meet with an 
of the Natives, leaving the two Horſes to diſcourſe to. 
gether as they pleaſed. But the firſt, who was a Dap. 
ple-grey, obſerving me to ſteal off, neighed after me in 

o expreſſive a Tone, that 1 fancied my ſelf to under. 

ſtand what he meant; whereupon I turned back, and 
came near him to expect his farther Commands. Bu: 
concealing my Fear as much as I could, for I began t9 
be in ſome Pain, how this Adventure might terminate; 
and the Reader will eafily believe I did not much like 
my preſent Situation, 

The two Horſes came up cloſe to me, looking with 

t Earneſtneſs upon my Face and Hands. The grey 
Steed rubbed my Hat all round with his right Fore-hoof, 
and diſcompoſed it ſo much, that I was forced to adjuſt 
it better, by taking it off, and ſettling it again; whereat 
both he and his Companion (who was a brown Bay) ap. 
peared to be much ſurprized, the latter felt the Lappet 
of my Coat, and finding it to hang looſe about me, 
they both looked with new Signs of Wonder. He ſtroak- 
ed my right Hand, ſeeming to admire the Softneſs, and 
Colour; but he ſqueezed it ſo hard between his Hoof and 
his Paſtern, that I was forced to roar; after which they 
both touched me with all poſſible Tenderneſs. They 
were under great Perplexity about my Shoes and Stock- 
ings, which they felt very often, neighing to each other, 
and uſing various Geſtures, not unlike thoſe of a Philo- 
ſopher, when he would attempt to ſolve ſome new an! 
difficult Phanomenon. 

Upon the whole, the Behaviour of theſe Animals was 
{o orderly and rational, ſo acute and judicious, that I at 
laſt concluded, they muſt needs be Magicians, who had 
thus metamorphoted themſelves upon ſome deſign, and 
ſeeing a Stranger in the way, were reſolved to divert then. 
ſelves with him; or perhaps were really amazed at the 
ſight of a Man fo very different in Habit, Feature and 
Complexion from thofe who might probably live in ſo 
remote a Climate, Upon the ſtrength of this Reaſon- 
ing, I yentured to addreſs them in the following man- 

ner: 
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ner: Gentlemen, if you be Conjurers, as I haye good 
Cauſe to believe, you can underſtand any Language; 
therefore I make bold to let your Worſhips know , 
that I am a poor diſtreſſed Engl Man, driven by his 
Misfortunes upon your Coaſt, and 1 entreat one of you, 
to let me ride upon his Back, as if he were a real Horſe, 
to ſome Houſe or Village, where I can be relieved. In 
return of which Favour, I will make you a Preſent of 
this Knife and Bracelet, (taking them out of my Pock- 
et.) The two Creatures ſtood filent while 1 ſpoke, ſeem- 
ing to liſten with great Attention; and when I had end- 
ed, they neighed frequently towards each other, as it the 
were engaged in ſerious Converſation. I plainly obſer- 
yed, that their Language expreſſed the Paſſions very well, 
and the Words might with little Pains be reſolved into 
an Alphabet more eaſily than the Chineſe. 

I could frequently diftinuiſh the word Yahoo, which 
was repeated by each of them ſeveral times; and altho” 
it was impoſſible for me to conjecture what it meant, yet 
while the two Horſes were buſy in Converſation, I en- 
deavoured to practice this Word upon my Tongue; and 
as ſoon as they were filent, I boldly pronounced Yahoo 
in a loud Voice, imitating, at the ſame time, as near as 
could, the Neighing of a Horſe; at which they were 
both viſibly ſurprized, and the Grey repeated the ſame 
Word twice, as if he meant to teach me the right Ac- 
cent, wherein 1 ſpoke after him as well as I could, and 
found my ſelf perceivably to improve every time, tho” 
very far from any degree of Perfection. Then the Bay 
tried me with a ſecond Word, much harder to be pro- 
nounced ; but reducing it to the Egli? Orthography, may 
be ſpelt thus, Heuyhuhnm. I did not ſucceed in this fo 
well as the tormer, but after two or three farther Trials, 
had better fortune, and they both appeared amazed at 
my Capacity, 

After ſome farther Diſcourſe, which JI then conjectu- 
red might relate to me, the two Friends took their leaves, 
with the fame Compliment of ſtriking each other's Hoot; 
and the Grey made me ſigns that I ſhould walk before 
them, wherein I thought it prudent to comply, till I could 
find a better Director. When I offered to ſlacken my 
Pace, he would cry Hhuun, Haun; I gueſſed his Mean- 


ing,

ing, and gave him to underſtand, as well as I could, that 
I was weary, and not able to walk faſter; upon Which, 
he would ſtand a while to let me reſt. .

The Author conducted by an Houyhnhnm to his Ht: 
The Houſe deſcribed. The Author's Reception, The Fol of 
the Houyhnhnms. The Author in Diſireſs for wan: of 
Meat, is at laſt relieved, His Manner of feeding in ;| i; 
Country. . 


Aving travelled about three Miles, we came to a 
long kind of Building, made of Timber, ſtuck 
ia the Ground, and wattled a-croſs; the Root was low, 
and covered with Straw. I now began to be. a line 
comforted, and took out ſome Toys, wiich Trave 
uſually carry for Preſents to the Savage Iadians of A. 
rica and other Parts, in hopes the People of the Howe 
would be thereby encouraged to receive me kindly, Th: 
Horſe made me a ſign to go in firſt; it was a [1:22 
Room wich a fmooth Clay-Floor, and a Rack and Man. 
ger extending the whole length on one lide. T :Ge 
were thre? Nags, and two Mares, not eating, but locte 
of them litting down upon their Rams, which I vr 
much wondered at; but wondered more to fee then 
employed in domeſtick Buſineſs. They ſeemed but. 
nary Cattle, however this confirmed my firſt Opin, 
that a People who could fo far civilize brute Anina 
mult needs excel in Wiſdom all the Nations ot e 
World. The Grey came in juſt after, and therebp 
vented any ill Treatment, Which the others might 
given me. He neighed to them ſeveral times in 2 
of Authority, and received Anſwers. 

Beyond this Room there were three others, reac..i'y 


the length of the Houſe, to which you paſſed thruvzn 


three Doors, oppolite to each other, ia the manner e. 
a Viſta; we went through the ſecond Room towards 
the third, here the Gray walked in firtt, beckon'n, 
me to attend: I waited in the lecond Room, and 19: 
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ready my Preſents, for the Maſter and Miſtreſs of the 
Houſe: They were two Knives, three Bracelets of falſe 
Pearl, a ſmall Looking-glaſs and a Bead Necklace. The 
Horſe neighed three or tour times, and I waited to hear 
ſome Anſwers in a human Voice, but 1 obſerved no 
other Returns, than in the ſame Dialect, only one or 
wo a little ſhriller, than his. I began to think that this 
Houſe muſt belong to ſome Perſon of great Note among 
them, becauſe there appeared ſo much Ceremony before 
I could gain Admittance, But, that a Man of Quality 
ſhould be ſerved all by Horſes, was beyond my Com- 
prehenſion. I feared my Brain was diſturbed by m 
Sufferings and Misfortunes : I rouſed my ſelf, and look- 
ed about me in the Room where I was lett alone; this 
was furniſhed like the firft, only after a more elegant 
manner, I rubbed mine Eyes often, but the ſame Ob- 
jets ſtill occurred. I pinched my Arms and Sides, to 
awake my ſelf, hoping 1 might be in a Dream, I then 
abſolutely concluded, that all theſe Appearances could 
be nothing elſe but Necromancy and Magick. But I had 
nao time to purſue theſe Reflections; for the Grey Horſe 
came to the Door, and made me a ſign to follow him 
into the third Room, where I ſaw a very comely Mare, 
together with a Colt and Fole, fitting on their Haunches, 
upon Mars of Straw, not unarttully made, and perte&tly 
neat and clean. 

The Mare ſoon after my Entrance, roſe from her 
Mar, and coming up cloſe, after having nicely obſerved 
my Hands and Face, gave me a moſt contemptuous 
Look; then turning to the Horſe, 1 beard the word 
Tubes often repeated betwixt them; the meaning of 
which word I could not then comprehend, althou.h ir 
were the firſt 1 had learned to pronounce; but I was 
won better informed, to my everlaſting Mortification :

for me. And indeed, I now apprehended, that I muſt 
abſolutely ſtarye, if I did not get to ſome of my own 
Species: For as to thoſe filthy Tahoos, although there 
were few greater Lovers of Mankind, at that time, than 
my ſelf; yet I confeſs, I never ſaw any ſenſitive Being 
ſo deteſtable on all accounts; and the more I came near 
them, the more hateful they grew, while I ſtay'd in that 
Country, This the Maſter-Horſe obſerved by my Beha- 
viour, and therefore ſent the Tahoo back to his Kennel. 
He then put his Fore-hoof to his Mouth, at which I was 
much ſurprized, although he did it with eaſe, and with 
a Motion that appeared perfectly natural, and made other 
ſigns to know what I would eat; but I could not return 
him ſuch an Anſwer as he was able to apprehend; and 
if he had underſtood me, I did not fee how it was poſ- 
ſible to contrive any way for finding my ſelf Nouriſh- 
ment, While we were thus engaged, I obſerved a Cow 
paſſing by, whereupon I pointed to her, and expreſſed a 
Defire to let me go and milk her. This had its Effect; 
for he led me back into the Houſe, and ordered à Mare- 
Servant to open a Room, where a good ſtore of Milk 
lay in Earthen and Wooden Veſlels, after a very order- 
ly and cleanly manner. She gave me a large Bowl full, 
of which I drank very heartily, and found my ſelf well 
refreſhed. 

About Noon I ſaw coming towards the Houſe a kind 
of Vehicle drawn like a Sled.e by four Tah. There 
was in it an old Steed, who ſeemed to be of Quality, he 
alighted with his hind Feet forward, having by Accident 
got a Hurt in his left fare Foot. He came to dine with 
our Horſe, who received him with great Civility, They 
dined in the beſt Room, and had Oats boiled in Milk 
for the ſecond Courſe, which the old Horſe eat warm, 
but the reſt cold. Their Mangers were placed circular 
in the middle of the Room, an divided into ſeveral Par- 
titions, round which they tate on their Haunches upon 
Boſſes of Straw, In the middle was a large Rack with 
Angles anſwering to every Partion of the Manger. So 
that each Horſe and) hre eat their own Hay, and their 
own Maſh of Oats and ilk, with much Decency and 
Regularity. The Behaviour of the young Colt and Fole 
appeared very moda, and that of the Maiter and Mi- 
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ſtreſs extremely chearful and complaiſant to their Guz{} 
The Grey ordered me to ſtand. by him, and much Dix. 


courſe paſſed between him and his Friend concerning 


me, as 1 found by the Stranger's often looking on me, 
and the frequent Repetition of the word 7/00. 
I happened to wear my Gloves, which the Maſter. 


Grey oblerving, ſeemed perplexed, diſcovering ſigns of 


Wonder what 1 had done to my fore Feet; he put his 
Hoot three or four times to them, as it he would ſig- 


nify, that I ſhould reduce them to their former ſhape, 


which I preſently did, pulling off both my Gloves, and 
putting then into my Pocket. This occaſioned farther 
Talk, and 1 ſaw the Company was pleaſed with my Be. 
haviour, whereof I ſoon found the good Effects, I was 


ordered to ſpeak the few words I underſtood, and while 


they were at Dinner, the Maſter taught me the Names 
tor Oats, Milk, Fire, Water, and ſome others; which ! 


could readily pronounce atter him, having from my 


Youth a great Facility in learning Languages. 

When Dinner was done, the Maſter- Horſe took me 
aſide, and by ſignus and words made me underſtand tie 
Concern that he was in, that 1 had nothing to eat. Oats 
in their Tongue are called Hluunb. This word J pro- 
nounced two or three times; for although had retuſed 
them at firſt, yet upon ſecond Thoughts, I conſidered 
that I could contrive to make of them a kind of Bread, 
v hich might be ſufficient with Milk to keep me alive, til 
J could make my Eſcape to ſome other Country, an! to 
Creatures of my own Species. The Horſe inuncdiately 
.ordered a white Mare-Seryant of his Family to bring me 
a good Quantity of Oats in a ſort of wooden Trav, 
Thele I heated betore the Fire as well as I could, ana 
rubbed them till the Husks came off, which 1 mace a 
Jhift to winnow from the Grain; I ground and beat then 
between two Stones, then took Water, and made them 
into a Paſte or Cake, which J roaited at the Fire, aud 
eat warm with Milk. It was at fult a very inſipid Diet, 
though common enough in many Parts of Europe, but 
grew tolerable by Time; and having been often reduce! 
to hard Fare in my Life, this was not the firit Experi- 
ment IL had made low eal:!y Nature is ſatisfied, And! 

Cannot but obſerve, that Ihrer had une hunts SN 
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neſs, while J ſtaid in this Iſland. 'Tis true, I ſometimes 
made a ſhift to catch a Rabber, or Bird, by Springes 
made of Taboos Hairs, and I often gathered wholeſome. 
Herbs, which 1 boiled, or eat as Salades with my Bread, 
and now and then, for a Rarity, I made a little Butter, 
and drank the Whey. I was at firſt. at a great loſs for 
Salt; but Cuſtom ſoon reconciled the Want of it; and IL 
am confident that the frequent uſe of Salt among us is 
an Effect of Luxury, and was firſt introduced only as a 
Provocative to Drink; except where it is n<ceſlary for 
preſerving of Fleſh in long Voyages, or ia Places re- 
more from great Markets. For we obſerve ng Animal 
to be fond of it but Man: And as to my ſelf, when 1 
left this Country, it was a great while before I could en- 
dure the Taſte of it in any thing that I eat. 

This is enough to ſay upon the Subject of my Diet, 
wherewith other Travellers fill their Books, as if the 
Readers were perſonally concerned, whether we fare well 
or ill. However, it was neceſſary to mention this Mat- 
ter, leſt the World ſhould think it impoſſible that 1 could 
find Suſtenance for three Years in ſuch 2 Country, and 
among ſuch Inhabitants, 

When it grew towards Evening, the Maſter-Horſe or- 
dered a Place for me to lodge in; it was but fix Yards 
from the Houſe, and ſeparated from the Stable of the 
Yahoos, Here 1 got ſome Straw, and covering my ſelf 
with my own Clothes, ſlept very ſound, But 1 was in a 
ſhore time better accommodated, as the Reader ſhail 
know hereafter, when I come to treat more particularly 
about my way of living,

The Author fludions to learn the Language. The Houyhn- 
ham Hit Maſter aſſiſts in teaching him, The Language 
deſcribed, Several Houyhnhnms of Quality come out of 
Curiofity to ſee the Author, He gives bis Maſter a 
ort Account of his Voyage.

Y principal Endeavour was to learn the Language, 
which my Maſter (for ſo I ſhall henceforth call 
im) and his Children, and every Servant of his Houſe 
were deſirous to teach me, For they looked upon it as 
2 Prodigy, that a brute Animal fhuuld diſcover ſuch 
Marks of a rational Creature. I pointed to every thing, 
and enquired the Name of it, which I wrote down in my 
Journal-Book when 1 was alone, and correted my bad 
Accent, by deſiring thoſe of the Family to pronounce it 
often. In this Employment, a Sorrel Nag, one of the 
under Servants, was very ready to aſſiſt me. | 

In ſpeaking, they pronounce throuzh the Noſe and 
Throat, and their Language approaches neareſt to the 
Fligh-Dutch or German, of any I know in Europe; but is 
much more graceful and ſignificant. The Emperor 
C Harles V. made almoſt the fame Obſervation, when be 
taid, That it he were to ſpeak to his Horſe, it ſhould be 
in Higb-Durch. 

The Curiolity and Impatience of my Maſter were 19 
great, that he ſpent many Hours of his Leiſure to in- 
ttrut me. He was convinced as he (afterwards told 
me) that I muſt be a 1%, but my Teachableneſs, C.- 
vility and Cleanlineſs aſtoniſhed him; which were Quaii- 
ties altogether ſo oppoſite to thoſe Animals. He was 
molt perplexed about my Clothes, reaſoning ſometimes 
with himſelf, whether they were a part of my Body; 
for I never pulled them off till the Family were aſlee;, 
and got them on before they waked in the Morning. My 
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Maſter was eager to learn from whence I came, how I 
acquired thoſe Appearances of Reaſon, which 1 diſcover- 
el in all my Actions, and to know my Story from my 
own Mouth, which ne hoped he ſhould foon do by the 
great Proficiency I made in learning and pronouncing 
their Words and Sentences, To help my Memory, I 
formed all I learned into the Engliſh Alphabet, and wric 
the Words down with the Tranſlations. This laſt, after 
ſome time, I ventured to do in my Maſter's Prelence. It 
colt me much Trouble to explain to him what I was de 
ing; for the Inhabitants have not the leaſt Idea vt Yogi: 
or Literature. : 

In about ten Weeks time I was able to underſtand 
molt of his Queſtions, and in three Moni},s could give 
him ſome tolerable Anſwers. He was extremely -curi- 
ous to know from what Part of the Country I cane, 
and how I was taught to imitate a rational Creature, be- 
cauſe the Ns, whom he ſaw, I exactly reſembled in 
my Head, Hands and Face, that were only viſible,) 
ſome appearance of Cunning, and the ſtrongeſt Difpoit- 
tion to Miſchicf, were obſerved to be the moſt unteach- 
able of all Brutes. I anſwered, That I came over the 
Sea, from a far Place, with many others of my own 
Kind, in a great hollow Veſſel made of tlie Bodies of. 
Trees, That my Companions forced me to land on 
this Coaſt, and then left me to ſhift for my ſelf. 1 was 
with ſome difficulty, and by the help of many Signs, 
that I brought him to underſtand me, He replied, Thar 
1 muſt needs be miſtaken, or that 1 ſaid the thing which 
was vt. (For they have no Word in their Language to 
expreſs Lying or Falſhood.) He knew ict was impoſlible 
that there could be a Country beyond the Sea, or that a 
parcel! of Brutes could move a wooden Vellel whether 
they pleaſed upon Water. He was ſure no Honyhnlmm 
alive could make ſuch a Veſſel, nor would truſt 120? 
to manage it. 

The Word Hon rhn⁰hι¹m, in their Tongue, ſignifies a 
Horſe, and in its Frymology, the Perſection of Nature. I 
told my Maſter, that I was at a loſs for Expreſſion, but 
would improve as fait as 1 could; and hoped in a ſhort 
time 1 ſhould be able to tell him Wonders: He was plea- 
led to direct his own Mare, his Colt and Fole, and the 
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Servants of the Family to take all Opportunities of in. 


me, and every Day for two or three Hours, he 
was at the ſame Pains himſelf : Several Horſes and Mares 


of Quality in the Neighbourhood came often to our 
Houſe upon the Report ſpread of a wonderful Yahoo, 
that ww ſpeak like a Houyphnhnm, and ſeemed in his 
Words and Actions to diſcover ſome Glimmerings of 
Reaſon. Theſe delighted to converſe with me; th 
gut many Queſtions, and received fuch Anſwers, as [ 
was able to return. By all theſe Advantages, I made ſo 
great a Progreſs, that in five Months from my Arrival, ! 
anderſtood whatever was ſpoke, and could expreſs my 
ſelf tolerably well. 

The Howyhnhnms, who came to viſit my Maſter, out of 
3 Deſign of ſeeing and talking with me, could hardly be. 
lieve me to be aright Tahoe, becauſe my Body had a diff. 
enr Covering from others of my Kind. They were a- 
{Foniſned to obſerve me without the uſual Hair or Skin, 
except on my Head, Face and Hands; but I diſcovered 
that Secret to my Maſter, upon an Accident, which hap. 

ned about a Fortnight before, 

I have already told the Reader, that every Night when 
the Family were gone to Bed, it. was my Cuſtom, to 
ſtrip and cover my felf with my Clothes: It happened, 
one Morning early, that my Matter By for me, 6 the 
Sorrel Nag, who was his Valet; when he came, I was 
faſt aſleep, my Clothes fallen oft on one fide, and my 
Shirt above my Waiſt, I awaked at the Noiſe he made, 
and obſerved him to deliver his Meſſage in ſome Diſor- 
der; after which he went ro my Maſter, and in a great 
Fright gave him a very conſuſed Account of what he hal 
ſeen: This I preſently diſcovered; for going as ſoon as 
1 was dreſſed, to pay my Attendance upon his Honour, 
he asked me the meaning of what his Servant bad re- 
ported, that I was not the ſame Thing when 1 flept as 
I appeared to be at cther Times; that his Valet aſſured 
him, ſome part of me was White, ſome Yellow, at lealt 
not ſo White, and ſome Brown. 

I had hitherto concealed the Secret of my Dreſs, in 
order to diſtinguiſh my ſelf as much as poſſible, fron 
that curſed Race of Yor; but now I found it in yain 

:2 do ſo any longer. Lelives, I conſidered that my 
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Clothes and Shoes would ſoon wear out, which already 
were in a declining Condition, and mult be ſupplied by 
ſome Contrivance from the Hides of T:hoos, or other 
Brutes ; whereby the whole Secret would be known: I 
therefore told my Maſter, That in the Country from 
whence I came, thoſe of my Kind always coyered their 

| Bodies with the Hairs of certain Animals, prepared by 
Art, as well for Decency, as to avoid the Inclemencics 
of Air both hot and cold; of which, as to my own Per- 
ſon, I would give him immediate Conviction, if he 
pieaſed ro command me; only deſiring his Excuſe, if I 
did not expoſe thofe Parts that Nature taught us to con- 
cea', He ſaid, my Difcourſe was all very ſtrange, but 
eſpecio ly the laſt part; lor he could not underſtand why 
Nature lhuuld teach us to conceal what Nature had given. 
That neither himſelt nor Family were aſhamed of any 
Parts of their Bodies; but hov.ever, 1 might do as l 
pleaſed, Whereup on, I ficſt unduttone my Coat, and 
pulled it off. 1 did the fame witn wy Watit-coaſt; L 
drew off my Shoes, Stockings and Breeches, I let my 
Stirt down to my Wailt, and drew up the Bottom, falt- 
ning it like a Girdle acuur wy Eadie to lie my Naked- 
nes, 

My Maſter obſerved the whole Performance with great 
Signs of Curi:fity and Adiniration. He took up all my 
Cloches in his Paſtern, one Piece after anotlie;, and ex- 
amined - them diligent:y; he then ſtroked my Body very 

ently, and looked round me fevera) times, after witch 

Fe faid, it was plain I muſt be a perteX J. :; bur that 
I Ciftered very much from the reit of iny Species, in the 
Soſtneſs, and W hiteneſs, and Smoothnels of iny Skin, 
my want of Hair in ſeveral Paris of my Budy, the Shape 
and Shortneſs of my Claws behind and before, and my 
Affectation of walking continually cn my two Hinder. 
feet. He detired to ſee no more, and gave me leave to 
put on my Clotkes again, for I was faudderiag witly 
Cold. 

I expreſſed my uneaſineſs at his gi me fo fen the 
Appellation of Yahoo, an odions Animal, lor which I 
tad ſo utter an Hatred and Contempt, I beovet he would 
forbear applying that Word ro me, and take the ſane Or- 
der in his Family, and among his Friends whom he fut- 
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fered to ſee me. I requeſted likewiſe, that the Secret of 
having a falſe Covering to my Body might be known 
to none but himſelf, at leaſt as long as my preſent 
Clothing ſhould laſt; for, as to what the Sorrel Nag 
his Valet had obſerved, his Honour might command 
him to conceal it. 

All this my Maſter very graciouſly conſented to, and 
thus the Secret was kept till my Clothes began to wear 
out, which I was forced to ſupply by ſevera! Contriyan. 
ces, that ſhall hereafter be mentioned. In the mean time, 
he defired I would go on with my utmoſt Diligence to 
learn their Language, becauſe he was more altoniſ];- 


at my Capacity for Speech and Reaſon, than at the F.. 


gure of my Body, whether it were covered or no; ad. 


ding, that he waited with ſome Impatience to hear the 
Wonders which | promiſed to tell him. 

From thence forward he doubled the Pains he had been 
at to inſtruct me; he brought me into all Company, a» 
made them treat me with Civility, becauſe, as lie te. 
them privately, this would put me into good Humour, 
2nd make me more diverting. 

Every Day when I waited on him, befide the Troub'c 
he was at in teaching, he would ask me ſeveral Quel. 
uns concerning my felt, which I anſwered as well as 
could; and by theſe means he had already received forme 
general Idens, though very imperſedt. It would be te- 
dious to relate the ſeveral Steps, by which I advanced to 
a more regular Converſation : But the firſt Account L 
pare of my felt ia any Order and Length, was to thi: 
purpoſe : | 

That I came from a very far Country, as J already 
had artenipted :0 tell him, with about fifty more of my 
oyn Species; that we travelled upon the Seas, in a great 
holiow Veſlel made of Wood, and larger than his Ho- 
nour's Houſe, 1 defcribed the Ship to him in the beſt 
Terms I coul, and explained by the help of my Hand 
kerchief diſplayed, how ic was driven forward by the 
Wind. That upon a Quarrel among us, I was fet ©1 
Shore on this Coaſt, where T walked forward witiioul 
knowing Whither, till he delivered me from tte Perfecu- 
tion of thoſe execrable Taheos, He asked me, who made 
tie Ship, and kow it was poſſible that the Houghnums of 
| my 
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y Country would leave it to the Management of Brutes? 
My Anſwer was, That J durſt proceed no farther in my 
Relation, unleſs he would give me his Word and Ho- 
nour that he would not be offended, and then I would 
tell him the Wonders I had ſo often promiſed. He a- 
greed; and I went on by aſſuring him, that the Ship was 
made by Creatures like my felt, who in all the Coun- 
tries I had travelled, as well as in my own, were the 
only governing rational Animals ; and that upon m 
Arrival hither, I was as much aſtoniſhed to fee the Houyhe 
num act like rational Beings, as he or his Friends could 
be in finding ſame Marks of Reaſon in a Creature he 
was pleaſed to call a Ta, to which I owned my Re- 
ſemblance in every Part, but could not account for their 
degenerate and brutal Nature. I ſaid farther, That if 
good Fortune ever reſtored me to my native Country, 
to relate my Travels hither, as I reſolved to do, every 
bo iy would belic.e that 1 /4:d ihe Tamg which was mt ; 
that I invented the Story out of my own Head; and with 
al! poſſible re'/peR ro himſelf, his Family and Friends, 
and under his Promiſe of not being offended, our Coun- 
tymen would hardy tink it probable that an How hnhnm 
ſhould be the prelleing Creature of a Nation, and a 
Takos the Brute.

Ne Houv'nhnms Nerien of Truth and Faloe!, The 
Auti-or's Diſcourſe diſapproved by his M. Hit. Tre Aw 
thor gies d mare particular Account of bel, and.

Y Maſter heard me with great appearances of Un- 

eaſineſs in his Countenance, becauſe Heu or 
rot Believing, are fo little knowu in this Country, that 
the Inhabitants cannot tell how to belave themſelves un- 
der ſuch Circuailtances, Ard I remember in frequent 
Piſcourſes witn my Maſter concerning the Nature of 
Manhood, in other Parts of the World, having occaſion 
to talk of Lying, an! fe Ropreſencarion, it was with 
innen DiiRcihy dat he eeimprevenged what I meant, al- 


touch 
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though he had otherwiſe a moſt acute Judgment. For 
he argued thus; That the Uſe of Speech was to make 
us underſtand one another, and to receive Information 
of Facts; now it any one /a:d the Thing which ws nor, 
theſe Ends were defeated; becauſe 1 cannot properly be 
faid to underſtand him, and L am fo far from receiving 
Information, that he leaves me worſe than in Iynorance, 
for 1 aaa led to believe a Thing Black when it is White, 
and Short when it is Long. And theſe were all tne No. 
10ns he had concerning that Faculty of Lying, ſo perfect. 
ty well underitood among human Creatures. 

To return from this Digreſſion; when J aſſerted that 
the 7a»cos were the only governing Animals in my Cour. 
dry, which my Maſter ſaid was altogether paſt his Con- 
ception, he Cefired ro know, whether we had any He. 
enbums among, us, and what was their Employmen: , 
1.toid him, we had great Numbers, that in Summer 
zhey grazed in the Fields, and in Winter were kept 
in Holes, with Hay and Oats, hen Taboo Servan:; 
were employed ro rub their Skins ſmooth, comb their 
Manes, pick their Feet, ferve them with Food, and make 
their Beds. 1 underſtand you well, ſaid my Maſter its 
„very plain, fro: all you hive ſpoken, that vic 

ver Share of Realun the Yithoos pretend to, the Ho 
jn ms are your Maſters; 1 heartily wiſh our 7. 
would te fu tractable. 1 begzed his Honour you'd 
jleaſe to excnſe we from proceeding any farther, ve- 
eauſe J was very certain, that the Account he expected 
kom me would be highly ditpleaſing. But he inſiſted a 
commanding me to let him know the beſt and the wort: 
told him, hte ſhould be obeyed. J owned, that the Howy- 
Lubnus ainong vs, whom we called Horſes, were tlc 
oft generous and comely Animal we had, that they 
xcelled in Strength and Swiltneſs; ani when they be- 
waged to Perſons of Quality, employed in Traveilire, 
Kacing, Or drawing Chariots, they were treated W 
much kindnels and Care, till they fell into Diſeaſes, + 

became foundred in the, Fee:; and then they were en 
and uſed to all kind of Drw/gery till they died; utter 
ich their Skins were ſtripped and fold for what ther 
were worth, and their Bodies left to be devoured by De; 
and Birds of Prey. But the comma Race oi Horte, 
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Rad not ſo good Fortune, being kept by Farmers and 
Carriers and other mean People, who put them to grea- 
ter Labour, and feed them worſe. I deſcribed as well 
as I could, our way of Riding, the Shape and Uſe of a 
Bridle, a Saddle, a Spur, and a Whip, of Harneſs and 
Wheels. I added, that we faſtned Plates of a certain 
hard Subſtance called For, at the Bottom of their Feet, 
to preſerve their Hoofs from being broken by the ſtony 
Wars on which we often travelled, 

My Maſter, aſter ſome Expreſſions of great Indi3- 
ration, wondered how we Jared to venture upon a Heuy- 
khnhnm's Back, for he was ſure, that the meaneſt Servant 
in his Houſe, would be able to ſhake off the ſtrongeſt 
Nrhoo, or by lying down and rowling on his Back, 
fqueeze the Brute to Death. L anſwered, that our Hour- 
ſes were trained up from three or four Years o'd to the 
ſeveral Uſes we intended them fer; that if any of them 
proved intollerably vitious, they were employed for Car- 
rizges; that they were ſeverely beaten white they were 
voung, for any Miſchi:-vous Tricks: That the Males, de- 
li ned for common Uſe of Riding or Draught, were ge— 
nerally caſtrated about two Years after their Birth, to 
take dow their Spirits, and make them more tame and 
gentle; that they were indeed ſenſidle of Rewards and 
Puniſhments; but his Honour would pleaſe to contider, 
tnat they had not ihe leaſt Tinckuse of Reaſon any m01e 
than the Ties in this Country. 

It put me to the Pains of many Circumlocutions to 
give my Maiter a right Idea of what 1 ſpoke; for their 
Language doth not abound. in Variety of Words, becauſe 
their Wants and Paillons are fewer than among ns. But 
it is impoſlible to reprefent his noble Reſentment at our 
ſavage Treatment of the Horyhnh.ms Race, particularly 
after I had explained the Manner and Uſe of Cr1ftrariug 
Horſes among us, to kinder them from propagating their 
Kind, and to render them more ſervile. He fail, if it 
were vuſlible there coul:i be any Country where Yahous 
alone were endued with Reaſon, they certainly mutt be 
the governing Animal, becauſe Reaſon will in Lime al- 
ways prevail againſt Brutal Strength. But, coniidering the 
Frame of our Bodies, and eſpecially of mine, he thougie 
no Creature of equal Bulk was {o ill contrived, for em- 

ploy ing 
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ploying that Reaſon in the common Offices of Life, 
whereupon he deſired to know whether thoſe among 
whom I lived, reſembled me, or the Tahoos of his Coun. 
w_ I affured him, that I was as well ſhaped as moſt 
of my Age: But the younger and the Females were much 
more ſoit and tender, and the Skins of the latter gene- 
rally as white as Milk, He faid, I differed indeed from 
other Tahoos, being much more cleanly, and not alto- 
ether ſo deformed, but in point of real Advantage, 
thought I differed for the worſe. That my Nails were 

of no Uſe either to my Fore or Hinder-feet; as to my 
Fore-feet he could not properly call them by that Name, 
for he never obſerved me to walk upon them; that they 
were too ſoft to bear the Ground; that 1 generally wen: 
with them uncovered, neither was the Covering 1 ſome- 
times wore on them of the ſame Shape, or ſo ſtrong 
as that on my Feet behind, Thar I could not walk with 
any Security, for if either of my Hinder. cet flipped, 1 
muſt inevitably fall. He then began to find Fault with 
other Parts of my Body, the Flatneſs of my Face, the 
Prominence of my Noſe, mine Eyes placed directly in 
Front, ſo that I could not look on either Side wer ow 
turning my Head: That I was not able to feed my lel,, 
without lifting my Fore- feet io my Mouth: And there- 
fore Nature had placed thoſe Joints to anſwer that Ne- 
ceſſity. He knew not what could be the Uſe of thofe 
ſeveral Clefts and Diviſions in my Feet behind, that theſe 
were too foſt to bear the Hardneſs and Sharpneſs of 
Stones without a Covering made from the Skin of ſome 
other Brute; that my whole Body wanted a Pence againſt 
Heat and Cold, which 1 was forced to put on and off 
every Day with Tediouſneſs and Trouble. And laſtly, 


that he obſerved every Animal in this Country naturally 


to abhor the Thor, whom the Weaker avoided, and 
the Stronger drove from them. So that ſuppoſing us to 
have the Gift of Reaſon, he could not ſee how it were 
poſſible to cure that natural Antipathy, which every Crea- 
ture diſcovered againſt us; nor confequenily, how we 
could tame and render them ſerviceable. However, le 
would (as he ſaid) debate the Matter no farther, becaute 


he was more deſirous to know my ou Story, the Coun- 
try 
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iy where I was born, and the ſeveral Actions and Events 
of my Life before 1 came hither. 

I aflured him, how extremely deſirous I was that he 
ſhould be ſatisfied in every Point; but I doubted much, 
whether It would be poſſible for me to explain my ſelf 
on ſeveral Subjects whereot his Honour could have no 
Conception, becauſe I ſaw nothing in his Country to 
which I could reſemble them. That however, 1 would 
do my belt, and ſtrive to expreſs my ſelf by Similitudes, 
humbly deftiing his Aſſiſtance when I wanted proper 
Words; which he pleaſed to promiſe me. 

I ſaid, my Birth was of honeſt Parents, in an Ifland 
called England, which was remote from this Country, as 
many Days Journey as the {trongeſt of his Honour's 
Servants could travel in the annual Courſe of the Sun. 
That I was bred a Surgeon, whoſe Trade is to cure 
Wounds and Hurts in the Body, got by Accident or 
Violence; that my Country was governed by a Female 
Man whom we called Veen. That I left it to get Rich- 
es, whereby I might maintain my felt and Family when 
I ſhould return. That in my laſt Voyage, I was Com- 
mander of the Ship, and had about fifty 14% under me, 
many of which died at Sea, and 1 was forced to ſupply 
them by others picked out from ſeveral Nations. That 
our Ship was twice in danger of being ſunk; the firſt 
time by a great Storm, and the ſecond, by ſtriking a- 
gainſt a Rock. Here my Maſter interpoſed, by asking 
me, how I could perſuade Strangers out of different 
Countries to venture with me, after the Loſſes 1 had 
ſullained, and the Hazards I had run. I (aid, they were 
Fellows of deſperate Fortunes, forced to fly from the 
Places of their Birth, on Account of their Poverty or 
their Crimes. Some were undone by Law. ſuiis; others 
fpent all they had in Drinking, Whoring and Gaming; 
others fled for Treaſon; many tor Murder, Theft, Poy- 
ſoning, Robbery, Perjury, Forgery, Coining falſe Money, 
for committing Rapes or Sodoiny, for flying from their 
Colours, or deferting to the Enemy, and molt of them 
had broken Priſon; none of theſe durſt return to their 
Native Countries tor tear of being hanged, or of ſtarv- 
ing in a Jail; and therefore were under a neceſſity of 
lecking a Livelihood in other Plates. N

During this Diſcourfe, my Maſter was pleaſed to in- 
terrupt me ſeveral times; I made uſe of many Cir- 
cumlocutions in defcribing to him the Nature of the ſe- 
veral Crimes, for which moſt of our Crew had been for- 
ced to fly their Country. This Labour took up ſeveral 
Days Converſation before he was able to comprehend 
me. He was wholly at a Loſs to know what could be 
the Uſe or Neceſſity of practiſing thoſe Vices. To clear 
up which, I endeavoured to give him ſome Ideas of the 


Deſire of Power and Riches; of the terrible Effects cf 


Luſt, Iatemperance, Malice and Envy. All this 1 was 
forced to define and deſeribe by putting of Caſes, and 
making of Suppofitions, | After which, like one whoſe 
Imagination was (truck with ſomething never ſzen or 
heard before, he would lift up his Eyes with Amazement 
and Indigna: ion. Power, Government, War, Law, Pu. 
niſkment, and a thouſand other Things had no Terms, 
wherein that Language could expreſs them, which made 
the Dithculty almoſt inſuperable, to vive my Maſter any 
Conception of what I meant. But being of an excellent 
Und-ritancing, much improved by Contemplation aud 
Converſe, he at laſt arrived at a competent Knowledge 
of what Human Nature in our Parts of the World iz 
capable to perform, and deſired I would give him ſowe 
ee Account of that Land, which we call Euscpe, 
ut eſpecially of my own Country. 


CHaPr V. 


The Author at his Maſter's Commands informs him of . 
State of England. The Cauſes of Wir among the Pris. 
ces of Europe. The Author begins to explain the En- 
gliſh Conſticurion, 


| HE Reader may pleaſe to obſerve, that the fol. 
lowing Extract of many Converſations I bad with 

my Maſter, contains a Summary of the moſt materia 
Points, which were diſcourſed at ſeveral times for above 
two Years; his Honour often deſiring fuller Sa isfaction 
as I ſarcher improved in the Houy n Tongue, 1 Loid 
before 
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before him, as well as 1 could, the whole State of Ex. 
rope; I diſcourſed of Trade and Manufactures, of Arts 
and Sciences; and the Anſwers I gave to all theQueſtions 
he made, as they aroſe upon ſeveral} Subjects, were a 
Fund of Converſation not to be exhauſted, But I ſhall 
here only ſet down the Subſtance of what paſſed. between 
ns concerning my own Country, reducing it into Order 
as well as 1 can, without any Regard to Time or other 
Circumſtances, while I ſtrictly adhere to Truth. My only 
Concern is, that I ſhall hardf be able to do Juſtice to 
my Maſter's Arguments nd Expreſſions, which muſt 
needs ſuffer by my want of Capacity, as well as by a 
Tranflation into our barbarous Exg liſh. 

In Obedience therefore to his Honour's Commands, 
related to him the Revolution under the Prince of Or- 
ange, the long War with France entered into by the ſaid 
Prince, and renewed by his Succeſſor the preſent Queen, 
wherein the greateſt Powers of Chriſtendom were engag- 
ed, and which ſtill continued: I computed at his Re- 

eſt, that about a Million of Tahoos might have been 
killed in the whole Progreſs of it, and perhaps an Hun- 
ered or more Cities taken, and thrice as many Ships 
burnt or ſunk. 

He asked me what were the ufual Cauſes or Motives 
that made one Country go to War with another, I an- 
twered they were innumerable, but I ſhould only men- 
tion a few of the Chief, Sometimes the Ambition of 
Princes, who never think they have Land or People 
enough to govern: Sometimes the Corruption of Mini- 
ers, who engage their Maſter in a War in order to 
ibfle or divert the Clamour of the Subjects againſt their 
Evil Adminiſtration. Difference in Opinions hath coſt 
many Millions of Lives: For Inſtance, whether Fle/> be 
Bread, or Bread be Fleſh, whether the Juice of a certain 
Berry be Blood or Mine; whether /#/hiftling be a Vice or 
a Virtue; whether it be better to kiſs 4 Paſt, or throw 
it into the Fire; what is tie beſt Colour for a Coat, whe- 
ther Black, White, Red or Grey; and whether it ſhould 
be Long or ort, Narrow or Wide, Dirty or Clean, with 
many more. Neither are any Wars fo turious and bloo- 
dy, or of ſo long Continance, as thoſe occaſioned by 
Difference in Opinion, eſpecially it it be in Things in- 
diſterent. | Some- 
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Sometimes the Quarrel between two Princes is to de- 
cide which of them ſhall diſpoſſeſs a Third of his Domi- 
nions, whether neither of them pretend to any Right, 
Sometirnes one Prince quarrelleth with another, for tear 
the other ſhould quarrel with him. Sometimes a War i; 
entered upon, becauſe the Enemy is too Strong, and 
ſometimes becauſe he is too Weak. Sometimes our 
Neighbours want the Things which we have, or have 
the Things which we want; and we both fight, till they 
take ours, or give us theirs. It is a very juſtihable Cauſe 
of War to invade a Country after the People: have been 
waſted by Famine, deſtroyed by Peſtilence, or embroiled 
by Factions, amongſt themfelves. It is juſtifiable to en- 
ter into War againſt our neareſt Ally, when one of his 
Towns lies convenient for us, or a Territory of Land, 
that would render our Dominions round and complear, 
If a Prince ſends Forces into a Nation, where the Peo. 
ple are poor and ignorant, he may lawfully put half of 
them to death, and make Slayes of the reſt, in order to 
civilize and reduce them from their barbarous Way of 
kving. It is a very kingly, honourable, and frequent 
Practice, when one Prince deſires the Aſſiſtance of ano. 
ther to ſecure him againſt an Invaſion, that the Aſſiſtant, 
when he hath driven out the Invader, ſhould ſeize on 
the Dommions himſelf, and kill, impriſon or baniſh the 
Prince he came to relieve. Alliance by Blood or Mar- 
riage, is a ſufhcient Cauſe of War between Princes, and 
the nearer the Kindred is, the greater is their Diſpoſition 
to, quarrel: Poor Nations are hungry, and rich Nations 
are proud, and Pride and Hunger will ever be at Vari. 
ance, For thefe Reaſons, the Trade of a Soldier is held 
the moſt honourable of all others: Becauſe a Soldier is a 
Taboo hired to kill in cold Blood as many of his own Spe- 
cies, who have never offended him, as poſlibly he can. 

There is likewiſe another Kind of Princes in Europe, 
not able to make War by themſelves, who hire out their 
Troops to richer Nations, for ſo much a Day to each 
Man; of which they keep three fourths to themſelves, 
and it is the belt part of their Maintenance; ſuch are thole 
in many Northern Parts of Europe. 

What you have told me, (ſaid my Maſter) upon the 
Subject of War, does indeed diſcoyer molt admirabiy the 
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Effects of that Reaſon you pretend to: However, it is 
happy that the Shame is greater than the Danger; and 
that Nature hath left you utterly uncapable of doing much 
Miſchief, : 

For your Mouths lying flat with your Faces, you can 
hardly bite each other to any purpoſe, unleſs by Conſent, 
Then as to the Claws upon your Feet before and behind, 
they are ſo ſhort and tender, that one of our Tubes would 
drive a Dozen of yours before him. And therefore in 
recounting the Numbers of thoſe who have been killed 
in Battle, I cannot but think that you have ſaid the Thing 
which is not. 

I could not forbear ſhaking my Head and ſiniling a 
little at his Ignorance. And being no Stranger to the 
Art of War, I gave him a Deſcription of Canons, Culye- 
rins, Muskets, Carabines, Piſtols, Bullets, Powder, Swords, 
Bayonets, Sieges, Retreats, Attacks, Undermines, Coun- 
termines, Bombardments, Sea-fights; Ships ſunk with 
2 thouſand Men, twenty thouſand killed on each fide; 
dying Groans, Limbs flying in the Air, Smoak, Noiſe, 
Confuſion, Trampling to Death under Horſes Feet; Flight, 
Purſuir, Victory; Fields ſtrewed with Carcaſes left for 
Food to Dogs and Wolves, and Birds of Prey; Plunder- 
ing, Stripping, Raviſhing, Burning and Deſtroying, And 
to ſet forth the Valour of my own dear Countrymen, I 
aſſured him, that I had ſeen them blov7 up an Hundred 
Enemies at once in a Siege, and as many in a Ship, and 
beheld the dead Bodies come down in pieces from the 
Clouds, to the great Diverſton of the Spectators. 

I was going on to more Particulars, when my Maſter 
commanded me Silence, He fai!, whoever underſtoud 
the Nature of Y:hoos might eaſily believe it poſſible for 
ſo vile an Animal, to be capable of every Action I had 
named if their Strength and Cunniag equalled their Ma- 
lice, But as my Diſcourſe had increated his Abhorrence 
of the whole Species, ſo he found it gave him a Diſturb- 
ance in his Mind, to which he was wholly a Stranger be- 
fore. He thought his Ears being uſed to ſuch abominable 
Words, might by Degrees admit them with leſs Deteſtati- 
on, That although he hated the Des of this Country, 
yet he no more blamea them tor heir odious Qualttics, 
than he did a Gunay/ ( Bird of Prey) tor its Cruelty,

ture pretending to Reaſon, co be capable of ſuch Enor. 
mities, he dreaded leſt the 74 af of that Faculty 


might be worſe than Brutality it ſelf, He ſeemed t| 
fore confident, that inſtead of Reaſon, we were — 


poſſeſſed of ſome Quality fitted to encreaſe our natural

He added, That he had heard too much upon t! 
Subject of War, both in this, and ſome former Diſcou. 
ſes. There was another Point which a little perplexed 
him at preſent. I had informed him, that ſome of our 
Crew left their Country on account of being ruined by 
Lau; that I had already explained the meaning of the 
Word; but he was at a loſs how it ſhould come to 
— that the Law which was intended for every Man's 
reſervation, ſhould be any Man's Ruin. Therefore he 
deſired to be farther ſatisfied what I meant by Law, and 
what ſort of Diſpenſers thereof it could be, b whoſe 
Practices the Property of any Perſon could be loſt, inſtead 
af being preſerved. He added, he ſaw not what great 
Occaſion there could be for this thing called Law, face 
all che Intentions and Purpoſes of it may be fully anſwer. 
ed by following the Dictates of Nature and Reaſon, which 
. — ä for a reaſonable Animal, as we pre- 
ended to be, in ſhewing us 2 
— ng us what we ought to do, and 
1 affured his Honour, that La was a Science where. 
in 1 had not much converſed, having little more Know. 
ledge of it than what I had obtained A emploving Advo- 
cates, in vain, upon ſome Injuſtices that had been doue 
me, and by converſing with ſome others who by the 
fame Method had firſt Joſt their Subſtance and then left 
their own. Country under the Mortification of ſuch Diſap- 
poiatments, however I would give him all the Satisfaction 
I was able. 

I faid that thoſe who made profeſſion of this Science 
were exceedingly multiplied, being almott equal to the 
Caterpillars in Number; that they were of divers De- 
grees, Diſtinctions and Denominations. The Numer- 
ouſneſs of thoſe that dedicated themſelves to this Pro- 
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ſeſſton were ſuc!) that the fair and juſtifiable Advantage 
and Income of the Profeſſion was not ſufficient for the 
decent and handſome Maintenance of Multitudes of thoſe 
who followed it. Hence it came to paſs that it was found 
needtul to ſupply that by Artifice and Cunning, which 
could not be procured by juſt and honeſt Methods: The 
better to bring which about, very many Men among us 
were bred up from their Youth in the Art of proving by 
Words multiplied for the Purpoſe that Vite is Black, 
and Black is White, according as they are paid. The 
Greatneſs of theſe Mens Aſſurance and the Boldneſs of 
their Pretenſions gained upon the Opinion of the Vulgar, 
whom in a Manner they made Slaves of, and got into 
their Hands much the largeſt Share of the Practice of their 
Profeſſion. Theſe Practitioners were by Men of Diſcern- 
ment called Pettifoggers, (that is, Confounders, or rather, 
Deſtroyers of Right,) as it was my ill Hap as well as the 
Misfortune of my ſuffering 233 to be engaged 
only with this Species of the Profeſſion, I deſired his 


Honour to underitand the Deſcription I had to give, and 


the Ruin 1 had complained of to relate to theſe Secta- 
ries only, and how and by what means the Misfortunes 
we met with were brought upon us by the Management 
of theſe Men, might be more eaſily conceived by ex- 
plaining to him their Method of Proceeding, which could 
not be better done than by giving him an Example. 

My Neighbour, ſaid I, 1 will ſuppoſe, has a mind to 
my Cox, he hires one of theſe Advocates to prove- that 
he en: to have my Cow, from me. I muſt then hire 
another of them to defend my Right, it being again all 
Rules of Lag that any Man ſhould be allowed to ſpeak 
tor himſell. Now in this cafe, I who am the Right Ow- 
ner lie under two great Diſadvantages F:rſt, my Advo- 
cate, being as 1 Faid before practiſed almoſt from his 
Cradle in defending Falſhoo1, is quite out of Is Element 
when he would argue for Right, which as au Otfhce un- 
natural he attempts with great Ay kwardneſs, if not with 
an IIl-will. The fecond Diſadvantage is that my Advo- 
cate muſt procee i Vith great Caution; for ſince the Main- 
tenance of ſo many depend on the keep: up of Buſi- 
neſe, ſhould he proceed too ſummarily, it he does not 
incur the Ditpleaſure of his Superiors, he as {ure to gain 
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the III. will and Hatred of his Brethren, as being by them 
eſteemed one that would leſſen the Practice of the Lay, 
This being the Caſe, I have but two Methods to preſerye 
my Cow. The firſt is, to gain over my Adverſary's Ad. 
vocate with a double Fee; from the Manner and Deſign 
of whoſe Education before mentioned, it is eaſy to ex. 
ect he will be induced to drop his Client and let the 
lance fall on my fide, The ſecond Way is for m 
Advocate not to inſiſt on the Juſtice of my Cauſe, by al. 
lowing the Cow to belong to my Adverſary; and this if 
it be dexterouſly and skil — done will go a great way 
towards obtaining a favourable Verdict, it having been 
found, from a careful obſervation of Iſſues and Events, 
that the wrong Side, under the Management of ſuch Prac. 
titioners, has the fairer chance for Succeſs, and this more 
eſpecially it it happens, as it did in mine and my Friend's 
Caſe, and may have done ſince, that the Perſon appoin- 
ted to decide all Controverſies of Property, as well as 
for the Trial of Criminals, who ſhould be taken out of 
the moſt knowing and wiſe of his Profeſſion, is by the 
Recommendation of a great Favourite, or Court-miſtreſs 
choſen out of the Se& before mentioned, and fo, having 
been under a ſtrong Biaſs all his Life againſt Equity and 
fair dealing, lies as it were under a fatal Neceſſity of fa- 
vourin? ſkiing, double-dealing and Oppreſſion, and be- 
ſides through Age, Infirmity, and Diſtempers grown la- 
zy, unactive, and inattentive, and thereby almoſt inca- 
acitated from doing any thing becoming the Nature of 
2 Imployment, and the Duty of his Office. In ſuch 
Caſes, the Deciſions and Determinations of Men ſo bred, 
and ſo qualified, may with Reaſon be expected on the 
wrong ſide of the Cauſe, ſince thoſe who can take Ha- 
rangue and Noiſe, (if purſued with Warmth, and drawa 
out into a 14 for Reaſoning, are not much to be 
wondered at, if they infer the Weight of the Argument 
from the Heavineſs of the Pleading. 
It is a Maxim among theſe Men, That whatever l 


been done before may legally be done again: And ethere- 
fare they take ſpecial Care to record all the Deciiio:s 
formerly made, even thoſe which have through [onoraucy 
or Corri' ion contradicted the Rules of common 1u- 


ſtice and :e general Reaton of Mankind, Theſe, unde. 
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the Name of Precedents, the oduce as Authorities, 

and thereby endeavour to juſti * moſt iniquirous Opi- 

nions; and they are ſs lucky in this Practice, that it 

rarely fails of Decrees anſwerable to their Intent and Ex- 
ctation. 

In pleading, they ſtudiouſly avoid entring into the 

Merits of the Cauſe; but are loud, violent — tedious in 
—_ upon all Circumſtances which are not to the Pur- 
poſe. For Inſtance in the Caſe already mentioned ; They 
never defire ro know what Claim or Title my Adverſary 
hath to my Cow, but whether the ſaid Cow were red or 
black, her Horns long or ſhort; whether the Field I 
graze her in be round or ſquare, whether ſhe was milked 
at home or abroad, what Diſeaſes ſhe is ſubje& to, and 
the like; after which they conſult Precedents, adjourn the 
Cauſe from Time to Time, and in Ten, Twenty, or 
Thirty Years come to an Iſſue. 
It is likewiſe to be obſerved that this Society hath a 
peculiar Cant and Jargon of their own, that no other 
Mortal can underſtand, and wherein all their Laws are 
written, which they take ſpecial Care to multiply; where- 
by they wholly confounded the very Eſſence of Truth and 
Falſhood, of Right and Wrong; ſo that it will take 
Thirty Years to decide whether the Field, left me by my 
Anceſtors for fix Generations, belongs to me or to a 
Stranger Three Hundred Miles off, 

In the Tryal of Perſons accuſed for Crimes againſt the 
State the Method is much more ſhort and commendable : 
For if thoſe in Power, who know well how to chooſe 
Inſtruments fit for their Purpoſe, take care to recommend 
and promote out of this Clan a proper Perſon, his Me- 
thod of Education and Practice makes it eaſy to him, 
when his Patron's Diſpoſition is underitood, without Dif- 
ficulty or Study either to condemn or acquit che Crimi- 
nal, and at the ſame ſtrictly preſerve all due Forms al 
Law. 

Here my Maſter interpoſing ſaid it was a Pity, that 
Creatures endowed with ſuch prodigious Abilitics of 
Mind, as the Delcription I gave of them muſt certainly 
be, wece not rather encouraged to be Inſtructors of 
others in Wiſdom and Knowledge. In Anſwer to which, 
I affured his Honour, that the Buſineſs and Study of 
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their own Calling and Profeſſion ſo took u ; 
Thoughts and engroſled all their Time, that 22 
nothing elſe, and that therefore, in all Points out of 
their own Trade, many of them were of fo great Igno- 
rance and Stupidity, that it was hard to pick out — of 
any Profeſſion, a Generation of Men more deſpicable 
in common Converſation, or who were ſo much looked 
upon as avowed Enemies to all Knowledge and Learn- 
ing, being canons dif] * e | cy reaſon

by a Queen as to need no firſt Miniſter, The Character 
of ſuch an one in ſome European Courts, 


Y Maſter was yet wholly at a Loſs to underftand 

what Motives could incite this Race of Lawyers to 
perplex, diſquier, and weary themſelves, and engage in 
a Contederacy of lnjuſtice, merely for the Sake of injur. 
ing their Fellow- Animals; neither could he comprehierd 
what I meant in faying they did it for Hire, W hereupon 
I was at much Pains to deſcribe to him the Uſe of 1. 
ey, the Materials it was made of, and the Value of tie 
Metals; that when a Tahoo had got a great Store of this 
pe Subſtance, he was able to purchaſe whatever lie 
ad a mind to, the fineſt Clothing, the nobleft Houſes hs 
great Tracts of Land, the moſt coſtly Mears and Drinks 
and have is Choice of the moſt beautiful Females. 
Therefore ſince Money alone, was able to perform al 
theſe Feats, our Taboo thought, they could never have 
enough of it to ſpend or to fave, as they found them— 
felyes inclined from their natural Bent, either to Protu- 
{ion or Avarice, That the rich Man enjoyed the Fruit 
of the poor Man's Labour, and the Latter were a thou- 
ſand to one in proportion to the Former. That the 
Bulk of our People were forced to live miferably, by 
labouring every Day for ſmaſl Mages to make a few live 
plemiſully. I enlarged my ſelf müch on theſe and many 
other 
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other Particulars to the ſame Purpoſe : But his Honour 
| was ſtill to ſeek : For he went upon a ſuppoſition that all 
F Animals had a Title to their ſhare in the Productions of 
the Earth, and efpecially thote who prefided over the 
reſt. Therefore he deſired 1 would let him know whar 
- theſe coſtly Meats were, and how any of us happened 
to want them. Whereupon I enumerated as many forts 
as came into my Head, with the various Methods of 
dreſſing them, which could not be done without tending 
Veſſels by Sea to every part of the World, as well for 
Liquors to drink, as for Sauces, and innumerable other 
Conveniencies. I aſſured him, that this whole Globe of 
Earth muſt be at leaſt three times gone round, before 
one of our better Female Thee could get her Breakfaſt, 
or a Cup to put it in. He ſaid, That mult needs be x 
| miſerable Country which cannot turniſh Food tor its own 
Inhabitants. But what he chiefly wondered at was, how 

ſuch vaſt Tracts of Ground as I deicribed ſhould be 
wholly without Freſh Water, and the People put to the 
Neceſlity of ſending over the Sea for Drink. I replied, 

that England (the dear Place of my Nativity) was com- 
puted to produce three times the quantity ot Food, more 

than its Inhabitants are able to conſume, as well as Li- 
quors extracted from Grain, or preſſed out of the Fruit 

of certain Trees, which made excellent Drink, and the 
ſame Proportion in every other convenience of Lite. 

But in order to feed the Luxury and Intemperance of 

the Males, and the Vanity of the Females, we ſent away 

the greateſt Part of our neceſſary Things to other Coun- 
tries, trom whence in return we brought the Materials of 
Diſeaſes, Folly, and Vice, to ſpend among ourſe'ves. 
Hence it follows of Neceſſity, that vaſt Numbers of our 
People are compelled to ſeek their Livelinood by Beg- 
ging, Robbing, Stealing, Cheating, Pimping, Fortwear- 

ing, Flattering, Suborning, Forging, Gaming, Lying, 
Fawning, Hectoring, Voting, Scriboliag, Star - gazing,

Poiſoning, Whoring, Canting, Libclling, Free-thinkxing, 
and the like Occupations : Every one of which Terms, 
I was at much Pains to make him underitand. 

hat Wine was not imported among us from foreign 
Countries, to fupply the want of Water or other Drinks, 
but becauſe it was a ſort of Liquid which made us merry, 
Parr LV, _ by 
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.by putting us out of our Senſes; diverted all melanchojy 
Thoughts, begat wild extravagant Imaginations in the 
Brain, raiſed our Hopes, and baniſhed our Fears, (uf. 
pended every Office of Reaſon for a time, and deprived 
us of the Uſe of our Limbs, till we fell into a protfoung 
Sleep; although it muſt be conteſſed, that we always awa. 
ked ſick and diſpirited, and that the Uſe of this Liquor 
filled us with Diſeaſes, which made our Lives uncomto:. 
table and ſhort. 

But beſide all this, the Bulk of our People ſupported 
themſelves by furniſhing the Neceſſities and Convenien. 
cies of Life to the Rich, and to each other. For inſtance, 
when I am at home and dreſſed as.I ought to be, I car. 
ry on my 2 the Workmanſhip of an hundred Trades. 
men; the Building and Furniture of my Houſe employ 
as 8 more and five times the Number to adorn my 
Wite. 

I was going on to tell him of another ſort of People, 
who get their Livelihood by attending the Sick, having 
upon ſome Occaſions informed his Honour that many ot 
my Crew had died of Diſeaſes. 
utmoſt Difhculty, that 1 brought him to apprehend hat 
I meant. He could eaiily conceive, that a Hm 
grew weak and heavy a few Days before his Death, or 


by ſome Accident might hurt a Limb. But that Nature, 


who works ail Things to Perfection, ſhould ſuffer ary 
Pains to breed in our Bodies, he thought it impoſſible, 
and deſired to know the Reaſon of fo unaccountable an 
Evil. 1 told him, we fed on a thouiand Things which 
operated the one contrary to each other; that we ea: 
when we were not hungry, and crank without the Pra- 
vocation of Thirſt; that we fare whole Nigits drinking 
ſtrong Liquors without eating a Bit, which diſpoſed us 
to Sloth, enflamed our Bodies, and precipitated or pre- 
vented Digeſtion, That proſtitute Female Yiuhovs acqui- 
red a certain Malady, which bred Rottenneſs in the Bones 
of thoſe who fell into their Embraces; that this and ma- 
ny other Diſeaſes, were propagated from Father to Son, 
fo that great Numbers come into the World with com- 
plicated Maladies upon them; that it would be endless 
to give him a Catalogue of all Diſeaſes incident to hi- 
man Bodies; for they could not be fewer than five K lie 
| hug cd 
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hundred, ſpread over every Limb and Toint; in ſhore, 
every Part, external and inteſtine, having Diſeaſes ap- 
propriated to them. To remedy which, there was a Sor: 
of People bred up among us, in the Profeſſion or Pre. 
rence of curing the Sick. And becauſe 1 had ſome Skill 
in the Faculty, I would in Gratitude to his Honour, le: 
him know the whole My ſtery and Method by which they 
roceed. 

Their Fundamental is, that all Diſeaſes ariſe from Re- 
pletion, from whence they conclude, that a great Evacy- 
ation of the Body is neceflary, either through the natural 
Paſſage, or upwards at the Mouth, Their next Bufineſs 
is, from Herbs, Minerals, Gums, Oyls, Shells, Salrs, 
Juices, Sea-weed, Excrements, Barks al Trees, Serpents, 
Toads, Frogs, Spiders, dead Mens Fleſh and Bones, Beaſts 
and Fiſhes, to form a Compoſition for Smell and Tatte 
the moſt abominable, nauſcous and deteſtable, they can 
potſibly contrive, which the Stomach immediately reje&s 
with loathing; and this they call a Vomit; or elſe from 
the fame Store houſe, with ſome other poiſonous Addi- 


tions, they command us to take in at the Orifice above 


or below, ( juſt as the Phyſician then happens to be dif- 
poſed) a Medicine equally annoying and diſguſtful to the 
Bowels, which relaxing the Belly, drives down all before 
it, and this they call a Purge, or a Glyſter. For Nature 
(as the Phyſicians alledge ) having intended the ſuperior 
anterior Orifice only for the Intromiflion of Solids and 
Liquids, and the inferior poſterior, for Ejection, theſe 
Artiſts ingeniouſly conſidering that in all Diſeaſes Nature 
is forced out of her Seat; therefore to replace her in it, 
the Body mult be treated in a manner diretly contrary, 
by interchanging the Uſe of each Oritice, torcing Solids 
and Liquids in at the Anus, and making Ev2cuations at 
the Month. 

But, beſides real Diſeaſes, we are ſubiect to inany that 
are only imaginary, for which tie Ply ticians have invent- 
ed imaginary Cures; theſe have their ſeveral Names, and 
ſo have the Drugs that are proper tor them, and with 
theſe our Female Yahoos are always infeſted. 

One great Excellency in this Tribe is their Skill at Pro- 
mnoſticks, wherein they felJom fail; their Predictions in 
real Diteates, when they rite to any degree of Malignity, 
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generally portending Death, which is always in their Pow. 


er, when Recovery is not: And therefore upon any un- 


expected Signs of Amendment, after wy have pronoun. 

ced their Sentence, rather than be accuſed as f 

S5 they know how to approve their Sagacity to the 
orld by a ſeaſonable Doſe. 

They are likewiſe of ſpecial Uſe to Husbands and 
Wives, who are grown weary of their Mates, to eldeſt 
Sons, to great Miniſters of State, and often to Princes. 

I had formerly upon occaſion diſcourſed with my Ma. 
ſter upon the Nature of Government in general, and 

ticularly of our own excellent Conſtitution, deſervely 
the Wonder and Envy of the whole World. But having 
here accidentally mentioned a Miziſter of State; he com- 
manded me ſome time after to inform him, what Spe. 
cies of Tahoe J particularly meant by that Appellation. 

I told him, that our She Governor or Queen having 
no Ambition to gratify, no Inclination to ſatisfy of ex. 
rending her Power to the Injury of her Neighbours, or 
the Prejudice of her own Subjects, was therefore ſo far 
from needing a corrupt Miniſtry to carry on or cover any 
finiſter Deſigns, that ſhe not only direfts her own Att. 
ons to the Good of her People, conducts them by the 
Direction, and reſtrains them within the Limitation of the 
Laws of her own Country; but ſubmits che Bebaviour 
and Acts of thoſe She intruſts with the Adminiſtration of 
Her Affairs to the Examination of her great Council, 
and ſubjects them to the Penalties of the Law; and there- 
fore never puts any ſuch Confidence in any of her Sub- 
jects as to entruſt them with the whole and entire Admi- 
niſtration of her Affairs: But 1 added, that in ſome for- 
mer Reigns here, and in many other Courts of Euroe 
now, where Princes grew indolent and careleſs of their 
own Affairs, through a conſtant Love and Purſuit of 
Pleaſure, they made uſe of ſuch an Adminiſt-ator as ! 
kad mentioned, under the Title of et or chief Miniſter 
of State, the Deſcription of which, 2s far as it may be 
collected, not only from their Actions, but from the Les 
ters, Memoirs, and Writings publiſhed by rhemſclver, 
the Truth of which has not yet been diſpute i, may be 
allowed to be as follows: That he is a Perſon wi:oi!y 
exempt from Joy and Grief, Love and Hatred, Pi'y and 
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Anger; at leaſt makes uſe of no other Paſſions but a vi. 
dent Deſire of Wealth, Power and Titles; that he ap- 
plies his Words to all Uſes, except to the Indication of 
his Mind; that he never tells a Trauth, but with an In- 
rent that you ſhould take it for a Lye; nor a Lye, but 
with a Deſign that you ſhould take it for a Truth; that 
thoſe he ſpeaks worſt of behind their Backs, are in the 
ſureſt Way to Preſerment; and whenever he begins to 
praiſe you to others or to your felf, you are from that 
Day forlorn. The worſt Mark you can receive is a Pro- 
miſe, eſpecially when it is confirmed with an Oath; after 
which every wiſe Man retires, and gives over all Hopes, 

There are three Methods by which a Tuhee may rife 

to be chief Miniſter: The firſt is, by knowing how with 
Prudence to diſpoſe of a Wife, a Daughter, or a Siſter : 
The ſecond, by betraying or undermining his Predeoeſ- 
ſor: And the third is, by a furious Zeul in publick AC 
ſemblies againſt the Corruptions of the Court. But a 
wiſe Prince would rather chooſe to employ thoſe who 
practiſe the laſt of theſe Methods becauſe ſuch Zealots 
prove always the moſt obſequ'ous and ſubſervient to the 
Will and Paſſions of their Maſter, That theſe Miniſters 
having all Employments at their Diſpoſal, preſerve them- 
ſelves in Power by bribing the Majority of a Senate or 
great Council; and at laſt by an Expedient called An Act 
of Indemnity ( whereof J deſcribed the Nature to him) 
they ſecured themſelves from Atter-reckonings, and re. 
tired from the Publick, laden with the Spoils of the Na- 
tion. 
The Palace of a Chief Miniſter, is a Seminary to breed 
up others in his own Trade: The Pages, Lacquies, and 
Porter, by imitating their Maſter, become Miniſters of 
State in their ſeveral Diſtricts, and learn to excel in the 
three 3 Ingredients, of Inſolence, Lying; and Bribe- 
ry. Accordingly, they have a ſubaltern Court paid to 
them by Perſons of the beſt Rank, and ſometimes by 
the force of Dexterity and Impudence, arrive through ſe- 
yeral Gradations to be Succoſſors to their Lord. 

He is uſually governed by a decayed Wench or fa- 
vonurite Footman, who are the Tunnels through which 
all Graces are conveyed, and may properly be called, 1d 
the laſt Reſort, the Governors of ihe Kingdom, 
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One Day in Diſcourſe my Maſter, having heard me 
mention the Nebility of my Country, was pleaſed to 
make me a Compliment which I could not pretend to 
deferye: That he was ſure, I muſt have been born of 
ſore noble Family, becauſe I far exceeded in Shape, 
Colour, and Cleanlineſs, all the Theos of lis Nation, 
though I ſeemed to fail in Strength, and Agility, which 
mult be imputed to my cifferent Way of living from 
thofe 2:her Brutes, and beſides, I was not only endoyy. 
ed with the Faculty of Speech, but likewiſe with ſome 
Nudiments of Reaſon, to a Degree, that with all his Ac. 
quaiztance I paſſed for a Prodigy. 

He made me obſerye, that among the Hony/nnme, 
the ice, the forrel, and the iron-grey, were not ſo ex. 
Actly ſhaped as the bay, the dapple-grey and the black; 
nor born with equa! Talents of the Mind, or a Capacity 
to improve them, and therefore continued always in 
me Condition of Servants, without ever aſpiring to match 
out of their own Race, which in that Country would be 
reckoned monſtrous and unnatural. 

I made his Honour my moſt humble Acknowledy. 
ments for the good Opinion he was pleaſed to conceiye 
of me; but aſſured him at the ſame time, that my Bir: 
was of the lower ſort, having been born of plain ho- 
neit Parents, who were juſt able to give me a tolerable 
Education: That Nobility among us was altogether a difie- 
rent thing from the Idea he had of it; that our young . 
blemen are bred from their Childhood in Idleneſs and Lux- 
ury ; that as ſoon as Years will permit, they conſume their 
Vigor, and contract odious Diſcaſes among lewd Fe- 
males; and when their Fortunes are almoſt ruined, they 
marry ſome Woman of mean Birth, diſagrecable Perſon, 
and unfound Conſtitution, merely for the fake of Mo- 
ney, whom they hate and deſpiſe. That the Productions 
of ſuch Marriages are generally ſcrophulous, ricketty, or 
d:formed Children, by which means the Family ſeldom 
continues above three Generations, unleſs the Wife takes 
care t provide a healthy Father among her Neighbours, 
or Acquaintance, in order to improve and continue the 
Breed, That a weak diſeaſed Body, a meagre Counte- 
nance, and fallow Complexion, are no uncommon Mar: 
ata great Man; and a healthy robuſt Appearance is ſo 
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far diſgraceful in a Man of Quality, that the World is 
apt to conclude his real Father to have been one of the 
Inferiors of the Family, eſpecially when it is feen that 
the Imperfections of his Mind run parallel with thoſe of 
his Body, and are little elſe than a Compoſition of Spleen, 


Dulneſs, Ignorance, Caprice, Senſuality, and Pride.

The Author's great Love of his native Country, His Mi. 
ſter's Obſervations upon the Conflitution and Admin ſlra- 
tian of England, as deſcribed by the Author, with pa- 

. rallel Caſes and Compariſons, His Maſter's Oò ſervati- 
ons upou human Nature, 


HE Reader may be difpoſed to wonder how I 
could prevail on my ſelt to give ſo tree a Repre- 
ſentation of my own Species, among a Race of Mortals 
who were already too apt to conceive the vileſt Opinion 
of human Kind from that entire Congruity betwixt me 
and their Tabbert. But I muſt freely confeſs, that the ma- 
ny Virtues of thoſe excellent Quadrupeds placed in op- 
polite View to human Corruptions, had ſo far opened 
mine Eyes and enlightened my Underſtanding, that I be- 
gan to view the Actions and Paſſions of Man in a very 
different Light, and to think the Honour of my own 
Kind not worth managing; which, beſides, it was im- 
poſſible tor me to do before a Perſon of fo acute a Judg- 
ment as my Maſter, who daily convince me of a thou» 
ſand Faults in my ſelt, whereof 1 had not the leait Per- 
ception before, and which among us u id never bt 
numbered even among human infhirmies, I had ligne 
learned from bis Example an utter Deteftaudn of all Falte. 
hood or Diſguiie; and Truth appeared io amiable to me, 
that I determined upon ſacriſicing every thing to it. 

Let me deal to candi..y wich the Reader, as to contets, 
that there was yet a much ſtronger Motive for the Free- 
dom L touk in my Repreſentation of Things. I had not 
been a Year in ti:is Country, before I contracted ſuch a 
Love and Veneration for the Inhabitants, that I entered 


on a frm Reſolution never to return to humin Kind, 
MA. pu- 
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but to paſs the reſt of my Life among theſe admirable 
Hei bnhums in the Contemplation and Practice of every 
Virtue; where I could have no Example or Incitement 
to Vice, But it was decreed by Fortune, my perpetual 
Enemy, that ſo great a Felicity ſhould not fall to my 
ſhare. However, it is now ſome Comfort to reflect, 
that in what I ſaid of my Countrymen, I extenuated 
their Faults as much as I durſt before fo ſtrict an Exa- 
miner, and upon every Article, gave as favourable a Turn 
as the Matter would bear. For, indeed, who is there 
alive that will not be ſwayed by his Byaſs and Partiality 
to the Place of his Birth? g 

I have related the Subſtance of ſeveral Converſations 
I had with my Maſter, during the greateſt part of the 
Time I had the Honour to be in his Service, but have 
indeed for Brevity ſake omitted much more than is here 
ſet down, | 

When I had anſwered all his Queſtions, and his Curio- 
ſity ſeemed to be fully ſatisfied; he ſent for me one 
Morning early, and commanding me to fit down at ſome 
diſtance, (an Honour which he had never before con- 
ferred upon me) he ſaid, He had been very ſeriouſly 
conſidering my whole Story, as far as it related both to 
my felt and my Country: That he looked upon us as a 
fort of Animals to whoſe Share, by what Accident he 
could not conjecture, fome {mal} Pittance of Reaſon had 
tallen, whereot we made no other Uſe than by its Aſſiſt- 
ance to aggrevate our varural Corruptions, and to ac- 
quire new ones which Nature had not given us. That 
we diſarmed our ſelves of the few Abilities ſhe had be— 
ſtowed, had been very ſucceſsful in multiplying our ori- 
ginal Wants, and ſeemed to ſpend our whole Lives in 
vain Endeayours to ſupply them by our own Inventions. 
That as to my ſelf, it was manifeſt 1 had neither the 
Strength or Agility of a common Yahoo, that 1 walked 
infirmly on my hinder Feet, had found out a Contrivance 
to make my Claws of no Uſe or Defence, and to re— 
move the Hair from my Chin, which was intended as a 
ſnelter from the Sun and the Weather. Laſtly, That | 
could neither run with Speed, nor climb Trees like my 
Brethren (as he called them) the Tahboos in this Coun- 
try. 

: Tha: 
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That our Inſtitutions of Government and Law were 
plainly owing to our groſs Defects in Reaſon, and b 
conſequence, in Vertue; becauſe Reaſon alone is ſuffi- 
cient co govern a rational Creature; which was therefore 
2 Character we had no Pretence to challenge, even from 
the Account I had given of my own People, although 
he manifeſtiy perceived, that in order to favour them, 
I had concealed many Particulars, and often ſaid the 
Thing which was nos. 

He was the more confirmed in this Opinion, becauſe 
he obſerved, that as I agreed in every Feature of my 
Body with other Tzhoos, except where it was to my real 
Diſadvantage in point of Strength, Speed and Activity, 
the ſhortneſs of my Claws, and ſome other Particulars 
where Nature had no Part; fo from the Repreſentation 
1 had given him of our Lives, our Manners, and our 
Actions, ne found as near a Refemblance in the Diſpo- 
ſition ot our Minds. He ſaid the Tahoos were known to 
hate one another more than they did any different Species 
of Animals; and the Reaſon uſually aſſigned, was, the 
Odiouſneſs of their own Shapes, which all could fee in 
the reſt, bur not in themſelves. He had therefore begun 
to think it not unwiſe in us to cover our Bodies, and by 
that Iavention, conceal many of our own Deformities 
from each other, which would elſe be hardly ſupport- 
able. Bur, he now found he had been miſtaken, and 
that the Difſentions of thoſe Brutes in his Country were 
owing to the ſame Cauſe with ours, as I had deſcribed 
them. For, it (taid he) you throw among five Yahoos 
as much Food as would be ſufficient for fifty, they will, 
inſtead of eating peaceabiy, fall together by the Ears, 
each ſingle one impatient to have all to itſelf; and 
therefore a Servant was uſuaily employed to ſtaod by 
while they were feeding abroad, and thoſe kept at hot: 
were tied at a diſtance from each other; that if a Coy 
died of Age or Accident, before a fleht could fo- 
cure it for his own Thos, thoſe in the Neighbourhog! 
would come in Herds to ſeize it, and then would en!“ 
ſuch a Battle as I had deſcribed, with terrible Won 
made by their Claws on both ſides, although they 1-.- 
dom were able to kill one another, for want of fuss 
convenient Inſtruments of Death as we had inventc. 
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At other times the like Battles have been fought between 


Cauſe :. Thoſe of one Diſtrict watching all Opportunities 
to ſurprize the next before they are prepared. But if 
they find their Proiect hath miſcarried, they return home, 
and for want of Enemies, engage in what I call a Civil 
War among themſelves, 

That in ſome Fields of his Country, there are certain 
Fixing Stones of ſeveral Colours, whereof the Yahoos are 
violently fond, and when part of theſe Scenes is fixed in 
:h2 Earth, as it ſometimes happeneth, they will dig with 
their Claws for whole days to get them out, then carry 
mem away, and hide them by Heaps in their Kenne!s; 
but ſtill looking round with great Caution, for fear their 
Comrades ſhould find out their Treaſure. My Maſter 
Ad, he could never diſcover the Reaſon of this unnatu— 
ral Appetite, or how theie Stones could be af any Uſe to 
2. 74500; but now he believed it might proceed from the 
lame Principle of Avarice, which I bad aſcribed to 
Mankind; that he had once, by way of Experiment, 
privately removed a Heap of theſe Stones from the Place 
where one of his T:hcos had buried it: Whereupon, the 
ferdid Animal miſſing his Treaſure, by his loud lament- 
ing brought the whole Herd to the 3 there miſcra- 
bly kowled, then fell to biting and tearing the reſt, be- 
gan to pine away, . would neither eat, nor fleep, nor 
work, till he ordered a Servant privately to convey the 
Stones imo the ſame Hole, and hide them as before; 
which when his Zu had found, he prefently recovered 
his Spirits and good Humour, but took care to remove 
thein to a better hiding place, and hath ever ſince been a 
very ſerviccable Brute. 

My Maſter farther aſſured me, which I alſo obſerved 
Tay ſelf, That in the Fields where theſe ſhining Stones a- 
bound, the fierceſt and moſt frequent Battles are foug! tr,

He ſaid, it was common, when two Trhoos diſcoyered 
itch 2 Store in a Field, and were contending which of 
them ik.uld be the Proprietor, a third would take il e 
Ayartige, and carry it away from them both: which 
my Raster would needs contend io have ſome kind of 
5 Re.

it for our Credit not to undeceive him; ſince the Deci- 
hon he mentioned was much more equitable than many 


Decrees among us: Becauſe the Plaintiff and Detendant 


there loſt nothing beſide the Stone they contended for, 
whereas our Courts of Equity, would ſeldom have diſ- 
miſſed the Cauſe while either of them had any thing 
left. 

My Maſter continuing his Diſcourſe, ſaid, There was 
nothing that rendered the Tahoes more odious, than their 
undiftinguiſhing Appetite to devour every Thing that 
came in their way, whether Herbs, Roots, Berries, the 
corrupted Fleſh of Animals, or all mingled together: 
And it was peculiar in their Temper, that they were fon- 
der of what they could ge: by Rapine or Stealth at a 
greater d.ſtance, than much better Food provided tor 
them at home. If their Prey held out, they would ea: 
till they were ready to burſt, after which Nature had 
pointed out to them a certain Root that gave them a ge- 
neral Evacuation. 

There was alſo annther kind of Root very juicy, but 
ſomewhat race and dificult to be found, which the Te- 
hoos ſoug 
with great Delight; and it produeed the ſame Effects that 
Wine hath upon us. It would make them ſometimes 
hug, and ſometimes tear one another, they would how! 
and grin, and chatter, and tumble, and then fall aſleep 
in the Dirt. 

did indeed obſerye, that the Ta es were the only 
Animals in this Country ſubject to any Diſeaſes; which 
however, were much fewer than Horſes have among us, 
and contracted not by any ill Treatment they meet with, 
but by the N aſtineſs, and Greedineis of that ſordid Brute, 
Neither has their Language any more than a general Ap- 
pellation for thoſe Maladies, which is borrow2d from the 
Name of the Beaſt, and called Hnea-Yrhoo, or the Ju- 
hoo's-Ewil, and ite Cure preſcribed is a Mixture of their 
Mun Dung and Urine forcibly put down the Yihos's 
Throat. This I have fince often taken my felf, and do 
freely recommend ir to my Countrymen, tor the publick 
Good, as an a.lmwrabl2 Specifick agaialt ail Diſeales pro- 
duced by Rep'crion, 
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As to Learning, Government, Arts, ManufaQtures, and 
the like, my Maſter confeſſed he could find little or no 
Reſemblance between the Tubes of that Country and 
thoſe in ours. For, he only meant to obſerve what Pa- 
rity there was in our Natures, He had heard indeed 
ſome curious HouyEnhnms obſerve, that in moſt Herds 
there there was a fort of ruling Yahoo, (as among us 
there is generally ſome leading or principal Stag in a 
Paik) who was always more deformed in Body, and »:/. 
ehievous in Diſpoſition, than any of the reſt, That this 
Leader had uſually a Favourite as like himſelf as he could 
ger, whoſe Employment was to lick his Maſter's Feet and 
Poſteriers, and drive the Female Yahoos to his Kenne! . 
for which he was now and then rewarded with a piece of 
Aſs's Fleſh, This Favourite is hated by the whole Herd, 
and therefore to protect himſelf, keeps always near 7: 
Perſon of his Leader. He ufually continues in Office 
till a worſe can be found; but the very moment he i; 
diſcarded, his Succeſlor, at the Head of all the Tahoos in 
that Diſtrict, Young and Old, Male and Female, come in 
a Body, and diſcharge their Excrements upon him from 
Head to Foot. But how far this might be applicable to 
our Courts and Favourites, and Miniſters of State, my 
Maſter ſaid 1 could beſt determine. 

I durſt make no return to this malicious Inſinuation, 
Which debaſed human Underſtanding below the Sagacity 
of a common Hound, who has Judgment enough to di- 
ftinguiſh and follow the Cry of the ableff Dog in the Pack, 
without being ever miſtaken. 

My Maſter told me, there were fome Qualities remark. 
able in the Tahoos, which he had not obſerved me to 
mention, or at leaſt very ſlightly, in the Accounts I had 

iven him of human Kind; he ſaid, Thoſe Animals, 
ike other Brutes, had their Females in common; bur in 
this they differed, that the She- Taboo would admit the 
Male, while ſhe was pregnanr, and that the Hees would 
quarrel and fight with Females as fiercely as with each 
other, Both which Practices were ſuch Degrees of Bru- 
tality, that no other ſenſitive Creature ever arrived ar. 

Another thing he wondered at in the Theor, was their 
ſtrange Diſpoſi:zon to Naſtineſs and Dirt, whereas there 
appears to be a natural Love of Cleanlineſs in a'l other 

Animals. 
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Animals. As to the two former Accuſations, I was glad | 
| to let them paſs without any Reply, becauſe I had not a ö 5 
| Word to offer upon them in 22 of my Species, 4 
which otherwiſe I certainly had done from my own In- [ 
| clinations, But I could have eaſily vindicated human * 
Kind from the Imputation of Singularity upon the Arti- 
cle, if there had — any Swine in that Country, (as 
unluckily for me there were not) which although it may 
be a ſweeter Nuadruped than a Tahoe, cannot I humbl 
conceive in Juſtice pretend to more Cleanlineſs; and 2 
his Honour himfelt muſt have owned, if he had ſeen 
their filthy way of feeding, and their Cuſtom of wal. 
lowing and ſleeping in the Mud. 

My Maſter likewiſe mentioned another Quality which 
his Servants had diſcovered in ſeveral YTzhoos, and to him 
was wholly unaccouniable. He faid, a Fancy would 
ſometimes take a T7ahoo, to retire into a Corner, to lie 
down and howl, and groan, and ſpurn away all that 
came near him, although he were young and fat, wanted 
neither Food nor Water; nor could the Servants imagine 
what could poſlibly ail him. And the only Remedy — 0 
found was to ſer him to hard Work, after which he | 
would infallibly come to himſelf, To this I was ſilent 
out of Partiality to my own Kind; yet here I could diſ- "7 
cover the true Seeds of Spleen, which only ſeizeth on the 1 
Lazy, the Luxurious, and the Rich; who, if they were = 
forced to undergo the ſame Regimen, I would undertake k * 
tor the Cure | 7 

His Honour had farther obſerved, that a Female- Tu- 2 
hoo would often ſtand behind a Bank or a Buſh, to gaze "3k 
on the young Males paſſing by, and then appear, and ld 
hide, uſing many antick Geſtures and Grimaces, at which "4 
time it was obſerved, that ſhe had a moſt offex/fiwe if 
Smell; and when any of the Males advanced, would \ 

ſlowly retire, looking often back, and with a counterfeit 
ſhew of Fear, run off into ſome conyenient Place where 
ſhe knew the Male would follow her. 

At other times, if a Female Stranger came among 
them, three or four of her own Sex would get about 
her, and ſtare and chatter, and grin, and ſmell her all 
over, and then turn off with Geſtmres that ſcemed to ex- 


preſs Contempt and Diſdain. 


Perhaps 
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Perbaps my Maſter might refine a little in theſe Specy. 
lations, which he had drawn from what he obſerved him. 
ſelf, or had been told him by others: However, I could 
not reflect without ſome Amazement, and much Sorrow, 
that the Rudiments of Lewaneſs, Caqurtry, Cenſure, and 
Scandal, ſhould have place by Inſtinct in Woman, kind. 

expected every moment that my Maſter would ac- 
cuſe the Yahoos of thoſe unnatural Appetites in both 
Sexes,. ſo common among us. But Nature it ſeems 
hath not been fo expert a School-Miſtreſs; and theſe 
politer Pelaſures are entirely the Productions of Art and 
Reaſon, on our fide of the Globe.

S I ought to have underſtood human Nature much 
better than I ſuppoſed it poſſible for my Maſter to 

do, fo it was ealy-to apply the Character he gave of 
the Tahoos to my ſelf and my Countrymen, and 1 be- 
lieved I could yet. make farther Diſcoveries from my 
own Obſervation. I therefore often begged his Favour 
to let me go among the Herds of YTahoos in the Neigh- 
bourhood, to which he always very graciouſty conſent- 
ed, being perfectly convinced that the Hatred 1 bore?

them; and his Honour ordered one of his Seryants, a 
ſtrong Sorrel Nag, very honeſt and g004-natnred, to be 
my Guard, without whoſe Protection I durſt not -under- 
take ſuch Adventures, For I have already told the Rea. 
der how much I was peitered by thoſe odious Animals 
vpon my Ar{t Akad And 1 atrerwards failed very 
rarrowiy three or four times of falling into their Clut- 
nes, when I happened ta ſtray at any Diſtance withour 
ny Hanger. And I have reaſon to believe they hac

jome Imagination :hat I was of their own Species, Wich 
I often aſſiſted my ſelf, by ſtripping up my Sleeves, an: 
nen ing in; naked Arms and Breaſt, When my Protettor 
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was. with me. At which times they would approach as 
near as they durſt, andimitate my Actions aſter the manner 
of Monkies, but ever with great ſigns of Hatred, as a 
tame Jack-Daw with Cap and Stockings, is always per- 
ſecuted by the wild ones, when he happens to be got 
among them. 

They are prodigiouſly nimble from their Infancy; 
however, I once caught a young Male of three Years 
old, and endeayoured by all Marks of Tenderneſs to 
make it quiet; but the little Imp fell a ſqualling, and 
ſcratching, and biting with ſuch Violence, that I was 
torced to let it go, and it was high time, for a whole 
Troop of old ones came about us at the Noiſe, but 
finding the Cub was fate, (for away it ran) and my 
Sorrel Nag being by, they durſt not venture near us, [ 
obſerved the young Animal's Fleſit to tmell very rank, 
and the ſtink was ſomewhat between a 1100 and a 
Fax, but much riore diſagreeable. I forgot another Cir- 
cumſtance (and perhaps 1 might have the Reader's Par- 
don, it it were wholly omitted) that while I held the 
odious Vermin in my Hands, it yoided its filthy Excre- 
ments of a yellow liquid Subſtance, all over my Clothes; 
but by good Fortune there was a {mail Brook hard by, 
where I waſhed my felt as clean as L could, although LI 
durſt not come into my Malter's Preſence, until I were 
ſufficiently aired, 

By what 1 could diſcover, the Ti/005 appear to be the 
moſt unteachable of all Animals, their Capacities never 
reaching higher than to draw or carry Burthens, Yet I 
am ot Opinion this Defect ariſeth chiefly from a per- 
verſe, reitive Diſpoſition. For they are cunning, mali— 
cious, treacherous and revengeſul. They are ſtrong and 
hardy, but of a cowardly Spirit, and by conſequence, 
infolent, abject, and erik It is obſerved, that the Red- 
þ1ired of both Sexes are more libidinous and miſchie— 
vous than the reſt, whom yet they much exceed in 
Strength and Activity. 

The Hou bubums keep the Tubes for preſent Uſe in 
Huts not tac from the Hufe; but tie reit are ſent a- 
oroad to certain Fields, where tney dig up Roots, eat 
ſeveral kinds of Herbs, and ſcratch azout tor Carrion, 
or ſometimes catch H'eaſels and Lanimuns (a ſort of Wis 

Rat 
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Rat) which they greedily devour. Nature hath taught 
them to dig deep Holes with their Nails on the fide of a 
rifing Ground, wherein they lie by themſelves, only the 
Kennels of the Females are larger, ſufficient to hold two 
or three Cubs. | 

They ſwim from their Infancy like Frogs, and are able 
to continue long under Water, where they often take 
Fiſh, which the Females carry home to their Young, And 
upon this Occaſion, I hope the Reader will pardon my 
relating an odd Adventure. 

Being one Day abroad with my Protector, the ſorrel 
Nag, and the Weather exceeding hot, I entreated him to 
let me bathe in a River that was near. He conſented, 
and I immediately ſtripped my ſelf ſtark naked, and went 
down ſoltly into the Stream. It happened that a young 
Female-Yahoo ſtanding behind a Bank, ſaw the whole 
proceediny, and enflamed by Deſire, as the Nag and [ 
conjectured, came running with all ſpeed, and leaped in- 
to the Water within five Yards of the Place where 1 
bathed. I was never in my Life fo terribly frighted 
the Nag was grazing at ſome diſtance, not ſuſpecting any 
Harm. She embraced me after a moſt fulſome manner; 
I roared as loud as I could, and the Nag came gallopiny 
towards me, whereupon ſhe quitted her Graſp, with the 
utmolt Reluctancy, and leaped upon the oppoſite Bank, 
where ſhe ſtood gazing and howling all the time 1 was 
putting on my Clothes. 

This was matter of Diverſion to my Maſter and his 
Family, as well as of Mortification ro my ſelf. For now 
I could no longer deny, that 1 was a real Taboo, in every 
Limb and Feature, ſince the Females had a natural Pro- 
penfity to me as one of their own Species: Neither was 
the Hair of this Brute of a Red Colour, (which might 
have been ſome Excuſe for an Appetite a little irregular) 
but black as a Sloe, and her Countenance did not make 
an Appearance altogether ſo hideous as the reſt of the 
8 for, I tlink, ſhe could not be above eleven Years 
old. 

Having lived three Years in this Country, the Reader 
J fuppoſe will expect that I ſhould, like other Travellers, 

ive him ſome Account of the Manners and Cuſtoms ot 
its Inhabitants, which it was indeed my principal Study 
to learn, As 


the Houyhnhnms. 245 


As theſe Noble Houyhnhnms are endowed by Nature 
with a general Diſpoſition to all Virtues, and have no 
Conceptions or Ideas of what is Evil in a Rational Crea- 
ture, fo their grand Maxim is, to cultivate Reaſon, and 
to be wholly governed by it. Neither is Reaſn among 
them a Point problematical as with ns, where Men can 
argue with Plauſibility on both ſides of a Queſtion; but 
ſtrikes you with immediate Conviction; as it muſt needs 
do where it is not mingled, obfcured, or diſcoloured by 
Paſſion and Intereſt, I gemember it was with extreme 
Difficulty that I could bring my Maſter to underſtand 
the — of the word Opinion, or how a Point could 
be diſputable ; becauſe Reaſon taught us to affirm or 
deny only where we are certain; and beyond our Know- 
ledge we cannot do either. So that Controverſies, 
Wranglings, Diſputes, and Poſitiveneſs in falſe or du- 
bious Propoſitions are Evils unknown among the Houy- 
hnhnms, In the like manner when I uſed to explain to 
him our ſeveral Syſtems of Natural Philoſophy, he would 


laugh that a Creature pretending to Reaſon, ſhould value 


itfelf upon the Knowledge of other Peoples Conjectures, 
and in Things, where that Knowledge, if it were cer- 
tain, could be of no Uſe. Wherein he agreed entirely 
with the Sentiments of Socrates, as Plato delivers them; 
which 1 mention as the higheſt Honour I can do that 
Prince of Philoſophers, I have often fince reflected 
what Deſtruction ſuch a Doctrine would make in the Li- 
braries of Europe, and how many Paths to Fame would 
be then ſhut up in the learned World. 

Friendſhip and gene valence are the two principal Vir- 
tues among the Houyhnhnms, and theſe not confined to 
particular Objects, but univerſal to the whole Race. For 


2 Stranger from the remoteſt Part is equally treated with 


the neareſt Neighbour, and where-ever he goes, looks 
upon himſelf as at home. They preſerve Decency and 
Civility in the higheſt Degrees, but are altogether igno- 
rant of Ceremony, They have no Fondneſs for their 
Colts or Foles, 2 the Care they take in educating them 
proceeds entirely from the Dictates of Reaſon, And I 
obſerved my Maſter ro ſhew the ſame Affection to his 
Neighbour's Iſſue that he had for his own. They will 
have it that Nature teaches them to love the whole Spe- 

cies, 
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cies, and it is Reaſon only that maketh a Piſtinction of 
Perſons, where there is a ſuperior Degree of Virtue. 

When the Matron Houyhnhnms have produced one of 
each Sex, they no longer accompany with their Con- 
ſorts, except they loſe one of their Iſſue by ſome Caſual. 
ty, which very ſeldom happens: But in ſuch a Caſe they 
meet again, or when the like Accident befals a Perſon, 
whoſe Wife is paſt bearing, ſome other Couple beſtow 
on him one 45 their own Colts, and then go together 
again till the Mother is pregnant. This Caution is ne- 
ceſſary to prevent the Country from being over burthen- 
ed with Numbers. But the Race of inferior Heuybubnm; 
bred up to be Servants is not ſo ſtrictly limited upon 
this Article; Theſe are allowed to produce three of each 
Sex, to be Domeſticks in the Noble Families. 

In their Marriages they are exactly careful to chooſe 
ſuch Colours as will not make any diſagreeable Mixture 
in the Breed. Strength is chiefly valued in the Male, and 
Comelineſs in the Female, not upon the account of Love, 
but to preſerve the Race from degenerating, for where 


a Female happens to excel in Screugtb, a Conſort is 


choſen with regard to Comelineſt. Courtſhip, Love, 
Preſents, Joiatures, Settlements, have no place in their 
Thoughts ; or Terms whereby to expreſs them in their 
Language. The young Couple meet and are joined, 
merely becauſe it is the Determination of their Parents 
and Friends: It is what they ſee done every day, and they 
look upon it as one of the neceſſary Actions of a Ratio- 
nal Being. But the Violation of Marriage, or any other 
Unchaſticy, was never heard of: And the married Pair 
paſs their Lives with the fame Friendſhip, and mutual 
Benevolence that they bear to all others of the fame 
Species, who came in their way; without Jealouly, 
Fondneis, Quarrelling, or Diſcontent. 

In educating the Youth of both Sexes, their Method is 
admirable, and highly deſerves our Imitation. Theſe are 
not ſuffered to tafte a Grain of Oats, except upon cer- 
tain days, till eighteen Years old; nor Milk, but very 
rarely; and in Summer they graze two hours in the 
Morning, and as long in the Evening, which their Pa- 
rents likewiſe obſerve, but the Servants are not allowed 
above half that time, and a great part of theity Graſs is 


brought 
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brought Home, which they eat at the moſt convenient 
Hours, when they can be beſt ſpared from. W ork. 


rank, Induſiry, Exertiſe and Cleanlineſs, are the 
Lefſpwes__equaliy. enjpyned' to the young ones bf. Both 
Sexes: And my Maſter thought it monſtrous in us to give 
the Females a difterent kind of Education from the 
Males, except in ſome Articles of Domeftick Manage- 
ment; whereby as he truly obſeryed, one half of our 
Natives were good for nothing but bringing Children in- 
to the World: And to truſt the Care of our Children to 
ſuch uſeleſs Animals, he ſaid was yet a greater Inſtance 
of Brutality. 

But the Hory/n/5»ms train up their Youth to Strength, 
Speed, and Hardineſs, by exerciſing them in running 
Races up and down ſteep Hills, and over hard and fto- 
ny Grounds, and when they are all in a Sweat, they are 
ordered to leap cver Head and Ears, into a Pond or a 
River. Four times a Year the Youth of a certain Diſtrict 
meet to ſhew their Proficiency in Running, and Leap- 
ing, and other Feats of Strength and Agility, where the 
Victor is rewarded, with a Song made in his or her 
Praiſe. On this Feſtival the Servants drive a Herd of 
Tuaboos into the Field, laden with Hay, and Oats, and 
Milk for a Repaſt to the Houphnhnms, after which, theſe 
Brutes are immediately driven back again, for fear of be- 
ing noiſome to the Aſlembly. 

Every fourth Year at the Yernal Equinox, there is a 
Repreſentative Council of the whole Nation, which 
meets in a Plain about twenty Miles from our Houſe, 
and continues about fi /e or fix Days. Here they enquire 
into the Starz and Condition of the ſeveral Diſtricts, 
whether they abound er be deficient in Hay or Oats, 
or Cows or Zuko? And wherever there is any want 
(which is but ſeldom) it is immediately ſupplied by una- 
nimous Conſent and Contribution. Here likewiſe the 
Regulation of Children is ſettled: As for Inſtance, if a 
Houyhnham bath two Mais, he changeth one of them 
with another that hath two Females: And when a Child 
hath been loſt bx any Caſualty, where the Mother is paſt 
Breeding, it is determined what Family ſhall breed an9- 
ther to ſupply the Loſs, 
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A grand Debate at the General Aſſembly of the Houyhn- 
hnms, and how it wat determined. The Learning of 
the Houyhnknms. Their Buildings. Their manner of 
Burials, The Defectiveneſi of their Language. 


N E of theſe Grand Aſſemblies was held in my 

time, about three Months before my Departure, 
whither my Maſter went as the Repreſentative of our 
Diſtrict. In this Council was reſumed their old Debate, 
and indeed, the only Debate that ever happened in that 
Country; whereof my Maſter after his Return gave me 
a very particular Account. 

The Queſtion to be debated, was, Whether the Tahoer 
mould be exterminated from the Face of the Earth. One 
of the Members for the Affirmative offered ſeveral Argu- 
ments of great Strength and Weight, alledging, That as 
the Tahoos were the moſt filthy, noifome, and deformed 
Animal which Nature ever produced, fo they were the 
molt reſtive and indocible, miſchievous and malicious: 
They would privately ſuck the Teats of the Houyhnhnms 
Cows, kill and deyour their Cats, trample down their 
Oats and Graf*, if they were not continually watched, 
and commit a thouſand other Extravagancies, He took 
notice of a general Tradition, That Thees had not been 
always in that Country : Bur, that many Ages ago, two 
of theſe Brutes appeared together upon a Mountain, 
whether produced by the Heat of the Sun upon corrupted 
Mud and Slime, or from the Ooze or Froth of the Sea, 
was never known. That theſe Y:hoos engendered, and 
their Brood in a ſhort time grew ſo numerous as to over- 
run and infeſt the whole Nation. That the Houphnhnms 
ro pet rid of this Evil, made a general Hunting, and at 
laſt encloſed the whole Herd, and deſtroying the old 
Ones, every Houyhnhnm kept two young Ones in a Ken- 
nel, and brought them to ſuch a degree of Tameneſs, as 

All 
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an Animal ſo favage by Nature can be capable of acquir- 
ing; uſing them for Draught and Carriage. That there 
ſeemed to be much Truth in this Tradition, and that 
thoſe Creatures could not be Tnhniamſby (or Aborigines 
of the Land) becauſe of the violent Hatred the Houyhn- 
hnms, as well as all other Animals, bore them ; which 
although their evil Diſpoſition ſufficiently deſerved, could 
never have arrived at ſo high a Degree, if they had been 
Aborigines, or elſe they would have long ſince been root- 
ed out, That the Inhabitants taking a Fancy to uſe the 
Service of the Tahoos, had very imprudently neglected to 
cultivate the Breed of Aſes, which were a comely Ani- 
mal, eaſily kept, more tame and orderly, without any 
offenſive Smell, ſtrong enough for Labour, although they 
yield to the other in Agility of Body, and if their Bray- 
ing be no e Sound, it is far preferable to the 
horrible Howlings of the Yahoos. 

Several others declared their Sentiments to the ſame 
Purpoſe, when my Maſter propoſed an Expedient to the 
Afﬀembly, whereof he had indeed borrowed the Hint from 
me. He approved of the Tradition, mentioned by 'the Ho- 
nourable Member, who ſpoke before, and affirmed, that the 
Two Tihoos ſaid to be firſt ſeen among them, had been 
driven thither over the Sea; that coming to Land, and 
being forſaken by their Companions, they retired to the 
Mountains, and degenerating by degrees, became in pro- 
ceſs of time much more ſavage than thoſe of their own 
Species in the Country from whence theſe two Originals 
came. The reaſon of his Aſſertion was, that he had 
now in his Poſſeſſion, a certain wonderful Tah, (mean- 
ing my {elf ) which moſt of them had heard of, and 
many of them had ſeen. He then related to them, how 
he firſt found me, that my Body was all covered with an 
artificial Compoſure of the Skins and Hairs of other Ani- 
mals: That 1 had a Language of my own, and had 
thoreughly learned theirs : That I had related to him 
the Accidents Which brought me thither : That when he 
ſaw me without my Covering, I was an exact TH in 
every Part, only of a whiter Colour, leſs hairy, and with 
ſhorter Claws. He added, how I had endeavoured to 
perſuade him, that in my own and other Countries the 
Du hoos ated as the governing, rational Animal, and held 
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the Houyhnhnms in Servitude: That he obſerved in me all 
the Qualities of à Tubes, only a little more civilized by 
fome Tincture of Reaſon, which, however was in a de. 
gree as far inferior to the Houybnhwm Race, as the Ju. 
Zoos of their Country were to me: That, among othe: 
things, I mentioned a Cuſtom we had of Caſtrating 
Houyhnhnms when they were young, in order to render 
them tame; that the Operation was eaſy and ſafe; that 
it was no Shame to learn Wiſdom from Brutes, as Indu- 
ſtry is taught by the Ant, and Building by the Swallow. 
{For fo I tranſlate the Word Lyhannh, * it be a 
much larger Fowl) That this Invention might be practiſed 
ed upon * ee er T7Xhoos here, which, beſides rendring 
them traQable and fitter for Uſe, would in an Age put an 
end to the whole Species without deſtroying Lite. That, in 
the mean time the Houyhnhnms ſhould * exhorted to cul- 
ri vate the Breed of Aſſes, which as they are in all reſpects 
more valuable Brutes, ſo they have this Advantage, to be 
fit tor Service at five Years old, which the others are no: 
till twelve. 

This was all — Maſter thought fit to tell me at that 
time, of what paſſed in the Grand Council. But he was 
pleaſed to conceal one Particular, which related perſon- 
ally to my ſelf, whereof I ſoon felt the unhappy Effect, 
as the Reader will know in its proper Place, and from 
whence I date all the ſucceeding Misfortunes of my Life. 

The Houyhnhnms have no Letters, and conſequently, 
their Knowledge is all Traditional. But there happening 
few Events of any Moment among a People ſo well unt 
ted, naturally diſpoſed to every V irtue, wholly governed 
by Reaſon, and cut off from all Commerce with other 
Nations, the Hiſtorical Part is eaſily preferred without 
burthening their Memory. I have already obferved, that 
they are ſubject to no Diſeaſes, and therefore can have 
no need of Phyſicians. However, they have excellent 
Medicines compoſed of Herbs, to cure accidental Bruiſes 
and Cuts in the Paſtern or Frog of the Four by ſharp 
Stones, as well as other Maims and Hurts in the ſ2yera! 
Parts of the Body. 

They calculate the Year by the Revolution of the Sun 
and the Moon, but ule no Sub-divifions into Weeks 
They are well enough acquainted wich the Motions of 
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thoſe two Luminaries, and underſtand the Nature of Eclip. 
ſes, and this is the utmoſt Progreſs of their Aſtronomy. 
In Poetry = muſt be allowed to excel all other Mor- 
tals; wherein, the juſtneſs of their Similes, and the Mi- 
nuteneſs, as well as Exactneſs of their Deſcriptions, are 
indeed inimitable, Their Verſes abound very much in 
both of theſe, and uſually contain either ſome exalted 
Notions of Friendſhip and Benevolence, or the Praiſes of 
thoſe who were Victors in Races, and other bodily Exer- 
ciſes. Their Buildings although very rude and ſimple, are 
not 1 well contrived to defend them 
from all Injuries of Cold and Heat. They have a kind 
of a Tree, which at Forty Years old looſens in the Root, 
and falls with the firſt Storm; they grow very ſtrait, and 
being pointed like Stakes with a ſharp Stone, (tor the Houy- 
hnhnms know not the ule of Iron) they ſtick them erect 
in the Ground about ten Inches aſunder, and then weave 
in Oat-ftraw, or tometimes Wattles betwixt them. The 
Roof is made after the ſame manner, and ſo are the 
Doors. 

The Houyhnhnms uſe the hollow Part between the 
Paſtern and the Hoof of their Fore-feet, as we do our 
Hands, and this wich greater Dexterity, than I could at 
ficſt imagine. I have ſeen a White Mare of our Family 
thread a Needle (which I lent her on purpoſe) with that 
Joint. They milk their Cows, reap their Oats, and do 
all the Work which requires Hands, in the ſame manner. 
They have a kind of hard Flints, which by grinding a- 
gainſt other Stones, they form into Inſtruments, that 
ſerve inſtead of Wedges, Axes, and Hammers. With 
Tools made of theſe Flints, they likewiſe cut their Hay, 
and reap their Oats, which there groweth naturaliy in fe- 
vera! Fields: The T2hoos draw home the Sheaves in Car- 
riages, and the Servants tread them in ſeveral! covered 
Hutts, to get out the Grain, which is kept in Stores. 
They make a rude kind of earthen and wooden Weſſels, 
and bake the tormer in the Sun. 

If they can avoid Caſualties, they die only of OlJ-Age, 
and are buried in the obſcurelt Places that can be found, 
their Friends and Relations expreſſing neither Joy nor 
Giiet at their Departure; nor does the dving Perton dit- 
er the leaſt Regret that he is leaving the World), any 
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more than if he were upon returning Home from a viſit 
to one of his Neighbours; I remember my Maſter hay. 
ing once made an Appointment with a Friend and his Fa. 
mily to come to his Houſe upon ſome Affair of Impor. 
tance, on the Day fixed, the Miſtreſs and her two Chil. 
dren came very lace; ſhe made two Excuſes, firſt for her 
Husband, who, as ſhe ſaid, happened that very Morning 
to Shnuwnh, The Word is ſtrongly expreſſive in their 
Language, but not eaſily rendred into Engliſh, it ſignifies 
ro retire to his firſt Mother, Her Excuſe for not coming 
ſooner, was, that her Husband dying late in the Morn- 
ing, ſhe was a good while conſulting her Servants about 
a convenient Place where his ſhould be laid; and! 
obſeryed ſhe behaved herſelt at our Houſe, as cheartulir 
as the Reſt, and died about three Months atter, i 

They live generally to Seventy or Seventy- five Years, 
very ſeldom to Fourſcore : Some Weeks before their 
death they feel a gradual deeay, but without Pain. Dur. 
ing this time they are much viſited by their Friends, be- 
cauſe they cannot go abroad with their uſual Eafe and 
Satisfaction. However, about ten Days before their 
death, which they ſeldom fail in n they return 
the Viſits that have been made them by thoſe who are 
neareſt in the Neighbourhood, being carried in a conve- 
nient Sledge drawn by Taboo, which Vehicle they uſe, 
not only upon this Occaſion, but when they grow old, 
upon long Journies, or when they are lamed by any Ac- 
cident. And therefore when the dying Houyhnhnms re- 
turn thoſe Viſits, they take a ſolemn Leave of their 
Friends, as if they were going to ſome remote Part of 
the Country, where they deſigned to pals the reſt of 
their Lives. 

I know not whether it may be worth obſerving, that 
the Houyhnhnms have no Word in their Language to ex- 
preſs any thing that is Evil, except what they borrow 
trom the Deformities or ill Qualities of the Tub. Thus 
they denote the Fully of a Servant, an Omiſſion of a 
Child, a Stone that cut their Feet, a continuagce of fou! 
or unſeaſonable Weather, and the Like, by adding ro 
each the Epithet of Theo, For Inſtance, nm Yahoo, 
i/inahbalm Yahoo, BDubmnduwillma Yahuo, and an ill 
contiyved Houſe, Tnboim/mrobluw Y ahoo. 
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| I could with great Pleaſure enlarge farther upon the 
| Manners and Virtues of this excellent People; but in- 
ending in a ſhort time to publiſh a Volume by itfelf ex- 
| preſly upon that Subject, I refer the Reader thither. And 

in the mean time, proceed to relate my own ſad Ca- 
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The Aut hor's Oeromomy and happy Life among the Houys 
hahnms. Hes great Improvement in Virtue, by condben. 
fins with them, Their Converſations, The Alithor has 
Notice gruen /*:m by his Maſter that he mujt 1epart from 
the Conny. He falls into a Sween for Gricf, but ſub. 
mtr, He contrives and finiſhes a Canoo, vy the Help of 
a F.i{low-Servant, and puts to Sea at a Venture. 


Had ſettled my little Oeconomy to my own Heart's 
content. My Maſter had ordered a Room for me 
atrer their mant.er, about fix Yards from the Houſe, the 
Sides and Floors ot which 1 plaiſtered with Clay, and 
covered witn Ruth Marts of my own contriving; 1 had 
beaten Hem", which there grows wild, and made of & a 
fort of Ticking : This I fiiied with the Feathers of ſeve- 
ral Birds 1 had taken with Springes made ot 7ahoos Haus, 
and were excellent Food, I had worked two Chairs 
with my Knite, tte Sorrel Nag helping me in the groſſer 
and more laboriuus Part. When my Clothes were worn 
to icays, I made my ſelf others with the Skins of Rav- 
bets, and of a certain beautiful Animal about the ſame 
ze, called Nuno, the Skin of which is covered with 
a tine Down, Of theſe I made very tolerable Stockings. 
1 ſoaled my Shoes with Wood which I cut from a Tree, 
and fitted ite upper Leather, and when this was worn 
out, I ſupplicd it with the Skins of Iuheos dried in tho 
Sun. I often got Honey cut of hollow Trees, which 1 
minuled wirn Water, or eat with my Bread, No Man 
could more verity the Truth of thete two Maxims, That 
N azure 1s wery eaſe * ſatisfied: And, That Neceſji;y is the 
her of lud eινν.ͤ 1 enjoyed perfect Health ot Body and 
Tranquility of Mind; I did nor find tne Treacl.ery or 
PART IV. N 1 aw 
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Inconſtancy of a Friend, nor the Injuries of a ſecret or 
open Enemy. 1 had no occaſion of bribing, flattering 
or pimping, to procure the Favour of any great Man or 
of his Minion. I wanted no Fence againſt Fraud or Op. 
preſſion ; here was neither Phyſician to deſtroy my Bo- 
dy, nor Lawyer to ruin my Fortune; no Informer to 
watch my Words, and Actions, or forge Accufations 
againſt me for Hire: Here were no Gibers, Cenſurers, 
Back-biters, Pick-pockets, Highway-men, Houſ@ breakers, 
Attornies, Bawds, Buffoons, Gameſters, Politicians, Wits, 
ſplenetick tedious Talkers, Controvertiſts, Raviſhers, Mur- 
gerers, Robbers, Virtuoſo's; no Leaders or Followers of 
Party and Faction; no Encouragers to Vice, by Seduce. 
ment or Examples: No Dungeon, Axes, Gibbets, W hip. 
ping-poſts, or Pillories : No cheating Shop-keepers or Me- 
chanicks: No Pride, Vanity, or Affectation: No Fops, 
Bullies, Drunkards, ſtrolling Whores, or Poxes: No rant- 
ing, lewd, expenſive Wives: No ſtupid, proud Pedants : 
No importunate, over-bearing, quarrelſome, noiſy, roar- 
ing, empty, conceited, ſwearing 8 : No Scoun- 
drels, raiſed from the Duſt for the ſake of their Vices, or 
Nobility thrown into it on account of their Virtues: No 
Lords, Fidlers, Judges or Dancing-maſters, 

I had the fayour of being admitted to ſeveral Houy/n- 
nm, who came to viſit or dine with my Maſter, where 
his Honour graciouſly ſuffered me to wait in the Room, 
and liſten to their Piſcourſe. Both he and his Company 
would often deſcend to ask me Queſtions, and receive 
my Anſwers. I had alſo ſometimes the Honour of at- 
tending my Maſter in his Viſits to others. 1 never pre- 
ſumed to ſpeak, except in anſwer to a Queſtion, and then 
1 did it with inward Regret, becauſe it was a Lofs of fo 
much Time for improving my ſelf : But 1 was infinitely 
delighted with the Station of an humble Auditor in ſuch 
Converſations, where nothing paſſed but what was ule- 
ful, expreſſed in the feweſt 4 moſt ſignificant Words: 
Where the greateſt Decency was obſerved, without the 
leaſt degree of Ceremony; where no Perſon ſpoke with. 
out being pleaſed himſelf, and pleaſing his Companions : 
Where there was no Interruption, Tediouſneſs, Heat, or 
Difference of Sentiments. They have a Notion, that 
when People are met together, a ſhort Silence doth muct: 
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mprove Converſation : This I found to be true;. for du- 
ring thoſe little Intermiſtons of Talk, new Ideas would 
ariſe in the Thoughts, which yery much enlivened their 
Diſcourſe, Their Subjects are generally on Friendſhip 
and Benevolence, on Order and Oeconomy, ſometimes 
upon the viſible Operations of Nature, or ancient Tra- 
ditions, upon the Bounds and Limits of Virtue, apos 
the unerring Rules of Reaſon, or upon ſome Determina- 
tions, to be taken at the next great Aſſembly; and often 
upon the various Excellencies of Poetry, I may add with- 
out Vanity, that my Preſence often gave them ſufficient 
Matter for Diſcourſe, becauſe it afforded my Maſter an 
Occaſion of letting his Friends into the Hiſtory of me and 
my Country, upon which they were all pleaſed to de- 
ſcant in a manner not very adyantageous to human Kind; 
and for that Reaſon I ſhall not repeat what they ſaid: 
Only I may be allowed to obſerve, that his Honour, to 
my great Admiration, appeared to underſtand the Nature 
of Ta/oos in all Countries, much better than my ſelf. 
He went through all our Vices and Follies, and diſcove- 
red many which I had never mentioned to him, by onl 
ſuppoſing what Qualities a Yahoo of their Country, with 
a ſmall Proportion of Reaſon, might be capable of ex- 
erting; and concluded, with too much Probability, how 
vile as well as miſerable ſuch a Creature muſt be. 

I freely confeſs, that all the li tle Knowledge I have of 
any value, was acquired by the Lectures I received from 
my Maſter, and from hearing the Diſcourſes of him and 
his Friends; to which I ſhould be prouder to liſten, than 
to dictate to the greateſt and wiſeſt Aſſembly in Europe. 
I admired the Strength, Comelineſs, and Speed of the 
Inhabitants; and ſuch a Conſtellation of Virtues in ſuch 
amiable Perſons produced in me the higheſt Veneration. 
At firft, indeed, I did not feel that natural Awe which 
the Trhoos and all other Animals bear towards them, bur 
it grew upon me by degrees, much ſooher than I imagi- 
ned, and was mingled with a reſpectful Love and Grati- 
tude, that they would condeſcend to diſtinguiſh me from 
the reſt of my Species. 

When I thought of my Family, my Friends, and my 
Countrymen, or human Race in general, I conſidered 
them as they really were, Yahoos in Shape and Diſpoſi- 
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tion, wy a little civilized, and qualified with the Gift ef 
Speech, but making no other uſe of Reaſon, than to 
improve and multiply thoſe Vices, whereof their Bre- 
thren in this Country had only the ſhare that Nature 
alotted them. When I happened to behold the Reflec. 
tion of my own Form in a Lake or a Fountain; I turned 
away my Face in Horror and Deteftation of my ſolt, 
and could better endure the fight of a common 2/00, 
than of my own Perſon. By converſing with the Houy/-1:. 
yums, and looking upon them with Delight, I fell to imi- 
rate their Gate and Geſture, which is now grown into an 
Habit, and my Friends often tell me in a blunt war, 
that I tro: like a Horſe, which, however, I take for a 
great Compliment : Neither ſhall I diſown, that in ſ peak. 
ing 1 am apt to fall into the Voice and manner of the 
Houybnhnms, and hear my ſelf ridiculed on that accourt 

without the leaſt Mortification. 
la the midſt of all this Mappineſs, and when I looked 
upon my ſelf to be fully ſettled for Life, my Maſter ſent 
for me one Morning a little earlier than his u/uat Honr, 
1 obſerved by his Countenance that he was in ſome Ver. 
lexity, and at a Loſs how to begin what he had to fpeal: 
fter a ſhort Silence, he told me, he did not know hoy 
I would take what he was going to ſay; that in the af 
general Aſſembly, when the Affair of the Tubes was en- 
tered upon, the Eepreſentativas had taken offence at his 
keeping a Juho (meaning my ſeit) in his Family more 
like a Houybuhum, than a Brute Animal. That he was 
known frequently to converſe with me, as if he could 
receive ſome Advantage or Pleaſure in my Company: 
That ſuch a Practice was not agreeable to Reaſon oi Na- 
ture, nor a thing ever heard of before among them. 
The Aſſembly did therefore ebort him, either to employ 
me like the reſt of my Species, or command mie to fn 
back to the Place from whence I came. Thar the F:t 
of theſe Expediants was utterly rejected by all the 44. 
hams, who had ever ſeen me at his Houſe or their on: For 
they alledged, that becauſe 1 had ſome Rudiments of Reaſon 
added to the natural Pravity of thoſe Animals, it was to be 
feared, | might be able to ſeduce them into the roody ani 
mountainuus Parts of the Country, and bring them in 
Troops by Nizht to deilroy the Houmhbubnms Cattle, 3 
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being naturally of the ravenous Kind, and averſe from 
Labour, 

My Maſter added, that he was _ preſſed by the Houy- 
bnhums & the Neighbourhood to have the Aſſembly's 
BU Exbortation executed, which he could not put off much 
4 longer. He doubted it would be impoſſible for me to 
4 ſwim to another Country, and therefore wiſhed 1 would 
; contrive ſome ſort of Vehicle reſembling thoſe I had de- 
ſcribed to him, that miglit carry me on the Sea, in which 
Work 1 ſhould have the Aſliſtance of his own Servants, 
as well as thoſe of his Neighbours, He concluded, that 
for his own part he could haye been content to keep me 
in his Service as long as I lived, becauſe he found I had 
cured my felt of ſome bad Habits and Diſpoſitions, by 
8 endeavouring, as far as my inferior Nature was capable, 

to imitate the Hoayhbnhbums. 

I ſhould here obſerve to the Reader, that a Decree 
4 of the general Aſſembly in this Country, is expreſſed by 
the Word Hnbloazn, which ſignifies an Exbertatien; as 
. near as I can render it; For they have no Conception. 
how a rational Creature can be compelled, but only ad- 
viſed, or exhorted, becauſe no Perſon can diſobey Rea- 
N ſon, without giving up his Claim to be a rational Crea- 
2 ture. 


b; I was ſtruck with the utmoſt Grief and Defpair at my 
; & Maſter's Diſcourſe, and being unable to ſapport tlie Ago- 
0 nies, I was under, I tell into a Swoon at his Feet; when 
8 I came to my ſelf, he told me that he concluded I had 
F been dead, (For theſe People are ſubject to no ſuch Imbe- 
b cillities of Nature.) I anſwered, in a faint Voice, That 
„ Death would have been roo great an Happineſs; that al- 
_ though I could not blame the Aſſembly's Exhorzarion, or 
* the Urgency of his Friends; yet in niy weak and corrupt 
Judgment, I thought it might conſiſt with Reaſon to have 
been leſs rigorous. That I could not ſwim a Leazue, 
„and probably the reareſt Land to theirs might be diſtant 


above an hundred: That many Materials, neceſſary for 
„making a ſmall Veſlel to carry me off, were wholly want- 
„ing in this Country, which however, I weuid attempt in 
Obedience and Gratitude to his Honour, although 1 con- 
ia cluded the thing io be impoſlible, and therefore looked 
35 on my felt as 47367 cevortd to Deſtruction. That the 
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certain Proſpect of unnatural Death, was the ſeaſt of m 
Evils: For, ſuppoſing I ſhould efcape with Life by ſome 


ſtrange Adventure, how could 1 think with Temper, of 


paſſing my Days among Yahoos, and relapſing into m 


old Corruptions, for want of Examples to lead and keep 


me within the Paths of Virtue. That I knew too well 
upon what ſolid Reaſons all the Determinations of the 
wiſe Houyhnhnms were founded, not to be ſhaken by Ar. 
guments of mine, a miſerable Taboo; and therefore after 

reſenting him with my humble Thanks for the Offer of 
þis Servants Aſſiſtance in making a Veſſel, and deſiring 
a reaſonable Time for fo diftcult a Work, I told him 1 
would endeavour to preſerve a wretched Being; and, if 
ever I returned to Exgland, was not without Hopes of 
being uſeful to my own Species, by celebrating the Prat. 
ſes of the renowned FHenz17ms, and propoling their 
Virtues to the Imitation of Mankind, 

My Maſter in a {ew Words made me a very gracious 
Reply, allowed me the ſpace of two Months to finiſh my 
Boat; and ordered the forre] Nag, my Feilow-ſeryan;, 

for ſo at this diſtance I may preſume to call him) to 
ollow my Inſtructions, becauſe I told my Maſter, that 
his Help would be ſufficient, and I knew he had a Ten- 
derneſs for me. 

In his Company my firſt Buſineſs was to go to that 
part of the Coaſt, where my rebellious Crew had ordered 
me to be ſet on ſhore. I got upon a Height, and long. 
ing on every fide into the Sea, fancied 1 ſaw a ſmall it. 
'tand, towards the Nor;h-Eaff : I took out my Pocket. 
elaſs, and could then clearly diſtinguiſn it about five 
Leagues of, as I computed ; but it appeared to the ſor. 
zel Nag to be only a blue Cloud: For, as he had no Con- 
geption of any Country beſide his own, fo he could not 
de as expert in diſtinguiſning remote Objects at Sea, as 

'2 who ſo much converſe in that Element. 

After I had diſcovered this Iſland, 1 conſidered no ſar- 
ther; but reſolved, it ſhould, it poflible, be the firſt Place 
vf my Baniſhment, leaving the Conſequence to Fortune. 

returned home, and conſulting with the forrel Nag, 
we went into a Cope at ſome diftance, where I with wy 
Knife, and he with a ſharp Flint faſtened very artificial't, 

al 
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after their manner, to a wooden Handle, cut down ſeve- 
ral Oak Wattles about the thickneſs of a Walking-ſtaff, 
and ſome larger Pieces. But 1 ſhall not trouble the Rea- 
der with a particular Deſcription of my own Mechanicks ; 
let it ſuffice to ſay, that in ſix Weeks time, with the * 
of the ſorrel Nag, who performed the Parts that requir 
molt Labour, I finiſnhed a fort of Indian Canoo, but much 
larger, covering it with the Skins of 7:5095 well ſtitched 
together, with 1 Threads of my own making. My 
Sail was likewiſe compoſed of the Skins of the ſame Ani- 
mal; but I made uſe of the youngeſt I could get, the ol- 
der being too tough and thick, and I likewiſe provided 
my felt with four Paddles, I laid in a Stock of boiled 
Fleſh,, of Rabbets and Fowls, and took with ms two 
Veſſels, one filled with Milk, and the other with Water. 
I tried my Canoo in a large Pond near my Maſter's 
Houſe, and then corrected in it what was amiſs; ſtopping 
all the Chinks with Thees Tallow, till I found it ſtanch, 
and able to bear me, and my Freizht. And when it was 
as compleat as I could py make it, I had it drawn 
on a Carriage very gently by Taboo, to the Sea-ſide, un- 
der the Conduct of the Sorrel-Nag, and another Servant. 
When all was ready, and the Day came for my Depar- 
ture, I took leave of my Maſter and Lady, and the whole 
Family, mine Eyes flowing with Tears, and my Heart 
quite ſunk with Gef. But his Honour, out of Curioſi- 
ty, and perhaps (if I may ſpeak it without Vanity partly 
out of Kindneſs, was determined to fee me in my Canoo, 
and got ſeveral of his neighbouring Friends to accompa- 
ny him, I was forced to wait above an Hour for the Tide, 
and then obſerving the Wind os fortunately bearing 
towards the Ifland, to which I intended to ſteer my Courſe, 
I took a ſecond Leave of my Maſter :; But as I was going to 
proſtrate iny ſelf to kiſs his Hoof, he did me the Honuur 
to raiſe it gently to my Mouth. I am not ignorant now 
much I have been cenſured for mentioning this laſt Parti- 
cular, For my Detractors are pleaſed to think it impro- 
bable, that ſo Illuſt: ious a Perſon ſhould deſcend to give 
ſo great a Mark of Diſtinction to a Creature fo inferior 
as I, Neither have I forgot, how apt ſome Travel- 


lers are to boaſt of extraordinary Favours they have re- 
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ceived, But it theſe Cenſurers were better acquainted 
with the noble and courteons Diſpoſition of the Honyhn- 
nm, they would ſoon change their Opinion. 
E paid my reſpects to the reſt of the Fouphnhnms in 
his Honour's Company; then getting into my Canoo, I 
puſhed off from Shore. -

The Author's dangerous Voyage. He arrives at New. Hol- 
land, hoping to ſettle there. Is wounded with an Ar cb 
by one of the Natives, Is ſeized and carried by Force 
into a Portugueze Ship, The great Civilities of the Cap- 
rain, The Author arrives at England. 


1 Began this deſperate Voyage on February 15, 1714 5 
at 9 o Clock in the Morning. The Wind was very 
uvourable; however, I made uſe at firſt only of my 
Faddles, but conſidering I fhould ſoon be weary, and 
that the Wind might chop about. I yenture:| to ſet up 
my little Sail; and thus, with the help of the Tice, { 
went at the rate of a League and a half an Hour, as ncar 
2s IJ could gueſs, My Maſter and his Friends contin: cd 
on the Shoar, till I was gimoſt out of ſight; aud I o'ten 
heard the Sorce] Naz (who always loved me) crying on, 
Huuy illa n3ha majai Yuhoo, Take care of thy ſef, gc: 
Xrhoo, 

My Deſizn was, if poilible, to diſcover fome ſm2'i 
Iſland uninhabired, yet {uflicient by my Labour to fu: 
Riſh me with the Neceſſaries of Lite, which i would have 
thought a greater Happineſs than to be fisſt Minifter in 
tae Politeſt Court of Europe; fo horrible was the Idea ! 
conceived of returning to live in the Society and under 
the Government of Tahoos, For in fuch a Solitude as !

deſired, I could at leaſt enjoy my own Thoughas, ani! re- 


Ae with Delight on the Virtues of thoſe inimitable Hor ;- 
Inbums, without any Opportunity of degeneration. into 
the Vices and Corruptions of my own Species, 

The Reader may remember what I related when n 
Crew conſpired a:ainft me, and confined me to my Cas 
vin, How 1 coriinged there ſeveral Weeks, witheut 
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knowing what Courſe we took, and when I was put a- 
ſnoar in the Long-boat, how the Sailors told me with 
Oaths, whether true or falſe, that they knew not in what 
Part of the World we were. However, I did then be- 
lieve us to be about ten Degrees South-ward of the Cape 
ef Good. Hope, or about 45 Degrees Southern Latitude, as I 
gathered from ſome general Words I over-heard among 
them, being 1 ſuppoſed to the South-Eaſt in their intended 
Voyage to Madagaſcar, And although this were but little 
better than Conjecture, yet I refolyed to ſteer my Courſe 
E iſt-· ward, hoping to reach the Sourh-IWeft Coalt of New- 
Holland, and perhaps ſome ſuch Iſland as I deſired, Iving 
IWeſt-ward of it. The Wind was full ft, and by fix in 
the Evening I computed 1 had gone Eaſt-ward at leaſt 
eighteen Leagues, when J ſpied a very ſmall Iſland about 
half a Leazue off, which I ſoon reached, It was no- 
thing but a Rock with one Creek naturally arched by the 
force of Tempeſts. Here I put in my Canoo, and climb- 
ing up a part of the Rock, IL could plainly difcover Land 
to the Ea/?, extending from S2uth to North, I lay all 
Niht in my Canoo, and repeating my Voyage _ in 
the Morning, 1 arrived in ſeven Hours to the Seutꝰ Eaſt 
Point of Neu- Hellund. This confirmed me in the opinion 1 
have long entertained, that the Maps and Charts place this 


Country atleaſt 3 Degrees more to the Eaſt than it really is; 


which Thought I commun:cated many Mears ago to my wor- 
thy Friend Mr. Kerman Moll, and gave him my Reaſons for 
it, although he hath :ather choſen to follow other Authors. 

i ſaw no Inhabitants in the Place where I landed, and 
Being unarmed, I was afraid ot venturing far into the 
Country. 1 found ſome Shell-fiſn on the Shore, and eat 
them raw, not daring to kindle a Fire, for fear of being 
diſcovered by the Natives, I continued three Days feed- 
ing on Oyſters and Limpits, to ſave my own Proviſions, 
and I fortunately found a Bruok of excellent Water, 
which gave me great Relief. 

On the fourth Day, venturing out early a little too far, 
I ſaw twenty or thirty Natives upon a Height, not above 
ave hundred Yards from me. They were ſtark naked, 
Men, Women, and Children round à Fire, as I could 
diſcover by the Smoak. One of them (pied me, and 
gave notice to the reſt; five of them advanced towards 
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me leaving the Women and Children at the Fire. I made 
what haſte I could to the Shore, and getting into my 
Canoo, ſhoved off: The Savages obſerving me retreat, 
ran after me; and before I could get far enough into the 
Sea, diſcharged an Arrow, which wounded me deeply on 
the inſide of my left Knee (1 ſhall carry the Mark to 
my Grave.) I apprehended the Arrow might be poiſoned, 
and paddling out of the reach of their Darts (being a 
calm Da7) I made a ſhift to ſuck the Wound, and dreſs 
it as well as I could. 

I was at a Lofs what to do, for I durſt not return to 
the ſame Landing-place, but ſtood to the North, and was 
forced to paddle; for the Wind though very gentle was 
againſt me, blowing North-Weſt. As I was looking abort 
tor a ſecure Landing-place, I faw a Sail to the North 
North Eaft, which appearing every Minute more viſible, 
1 was in ſome Doubt, whether 1 ſhould wait for them 
or no, but at laſt my Deteſtation of the Tahos Race pre- 
vailed, and turning my Canoo, I failed and paddles to- 
gether to the South, and got into the ſame Creek from 
whence I ſet out in the Morning, chooſing rather to truſt 
my felf among theſe Barbarians, than live with European 
Tahoos, I drew up my Canoo as cloſe as I could to 
the Shore, and hid my felt behind a Stone by the little 


ier. 

The Ship came within half a League of this Creek, 
and ſent out her Lony-Boat with Veſſels to take in ſreſh 
Water (for the Place it ſeems was very well known) 
but 1 did not obſerve it till the Boat was almoſt on Shore, 
and it was too late to ſeek another Hiding-place, The 
Seamen at their landing obſerved my Canoo, and rum- 
maging it all over, eafily conjectured that the Owner 
could not be far off. Four of them well-armed ſearched 
every Cranny and Lurking-hole, till at laſt they found me 
flat on my Face behind the Stone. They gazed a while 
in admiration at my ſtrange uncouth Dreſs, my Coacr 
made of Skins, my wooden ſoaled Shoes, and my ſurred 
Stockings; from whence, however, they concluded I was 
not a Native of the Place, who all go naked. One of the 
Seamen in Poriugneze bid me riſe, and asked who I was. 
L underſtocd that Language very well, and getting upan

Brook, which, as 1 have already ſaid, was excellent Wa- 
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my Feet, ſaid, I was a poor Yahoo, baniſhed from the 
Fozyhn':ms, and deſired they would pleaſe to let me de- 


part. They admired to hear me anſwer them in their 


own Tongue, and ſaw by my Complexion I muſt be an 
European ; but were at a loſs to know what I meant by 
by Tahoos aud Houyhn/:ms, and at the ſame time fel! a 
laughing at my ſtrange Tone in ſpeaking, which reſem- 
bled the Neighing ot a Horſe, I trembled all the while 
berwixt Fear and Hatred: I again deſired leave to depart, 
and was gently moving ro my Canoo; but they laid hold 
on me, deſiring to know, What 3 I was of? 
Whence I came? With many other Queſtions. I told 
them, I was born in England, from whence I come about 


five Years ago, and then their Country and ours wege at 


. Peace, I therefore hoped they would not treat me as an 


Enemy, fince I meant them no harm, but was a por 
Yahoo, lecking ſome deſolate Place where to pals the Re- 
mainder of his unfortunate Life. 

When they began to talk, I thought I never heard or 
faw any thing ſo unnatural; for it appeared to me as mon- 
ſtrous as if a Dog or a Cow ſhould ſpeak in Exgland, or 
a 7.1400 in Houy/hnhnm-l:nd, The honeſt Portug ue xe were 
equa!'y amazed at my ftrange Dreſs, and the odd man- 
ner ot delivering my Words, which however they under- 
ſtood very well, They ſpoke to me with great Humani- 
ty, and fail they were ſure their Captain would carry 
me gratis to Lisbon, from whence I might retern to my 
own Country; that two of the Seamen would go back to 
the Ship, inform the Captain of what they had feen, and 
receive his Orders; in the mran time, unleſs I would 

ive my folemn Oath not to fly, they would ſecure me 

y Force, I thouglit it beſt to comply with their Propo- 
ſal. They were very curious to know my Story, but I 
gave them very little Satisfaction; and they all conjectu- 
red, that my Misfortunes had impaired my Reaſon. In 
two Hours the Boat, which went loaſen with Vellels of 
Water, returned with the Captain's Commands to fetch 
me on- board. I fell on my Knees to preſerve my Li- 
berty; bur all was in vain, and the Men having tied me 
with Cords, heaved me into the Boat, from whence 1 was 
taken into the Slip, and from thence into the Captain's 
Cabbin. 
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His Name was Pedro de Mendez, he was a very eourte- 
ous and generous Perſon; he entreated me to give ſome 
Account of my felt, and deſired to know what I would 
eat or drink; faid, I ſhou!d be uſed as well as himſelt, 
and ſpoke ſo many obliging Things, that I wondered to 
find ſuch Civilities from a Taboo. However, I remained 
filent and ſullen; I was ready to faint at the very ſmell 
of lim and his Men, Ar laſt I deſired ſomething to eat 
out of my own Canoo; but he ordered me a Chicker 
and ſome excellent Wine, and then directed that 1 ſhould 
be put to Bed in a very clean Cabbin. I would not un- 
dreſs my ſelf, but lay on the Bed-cloaths, and in hal: 
an Hour ſtole our, vs (he I thought the Crew was at Din- 
ner, and getting to the fide of the Ship was going to 
leap into the Sea, and ſwim for my Lite, rather than con- 


wnue among Tibet. But one of the Seamen prevented. 


me, and having informed the Captain, I was chained 
to my Cabbin, 

After Dinner Den Pedro came to me, and deſired to 
know my Reaſon for ſo deſperate an Attempt : Aſſured 
me he only meant to do me al! the Service he was able, 
and ſpoke ſo very movingly, that at laſt I deſcended to 
treat him like an Animal which had ſome little portion 
of Reaſon, I gave hima very ſhort Relation of my Voy- 
"pes of the Conſpiracy againt me by my own Men, of 
the Country where they tet me on Shore, and of my 
three Years Reſidence there, All which he looked up- 
on as if it were a Dream or a Viton; whereat I took 
great Offence; for 1 had quite forgot the Faculty of Ly- 
ing, ſo peculiar to Ya/oos in all Countries where they pre- 
fide, and conſequently the Diſpoſition of ſuſpecting Truth 
in others of their own Species, I asked him, Whether 
it were tlie Cuſtom in his Country to ſay the Thing that 
was not? J afſured him I had almoſt forgot what he 
meant by falſhood, and if I had lived a thouſand Yea: 
in Houhbuhnm land, I {hould never have heard a Lye from 
the meaneſt Servant; that I was aitogether indifferent 
whether he believed me or no; but however, in return 
for his Favours, I would give ſu much Allowance to the 
Corruption of his Nature, as to anſwer any Objection he 
would pleaſe to make, ard thea he miglit eaſily diſcover 
we Tiuth, 
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The Captain, a wiſe Man, after many Endeavours to 
cateh me tripping in ſome part of my Story, at laſt be- 
gan to have a better Opinion of my Veracity, and the 
rather becauſe he confeſſed, he met with a Durch Skip- 
Pers who pretended to have landed with Five others of 

is Crew upon a certain Iſſand or Continent South of 
New-Holland, where they went for freſh Water, and ob. 
ſerved a Horſe driving before him ſeveral Animals ex- 
actly reſembling thoſe I deſcribed under the Name of 

Taboo, with ſome other Particulars, which the Captain 
ſaid he had forgot; becauſe he then concluded them al! 
to be Lies, But he added, that ſince L profeſſed ſo invio- 
lable an Attachment to Truth, I muſt give him my Word 
of Honour to bear him company in this Voyage without 
attempting any hing againſt my Lite, or elſe he would 
continue me a Priſoner tul we arrived at Ln. I gave 
him the Promiſe he required; but at the ſaine time pro- 
teſted that 1 would ſuffer the greateſt Hardſhips rather 
than return to live among Tubes. 

Our Vorage paſſed without any conſiderable Accident, 
In Gratitude to the Captain I fometimes fate with kim 
at his earneſt Requeſt, and ſtrove to conceal my Antipa- 
thy to Human Kind, although it often broke our, which 
he ſuffered to paſs, without Obſervation, But the great- 
eſt Part of the Day, I confined my ſelf to my Cabbin, 
to avoid ſeeing any of the Crew. The Captain had often 
entreated me to ſtrip my ſelf of my ſavage Dreſs, and 
offered to lend me the beſt Suit of Clothes he had. This 
I would not be prevailed on to accept, abhorring to ca- 
ver my ſelf with any thing that had been on the Back 
of a Yahoo), I only deſired he would lend me two clean 
Shirts, which having been waſhed ſince he wore them, 
1 believed would not ſo much defile me. Theſe I chan- 
ged every ſecond Day, and waſhed them my ſelf. 

We arrived at Lisbon, Now. 5. 1715. At our landing 
the Captain forced me to cover my felt with lus Cloak, 
to prevent the Rabble from crouding about me. I was 
conveyed to his own Houfe, and at my earneſt Requeſt, 
he lead me up to the higtett Room backwards, 1 con- 
jured him to conceal from all Perſons what I had told 
him of the Houyhnhnms, becauſe the leaſt hint of 
fuch a Story would not only draw Numbers of People 

to 
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ta ſee me, but probably, put me in Danger of being 
impriſoned, or burnt by the Inquiſition, The Cagyain 
anus me to accept a Suit of Clothes newly made, 

ut I would not ſuffer the Taylor to take my Meaſure; 
however, Don Pedro being almoſt gf my Size, they fitted 
me well enough. He accoutred rie with other Neceſſa- 
ries all new, which L aired for twenty-four Hours before 
I would uſe them. 


The Captain had no Wife, nor above three Servants, _ 


none of which were ſuffered to attend at Meals, and his 


whole Deportment was ſo obliging, added to very good. 


human Underſtanding, that I really began to tollerate his 
Company. He gained fo far upon me, that I ventured 
to look out of the back Window. By degrees I was 
brought into another Room, from whence I peeped into 
the Street, but drew my Head back in a Fright. In a 
Week's time he ſeduced me down to the Door. I found 
my Terror gradually leſſened, but my Hatred and Con- 
tempt ſeemed to encreaſe. I was at laſt bold enough 
to walk the Street in his Company, but kept my Note 
well ſtopped with Rue, or ſometimes with Tobacco. 

la ten Days Don Pedro, to whom I had given ſome 
Account of my Domeſtick Affairs, put it upon me as a 
Matter of Honour and Conſcience, that I ought to re- 
turn to my native Country, and live at home with my 
Wife and Children. He told me, there was an Ergli's 
Ship in the Port juſt ready to fail, and he would furn:': 
me with all Things neceſſary. It would be tedious to 
repeat his Arguments, and my Contradictions, Ee fi 
it was alroggther impoſſible to find ſuch a ſolitary IUaud 
as I had deſired to live in; but I might command in my 
own Houle, and paſs my tune in a manner as reclule as 
I pleaſed. 

I complied at laſt, findiny I could not do better I left 
Lisben the 24th Day ct November, in an Engliſh Mer- 
chant-man, but who was the Maſter I never cnquired, 
Don Pedro accompanied me to the Ship, and lent me 
twenty Pounds, He took kind leave of me, and em- 
braced me at parting, which I bore as well as I cauld, 
During the lait Voyage, I had no Commerce with the 
Maſter or any of his Men, but pretending I was ſick 
k-pt claſe in my Cabvin, On the filth of December, 

1715. 
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17 15. we caſt Anchor in the Downs about nine in the 


Morning, and at three in the Afternoon I got ſafe to my 
Houſe at Redariff 


My Wife and Family received me with great Surprize 


and Joy, becauſe they concluded me certainly dead ; but 
I muſt freely confeſs the Sight of them filled me only 
with Hatred, Diſguſt and Contempt, and the more b 
reflecting on the near Alliance I had to them. For 4 
though ſince my unfortunate Exile from the HouyhnFum 
Country, 1 had compelled my ſelf to tolerate the Sight 
of YTaheosr, and to converſe with Don Pedro de Mendes ; 
yet my Memory and Imaginations were perpetually filled 
with the Virtues and Ideas of thoſe exalted Houwyhnhnms, 
And when I began to conſider, that by copulating wiel 
one of the TNahoo-Species I became a Parent of more, it 
ſtruck me with the utmoſt Shame, Confuſion and Hor- 
ror, 

As ſoon as I entered the Houſe, my Wife took me in 
her Arms, and kiſſed me, at which, having not been 
uſed to the Touch of that odious Animal for ſo man 
Years, I fell into a Swoon for almoſt an Hour. At the 
Time I am writing it is five Years fince my laſt Return 
to England: During the firſt Year I could not endure my 
Wife or Children in my Preſence, the very Smell of them 
was intolerable, much leſs could I ſuffer them to eat in 
the ſame Room. To this hour they dave not preſume 
to tonch my Bread, or drink out of the fame Cup, nei- 
ther was I ever able to let one of them take me by 
the Hand. The firſt Money I laid out was io buy two 
young Stone-horſes which 1 keep in a good Stable, and 
next to them the Groom is my greateſt Favourite; for I 
feel my Spirits revived by the Smell he contracts in the 
Stable. My Horſes underſtand me tolerably well; I con- 
verſe with them at leaſt four Hours every day, They are 
Strangers to Bridle or Saddle, they live in great Amity 
with me, and Friendſhip to each other.

HUS, gertle Reader, 1 have given thee a faith- 

ful Hiſtory of my Travels for ſixteen Years, and 

above ſeven — * wherein I have not been fo itud:- 

ous of Ornament as Truth, I could perhaps like other: 

have aſtoniſhed thee with ſtrange improbable Tales; but 

I rather choſe to relate plain Matter of Fact in the fim 

pleſt Manner and Style, becauſe my principal Deſigu was 
to inform, and not to amuſe thee, 

It is ealy for us who travel into remote Countries, 
which are ſeldom viſited by Englyhmen or other Europe- 
ane, to form Deſcriptions of wonderful Animals both at 
Sea and Land. Whereas a Traveller's chiet Aim ſhould 
be to make Men wiſer and better, and to improve thet 
Minds by the bad as well as good Example of what tis; 
deliver concerning foreign Places. 

I could heartily wiſn a Law were enacted, that every 
Traveller beſore he were permitted to publiſh his Voya- 
ves, ſhould be obliged to make Oath before the 1% 
High Chancellor that all he intended to print was abſolu:c- 
ly true to the beſt of his Knowledge; for then the World 
would no longer be deceived as it uſually is, white ſonic 
Writers, to make their Works paſs the better upon the 
Pubilick, impoſe the groſſeſt Falſities on the unwary 

Neader, 
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Reader, I have peruſed ſeveral Books of Travels with 
great Delight in my younger Days; but having ſince gone 
5 over moſt Parts of the Globe, and been able to contra- 
'dift many fabulous Accounts from my own Oblexvation, 
it hath given me a great Diſguſt againſt this Part of Read- 
ing, and ſome Indignation to ſee the Credulity of Man- 
kind ſo way rung abuſed, Therefore fince my Ac- 
| quaintance were pleaſed re think my poor Endeavours 
might not be unacceptable to my Country, I impoſed on 
| my felf as a Maxim never to be ſwerved from, that ! 
would ftriFly adhcre to Truth , neither indeed can I be 
ever under the leaſt temptations to vary from it, while 1 
retain in my Mind the Lectures and Example of my 
Noble Maſter, and the other Illuſtrious Houyhnhnme, 
of whom I had ſo long tie Honour to be an humble 
Hearer. 


Nec fi miſerum Fortuna Sinonem 
Finxit, vanum etiam, mendacemque improba finger, 


I know very well how little Reputation is to be got by 
Writings which require neither Genius nor Learning, nor 
indeed any other Talent, except a Memory, or an 
exact Fournal. I know likewiſe, that Writers of Tra- 
vels, lice Di#ionary-Makers, are ſunk into Oblivion by 
tie Wei hit and Bulk of thoſe who come alter, and there- 
fore lie uppermoſt, And it is highly probable, that ſuci: 
Travellers who ſhall hereafter viſit the Countries defcri- 
bed in this Work of mine, may by detecting my Errors, 
(it there be any) and adding many new Diſcoveries of 
their own, juſtle me out of Vogue, and ſtand in my 
Place, making the World forget that I was ever an Au- 
thor, This indeed would be too great a Mortification it 
I wrote tor Fame: But, as my fole Intention was the 
Puzrick Goop, I cannot be altogether diſappointed, 
For who can read of the Virtues 1 have mentioned in 
the Glorious Houyhnhmns, without being aſhamed of his 
own Vices, when he conſiders himſelf as the reaſoning, 
governing Animal of his Country? I ſhall ſay nothing of 
thoſe remote Nations, where YTahoos preſide, amongſt 
which, the leaſt corrupted are the Brobd.ngnagirans , 
whaſe wiſe Maxims in Morality and Government, it W 
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be our Happineſs to obſerye. But I forbear deſcanting 
farther, and rather leave the Judicious Reader to his own 
Remarks and Applications. 

I am not a little pleaſed that this Work of mine can 
poſſibly meet with no Cenſurers : For what Objections 
can be made againſt a Writer who relates only plain 
Facts that happened in ſuch diſtant Countries, where. we 
have not the leaſt Intereſt with reſpect either to Trade or 
Negotiations ? I have carefully avoided every Fault, with 
which common Writers of Travels are often too juſtly 
charged. Beſides, I meddle not with any Party, but 
write without Paſſion, Prejudice, or IIl-will againſt any 
Man or number of Men whatſoever. I write for the 
nobleſt End, to inform and inſtruct Mankind, over whom 
I may, without Breach of Modeſty, pretend to ſome Su- 
periority from the Advantages I received by converſing 
ſo long among the moſt accompliſhed Houyhnhnms, I 
write without any view towards Profit or Praiſe, I ne- 
ver- ſuffer a Word to paſs that may look like Reflection, 
or 1 give the leaſt Offence even to thoſe who are 
moſt ready to take it. So that 1 _—_ I may with Juſtice 
pronounce my ſelf an Author perfectly blameleſs, againſt 
whom the Tribes of Anſwerers, Conſiderers, Obſervers, 
Reflect ers, Detecters, Remarkers will never be able to 
find Matter for exerciſing their Talents. 

I confeſs it was — to me, that I was bound 
in duty as a Subject of England, to have given in a Me- 
morial to à Secretary of State, at my firſt coming over; 
becauſe, whatever Lands are diſcovered by a Subject, be- 
long to the Crown. But I doubt whether our Conqueits 
in the Countries I treat of, would be as eaſy as thofe of 
Ferdinando Cortez, over the naked Americans, The Lalli- 
putians, I think, are hardly worth the Charge of a Fleet 
and Army to reduce them, and Ii queſtion whether it 
might be prudent or ſafe to attempt the Broodingnagians, 
Or whether an Engliſh Army would be much at their 
eaſe with the flying Ifland over their Heads. The Houz- 
| bnhnms, indeed appear not be ſo well prepared for War, 
a Science to which they are perfect Strangers, and eſpe- 
cially againſt miſſive Weapons. However, ſuppoſing 
my ſelf to be a Miniſter of State, I could never give my 
Adyice for inyading them. Their Prudence, Oy 
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Tnacquaintedneſs with Fear, and their Love of their 
Country would amply ſupply all Defects in the Military 
Art. Imagine Twenty Thouſand of them breaking into 
the midſt of an European Army, confounding the Ranks, 
overturning the Carriages, battering the Warriors Faces 
into Mummy, by terrible Yerks from their hinder Hoofs. 
For they would well deſerve the Character given to Au- 
guſtus; Recalcitrat undique tutus, But inſtead of Propo- 
fals for conquering that magnanimous Nation, I rather 
wiſh they were in a Capacity or Diſpoſition to ſend a 
ſufficient Number of their Inhabitants for civilizing Ea- 
rope, by teaching us the firſt Principles of Honour, Ju- 
flice, Truth, Temperance, Publick Spirit, Fortitude , 
' Chaſtity, Friendſhip, Benevolence, and Fidelity. The 
Names of all wich Virtues are ſtill retained among us in 
moſt Languages, and are to be met with in ſome mo- 
dern as well as antient Authors; which I am able to aſ- 
ſert from my own ſmall Reading, 

But I had another Reaſon which made me leſs forward 
to enlarge his Majeſty's Dominions by my Diſcovery. 
To ſay the Truth, I had conceived a few Scruples with 
relation to the Diſtributive Juſtice of Princes upon thoſe 
Occaſions, For Inſtance, a Crew of Pirates are driven 
by a Storm they know not whither, at length a Boy diſ- 
covers Land from the Top-maſt, they go on Shore to 
Rob and Plunder; they ſee an harmleſs People, are en- 
tertained with Kindneſs, they give the Country a new 
Name, they take formal Poſleſhon of it for their King, 
they ſetup a rotten Plank or a Stone for a Memorial, they 
murder two or three Dozen of the Natives, bring away 
a Couple more by Force for a Sample, return home, and 
get their Pardon, Here commences a new Dominion 
acquired with a Title by Divine Right, Ships are ſent 
with the firſt Opportunity, the Natives driven out or de- 
ſtroyed, the Princes tortured to diſcorer their Gold; a 
free Licenſe given to all Ads of Inhumanity and Luft, 
the Earth reeking with the Blood of its Inhabitants: And 
this execrable Crew of Butchers employed in ſo pious 
an Expedition, is a modern Colony (ent to convert and ci- 
yvilize an idolatrous and barbarous People. 
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But this Deſcription, I confeſs, doth by no means 
affect the Britiſh Nation, who may be an Example to 
the whole World for their Wiſdom, Care, and Juſtice 
in planting Colonies ; their liberal Endowments for the 
Advancement of Religion and Learning ; their Choice 
of devout and able Paſtors to propagate Chriſtianiry ; 
their Caution in ftocking their Provinces with People ot 
{ſober Lives and Converſations from this the Mother- 
Kingdom; their ſtrict Regard to the Diſtribution of Ju- 
ſtice, in ſupplying the Civil Adminiſtration through all 
their Colonies with Officers of the greateſt Abilities, ut- 
ter Strangers to Corruption; and to crown all, by fend- 
ing the moſt Vigilant and Virtuous Governors, who have 
no other Views than the Happineſs of the Pepple over 
— they preſide, and the Honour of the King their 
Maſter. 

But, as thoſe Countries which I have deſcribed, do 
not appear to have a Deſire of being conquered, and 
enſlaved, murdered or driven out by Colonies, nor a- 
bound either in Gold, Silver, Sugar or Tobacco; I did 
humbly conceive they were by no means proper Objects 
of our Zeal, our Valour, or our Intereſt. However, if 
thoſe whom it may concern, think fit to be of another 
Opinion, I am ready to depoſe, when I ſhall be lawfully 
called, That no Europeans did ever viſit theſe Countrics 
before me. I mean, if the Inhabitants ought to be be- 
lieved; unleſs a Diſpute may ariſe about the two Thorr, 
ſaid to have been ſeen many Ages ago on a Mountain in 
Hough land, from whence the Opinion is, that the 
Race of thoſe Brutes hath deſcended; and theſe, for any 
thing I know, may have been Engli,”, which indeed I 
was apt to ſuſpe& from the Lineaments of their Poſte- 
rity's Countenances, although very much defaced, But, 
how far that will go to make out a Title, I leave to the 
Learned in Colony-Law. 

But as to the Formality of taking Poſſeſſion in my So- 
vereign's Name, it never came once into my Thougits ; 
and if it had, yet as my Affairs then ſtood, I ſhould per- 
haps in L of Prudence and Scll-preſer vation, have 
put it off to a better Opportunity. 

Having thus anſwered the only Objection that can 
ever can be raiſed againſt me as a Trayeller, I here 2 
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a final Leave of all my Courteous Readers, and return 
to enjoy my own Speculations in my little Garden at 
Redariff, to apply thoſe excellent Leſſons of Virtue which 
learned among the Homyhnhnms, to inſtruct the T:hoos 
of my own Family as far as 1 ſhall find them docible 
Animals, to behold my Figure often in a Glaſs, and thus 
it pallible habituare my ſelf by Time to tolerate the ſight 
of a human Creature: To lament the Brutality of Houy- 
hnknms in my own Country, but always treat their Per- 
ſons with Reipect, for the fake of my noble Maſter, his 
Family, his Friends, and the whole Houyhnhwmn Race, 
whom theſe of ours have the Honour to refemble in all 
their Lineaments, however their Intectuals came to de- 
nerate, 

began laſt Week to permit my Wife to fit at Dinner 
with me, at the fartheſt End of a long Table, and to an- 
wer (Zut with the utmoſt Brevity) the few Queſtions [ 
ask'd her. Yet the ſmell of a Tubes continuing very of- 
tenfive, I always keep my Noſe well ſtop'd with Rue, 
Lavender, or Tobacco-Leaves. And althourh it be hari 
for a Man late in Life to remove oid Habits, I am not 
altogether out of Hopes in ſome Time to fuller a Neigh- 
bour Tube in my Company withoat the Apprehenſions L 
am yet under of his Teeth or his Claws, 

My Recuncilement to the Yaho9-Kind in genera! might 
not be ſo difacu't it they would be content with thole 
Vices and Follies only, which Nature hath entitled 
them to, I am not in the leaſt provoked at the ſight of 
a Lawyer, a Pick-pocket, a Colonel, a Fool, a Lord, a 
Gameſter, a Politician, a Phyſician, an Evidence, a Su- 
borner, an Attorney, a Traitor, or the like: This is all 
according to the due Courſe ef Things: But when 1 be- 
hold a Lump of Deformity, and Diſeaſes both in Body 
and Mind, imitten with Pride, it immediately breaks all 
the Meaſures of my Patience; neither [hall I be ever 
able to comprehend how ſuch an Animal and fuch a 
\ ice could tally t ether. The wife aud virtuous Ho 
hn/mns, who abound in all Excellencics that can adorn 
a Kational Creature, have no Name for this Vice in their 
Language, which hath no Terms to expreſs any thing 
that is Evil, except thoſe whereby they delcribe the dete- 
ttadle Qualities of their Zahcers, among Which ten Were 
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not able to —_—_— this of Pride, for want of tho- 
roughly underſtanding human Nature, as it ſheweth itſelf 
in other Countries, where that Animal preſides, But I, 
who had more Experience could plainly obſerye ſome 
Rudiments of it among the wild Tahoos, 

But the Houyhnhnms, who live under the Government 
of Reaſon, are no more proud of the good Qualities they 
poſſeſs, than I ſhould be for not wanting a Leg or an 
Arm, which no Man in his Wits would boaſt of, al- 
though he muſt be miſerable without them. 1 dwell the 
longer upon this Subject from the Defire I have to make 
the Society of an Engliſh Yahoo by any means not inſup- 

rtable, and therefore I here entreat thoſe who have 
any Tincture of this abſurd Vice, that they will not pre- 
ſome to come in my Sight, 
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
